^ 67 — consists of two very famous regioients, of 11111011 the former, at any rate, is 

familiar by its sobnquet, “ Tbo Dio bards,” to tbc most superficial student of the career 
of Dor iinjesty’s Army Tbo 1st bittahon— the 67tb — was raised m 1766 Jiy Colonel 
John Arabin, chiefly in the counties of Gloucester and Someiset, and the first service of 
tho new regiment was as marines with the fleet in the Mediterranean The following 
twenty years were passed chiefly m Gibraltar, Minorca, and Deland The 67th joined 
the force under Lord Cornwallis, and the following year took part in the battle of 
Brooklyn on August Sflth, 1770 Afterwards they shared ip tho storming of Eedhank, 
the capture o[ York Island, the attack on Powell’s Hook, and the storming of Port 
Montgomery, at which place they sustained hoary losses In 1778 the flank companies 
were formed into separate battalions, and were bu^dy engaged thioiighout tho troublous 
times that followed, the light company being among tho garrison at Port York under 
Lord Comwalli^, who were taken prisoners in October, 17S1' Even on the disaster at 
York Town we are able to look back without any feeling of humiliation In September 
Lord Cornwallis was directed to make as good a defence as possible, receiving assurance 
of speedy and effective succour On the 28th of September,” writes an author whose 
^works of fiction contain historical sfcetdies of whioh the accuracy is only equalled by the 
fascination of their style, t “ the combined army of French and Americans, consisting

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of T, 000 of the former and 12,000 of the latter, appeared before York Toivii and the post 
at Gloncestcr Lord ComrraUia had 6,900 men, bnt so great had been the effects of the 
deadly chmato m the autnnvn. mtmths, that only 4,017 men rrere reported fit for ^dutj 
The enemy at once invested the torm and opened their trenches against it From 
their fleet they had draim an ahimdance of heavy artillery, and on the 9th of October 
their batteries opened a tremendous fire upon the works Each day they pushed their 
trenches closer, and the British force was too weak in comparison with the number of its 
a'sailauts to venture upon sorties The fire from the works was completely overpowered 
by that of the enemy, and the ammunition was nearly exhansted Day after day pas ed 
and still the promised reinforeemeats did not arrive. On the 16th, findmg that he 
must cither surrender or break through, Lord ComwuUia detenumed to cro^s the nver 
and fall on the French rear with his whole force In the night the light infantry 
(including lie company of the 57th) and other regiments were embarked in boats 
and crossed to the Gloucester side of the nrer Vefore nudmght At this critic. 
moment a yiolenl storm arose which prevented the boats returning The enemy’s fij 
rcsopened at daybreak, and the engineer and principal officers of tho army gave it 
their opinion that it was impossible to resist longer Only one eight inch shell an 
hundred small ones remained The defences had is many pbces tumbled to miss, i *■ 
no effectual resistance could be opposed to an assanlt ” Accordingly, on the 10th, 1 
Comwalhs surrendered, and five days later the long promised reinforcements am 
— too late ' > 

rrotn 17S3 to 1790 the 57th served m Eovu Scota, and in the latter year returnee 
to Luglaud. In 1791 they joined the Diike of York’s forces at hlahnes, and served u 
Flanders until the clo«o of the year In 179C the regiment was ordered to Barhadoe 
where they assisted m the capture of 51 Lncia, returning, after a Bojoum of a few yeai 
m Trmidad, to Lngland in 1803 

?)rs. years later, m 1599, cotnioenccd the efti, glonous m the making of splcnd 
names, among«t which none gleams with a clearer and more endanng brilliancy throng 
the intervemi^ years, than does that of the gallant 5Tth, the Die hards of Peninsul 
fame * ^ ' 

The first scene of the war tragedy which was enacted after the 57fh had joint 
WiUington’s army was the battle of Bnsaco “Nothing,” writes Colonel Leith Ha' 

* could be conceived more enlivening, more intereshug, or more varied than tho soei 
from tho heights Commanding a very extensive prospect to the eastward, the mov^ 
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meats of tbo French army Tvere distinctly perceptible it ins impossible to conceal 
them Rising grounds were co% creel with troojis, cannon, or equipages, the widely 
extended country seemed to contain a host moiing ftrward, or gradually condensing 
into numerous masses, checked in their pw^ress by tho grand natural barrier In 
imposing appearance as to numeneal strength, there has been rarely seen anything 
companblo to that of the enemy’s army from Busaco, it was not an army alone 
encamped before us, but a multitude, cavalry, mfantry, cars of tho country, horses, 
tribes of mules with their attendants, sutlers, followers of every descnptioq crowded tho 
moving sQene ” *Tet ero many hours had passed this mighty host was m full retreat, 
beaten by the army whoso honours the 67th had to share and increase 

Tho following year, the 67th jomed m the pursnit of ITassena, and at Albuera 
earned for themselves immortal fame by their conduct, the record of which is, so to 
speak, tryiiaXh 2 ed, lu their before mentioned sobnquet of the “Die hards” The 
fortunes of the day were wavering* everywhere the Spamards were falling hack, despite 
tho dauntless courage and personal exertions of Beiesford, who actually seized a Spanish 
officer and by mam, force carried him to the front, only for the dastard to run hack agam 
when tho iron grasp was released Then Stewart brought up Houghton’s Brigade, with 
which were the 57 th Fierce, indeed, was the conflict 1 Cannon and musketry at 
pistol ranyo belched forth death against tbo mdomitable British regiments Stewart 
was twice wounded, the gallant Houghton fell dead even as he called to the heroic 
67th, “ Die hard, my men, die hard ’ ” And undismayed, with gnm valour dytny 
hard before the hurtling shower of grape and shot and shell, the 67th stood, giving 
back death for death and defiaaco for defiance, while officers and men were stneken 
down with awful qmckness Then came Coles’s splendid charge, before which the 
erst triumphing legions of France quailed and fled, and “ liko a loosened cliff went 
headlong down the steep , the ram flowed after m streams discoloured with blood, and 
jinp fhonsand £ydit Jumdied unw.ouhded men, the remnant of six thousand imcon 
querable Bntish soldiers, stood tnumphant on tho fatal hill ” Of the five hundred and 
seventy of all ranks with which the 67 th went into action that day, only a hundred and 
thirtyremamed to be marched off the field by tho adjutant, while amongst the heaps of 
dead and wounded Were Colonel Inglts, twenty two officers, and over four hnndred men 
of tho regiment wlueh had fought and died so hard “ It was observed that our dead, 
particularly the 57th Regiment, were lying as they bad fought m the ranks, and that 
ciery uound was m front” Tho Rings colour received seventeen shots while the 
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rtsimenW colour rros pcrcoa by Irronlrooo “Hero rra? won tlio hnrol wrealh, of 
which anv corp^ might ivcll be proud * » 

It 13 impossible to dwell nt length upon tho prowess of tho 57th throaghout 
the Peninsular War, though not oil of the battles aro inscribed on thc'ff 'colours, 
there were but ft-W places made fimoua by tbo gallantrj of British troops where 
the S7th did not participate in that gallantry ^ittoria, tho Pyrenees, Jsirellc, tho 

these arc tho tnumpha recorded on tho colours , but it must not be forgotten 

that “ Peninsula ” covers the counUc«s smaller octions and. operations performed by the 
Army, and in these tho 67th ever gave mdcnco of tho accuracy of tho popular and pro- 
fessional judgment which then, ns now, assigned them ono of tho foremost places 
amongst British regiments At St Piciro— the rcmaikable onusnon of which from tho 
list of distinctions has been before noticed — ^the 57 th were in tho right wing under 
General Byng, which found itself opposed by tho strong force led by d’Armagnac. 
Dnnng the action they were taken to strengthen Barnes’s position in tho centre, and 
matemlly aided in the repulse of Soult, which was practicallj tho crisis of the battle 
which made ‘ Hdl a day of glory complete ” 

Bnruig 1814 the regiment was in Quehcc, returning to England m August, 1815, 
immediately after which they joined tho anay of occupation m Franco, with which 
they served nntil Bovember, 1818 From that date till the Cnmeo ncr particulap 
fighting of note fell to their share, though they rendered good eervico at Mangalore in 
18S7 The entire regiment was gamsoned at Madras from 1S40 to 1845, when they 
removed to Poonamalee , retomed home m 184G, and during tho disturbed period in 
Ireland in 1848 In September, 1854, the regiment joined General Cathcart s Division 
m the Crimea, and took up their position before Serastopol At Balaklara they acted as 
support to the Artillery At Inkerman, when tho Guards were maintaining theur splen- 
did resistance to the masses that threatened to overwhelm them. Sir George Cathcart led 
on his Division in the hope to rehere the Guards -from tho assault they were sustaining 
with such high valour , and despite the vast disparity of force— the Bnssians opposed 
to hm numbered 9,000 men— he gave the order to charge, falling dead as he led on his 
meiiawotdj,n hand. The 57th lost heavily, amoa^t the'killed being their former 
colonel, Brigadier Goldie 

On the occasion of the assault on the Eedan the 57tli led tho assault on the right 
flank of the fort, and lost no fewer thansK officers and ahundied and ten men Amongst 
the nnmerous acts of mdividual hfasnsm which redeemed the comparative failure of the 
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attack must be mentioned that of urhich Colour Sergeant Gardiner of the regiment Tvas 
theheto* ,'\YTieii retreat became meTitable, Sei^ant Gardiner persuaded some of the 
men pf tlie regiment to delay returning to our lines and try the effect of a bttle more 
firing Theiittle bandjnado such shelter aa they could for themselves by taking advan 
tage of the deep holes tom by the diells, by the side of which they improvised a some 
what ghastly breastwork with the bodies of their dead comrades, and here they 
romamed, inflictmg no little annoyance on the enemy till their ammunition was 
exhausted This was done under a fire in which nearly half tlie officers and a third of 
the rank and file of the storming parties were put hort de combat For this achievement, 
coupled with his gallant conduct on the 22Dd of March, Sergeant Gardiner was rewarded 
With the Victoria Cross Durmg the siege, another soldier of the “ Die-hards,” Private 
M’Come, gamed the same coveted honour for his coolness and courage m picking up a 
live shell which had fallen into the trenches and throwing it over the parapet — 
fortunately without injury to him«5lf, though he sub«cqnently died before receiving the 
coveted decoration 

The STth took part, in the following September, m the expedition against Odessa, 
and were in the first bngade of the force which was despatched to effect the redaction 
of Hmhurn, on which occasion, despite the small loss which our troops actually suffered, 
a rumonr reached the camp that the 67th had been cut to pieces From Smbum, after 
a skirmish with some Cossacks neat fihadoffki, they returned to Sevastopol, after the 
Burrender of which they proceeded to Malta, and later on to India Here they remamed 
for three years, when they were ordered to New Zealand on the outbreak of the Maori 
war, where they performed some sterlmg service But this service was not rendered 
without loss. 

In 1863 Lieutenant Targett and a party of six men of the regiment, who were 
acting as escort in charge of a prisoner to be tned by court martial, were all slam by 
jibuiiwf’uruimlmsl; miu* imar .tel' Mu* .tale muff j*.v/ikPuijUtetminfLtuii' 

m the breasts of the gallant 57th to avenge the death of their comrades General 
"Warre, the historian of the regiment, thus describes the mcident — “ On reacbmg the 
■Wairan (the name of a small stream) the escort was suddenly fired upon by an ambus 
cade of thirty or forty rebel natives, and the whole party were killed or wounded 

* ‘^ijeant Oirdmer had before tlua greatly distuigmahed himeelf on the occasion of the sortie of the 22nd of 
llarch when eeemg that the covering parties had bent dr Ten m and were la some confusion, he rallied them, anrl at 
their head attached IheBuMiana who were speedily dneenont of the trenches again. — Knoffys 
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Pnvato Florence Kelly, although TTOundod, o«capcd into Ibo fern, suhwqucntly joining 
a party under Lieutenant Lrutton, 'R-Iiich had been sent on tlit report of the murders 
being conveyed by a mounted orderly” An opportunity for rciengo occurr-d on 
June Jth, in the attack and capture of Ibo rcbeb’ p-ili, when the regiment fought vritli 
marked courage and dash Later m the Bimo year occurred a so ero encounter v, itb (ho 
mtives at Pontoko, ulicre the Bntish gnmtd a completo Mctorj over much suimnor 
numbers, though the 57th suffered some loss ” Ensign Doini and Drummer D Stagpool 
vrero recommended for, and eventuall} reeeited, tlio^jctom Cro«% for their gallant 
conduct in rc«cuing a ivoonded comrade from the clutches of the rebel natives ” On the 
occasion of the storming of the Ofapaira Pah, the 57tb, numbering one huiidrrd and 
thirty rank nod file under Colonel Butler, again distinguished themselves, though Ihcj 
had to mourn the death of Lieutenant Colonel Ilas&ird, who fell inside the pah, while 
leading on lus men It would seem on this occa«iou os though the natn es had been 
studying the “/aj at ah hasL tfeern ” doctrine, for thej kept perfectly quiet till our 
men were within about thirty or forty yard«, when they commenced h ino«t «OTcro 
and unusually well directed fire Lieutenant Colonel IIas«ard, with a party of the 
regiment, drove out tho cuemy on the left, and then proceeded against tho o on the 
right ” At tho same moment tho remajoder of tho 65th, gollantly led by Lieutenant* 
Colonel Butler, reached the left angle of the work Tho ^laones fought desperately for 
a time, but in vain, a portion of tho palisading being cut down by Private Doakeo, 
67th Regiment, tbe troops entered the works nud earned all before them ” In 
addition to lueutenant Colonel Uassard • the regiment loot two sergeants and fivo 
pnvates killed and many ^vounded Among«t those killed was Pniale Doakes, whose 
gallantry had been such as to have decided the commander to recommend him for tlic 
Yictona Cross 

The regiment returned to England m 186C wmaining at homo till the Zulu war 
They arrived m Sjjuth Africa from Ceylon shortly before the battle of Ghinglovo,, 
and suffered somewhat more than the other troops from Iho wet and cold, lo conse- 
quence of the greater change of climate The 67th and Olst were stationed on that 
face of the lager on which the Zulus, aftw their repulse by the Rifles, hurled the whole 
force of their attack How well that attaiA was repul«ed is matter of common know-

the regiment devolved upon Major Tredennick Later on the regiment Tras actively 
employed in the pursuit of Ceteirayi^ and in September returned to England The 
follomng year — to quote from Colonel Archer — “many deserved honours were hestoived 
on officers of the corps, including Lord Gifford, the pursuer of Eetchewayo, for services 
in (he Zulu tvar, and the gallantry of IVivate Hotrard, n’ho, with Lieutenant Torrens 
of the Soots Greys, assisted m rescuing the crew of the hng Eolert Broun, wrecked off 
the Pigeon House Fort, was puhhcly commended by the commandei m chief” Since 
the Zulu war the 57th have not been engaged in any active sen ice • 

The 2nd battalion of the Middlesex Hegiment is the 77th Foot, which was raised m 
17S7 for service in the East Indies The regiment armed in India m August, 1788, 
and joined the force under Ahcrciomby They were at the siege and surrender of 
Canonore, December 18th, 1790, and then advanced upon Penapatam , but, on Lord 
Cornwallis suspending operations returned to cantonments In December, 1791, under 
Abercromhy they entered Mysore and joined Lord Cornwallis before Senngapatam m 
February of the following year Throughout tho campaign against Tippoo, m which they 
lost over two hundred men, the 77lh acquitted themselves with great credit, and on 
the conclusion of the campaign proceeded to Canonoro, and thence to Bombay, a few

took jiart m the operations iinileT Colonel Stewait against the Dotcli Sctthincnt*, and 
later on in the cspcdition against the Hajah of Cotiotc In January, 1709, the* 771h 
joined theDomhay army and occupied the signalling station of Sudaporc, Ifctirccn Steirart 
and Hams’s forces Here the cnemv, headed hy the Sultan m per-on, appeared 'uddcnly 
m order of battle, and, being greatly superior in numbers, turned the position, and 
cut off its communications with the Bombay force But the 77th, villi whom were 
the 75th, by a brilliant effort recovered tbe advantage before Genenl Stewart had 
reached them with his snpport In 1799 they ogam found thcm'clics before tho walb 
of Serintrapatam The 771h furnished their flank compamc* for the storming party 
Tbe troops moved to the attack on the left under Lieutenant Colonel Dunlop, of the 
7Tth Under a temUe fire from cannon, jingalb, and musketry the gUcis and ditch 
were passed and the storming part} swarmed up the breach * Lieutenant Colonel 
Dnnlop was here wounded by a Sidar of Mysore who met him scimitar m hand 
Tarrying a cut with his sabre tho Colonel slashoil open his antagonist s breast and 
mortally wounded lum Tho Sidar made another cut Ibat ucarlj hewed off the head 
of the Colonel, and falhug back into the breach was instantly bayoaetted Dunlop 
reached the summit and then fell from loss of blood ” 

lo 1799 the regunent was qnartered at Mangilore, “and m 1800, at CocJim and 
Caheut In June, 1800, they captured Virakerrv, «crrcd under IVcllc'lcy at Dhoondro, 
and took part m the capture of Bednore, Coongull, Subtifee, and Ilumaul (at tho Bs«ault 
of which latter Captain ifePherson distinguished himself), and nt the final defeat of 
Dhoondra” In ISOl they were engaged in operations ngainst Colioto and "Wynand, 
and. in the attack of Panjalamcourchr, which was eaptored with a lo«3 of two officers 
and fifty ono men Sub'eqnenflj the regmieiit operated again«t the Polygara, took part 
mthe attack on Bollaum Bajah, and in 1802, m tho second capture of Amkerry, and 
subsequently m the operations ajgiiiist the Ilairs 

The 77th returned to England in 1S07 after an absence of nineteen and a half 
years, during by tar the greater part of which they had been actively engaged Under 
the Earl of Chatham, they shared m th® operations in Banders in 1S09, and were 
present at the capitulation of Kantakius nnd Flushing After a few months m England 
regiment went to Portugal in July, 1810, and very shortly after landing commenced 
m earnest At El Bodon in September, 1811, where the action hegan di^udvan 
tageoualy for the allie-!,” the tTth, under Lieutenant Colonel Bromhead, evinced 
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splendid vftlonr In conjunction irith tlie 6th they several times charged the Frencli 
Cavalry, on vliose numhers neither artillery nor musketry volleys seemed to make any 
impression At one time hy a movement of the Portuguese, “ the 5th and 77th, tivo 
ireak battalions formed in one square, arere quite exposed, and m an instant the ariole 
of the Trench horsemen came thundming down upon them ” Perhaps in all Napier s 
brilliant pages there is no passage ■which eclipses ra beauty his description of the deeds 
of the 77th and their comrades on that day Put ho'w vain, how fruitless, ' he 
continues, “ to match the sword anth the muaket, to send the charging horsemen against 
the steadfast veteran ' The multitudinous squadrons, rending the skies with their 
shouts, closed upon the glowing squares like the tallmg edges of a burning crater and 
were as instantly rejected, scorched and scattered abroad , then a rolling peal of 
musketry echoed through the lull'*, bayonets glittered at the edge of the smoke, and 
with firm and e\en step tho British regiments came forth like the* holy men flora the 
Assyrian’s furnace ” At Ciudad Rodngo, under Colonel Dunkin, the 77th with two 
other regiments pushed np the groat breach amidst a whirlwind of death and hcaror 
and confusion, such as might haro swept through a hell of warring demons Curses 
and yells of anguish stiove for tho master} over (he crash of shell and shot, stones and 
pieces of masonry fell thick around, and gleaming amongst them through tho heavy 
cloud of •smoke came thick and fast the gbnt of gory bayonets, like tho red lightning 
playing across the track of an avalanche After Badajoz— >the name of which they 
beai on their colours — the 77th letumed to Lisbon, rejoining the army m the field in 
October, 1813, and being actuely employed in the investment of Bayonne, where they 
assisted in carrying the entrenched works 

At tho close of the war the 77th embarked for home, where they stayed until 
1824, m which year they went to Jamaica, remaining there for ten years, losing 
during this penod tweh e officers, eleven sergeants, and two hundred and thirty of other 
ranks, and finding their only active cmpli^rment m the operations which became neees 
sary m 1831 against the insurgent slaves On retumiag to England they were engaged 
on peace duties for twenty years, dunng irhicli tune they were stationed at Malta, Canada, 
Jamaica, the Ionian Islands and Nova Scotia On the outbreak of the Crimean "War 
they proceeded to the front, and were 'wilb the Light Division under Sir George Brown 
At tho Alma tho advance of tho Light Dinsion wns acknowledged to be one of the 
finest performances of the campaign, and right -well did the 77th carry out their part 
in it Again at Inkcrman they distu^oished themselves, some forty of the re'^iment

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followiug tlio heroic charge of Lieutenant Clifford of Uvo Kiflo Brigade against a strong 
force of Russians, -who, unperccivcd, Lad approached tLangcrou’<lj near the camp of the 
Second Division The right inng of tho regimcot rcccircd dcsened commenJaticn for 
the tlirce brilliant charges it made against tho enemy. On the occurrence of the 
sortie of the 22nd of March, 18o5, tho 77th ogmn won deserred honour iti the fierce 
fighting which ensued before tho cnoraj were repulsed 

It was on the occasion of the abore mentioned «oilie that rnraie Alexander VTnght, 
77th Reginicnt, performed one of the acta of \olour which earned him thoA ictona Cro’^s 
As mentioned m the account of the 97th Itegimcnt— who with tho j7th were guarding 
the trenches— our men w ere surpn<ed by tho Rus«ian«, who rushed m upon them before 
they had “ barelv time to snatch their arms and defco I tbcmsclrcs ” It was a time to 
try the mettle of the most seasoned soldier, an 1 Alexander 'W’nght proied him«elf to be, 
liho "Williain of Doloraino “ good at need” Atthcalfur of tho rifle jiU of tho 19ih 
April, the 77lh were again to the fore 'With a wing of the 83rd Begirocnt they earned 
tho rifle pits at a tush, despite a fierce Cto which the enemy directed on them Colonel 
Egorton and Captain Lempnero were wounded,* os were other ofliccr*, including 
Sergeant Park of the regiment, who was awarded a I ictona Cross rnvalo IVnght 
again distinguidicd himself on this occasion At tlica«»auU of the Redan, a hundred 
and "isty of the regiment, under the gallant Major Welsford, formed part oftho parti in 
charge of tho scaling ladders Alas 1 scarcely had tho order been giicn “ lAddcts to the 
front ’ ” than their gallant bearers fell thick and fast Major IVelsronl had his head 
blown off by a cannon ball fired by a Russian officer, w ho afierwards surrendered himself 
to a sergeant of the 97th The stormers straggled on and gained the Redan, only, as is 
well known, to he driven out by overwhelming numbers afler an hour and a lialf of such 
fighting as rarely falls to tho lot of any soldiers There was no need to carry out tho 
intended re assault on the morrow , the Russians had cracuated their city, and so closed 
a war which had gamed for the 77th much glory, dnd had cost them the loss of fifteen 
officers and nearly nine hundred men 

Since the Crimea no war service has been demanded of tho 77th, who have been 
stationed m various quarters of the ^ohe, including India* and ITew South TVale® 
Peace hath its victories,” however, and amongst these may be instanced that of the T7tU 
in gaining for two successive years the honour due to tho “ best shootmg regiment of tho 
army y

Ihe 1st battalion of the Roi al Munster Fusiliers, the 101st Regiment, date their 
origin from December, 176G, rrhen, amid the chaos of doubt and terror, of incapacity and 
impending rum, the Man ornvetl onth the Hour As one of Ins first -iteps towards 
the salvation of Rntish India Cine organized the Bengal European Battahon, and 
placed in command Major Kilpatrick Like another famous regiment whose career we 
have sketched, t though a date can he given with exact or approximate accuracy for its 
ongmation, yet that process in the case of the Bengal European Regiment partook 
rather of the nature of crystallisation. For many years prior to 1756 there had existed 
scattered, more or less independent, companies of Europeans in the military service of 
the Company , as m the days of the “blameless kmg”

and Chve was the first who draw together this Jcmghtliood errant into the “glorious 
companj ” of the 101st Fusihcrs From its very commencement the lOlst has been 
eminently a fightmg regiment From the interesting account which appeared of it a 
few years ngo,$ the Bengal European Regiment has fought in no fewer than eighty 
three known engagements, omitting the less important items which swell the total list 
of a campaign It is obvious therefore that m such n sketch as the present it will be 
impossible to do more than mention — and even that but shortly— the more important of 
the battles m which the famous regiment has been engaged While yet only a few 
days old, the Bengal European Regiment fought at the battle of Baj Baj which was won 
by the British, not without some slight lo^s to the newly formed corps In this connec 
tiou it may not bo without interest to recall an mcident referred to by Colonel Innes 
After the battle had been fought and won, it became necessary to toko the Fort of Baj 
Baj, and the troops — amongst which was the Grenadier Company of the 101st§ — weic

Tho lOlst fought it the battle of Chitpore, which in its results must be considered ns 
ono of the moat important of that erentful period , at tlie famous Council of M nr which 
preceded Plasscy, tho majority of the regiment present lotcd for immediate ncfioa , they 
assisted in tho winning of that memorable battle itself Not long afterward*, tho regiment 
recon ed a welcome addition to its strength by the acquisition of \olunlccr8 from 11 M 
89th Eegiment and from tho Bombay and ‘Mndms Luropcan Bcgimcnts, tho detach 
meats of which Clno“imncscil”—“ finding »l inadTisablo to send them back" At 
Condore, the lOlst wore, with the oxcepliou of one company of wbrtdlcry, tho only 
British soldiers present at the 1 attic, “justly ranked amongst tho Qeci«i\o Battles of 
India," font was ono between thoEnj,h«h and French for supremacy Undoubtedly, the 
skilful change of front which the rCc.*mcat made, and tho daring courage with which 
they pressed on tho bewildered French, were tho chief fictors in obtaining tho aactory 
The loss of tho regiment m tho action was forty five men killed and avounded 
Atthe storming of Slussulipatam, the regiment acquitted themselves avith signal heroism, 
the gallantry of Totke Fischer, and Moran bung Specially conspicuous The siege of 
afLussulipatam was undot fhc direction of Colonel Fordo, tho French Commander 
being Conflans The following description of this important stronghold will serve to 
emphasize the gallantry of the besiegesa ‘ The fort of jtussubpatam stood m an 
extremely defensible position It -was surrounded by a swamp on three sides, the other 
face rested on the river From the land sido it was only approachable by a causeway 

then ths 1 t Eeaga Eui^n tght lafantrjr and lastly the 1st Enwpean Bengal 
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across the siianip, 'iml thjs Has guirded bj a strong ca\alicr r-1iic2j is the military 
name for an outwork erected beyond the ditch of a fortress It was m all re«pects 
capable. of a prolonged defence In form it was on irregular parallelogram about eight 
hundred yards in length and six hundred ynrds wide, and on the walls were eleven 
strong bastions The mora-3 which surrounded it was of from three to eighteen feet in 
depth ” 

There u ere only about three hundred and cightj Luropcans and seven hundred 
nafiies composing (he nttacking party, which wa? under the command of Captain 
Callender, an officer of the lladras Army One of the most remarkable occurrences con- 
nected Hith the siege ivas (he di«appearanco of this officer just uhen (ho attack was 
ordered to begin Where ho was, uhat was the reason of his fiilmg to nppcir at such a 
critical moment, was never known From the following account of the capture of the 
fort, Hhich wo have condensed from histones of the time, it will bo scon that when the 
fighting was at its height ho rcapptircd, but gave no explanation, and beforo many 
minutes was shot dead “ The hour of midnight was fixed for the attack, as at that time 
the tide was at its lowcat, and the water m the ditcher round the ramports not more than 
(hreo felt deep Tho French, in their belief m the absolute secuntv of (he place, had 
taken but few precautions against an attack, and it was not until the leading partr ha 1 
watUd nearlj breast high through (he ditch, and begun (o break down (ho palisade loyond 
it, that they were discolored Then a heavy artillery and mu«kclry Cro from the lo'ttons 
on the right and left was opened upon the ns«ail mts ” Fischer’s pirty 'ocm gamed 
tho breach, and were spccdilv joined by that under Yorko , the two parties tlica charged 
together, and capturetl an important bastion Then Yorko and Ii«chor separated As 
tho former was moving forward, ho saw a strong body of French Sepovs advancing 
towards tho foot of the ramparts and tho buildings of the town These had been sent to 
reinforce tho bastion jii't earned Wilhouf a moment’s hesitation \orko ran down the 
ramparts, seized tlio French officer wb? commanded, and ordeml him to surrender ot cnee, 
ns the j hec was already taken C<?nfu*cd nod bewildered, the officer gave up his sword, 
and onlored tho Sepoys to lay down their arm* They were then sent ns pn'cocrs into 
(ho ba.'-tion Then followotl an incident almost identical with that related in thcaceotnf of 
the tthTlcgimcnt and their hcroi«malll3lajoz Some one called out \ mine ' kmuie'” 
and the soldiers of Yorko at Mu«sulipatam bchaveil ja«t as, more than sixtv yea's after, 
Walker’s splendid troop<'l'chaie»l at ItidajwL Literallv frighted with false fire ther 
fell back in hopilcas concision, the«o men arbo aniaoved had faced iweeping ToUev*, to 
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■whom morals and ramfirt had proved no oVisticH wnreasoamg terror, feared—

placky native drummer boyi who stood bj liim Ihrt^fs and remon«tranc(;s soon 
brought the stormers back to a sen>e of Ihcir dnlj , and “ lbc> charged the Ustion, Yotke 
leading with a drummer on oicUside pHring tlic Grcaidmra' March ” Ilio brave korkc 
fell desperately vrounded, thot through both (highs, mill him fell deid the tiro brave 
drummer boys and many other*, but jt vras m the momtnl of nctory, for TVitU loud 
burrahs of tnurapb, and with a ru«h that none could ivith«(and, the lOlst and their com* 
rades earned the formidable bastion ileamrhilo Captain Fi«thcr had not been idle 
He pie« cd on towards the works where was the great gate of the town The Trench 
made strenuous efforts to resist his progress, hut m vain Hc'cmng their fire till within 
a few yards of the enerorjhis men threw in a staggering volley, and with a suddm charge 
cleared the bastion Then Fi«chcr at once closed the great gales and thus i«oIalcd and 
completely impri oned the troops witlun “Just oS the division was ogam odranemg, 
Captain Callender, to tho astonishment of every one, appeared and took lus place at its 
head ” He offered no espboation of hts obscnco, doubtless postponing it to a moro con 
V ement season Bat such eca on never came , only a few shots mere were fired by the 
already defeated garrison, and by one of these Captain Callender was kiUciL So ended the 
siege of Mn<subpatam, one of the mo«t memorable sieges on 1 brilliant achievements in the 
long catalogue of British triumphs in India. The town taken bj our troops had ten times 
as many guns and nearly twice as many men, save at certain times it was unassailable 
otherwise thin by boats, not far distant wasanother large hostile force, our provisions were 
scanty, the fidelitv of onr allies more than doubtful, and some of our ovvu force wero begin 
ning to mnrciur at the withholding of Ihclong arrears of pay Yet no took tho town, nnd 
with it more than three thou«aiid prisoners (five hundred being French), witUn loss to our 
own men— cscluMve of Sepoys and albes— ofonly twenty two killed uud sixt} wounded 
"Well may it be said that “ the captar^ of Mus^ulipatam mav claim to rank among the 
very highest deeds ever performed by BnH«=h arms « And m this captarc none played a 
more prominent part than the splendid regiment now known as the lOlst • In dealing 
with a regiment such as that now under consideration, one Teels a sort of Aladdin like 
hewildennen^ at the amonnt and variety of tho dazzling treasures gathered for our 
choice At Biderra, near Chaademagore, thiy completely worsted the Dutch , at the

of the lOlst, their colours (lying hrohe through tite hcleagtienng line^, and clasped 
hands with their goUant comrades of long-cndunns latni. Next dav Ircnch and 
Imperial troops give war before the ptrengthened lintish force, and nlnndoned their 
piO'dioiu A-tBeetpur atlcr sis hours of tn mendous and douhtfal fighting a cliarge of 
the grenadiers of the lOlct ohlomed the iictorj forlhcBntidi Vt Bhirhoom, Norhe, 
Jmppily rccoi ered from his seicro woonl at lluWipatani, and IMiilc, thoUoh iLcir 
forces only consisted of the lOIst onda fiw Sepoys route 1 the Imjalds army of twenty 
honsand foot and fire lhou<and hor«c AtSnan, m January, I7C1, (her formed an 
all unportant part of the force irhich uHcrir defeated the forces of llie rmperor, thanks, 
howercr in great measure to the cannon «hot whicli killed the mahout of lus Jfaje«tr s 
elephant and impressed npon the sensible Was! it elf the adsisahvlity of osecnting n , 
well defined cren ostentatious, strategic moNcn cut to the rear kinder I^w, the hand 
of French, fighting in the Imperud annv, gathered on an cmiuence, nod from tbentc 
kept up a brisk fire at the adianciag columns of Engli»h 

The lOlat charged up the hill and captured tho French guns And now occurred 
an incident worthy of the pilmicst dsys of knightly ehiialry Tho French, ho it 
rememhertd were the most fomidablo of our opponents they had done their best to 
check the flight of tho Emperor s troops, and for the last half hour had hcfcn pouring 
grape and mu'ketrr into our ranks ict — ‘ the Bengal Furopcaa? now advanced with 
sMc/freJ anus towards tho rrench officers thirteen or fourteen of whom stood hj their 
commander and colours on the nsmg ground with some fiftv French 'oldicrs m their 
rear The Frenchmen, weaiifd with the vagrant profitless life thev had been leading 
Bmce we had captured thoir pcte«es«ions at Clmndeniagore, seemed determined to bcU 
thA’a dessky -aapwaiVA , ViA-nka'ft\hev*'«av WS-ngkis^ sokhitrs aivaacing wit\i 

shonldered arms they were amazed at the gencto«^uy of their conquerors llajor Camac, 
now ordenng his «oldiere to halt advanced towards the French officers, and saluting, 

toldthemhedidnotwishtotakethcurlivesifthey wonld*ETirrender M Law replied 

that he and his comrades would enbnnt only on the condition that they might retain their 
swords hut this stipulation not agreed to, they would resist to the last The terms 
were accepted , and M law and his officers giving themselves, up as prisoners of war 
were placed on then parole AS our officer^ now advanced, cordially shaking hands 
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TTith their prisoners, and tho British troops were marched bach to their camp \rhcre 
the French officers were hospitably entertained by those of the English army ” 

At Patna, when ll&jor Adams had rightly and contemptuously refused the terms 
begged hy Mix Kassim, the latter earned out tho terrible massacre he had threatened on 
the prisoners, most of whom were men of tho 101st Ecgiment The Alsatnn Sumru, 
the only man whom Mir Kassim had found willing to carry out his fiendish mandate, 
proceeded, in October, to the pn«on where the captives were confined He told them 
he had “planned an entertamment to enliven their captivity, and that knives and forks 
were essential to the feast in order to entertam them in the English manner ” The ruse 
was only to disarm suspicion, and render the victuns an easier prey Then the 
massacre began, the bodies being hacked to pieces and thrown into a well, women and 
children finding sex nor youth protection “When ono of the prisoners, named Gulston, 
was found still alive, the men employed in clearing away tho bodies would have saved 
him, but he declmed their proffer of assistance and was thrown into tho woU oLve ” 
Amidst the horror inspired by this sickening tale comes, like a gleam of pure, imearthly 
light in some devil’s Sabbath, the pnde and thankfulness inspired by tho description 
given by a native of the way the men of tho lOlst and their comrades met their 
death “Without losing courage,” says the account, “they marched up to tho 
murderers, and with empty bottles, stones, and brickbats fought them to the last man, 
until they were all killed ” 

It was obviously necessary to take Patna and to signally punish Mir Eassim and the 
“ infamous Sumru,”* and though Adams’s health was terribly shattered ho felt that till 
this had been done his task was jet uncompleted In tho following November, by 
splendid fightmg and magnificent heroism, the lOlet (with whom were H M 's S4th and 
some Sepoys) took Patna, though with heavy lo&s 

Passing over, as we are compelled to do, the many and mterestmg incidents of tho 
war then raging, we come to tho battle of Buxar, the second distinction on the heavily 
blazoned colours of the regiment At the first glance at the picture of this battle, 
handed down by past and present wntere, we notice the features common to all the 
“ battle pieces ” of the time — of overwhelmmg odds agamst tho British On this 
occasion tho numbers were between 40,000 and 60,000 as agamst 7,0S0 ' The splendid 
cavalry of the enemy charged again and agam, strivmg fruitlessly to break by sheer

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\reigU of men and horses — eicccdin^ m number our ivholo nrin} — the stubborn Uritish 
phalanx. ‘‘A desperate struggle ensued,”— after a temponry success OTcr our natx\c 
allies emboldened the foo with the fancy of victory— “several of the men of the Ucngal 
European Begiment being sabred in the ranlia, but the Briti'^h line remamed firm and 
unbroken. The charge was again renewed with increased v igour, but the leader, m 
making a vigorous dash at the English line was tcccucd on the bayonet of one of our 
Europeans, who at the same moment discharging his musket, tlic chief All a lifeless 
corpse amongst his gallant followers ” A hnlUaut charge b> Major Champion, v^ith 
whom were two compames of the 101st, gi\o a faioumblc turn, at a critical moment, to 
the wavenng battle The enemy were soon in tetwat, which rapidly degenerated into 
flight, and then followed a scene which can hardly bo matebed for its ^tckCning horror 
“The ISawab, accompanied by a strong party of chosen horsemen, cro-vsed the Torah 
Eli er with some of his most portable trei«urcs and as soon as he had ascertained that 
his tmmed brigades had followed Uuu, ort/eral ihe hrtdge of loat» to I < tltitro'jed^ 
compUtelj tailing of the rtirtai o/hs tn/inlrif <iW c(tn/> foUoteerf A fearful sccuo of 
curnago ensued elephants, cameU, bullocks, horses, men, women, and children, all 
pressing forward to gam the oppontc bank of the nr er, were precipitated into tho 
stream, indeed, so great was the xndi<cninuiate rush that the weaker fill under tho 
strong, so that at last, a nwij //<«« kiiu<tr«t tfanU long tea* Ig tht d«xd and rfyu'y, 
flcrojj rhieh the rmnante of the fugiliie) made thetr escape ” 

The British captured on this occasion a hundred and seventy two guns, the lo-s to 
the lOlst was thirty seven men killed, and ono officer and fifty eight men wounded 
At the battle of DeCg Colonel ilacrac and Captam Kelley won high fame by do^pcrato 
fighting During the prolonged siege of Bhuttporo with its renewed a««auU#, many 
were the acte of bravery chromded of the 101st, and the names of Colonel Ryan and 
Lieutenants Morns, Brown, and Moore were mentioned agam and again in despatches 
There was yet another name — that of Sergeant Allen, of whom tho historian of the 
regiment writes "The gallantry of Sergeant Alien of the grenadier companyshould ever 
be remembered by the regiment with pnde ” It was during this siege that the lOlst 
won their chetishod sohnqnet of “Duty Shirts’* The smulanty of the circumstances 
under which they fought and worked at Delhi during tho Mutiny has caused the latter 
- occasion to he given as the date of its ongm Colonel Innes’ accoimt, however, seems 
definitely to fix the eather date The work in the trenches was intense and prolonged, 
and the labours of the soldiers knew scarcely an hour’s intermission. On one occasion 
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the Commander m Chief, nsiting the trendies as was bis wont was addressed by some of 
Ihe men of the 101st, who “ apologised for their dirty appeiranee, urging as an excuse 
that they had not found time to change their shirts for serenl weeLs General Lake 
remarked approvingly that they were an honour to the wearers, showing that they had 
willingly sacrificed comfort to their duty m dirty shirts 

It was indeed a terrible undertakuig, that storming of the maiden fortress of Bhurt 
pore Lord Lisle writes m his despatches “ The troops, most confident of success, 
commenced the attack, and persevered m it for a considerable length of time with the 
moat determined bravery , hut their utmost exertions were not sufficient to enable them 
to gam the top of the breach The bastion, which was the point of attack, was 
extremely strong , the resistance opposed to them was vigorous , and as our men could 
only mount by small parties at a time, the advantages were very great on the side of 
the enemy Discharges of grape, logs of wood, and pots filled with combustible 
materials, immediately knocked dofm those who were oscendmg, and the whole party, 
after hemg engaged m an obstinate contest for two hours dnd suffering very severe loss, 
were ohhged to relinquish the attempt, and retire to our trenches ” 

The siege was tamed into a blockade, and terms subsequently agreed upon The 
next of this famous regiment’s many distinctions is “ Afghanistan,” and closely to follow 
their career throughout the campaign would bo to write afresh, and m laudatory terms, 
the history of the war At Ghumee they fought, at Ferozeshah they agam—the 
phrase becomes gloriously monotonous — greatly distmgmshed themselves They sup 
ported the memonhlo charge of the SOth, which elicited such high praise from the 
Governor General, and, throughout, manfully played their part m the fierce game at 
which our troops ” within thirty hours stormed an entrenched camp, fought a general 
action, and sustained two considerable combats with the enemy , within four days dis 
lodged from their position 00,000 8ikh soldiera, supported by 150 pieces of cannon, 
108 of which the enemy acknowledge to have lost, and 91 of which are m our 
possession” (Sir Hugh Gough Despatches) They fought at Sobraon, where the 
heaviest brunt of the battle seems to have fallen on them and on the 29th Regiment 
HnderGeaenl Gilbert they^ere wdered to advance, and came m front of the centre and 
strongest portion of the Sikh encampment, unsupported either by artillery or cavalry 
Rushing forward with meredible brw ery they crossed a dry nullah, and found themselves 
opposed to one of tho hottest files of mn&kctry that can possibly he imagmed Retreat 
became inevitable, the enemy were safely ensconced behind high walls, “to remain

under such a Arc without the fOTer oE reluming it would hnMJ been madness » In 
retreating, tlio 101 st bad “ their ranU thinned by mnshetry, nnd their wounded men and 
officers cut off by the savage Bihhs ” It is not rcmarhahlc after reading this to lica. that 
the losses of the regiment were nearly the heaviest on the field 

At Clnllianwallah they were surrounded on all sides, and “ were compelled to have 
recourse to so many formations to repel the enemy that they were obliged to charge with 
the rear rank m front ” At Goojerat, perhaps ono of tho most important battles ever 
fought m India, they were with Penny’s Brigade, and had some temhlo fighting in 
the Tillage of Barra Kahra, which they earned at tho point of the bayonet, taking three 
colours, and losmg 149 of all ranks killed 

In the Burmese "War, which is commemorated by “ Pegu ” on tbo colours, tbo lOlst 
were at first m garrison at Baagoon under Colonel Tudor In Norember of tho same 
year tho expedition against Pegu was decided on, and llirco hundred of the regiment 
joined tho force to which this doty was confided^ Tho Bengal and iiadras detachments 
pushed forwanl, beneath the most intense heat, and exposed to tho fire of n concealed 
enemy, till they reached tho gateway of tho town, hero, however, they were so 
eshaosted that a rest was absolutely necessary Then General Godwin rodo up, and 
after some words of deserved prat«o for the “euperhumaa exertions” thej had gone 
through addressed tbo fusiliers “Iok,” said he, “oro Bengahos, and ffou are 
Madra«sies, let’s seo who arc tho best men” Tho regiments addressed responded by that 
most eloquent and cbanctcristic ©fall replies — a hearty cheer, “and iLe Bengal and 
Madras Tusiliers led the assault towards the city gate, which was after a short struggle 
captured , *be Burmese soldiers being forced back, and seelong shelter under tbo walls 
of the Pagoda on the platform above About noon tbo whole of tho town aad Fort of 
Pegu was m our possession” Sergeant Major Hopkins of tho 101st gamed his com 
mission this day, and died, thirty years later, a lieutenant colonel in Her Majesty’s array 
Sub'^equently a detachsiwint of th© regHJwnt -under Major Gerrard rcliOTed the gimson 
which had been left m Pegu, and m its torn besieged by tho enemy Early m the 
followmg year Major Seaton of the regiment led the storming party which captured 
Gongoh, penetrated into the very heart of the country, reducing seattereil towns and 
villages to a peaceful recognition of our supremacy, though not without many severo 
skirmishes and much arduous labour Majors Seaton and Gerrard, Captain Lambert, and 
Lieutenant Daiison earned the special recognihou of the aufhonties 

We now come to the crowning epoch of the regimcul s spleudid service-that of the 
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llutmj 'When the outbreak at Heemt gave unmistakable evideiice at once of the fact 
and extent of the Mutiny, the lOlst were at Dngshai and received orders to march to 
UrabalUh T\'’ithm a few hours of receivmg the order they started, eight hundred strong, 
under Mnjor Jacob, and reached their destination early on the next day but one after 
their start Proni thence they were moved on to Kumaul, and “it was from this place 
that Lieuten'tnt "W S Hodson, of the 1st Bengal Fusiliers performed the daring feat of 
riding by himself with despatches through a hostile country to Meerut and back, 150 
miles ” 

Later on Lieuteimnt Butler amred at the head quarters from leave of absence, having 
in hi3 anxiety to be at lus post ndden across country on on© horse, 110 miles in forty 
hours The 1st Bengal Fusiliers were with the Ist bngade under Brigadier Showers, 
Colonel 'Welchman being m command of the regiment, and both they and their comrades 
of the 2nd Bengal Fusiliers experienced some severe fighting at Bndlee Ka Serai, 
fVom which they completely routcd*tho enemy While before Delhi the regiment was 
engaged m daily slarniishes with the enemy, in which countless acts of valour wore 
performed, and more than one Victoria Cross was awarded to the gallant Fusiliers 
One notable feat was the capture of the works called Ludlow Castle The official 
report speaks of the “ steadiness, silence, and order with which the Ist Bengal Fusiliers 
advanced to the attack on the enemy’s guns, which was well conceived and gallantly 
executed by Major Jacob and the officers and men of the regiment under his command, 
and Captam S Grcville of the regunent, commanding the skirmishers who made the first 
attack upon tho guns ” Of these latter Private Beagan was, perhaps, the most distm 
gmshed “Bushing,” wntes Colonel Jones “upon a 24 pounder howitzer, which was 
charged with grape, he attacked the gunners single handed, and bayoneted one of them 
just as he was applying the portfire” At the battle of ITujjufghur, on the 24th of 
August^ the 101st were agam conspicuous by their valour Pievious to the engagement 
General Nicholson addressed the troops, and turning to the regiment he said, ‘I have 
nothing to say to the Ist Fusiliers, they will do as they always do ” The result of tho 
“domg” on this occasion was that tho enemy fled “leaving the whole of their camp 
equipage, baggage, and 13* guns in our possession” An officer of the regiment who 
was present adds that we “ reached our camp aft» an absence of 41 hours, during which 
tune our men had only partaken of one meal ” At the assault of Delhi tho 1st Bengal 
Fasihera were divided between the first and fourth columns, of which the former, under 
General Nicholson, was to “ storm the breach by the Cashmere Bastion,” and the latter 
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glonous gateway of his captured city, still la all secmmg a king m i enty, suirounded 
by attendants and populace fir outnumbenng the small band of resolute Britis}i Bat 
Hodsoa was a born king of men , numbers wero of comparatively small account to 
him, his was the dommant will m that ^ast assembly, and he knew it Sitting 
calm and nnconccrned upon his horse, he had just before turned to one of the scowling 
crowd — a sentry of the Eoyal Guard — and ordered him to fetch a light for his 
cigar At the right moment he demanded the king’s arms, promising that his life 
■should be spared Then, having lohmated that this promise was conditional on absolute 
and effectiie surrender, and that if any attempt at rescue was made, the royal 
captive would he shot like a dog, he rode back to tho gates of Delhi and handed the 
kmg to the representative of the civil power But, though the king was secured, the 
three princes, the prime instigators of the rebellion, had escaped Tidings were brought 
to Eodson of their whereabouts He took with him one subaltern and a hundred men, 
and rode straight for the tombs where the miscreants had taken shelter At least six 
thousand adherents remained with the princes — odds of sixty to one * Yet Hodson sent 
m word demanding unconditional surrender This was agreed to, and Hodson started 
back with his prisoners to Delhi But on the way the crowd of rebels increased, and the 
escort was stopped It was the moment for action, and Hodson was the man of all others 
fitted for the emergency Another minute’s delay and the princes wonld have been 
rescued and their captors not improbably annihilated Biding up, with only Lieutenant 
Macdowel and four troopers, he turned to (he crowd with the words “These are the 
men who have not only rebelled against the Government, but ordered and witne'ssed 
the massacre and shameful exposure of innocent women and children, and thus therefore 
the Government punishes such traitms taken in open resistance ” He ordered them to 
stnp, so as still further to degrade them, and then, with his own hand, regardless of 
appeals, regardless, too, of the sanctimonious horror of fireside sentimentalists or jealous 
compeers, be shot them dead The effect is said to have been instantaneous The 
Mohammedans of the troop and some influential moulvies among the bystanders 
exclaimed, “ "Well and rightly done I their crime has met with its just penalty These 
were they who gave the signal for the death of helpless women and children, and now 
a righteous judgment has fallen upon them ” Such was the execution of the princes 
of Delhi, monsters to who'ic hideous cruelty and more hideous lust numbers of gentle 
English women had been sacrificed with fortores to them worse than deatL Such was 
their execution, executed by the dauntle-s. courage of an officer of the 101st, and 
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applauded hy Ml irhoin o ppunoua Rcntimcnt lias not uiJuccd to consider otlicr 

nation ilitica first and thoir own— nowlicrc 

lu all the sul»=oqacnt operations up lo the siege of Incknow, Hodson was pro 
eminent far .-alour and capalnhtj ^V.th the W1 of Lno W came tho end of a glorious 
career “ He entered the hreaeh with General Kapicr and ecrcml others, just ns o party 
TTis starting to attach the Begtuti’R palace, lie fell in mth them TJiO place tras 
quickly taken, and as ho was searching for concealed rcboU, ho looked into a dark 
passage full of them A shot nas fired from tlio imido, ho staggered lack some paces 
and fell Ho ivas earned Ij lus faithful orderly out of danger At first hopes %\crc 
entertained that he might recoTcr, hut he rapidly sank from internal I IcaUng, His 
last words wore ‘ Hy love to my wife. Tell her my last thoughts were of her I^ord, 
receive my soul ’ ’ Thus, on the 12fh of Hareh, 185S, m hw thirty seventh year, closed 
the earthly career of one of the best and braiest of Lngland’s sons— one of her tyiest 
heroe«,” • one of the ablest and Iraacst officers that 'even the lOUt lusihcrs have ever 
■possessed 

After Delhi the 101st had some severe fighting at Xamoul, vrbero the brigade trtw 
under the command of Colonel Gerrard of the regiment This hrai o officer was killed, 
and the command of the regiment devolved upon “Licntenant McFarlane, an officer 
of only 61 S, years’ standing ” Many were the hravo deeds done at ^anlOlll ly officers 
and men of the lOlst LicntoDaot T D il Brown won tho Victoria Cross for resenmg 
a wounded soldier under a heavy fire, Private JlcGovcm — who had already won tho 
same distmction — ^volunteered to dislodge three of the enemy who had wtired lo a small 
turret Avoiding hy «h.oer quickness and presence of mind the fire of their three nfle«, 
he dashed forward hefore they could reload, « shot the man in front, and, rushing on tho 
other two, bayoneted them without giving them tune to recover ” Some of the regiment 
were with Havelock when he effected the first rebel of Lucknow, subsequently the 
lOlst formed part of Colonel Seaton’s column, tod. at Allyghni smd Pnttialee Earned 
great credit On the occasion of the final as«ault on Lucknow, they were attached to the 
60, ingade Oa tie Sth of Meioh they wore hotly eogeged, oud it ms on tbs occasion 
that beatenaat Aden Batter sroa the V.etom Cross It seas acecssarj to ascerhm, tho 
state of detmeo m erbeh a slroag battery of the enemy s eras Oaytam Balahniy of 
the 101st expressed the opmon that it Iras deserted, and Butler Tolnnteered to tet the 
accniacy of tbs mnmure Hi swam , „p.d rtrean, srtty yards wide, clambered np the 
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works regardless of the extreme probability that every comer might conceal an ambushed 
enemy, and finding Captam Sahsbury’s -nem correct waved his cummerbund as a signal 
To insure its being seen he remained m a most con'^icuous position nnder a heavy fire 
of mu-sketry The city was finally captured with but small lo-^s, three officers and twenty 
rank and file of the 301st being Tvounded, and eight rank and file killed Lieutenant 
MacGregor “ greatly distmguished himself by engagmg m single combat with one of the 
bravest of the rebels, whom ho reduced to eternal submission by sending his sword 
through his body up to its hilt, returning to Ins comrades looking ‘ very warm and 
exceedingly wild and happy ’ ” During the following months the regiment was engaged 
m various skirmishes with vagrant bands of mnhneers, m which Captams Cunliffe and 
Trevor, and Lieutenants Brown and Warner earned great distinction When it was 
found that the tembh Sepoy Mutiny had been completely cra«ied, nod men had leisure 
to t,ake stock of their credit account in the lists of worthful and memorable deeds, it was 
found that no fewer ‘than five individuals of the 101st had gamed the envied Victona 
Cross These men — their names, even if space forbids the enumeration of their tnnmphs, 
must be recorded — were Lieutenant Adair Butler lieutenant F Brown, Sergeant J M 
Guire, Private J McGovern, Drummer M Ryan After the rebellion had been crashed 
came the Doyal Proclamation by which the Majesty of England announced that, ”Wo 
have resolved to take upon ourselves the government of India,” and simultaneously, so 
to speak, therewith came the transformabon of the Bengal Fusiliers mto H M ’a lOlst 
and I04th Regiments For a few years no senous warfare engaged the services of the 
regiment, for we will still look on it as a whole, but m 1SG3 the 101st were engaged 
m the Dmbeyla Campaign “ An account of the campaign,” quoted by Colonel Innes, 
has the followmg remarks, which throw a de«cnptiTe light on the then composthon and 
morale of the regiment “It was well known that, whatever servico was to he 
performed, the 101st would share m it, and tho young soldiers — for with very few 
excepbons the whole of the regiment was composed of i ery young soldiers who had 
never seen service — burned with ardour for their maidea fight, and, remembenng tho 
gallant deeds of the old regiment, were eager to Lave their fir«t brush with the enemy 
imder tho new colours of the lOlst ” The same account gives a graphic account of the 
difficulties that bcoet our troops The jungle was so thick that the men could only go m 
smglo file — tho duties "were far harder than usually fall to the lot of soldiers” — for 
nearly a month accoutrenienls were uncharged In November of that year, tho 101st 
earned the “Craig Piquet” with conspicuous dash, losing in the enterprise five killed

Ihigh«h gentleman and a Untish officer” Before tin-* troulle«omc “little war” was 
ended, two more officcia, Ensign San lemon and Surgeon Eitt, were hilled, with manr of 
the tank and file , the total loss in killed and wounded being Ho^ty <c\ca officers and 
men. 

So ends the military record of the 101st Hcgirocnt, which in 1571, for the first liroo, 
Ti'itod England Since that date only the ordinary sen ices of a regiment in peace time 
hare fiillcn to their tot

The IfoETOLK Eegmext* — Bogimental District No 0 — consists of tho 9tU Foot 
which dates from 1085, when it was raised — chiefly m Gloucestershire On the 
occasion of tho abdication of James II , Colonel Nicholas, of the 9th, was one of the 
officers who could not reconcile it with their oath to the absent Ning to renew it to his 
successor, and the colonelcy of the regiment consequently devolved upon Colonel 
Cunningham It would almost seem, however, that Colonel Cunnmgham’s view of duty 
was somewhat too unaccommodating for "Wilham III The 9th were sent to subdue 
Londonderry, whose governor, being attached to King James, had incurred tho resent 
ment of the inhabitants Tho latter accordingly determined to take the law into their 
own hands and to dcpo'io hun, and they then offered the government to Colonel Cunning 
ham of the 9th HtT replied that, ^being himself commanded by the Eing to obey tho 
governor, ho could not receive any appbcalion from persons who opposed that authonty " 
Tho 0th thereupon returned to England Ning Wilham was so displeased that Colonel 
Cunningham, together with the Colonel of another regiment, the 17th was deprived of 
his commission 

After some further service in Ireland, whither the regiment was ogam sent nndcr 
a le«s punctilious commander, durmg which they fought at the Boyne, MorhiU, Bailey 
more, Athlone, Galway, and Limerick, the 9th went in 1701 to Holland, where they 
shared m tho siege of Kaiserswerth, and afterwards formed part of tho covermg 
army during the sieges of Tenloo, Kuremondc, Stevenswart, and Liege, at the last 
named of which places the grenadier company of the regiment highly distmgmshed 
itself 

In 1703 they served at the siege and subsequently m tho campaign under tho 
ArefidnRo Charles of Austria m FoytugalJ aanng wdicii ifley cxpenenceu’ amrm' illu- 
more unpleasant “ fortunes of war,” by being made prisoners— through an act of 
treachery— at Cistel de Tide After being exchanged they took part m all tho actions 
and sieges of that campaign^ fighting over a distnct which the wars of a hundred years

they endured great hardships, and whero Lieutenant l^ugent parti culorly di-tijigui«htd 
himself in tho capture of the ilorro Tho roounent was st ilioned m riondi from 37C3 
to 17C0, when they returned to Ireland, and m 177C embarked for Cmada. IIopc they 
took part m tho engagements nt Fort Ticondcrago, Skcncsborough, Castletown, and 
Tort Anne, Wood Creek* at the last named pUco gtcillj disting\u»hing themselves by 
“standing and repulsing an attack sue times thcir number In tho height of action 
Lieutenant Colonel Hill found it necessary to change h« position So critical an order 
was executed by tho regiment with tho utmost steadiness and bravery They also 
captured the colours of tho 2nd Hampshixo (American) Regiment,” and despite the 
aidaonanatuie of the sliugglo lost only ono officer nnd twelve rank and file The 9th 
returned to England in 1781, where they remained till 1788, m which year they 
embarked for the West Indies Tho grenadier tmd light companies took part in the 
expedition against Tobago, under Admiral Sir John Cafney and Major General Cuylcr 
and received high praise in the Commander m Chief's despatches In 1704 the 9th 
were with Sir Chaiks Grey’s army m the attack on Martinique la the sharp fighting 
which followed an unexpected onslaught of the enemy Lieutenant Colonel Campbell of 
the regiment was killed After the conquest of Guadeloupe, General Sir Charles Groy 
Baid m IIM despatch that he ■■ eoald wot find wotda adequate to convoy an idea, or to

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express the high sense he entertained of the extraordinary merit evinced by the ofBcers 
and soldiers m this service " 

The 9th were subsequently stationed at Grenada, not retummg to England till 1796, 
having suffered severely fiom the dunate In July, 1799, the regiment was formed 
into three battalions The 1st and 2nd battalions embarked for Holland m the autumn 
and advanced with tho force under tho Duke of York to attack the Trench and Dutch 
forces at Bergen, taking part the followup month in the capture of Egmont op Zee 
After this no important fighting fell to their share fill 1808, when the 1st battahon 
embarked for Portugal At Eoleia, the first battle whose name la on their colours, the 
9th formed part of the centre column under Bngadier Nightmgale, and with the 29th 
greatly distinguished themselves It soon became evident that tho battle would be 
fought in the rocky passes of the hiUs overlooking the town Here the two regiments 
were, by what Napier characterizes as a “false movement,”* suddenly exposed to the 
full brunt ofLaborde^ attack Hahy fell, including the colonel of tho 29th, then “the 
oppressed troops rallied on their left wing and on the 9th Eegiment, and all rushing up 
tfi© lull together regained tho tableland, presentmg a confused front, which Laborde 
vainly endeavoured to destroy , yet many bravo men he struck down, and mortally 
•wounded Colonel Stewart of the 9th, fightmg with great vehemence ” The loss of the 
regiment m this engagement uas five men, including Colonel Stewart, killed, and fifty 
two, of whom tliree were oflScers, wounded 

The 2nd battalion arrived in Portugal m August, 1808, and on joining the army took 
up a position at Vimiera, the Ist battahon being posted on tho mountain on the right of 
the Tillage Oa the morning of August 21st, the soldiers were under arms before day 
break, and at seven o’clock the Trench army was Bcenadvanorng “in two great columns, 
supported and flanked by a cloud of skirniishers, and dressed in long white linen coats 
and trousers ” The hill, on which tho 2iid battahon of the 9th was posted, vi^s 
attacked by the enemy, who were repulsed with Govere loss 

“ The Ist battahon proceeded to Spain, and} though stshoned at Corunna, were not 
engaged in the battle on January 16fb, but thtar conduct during tho expedition procured 
for them the honour of healing the word ‘ Corunna ’ on their colours ” ( O^cmI liecorj) 

It Was a party of the 9th that dug the grave of S« John Moore — hterally “ the sod with 
their bayonets turning ” — and attended to hm obsequies After this they returned to

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fho first fire Then -when the 8Tth under General Dilkea forced their iray to the rescue, 
the whole British force rushed up to the summit of the slope, where ‘ a dreadful, and for 
BOmo timo donhtful, cornhat raged, hut tho English boro strongly onward, and their 
incessant slaughlcting fire forced the Erench from tho hill with the loss of three guns 
and many hrave soldiers ’ Subsequently they embarked for Tanfa, and, after a short 
stay, returned to Gibraltar The 1st battalion remained at Torres Vedras until the 
rrcnch army began to retreat towards Bl«in, when it followed with tho army in pursuit, 
and on April 3rd, 1811, came up with a body of Erench at Sabugal In tho fierce 


combat that ensued, described by Wonrngton himself as “ one of the most glorious actions 
British troops were ever engaged m,” tho 9lh did their semeo gallantly, dniang their 
opponents over tho bridge at the poult of Iho bayonet After tal mg part in tho battle 
of Euentes d’Onor they went mto cantonments, their neat piece of important figlitmg 
bem'g at tho storming of Ciudad Eodrigo and Badajoz In neither of tbeso exploits, 
however, do they seem to have taken any piomincnl part Very different, however, was 
tho COSO at Salam moo Hero tho 9lh wore a qnarlet of a milo m front of tho other 
rcgimciits, when a forward motoment hecame of vilal importance One of TTcllinglon’s 
aides do comp rodo up and said, “Tho 0th is tho only regiment formed, advanoo ' ” And 
advance they did, though for a timo comparatively uusnpporled, and throughout the 
fngagemeut fought most gallantly, moving forward m pursuit of the enemy ou the day 
following They were with tho force which compelled Clanscl to ahandon Valladohd, and 
thenjomed in the advance on Madrid In Octoher, the Olh, “not mustering 800 men, 
with scarcely an offleer to a cempanj,” were ordered to take an achto part m defending 
tho hndso of Munel and the fords The contest was so obstinate that Iho men wme 
twice supplied with ammimiticn Tho rngimeot lost 1 sergeant and 10 rank and file 
killed , 8 olfieers, 4 sergeants, and 60 rank and filed wounded Buring the retreat from 
Burgos the Olh were distmguished for the orfer and diseiphue they ohserved, and lu 
consoqucuce did not consider thcmsolvts implicated m the severe eensuro pubhshed m

In the sprmg of 1813, 10 sergeants and 400 rank and file from tho -nd battaliou 
joined tho reguuent m Portugal m lime to share lu the momomhle haltlo of Vittona, 
where they hehaved with their customary conrago At the siege of Sau Schas lan one 
of the first ohjccts was the rcduchou of Ban Bartolomeo, and here tho Olh gamed eon- 
spicuons henom Colonel Oamcruu led the grenadier c.mpaay down tho face of the 
hdl, enposed to a heavy eaunenade from tho horn work His spoiled advance oeeasionea 
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enemy mule n stubborn and tHlctuo resistance Led bj tlic gnlhnt Colonel Cameron 
llio cull ru<slii I up tlio height ‘ with i funous charge ” and cluircd it, when the Faneli 
mfautyj fled to a second ridge, where they could only bo approached by a narrow front 
Colonel Cameron then formed the regiment into one column and adianccd under a 
conccutratal Cre The 0th inoictl stcadilj fonrard until they amred within a dozen 
yards of their antngoiU'ts, when, “nmng a loud «hout, thej rushed on the opposing foe 
The encm\ fletl and the ridges were worL The conduct of the 9th ehcited the com 
inendations of the gcnenl officers who Trilneascd their intrepid hearing, and the 
regiment was tlianVcd in the field by Wellington ” They subsequently took part in 
tlio battle of tho Nuc, and at Biarilz captured no fewer than one hundred and sixty 
prisoners 

-Immediately after tho termination of the war m tho Ptninsula, in which they had 
wun so fair i renown, the 9th were ordered to Canada, returning tho following year, 
though too lato to take part m tho battle of Waterloo They =crved, however, with 
the arm} of occupation, and w oro stationed at Pans, Compicgne, ond St Aimand succos 
sncly; returning to Lngland m October, 1818* Threo months later they proceeded 
to the West Indies, where tho} remained for eight years, being stationed at St Vincent, 
Domuiica, and St Lucia, Grenada, and Tnmdad After a short stay m the United 
Kingdom, m 1833 tho regiment went to tho Mauritius, leaving there two years later 
fir Bcng'il Some six years passed before an opportunity occurred for them to share in 
any fighting In December, 1811, howcicr, they proceeded from Meerut cti route to 
Fcrozeporc, for the purpose of being employed on active service beyond the Indus, and 
were engaged at tlio Khj her Pass, ond in the actions m tho Valley and Pass of Xeze 
Tho regiment then proceeded to Kabul, where they amved on September 15fh, a 
the foUowing month assisted at tho assault and capture of Istalif In 1845, aftci 
being stationed in and about Kabul since its capture, the 9 th joined the army of tho 
Sutlej, and took part in the battles of Moodkec, Perozeshah, and Sobraon

the fir«t storming of the Ehrnio rocL, and the steme«t soldiers in tho regiment ivept 
even m the middle of the fight irhen they heard of his fate ” 

The regunoit f ought at the ive , at Aicangoes, some of the regiment and a fejr Eifis' 
men — ahont a hondred in all — irere cut off by the French. The officer commanding the 
little British force mis Bnsign Campbell of the 43rd, a boy of eighteen, and the French 
seemed to entertam no doubt that $0 yonthful a commander would surrender to their vastly 
Bupenot number But British pluck and dash, contempt of death and scorn of odd«, do 
not " tarry till the beard be grown,” or man’s estate attained Ensign Campbell was a 
brave gentleman and an officer of the 43rd to hoot, so with shont and waving sword he 
led his seemingly doomed band against the astounded French, broke through theta and 
reached a position of safety, though half of his followers were taken prisoners There 
remamed but a few more laurels to be won m the Peninsula, tbej were to gmu 
‘ Toulouse’ on their colours before the hardly won peace allowed of the return io 
England of her conquering army But the stay there of the 43rd was little more thanV 
flying visit They were ordered to America, where dissensions were still nfe, and tbi^s 
missed being present at "VI aterloo For a long tune after that their victonous weapdjna 
were idle , m 18S7 they took part in the suppression of the revolt in Canada, and fifteen 
years later were engaged m tho Kaffir TVar Here they were under Lieutenant Colonel 
Skipnith, and m the attack on the Water Kloof formed part of the right colomn, loung 
in the assault a very promising officer, tho Hon H. Wrotteeley, who fell mortally 
wounded. A sergeant and forty men under lacotenant Giradot were on tho ill fated 
Birkenhead^ and tho Lieutenant was one of the fortunate few that escaped From the 
Cape the regiment was ordered to India, and it is needless here to dwell on the sterling 
service they performed during and after the mutiny • The next warfare in which ” the 
fighting 43rd” were engaged was in Kew Zealand, 1861—3, and tho campaign was in 
many respects a disastrous one for the regiment The unfortunate repulse our troops 


experienced at the Gate Pah in April, 1861, caused at the time a bitter disgust amongst 
the troops, and none deplored it more keenly than the men of the 43ra Lieutenant 
Colonel Booth commanding the regiment was mortally wounded, amongst the killed 
wcic two brothers, E. C Glover and F S G Glover, both Eubaltems of the 43rd The- 
elder fell ‘ m the foremost of the fray, and the younger, who loved him with more than a 
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brother’s lo^c, ru«hcil forwnrd with a loud md bitter erj It wis m vam that ho raised 
lunr in hia anus and strove to bear him from the field , a hostile bullet brought both the 
brothers to thogroimd, and loft them side by side with tho tide of life ebbing fast away ’ 
Captain llamilton, “ono of a raoo of soldiery and who had marched with navelocL to 
Lucknow,” was shot through tho bead , seven men were taken prisoners by the fierce foo 
"Wnicn Kew 7oaland was quiet agam the regiment returned to England, leaving again 
a ftw years later for India, where, in 1873, they shared m tho fighting consequent on 
the troubles in llnlahar Since that time no campaign of note has claimed the "crviees 
of tho 43rd 

Tho 52nd Ecgimcnt, tho 2nd haltahon of the Oxfordshire Light Infantry to which 
it gives tho title, dates from 1776, when it iras formed and numbered the 64th 
Immediately after its completiou tho regiment was ordered to America, and throughout 
the war tho gallant Oxford Light Infantry of tho near future gave ample promise of the 
fame they were to win At Bunker’s Dill they won particular distinction, the whole of 
tho grenadier company, with tho exception of eight men, being either killed or wounded 
It IS not our purpose to follow tho fortunes of the 52Dd throughout tho war In all the 
battles they fought well aud bravely, and when, m 177S, they returned home, it was 
acknowledged that few regiments with only a history of Ihreo years could show its page 
more fairly wnt Fiv o years later— by which time they bad received tho title of tho 
Oxfordshire Bcgiinent — they were ordered to Indin, and particiiated in tho siege of 
Cannanore, at which tho forlorn hope supplioil by the regiment had nearly every man 
killed or wounded They fought m the subsequent campaign against Tippoo Sahib, bemg 
frequently brigaded with tho 3Cth Itcgimont under Major Shelley Lieutenant J Evans 
of tho 62nd was second in command of tho storming party which forced its way into 
Bangalore, at Savendroog they were hotly engaged, at Bcringapatam they not 
improbably saved tho dayby rc‘*ciuiigthe Oovemor, Lord Cornwallis, from the imminent 
danger in which ho was placed After seventeen years of service in India the regiment 
returned home m ISOO, many of the effective rank and file bemg transferred to the 77th 
and 80th Bcgiments In 1803 a 2nd battalion which bad been formed was constituted 
fts has been before menticmed, the 96th Begiment, and the remaining battalion received 
the distmetive appellation of “ Light Infantry ” 

They were bngaded under Moore at Shomchffe, and on the occasion of a review 
by tho commander m chief, IIis Royal Highness was so impressed with their soldierly 
appearance that he recommended to the King that “promotion should be more extensive 
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m ttnt corps than had b'^en nsaally granted ’ They served m Sicily and at Copen 
ha^eu , they were amongst the troops ordered to form General lloore’s force for the defence 
of Sweden , and then the 2nd battalion, at that time recently formed commenced the 
tale of Peninsular triumphs hy its participations m the battle of Yimiera, where the 
62ad and their present 1st battalion fought together under Anstruther Both battalions 
were at Corunna, where they made some prisoners and lost in the brilliant general, to 
whom the famous netory was due, the Colonel in chief of their regiment After returmng 
home the 1st battalion repaired to Portugal, and formed with the 43rd and 95th the famous 
Light Division 

It will he seen, from what has been said m dealing with the 43rd, that to write 
anTthing Id c a full account of the doings of this division would be to transcribe the 
history of the PeninsuHr War "We must be content with noticing here and there 
some— and those but a few— of the incidents m which the G2Dd were more particularly 
concerned At the combat on the Coa, they and the 4Srd particularly distinguished 
themselves at the bridge, and after the battle was over, Lieutenant Dawson of the 
regiment gamed great credit by the masterly manner in which, after hemg isolated 
from tho mam body of the army, he effected a junction with it, though to do so 
necessitated piMmg through the enemy’s posts. At Busaco their splendid charge 
resulted in tho defeat of tho Prench, whose General Simon surrendered to Privates 
Hopkins and Hams, At Bedmha, by eomo oversight they were placed m a 
position of extreme danger, hemg ordered to move forward hlmdly into a ma«s 
of fog, which, when it rose, “diiclosed the 02nd on the slopes of tho opposite 
mountain closely engaged in the midst of an army ” They fought with great 
credit at Casa ?vova and Sahiigal, and a somewhat amusing anecdote is related of a 
private of tho regiment in the latter battle Private Patrick Lowe, though he had, as 
hosccraeJ a 62iid man, the soul of a hero, wns, in bis physical formation, round and 
small and fat Dunng a skirmish his company, being threatened by a cavalry charge, 
ftU back, hut Fat, unfortunately, could not beat a sufDcicatly speedy retreat, and an 
impetuous dragoon was rapidly gaimug on bim Undi'^maycd, however, he faced about 
and covered liis pursuer with his musket Vainly did the dragoon try to disconcert hiu 
mm , wheel and curvet as ho would that grim piece of gun metal and Pat’s gnlnmer face 
l*ch>nd it threatened him with certam death if bo came on. So ho fell back and Pat 
rejoined liw comrades without— to every one s surpn e— shooting his antagonist An 
ofScer took him roundlj to task for this omis ion “ You were a fool to let the man go 
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Without shooting him ” “ Och, thea, aa’ 2 S it shooting ye mane ’ ” ic^pondod Pat , 

“ share an’ how could I shoot him when I wasn i haded at all, at all ' ’ At U irnlva 
CaptavQ Dohhs, with a single bnyonct company and some riflemen, held the budge against 
two thousand Trench, at Fiientes d'Onor the enemies^ cavalry strove m vain to break 
the resolute squares of the Light Dinsaon At Ciudad Rodrigo the ardour of the 
stormers of the Division would not allow them to wait for the hay bags , they “jumped 
down the scarp, a depth of eleven feet, and rushed up the /aiisse irate under a smashing 
discharge of grape and musketry ” Lord TT^elhngton, in bis diepatches, was betraj cd 
into praises of a degree unusually high fpr him “I cannot,” ho wrote, “ sufficiently 
applaud the conduct of Colonel Colhome and of the detachment under hia command ” 
JTapier and Dobbs and Qurwood were the other officers of tho 52iid that forced them 
selves to the fiont at Ciudad Eodngo, to the last named surrendered the French com 
mander, Barrie, whoso sword Wellington publicly presented to his gallant captor “ on tho 
broach by which Gurwood had entered, a fittmg and pioud compliment to a joung 
soldier of foituoe” At Badajoz— the assault of Picuria — Stowsrt and >isoD greatly 
esoclled, while it tho final stocaung the splendid gallantry of the Ovfordiliiro may bo 
gauged by the fact that the 43rd and C2ad Regiments of tbo Light Dm'iion alone lost 
more men than the sev ea regiments engaged at the Castle They fought at Salamanca and 
the Huebra , at Vittom the 52Dd Regiment, with an impetuous charge, carried tho viUago 
of llargaiita , the courage of the stormers at St Sebastian has passed mto ft pioverb , at 
Sehelar and Ten and throughout the battles of the Pyrenees, tho Oxfordshire Light 
Infmtry were ever foremost, at the Kivellc, under their gallant loader Colbome, they 
were severely and gloriously engaged An untoward occurrence cost the lives of many 
of their brave baud to be needlessly sacrificed A staff officer, acting on some misimdcr 
standing, ordered Colborne to advance agaui«t the signal redoubt which was being 
obstinately defended by the enemy “ It was not a moment for remonstrance , on tho 
top of the hill the troops made tbcir rush, but then a ditch, thirty feet deep, well 
Iraised and palisaded, stopped them short, and tho firo of tbo enemy stretched tho fore* 
most in death ” Colborne — who escaped by a miracle, ns he was ev cr at the head of his 
men on horseback— made throe different attempts ta cany the work , then, calling 
the fox to the aid of tho lion, he advanced alone with a wliite flag of truce, and showing 
the Pronch commandant that he was completely surrounded, persuaded him to surrender 
This he did, “only having one man killed, but on the Britfch side there fell two hundred 
soldiers, victims (o the presamptuous&IIy of a young staff officer” At Orthes, “Colonel 
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Colborne, so oHcn distingui-lied, led the regiment across the marsh under a skirmiching 
fire, the men sinhng at eicry step above the knees, m some pbecs to the middle, yet 
still pre-smg forward with that stem itMilution and order to be expected from Iho vetc- 
rans of the Light Divi-ion soldiers who had never ytt met their match in the field.” 
They fought at Toulouse , at TYaterloo “ the fate of the battle «ecmed to liang in the 
balance when the gallant S2nd, under Colborne of Penimular glorv, moved down upon 
the left of the Imperial Guard ” The fire of such a regiment gave pause to the 
splendid column of the foe , the Rifles and other regiments conung up joined their vol 
leys with thf^A, of the o2nd , the enemy wavered and swaved, and ere long their 
colonel s well known voice called upon the regunent to charge, and the last great battle 
between the English and French had been fought and won 

The 52nd went into battle probably the strongest numerically of any regiment present, 
numbering, as they did, upwards of a thousand men , the canialties were one officer, 
one sergeant, and thirty-six rank and file killed , eight officers, ten sergeant*, and a 
hundred and fifty rank and file wounded. 

The 2nd battalion meanwhile had been engaged in Holland under Lieutenant 
Colonel Gibbs They distinguished themselves at Menem, and Captain Higgle, who 
commanded on that occasion, mentions in lus account that King 'IViIliam IV , then 
Duke of Clarence, was often to be seen “nding about the vilhge, the skirts of his great 
coat perforated by a bullet and wholly regardless of danger, as is the wont of the Royal 
family ” 

After ‘M’ atcrloo the o‘’nd were stationed m vanous placts», including Amcnca, Canada, 
the West Indie*, and Indio. At the tune of the mutuiy, they showed that the forty years 
which had passed since Watetloo had wrought no detcnoration in their matchless 
efficiency It is impossible to dwell upon all the varied proofs they gave of this , ono 
will speak for all, and their deeds at the capture of Delhi rank with any in tho long 
stm-^le m the Peninsula The blowing, open of the CaJimem Gain. was. nufimsfM. to a. 
party amongst which was Bugler Hawthorne of the 52nd Under a hea>-y fire they 
proceeded to lay the powder against the gates , officer after officer fell before the mas-ive 
gate was blown up , then Hawthorne was ordered to >!ound the ad%-anee to his regiment • 
Three tunes had he to sound before the notes could be heard amidst the dm , then , under 
Colonel Campbell the regunent da«hed forward like greyhomnh from the leash, and 
secured the barrier For this feat Hawfltome receired the Yietona Cro«s, and on the 
same occasion Corporal Henry Smith gained the same distinction for gallantly bearmg 
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off a wounded comrade The histones of the mutiny teem with the deeds of the 
regiment, telling how Seymour and Blane, Vigors, Synge, Monsoon, Crosse, and Bayley 
.were bArc imongst tho braTC, but our deeteh must hero cease Xo important semes 
has since then fallen to tho lot of tho old Ozfordahire Light Infantry — “ a regiment never 
surpassed in arms since arms were first borne by men ” 


Toe Bifle Bhiqade,* tho Pnneo Consort’s Own, takes pi ecedence after the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders, its number when first formed being the 95th In the ease of such 
a regiment ” as the Bifle Brigade, the compiler of any sliori account suffers from a vent 
able enibarras de nehessea Tho Bifie Bngodc, under its present or former designation, has 
fought everywhere , its doings have been chromcled by an enthusiastic historian, f it is 
a corps dVh/c, and the a anous battalions of which from time to time it has been composed 
— tho present number is four — have been, each of them, practically distinct regiments in 
all but name In ISOO tho commanders of fourteen regiments t2nd battahon Eoyals, 
2l8t, 28rd, 25th, 27th, 29th, 49lh, 65tli, C9th, Tlst, 72nd, 79th, 85th, and 92nd) 
received a communication from tho Horse Guards, to the effect that it was intended to 
form a corps to be instructed m tho use of the rifle,” and requesting them to select four 
non commissioned officers and thirty men, and to recommend three officers for the pur 
pose of forming the corps This was m January, and so fiivoorably was the project 
viewed, and so apt m their new duties did the new regiment prove that m the following 
August three companies embarked with the expedition under General Pulteney against 
Spam Shortly after this service — m which the chosen companies most creditably 
acquitted themsohes — the regiment was formed, and the commissions of the officers 
dated the 25th August, the day on w hich they had a skirmish with the Spamsh The first 
duty of the corps as a perfected body seems to have been a sort of marine service at the 
bombardment of Copenhagen In December, 1S02, they were numbered the 95th, and

second battalion was formed, and the first battahon was ordered to Germany, where, 
however, nothing more arduous than a militaiy pwmemde occupied its attention In 
1807 the 2nd battalion joined the force undo Sir Samuel Auebmuty destined for South 
America, •md greatly distmgui'hed itself at the tiling of Monte Video In 180* the 
regiment* fought at Monte Video with the most marled ralour, losing ninety-one of aU 
rants killed, and having double that number wounded and nus«mg Meanwhile, other 
compames of the regiment joined Lord Calhcait’s expedition against Copenhagen, 

“ where they first served under the immediate command of the great chief who commanded 
the advance , under whose eye they were so often to fight, whose prai«e they were so 
often to receive, their future Colonel, then Major General Sir Arthur “Wellesley,” and 
dunng the cmapiign their “ gallant style,” their “ conduct and steadiness,” were more 
than onco referred to in dispatches The following year they jomed the British Army 
mPortngal, and first engaged the enemy at Obcidos, in conjunction with their comrades 
of the King’s Iloyal Bide Corps They fought n ith great dash and spirit at Eoleia , at 
Vimiera the historian of the regiment relates that “ three brothers of tho name of Hirt, 
priiatcs in the find battalion, pressed on tho Preneh with such daring mtrepidity that 
Lieutenant llohor, who hmself was never far from his opponent m action, was obliged 
repeatedly to rebuke them, ‘ D— n you ' ’ he cned, ‘ keep back and get under cover 
Do you think you are fightmg with jour fists that you nm into the teeth of the 
PrcncU ? ’ ” The find battalion suffered very severely that day, one fourth of thoir 
number being put hors ile eonihaf During the retreat to Corunm, nndci Moore, the 95tb 
proved themselves invaluable, covering the movements of the other troops, and holding 
positions against tho utmost efforts of the foe During tho battle at Corunna it«elf, the 
1st bittahon had a sort of duel with two battalions of Volhgeurs The Doth had just 
made a brilhant charge ngamst the enemy’s artiHery, when tho Voltigeurs came to the 
reocue, causing them to f lU back for a moment They soon rallied, and for two hours 
kept up a sharp skimu h with their opponents, and in tho end gained a complete victory, 
taking prisoners seven officers and one hundred and fifty six men Tho 95lh was tho 
last corps to enter Corunna, liavmg acted as tho rear guard, and almost before they 
were embarked the enemy were firing on the ships Theu: looses dunng tho past

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twenty days were one hundred ind thirty si^c kiUed or prisoners and thirty five 
wounded * 

About this tunc— such was the popuhnty nud evident value of the regiment— a third 
battalion was raised, the command of which devolved upon Andrew Barnard of the 
Koyals, whose name m connection with the deeds of the Bngade is 'lo familiar to all 
readers of tho history of tho Peninsular "War In May, 1809, the 1st battahou were 
brigaded with the 43rd and C2nd into the Light Bngado, to relate whose prowess would 
be to write anew the campaign which ended at Waterloo Very sei ere were the hard 
ships which tho battalion espencuced from the very first In addition to the enemy, 
they had daily to reckon with that terrible foe — threatening Starvation The discipline 
enforced by Cranford, their hngadier, was “ Draconic ’ in its seventy Almost their 
first feat was, in then haste to reach Talavera, “ in heavy marching order, under a 
burning sun, and with a most insufficient supply of food, to maich upwards of fifty- 
miles with only two short halts m twenty five honrs ” Soon afterwards, at Barta del 
Pnetco, they elicited praise even from the stem Crauford, m tho battle on the Coa, they 
again fonght splendidly and suffered severely At Lusaco, the charge of tho Light 
Division was one of tho most brilliant episodes of the war Meanwhile, the 2nd 
battalion had been fighting in tho Wnlchercn cspedition, on its return from which, 
detachments were sent to join their comrades in Portugal, whither the Srd battalion, 
under Barnard, proceeded in July, 1810 At Barossa this battahon and some of the 
2nd particularly distinguished themselves, the biave Barnard being twice wounded 
After Ecdmha, an incident occurred which shows m a marked u ay tho courteous feeling 
reciprocated by the Enghsh and French The 1st battalion were drmng the French 
before them, when the officer commanding the latter waved his handkerchief at the end 
of his sword On the officer of the 95tli coramg up, tho Frenchman suggested that both 
Bides would be the better for a m^t’s rest, and proposed a truce The Eifles consented, 
and invited the French officers to share thoir meso, an overture which was gladlj 
accepted, though the menu only disclosed ration beef, and httle enough of that, with rum 
to wash it down After dinner they sepnated, and the nest morning tho French 
.resumed their retreat, and the Elfles their pursuit Tho 'JSth distinguished them

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selves at Sabugal, at Tucntes (VOnor, tbc repulse tlioy inflicted on a strong body 
of rrencU infantry avas mentioned in Lord Wellcslej’s ill-patches In tlio larious 
engagements nhich preceded the slomiing of Cmdad Itodngo they rendered ftcrling 
service At that storming, there is no need hero to dwell upon the brilliant achicie 
meats of tho Hiflcs— how Umacke -was hilled, and Cox and IlaniiUon, JlitchcU, 
ICGregor, and Bedell were wounded , how Cnuford, tho gallant though stem commander 
of the Light Division, fell, cheering on his men , 01 * how many bravo men of the 95th 
slept that night the ‘'sleep that never wahes ” At the storming of Badajoz, again, tho 
part they played is well Lnown Some led the Light Dinsion , seven officers and a 
hundred men of tho 96th formed part of the storming party, With tb© forlorn hope 
were nmc non commissioned officers of the regiment Tho madents of that direful day 
are history , twenty three officers and two hundred and ninety two non commissioned 
officers and men of the Rifles wero killed or wounded l^apier's splendid description os 
aptly quoted by Cope in its relation to tho regiment “Who shall measure ont tho 
glory of O'Hara of the 95th, who penehod id the breach at tho head of tho 

Btormers, and with him, nearly all the volunteers for that desperate scrnce ’ 1\Tio shall 
deBOtib© the martial fury of that desperate soldier of the 05th who, in bis rcsolu 

tion to win, thrust himself beneath the chained sword bhdei, and there euflfercd tho 
enemy to dash his head to pieces with the ends of their muskets ? ** To these might be 
added — only to mention tho names of the killed — Stokes and Digglo, Hovenden, Cary, 
Alls, Ciondacc, Macdonald and Maepherson, of the last of whom it was said that 
“ he had been true to man, and true to his God, and he looked his last hour m the face 
like a soldier and a Chnstian ” It might be mentioned hero that Sir Hairy Smith, the 
hero of Aliwal in after years, gamed his wife m a way that recalls the pages of some 
romance After the temblo each which followed the capture of Badajoz, two Spanish 
ladies of mik, tho younger about fonrfeen, approached Smith, then a captain in the 
Eifles, who was talking with another officer, and threw thomselvea on the protection of 
tho raghsh Tbtnr appearmiee shtnved Die cmelty to which lihcy had been subjected , 
their oars were bleeding from tho brutal gash which had tom away their eamngs, and to 
avoid worse and mmcless shame, they had resolved to confide to the honour of tho first. 
Bntish officer they met The younger of the two ladies became, ere two years had 
passed tho wife of the officer who had saved her In tho battle of Salamanca, the 
bngido was not very actively engaged, and from that date till the battle of Yittona, 
ougb pnvation and arduous labour, enon^ and to Bparc, feH to their lot, their 
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parheipition m actual wailare \ras limited to a few sLirmislies Their historian claima 
for them that theirs was the regiment whidi commenced the battle of Vittoria, during 
which their dorL. uniform more than once exposed them to the fire of our own men, who 
mistook them for the enemy They nl'm captured the first guns which were taken from 
the T'rcnch in the engagement, and throughout the day fully merited the enthusiastic 
pnise which his been awarded to them Their loss was twelve of all ranks killed , seven 
officers and sixty men. wounded 

During the pursuit of the flying foe, some of the Eifiemen were mounted hehmd the 
troopeis of the Eoyal Dragoons, ind it is mtcccstii^ to note that m the sharp skimiish 
which they had on the Cimmo Real, they were fortunate enough to take “ the last and 
only gun which the Trench earned off from Tittona ” At Schelar, one of tho battles m 
eluded m the “ Pyrenees,” they greatly distinguished themselres , but perhaps the com 
hat at the Bridge of Jansi, where they had marched under a hot sun, and with frequent 
want of water, about eight leagues, "considering that it was made m the heat of an 
August sun, and that at the end of the march the men had four or five hours’ hard 
fighting may hold its place with tho famous march from Calzada to Talavera It 
was said that two hundred men of one regiment of the Light DiMsion fell out * But the 
Riflemen had a resolution to excel, and many held on till they died ” At the storming 
of Bt Sebastian, tho regiment was represented by a subaltern and fifty men from each 
battalion Tho names of tho officers were Percival, Hamilton and Eaton, and the tivo 
former were desperately wounded At tho Bndgc of Tera, the regiment suffered terrible 
loss, which their historiau attributes m great measure to the ill advised order of General 
Skerrett, by which Captain Cadoux, who^c company held the bridge, was compelled to 
withdraw The order was so peremptory that he had no choice left, hut even while 
obeymg, he remarked that " but few of his party would reach the camp ” And so it 
proved Dp till then he had not lost a man, before many mmutes had elapsed, 
Cadoux himself and sixteen others were killed, three officers, nme sergeants and thirty 
four rank and file wounded out of a total of a hundred, all told Again, at the 
battle of the liivelle, where their gallant leader Sir Andrew Barnard was severely 
wounded, the regiment meurred very heavy loss Simdry sharp skirmishes preceded 
the battle of the Rive in which tho regiment played o leading part They were 
not very actively employed at Orthes, the 1st battahon, indeed, being absent alto 
gethcr At the hard fought battle of Tarbes, however, on the 20th of ITarch, 1814, 
they had most of the fighting to themselves, and after a fierce struggle, dunug which 
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“tBey foaglit muzzle to muzzle and it iras difficult to judge at fird ivho irould mn,” 
droi e the French before them m disordered flight At a «^kmni3h which tool place a 
few days afterwards a most extraordinary incident occurred, which — were it not for the 
character of the narrators and the CTidence addneed — one would he tempted to ascribe 
to come latter-dav ilnnchau-^u. ‘ A Rifleman of the name of Powell was shot in the 
mouth, the ball knochmg several of Im teeth out One of these «truek a Portuguece und 
wounded him m the arm The surgeon of the 43rd who happened to be at hand, 
dreenng the wound of the Portuguc'-e, found in it not abullet but a tooth. On. this the 
cry went among the Eiflem«m that ‘ the French were firing bones and not bullets ’ ’ At 
the battle of Toulouse the regiment was again actirelr engaged, and on the termination 
of the war returned to England Meanwhile the Doth had been repTe«cnted by detach 
ments which glonondy npheld the hononr of the regiment at Bergen-op Zoom, iTetxem, 
and other place*- in Holland Scarcely had peace been «e<roTed with France than some 
of the regiment— the 3rd battalion — ^were ordered to "New Orleans and m the very 
erdnons and not altogether satisCictorr campaign which was sandwiched m between the 
war in the Penumla and Waterloo p"07ed themselres of the ntmot xalne At Quatre- 
Bras the 1st battalion enjored the dishnction of bemg the fiT«t to engage with the 
enemy At Waterloo the l«t battalion was with Picton, and the 2nd and part of the 
3td with ^vr FredeneV Adams. Tory early in the day did the former come into action, 
while the latter were engaged m the fierce fighting that raged ronnd Hougomnont, and 
in the splendid charge which completed the discomfiture of the Imperial Guard-* The 
looses of the reguneut during the dav were xery eercre and their conduct was most 
highly praised- They stayed with the army of occupation, and in the February following 
Waterloo were remorcd from the regiments of the line ceasmg to be known as the 95th 
and receiTing their presmt appellation of the Rifle Brigade 

The years foIlowingWaterloomu-t be passed oxer rapidly There were disturbances 
in Ireland m Birmingham «undrv and divers other occasions on which the Rifle 

Brigade was engaged, but it was not till 1S4C that they were again employed m foreign 
Bcwieo At that date troubles arose m South Africa, and we wi-h that space would allow 
ns to recount m detail all the brave deeds and services performed by the Pifle Brigade It

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must suffice to repeat the dictum of an histoiian quoted by the chromcler of their deeds 
“It was the useful green jacket, the untiring Eifle Brigade, uho worried Sandilli out of 
his hiding place among the mountains ” After fighting the natives it became necessary 
to teach the Boers a lesson, and this was most effectually done at Boemphtz, though the 
result to the repre entatnes of the Rifle Brigade was that the command of both com 
panics dc\ol\td upon second lieutenants The gencnl orders issued on the departure of 
the Rifles for England contained the following paiagraph “In 1S05 the commander 
in chief, Su II Smith, joined this (1st) bittalion llo has served with it during 
the most eientful period of its career, and has never worn tho regimental uniform of any 
other corpa ” The Rifles aio to bo congr\tulafcd on being thus complimented by a 
chief who had not learnt the lessons enforced by politicians of after years, that these 
same rebel Boors whom he hanged with snch good will were, because they had beaten 
us, to have tdl they asked for Then ogam tho Kaffiis had to bo dealt with, and the 
share tho Rifle Brigade (with the sister corps, the COth) had m the lesson taught is 
written largo in the annals of the wai Gladly would wo quote fiom the graphic 
accounts which esi<it of this arduous campaign,* but we must leave them to tell their 
own talc of tho achitv ements of the Brigade and pass ou to the war m the Crimea, m 
which tho let and 2nd battalions gamed so glorious a renown At the Alma it was 
the 2ad battalion that was principally engaged, and amongst the many names which 
might be singled out are those of Colonel I^wience, Major Norcott, Captain Byers, 
Captain the Earl of Errol, and Lieutenant Ross Major ITorcott was recommended for 
the Victoria Cross, and Sir George Brown testifies that ‘ Major Korcott’s conduct was 
not only conspicuous to the whole division but attracted the notice of the enemy, for the 
officer in command of the Russian battery, who was subsequently made prisoner, 
informed Lord Raglan that he had laid a gun especially for "the darmg officer m the 
dark uniform on tho black horse ” In the approach to Bal'iclava, at which no serious 
fighting oceuried, a rather amusing incident happened As Captain Yigers was takmg 
his men mto the town “ a baker, evidently in great terror, came out of his house and, 
notwithstanding tho early hour of the morning, produced a roast turkey which he offered 
' him, and a great number of loaves These Tigers desired him to break into two and 
to give half to each man, so that all the men of his company had a good meal ” Many 
were the mcidents of daring which are to he credited to the Brigade during the battle of 
inkerman and the fiist stages of tho siege of Sebastopol Wheatley’s presence of mmd, 
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bravo lives, had added yet more names to the long roll of the Bngade’s distmc 
tions * 

On the outbreak of the Indian Mutiny, the 2nd and 3rd battalions of the JJngado 
■were ordered to embark, and on amving m India were puslied on to Cawnpore It was 
soon found that not only their fighting but their marching powers were destined to be 
tried to the uttermost One wonders as one reads of the long marches under blazing 
sun, with the heavy European elothmg unchanged for days together, while want of sleep 
caused men now and ogam to stumble through sheer drowsmess even wliilo marching m 
the ranks — one wonders how it camo to pass that when they met tho enemy, theso 
weary, footsore, sleep bereaved men brightened as with a fla<!h mto that activity tho 
rebels found so dcathful "When they fought at Cawnpore the 3rd battalion were 
almost starving, and frequently a biscuit and ration of rum formed the only meal 
during the day Tho regiment captured Etawah, fought on the Eamgunga and under 
Colonel Horsford engaged m tho rosultlcss puisuit of ^o^a Sahib Under Oiitmni 
thej fought at tho capture of Lucknow, and earned that commander’s highest common 
dation for their spirit and dash Two hundred men from tho regiment with tho samo 
number of Sikhs were formed into a camel corps under Major Boss, aud proved a mo«t 
useful addition to tho effective force of the Bntidh army After the capture of Lucknow, 
the Btffes were engaged m constant skirmishes and sudden and fatigumg marches, 
durmg which many deaths occurred from disease and sunstroke At the battle of 
Nawabgunga they gamed special praise for the splendid manner m uhich, unaided, they 
♦kept at bay a vastly superior force of the cncnij At last, when their sorely taxed 
strength was well nigh foihng, the 7fh Hus«ars, with Sir C Itu'sell at their head, camo 
thundering to the rescue Their Ic'ses were heavy that day, far worse than tho 
mjunes done by the enemy s fire were the sufferings of the men from exposure to tho 
sun Is umbers of the gallant Rifles lay 'ecmmgly dead— with many, alas’ it was no 
mere seenung — others were raimg mad Had they not deserved it by their valour, it 
might almost bo said that their sufferings alooo merited tho laudatory reference they 
received m tho dispatches of Sir Hope Gnmt At Jnmo, Lieutenant Andrew Green 
engaged m a conflict which recalls something of the warrior talcs told m ‘ chromcles of 
eld ’ Rushmg to the rescue of some men of his party who were surrounded by the 
enemy, he found himself attacked by sixrebeli Two ho shot, ho was then ent down by 
the others, who hacked viciously at him while prostrate Sprmgmg up he knocked down

ilan'iel, who gallantlj fought his way to the rescue, Green was lying bathed in blood, 
having recen ed fifteen wounds, of which all eaajept one were sword cuts 

The Brigade captured Birwah, again suffering heavy loss , they fought at Hydergnh , 
Mejidia fell before their conquering arms Bat it is impossible even to mention the 
names of all the places where they fonght, or to tell of the sterling semee rendered by the 
camel corps under Ross "When the muhny was over no regiment had better earned the 
“ Well done * ” that echoed through the length and breadth of the Empire Pour of the 
Victoria Cro'acs fell to the share of the Brigade, while, in addition to those who were lolled 
in action, two officers and a hundred and thirty two men fell Tictims to disease After 
wards— *in 1861 2— the Ist battalion was ordered to Canada dnnog the alarm caused by 
the ‘ Treni affair,” while the 2od and 3rd battalions were engaged in i anons encounteie 
unth the Hohmunds and other hostile Indian tribes Later on tbc Ist and 4th batlahona 
assisted in teaching the Fenians a salutary lesson in Canada The nest operations of 
any magmtnde m which the Brigade were repre«ented was the Ashanti war m 1874, 
throughout which the 2nd battalion served To quote the words of Sir Archibald 
Allison, “it IS needless to speak of the steadiness and high discipline,” of the courage 
and cheerfulness they disployci The campaign was crophahcally a trying one, and 
King Koffee’s terrible ally, Disease, vanquished many a brave riflemaii, whom shot 
and Bpeat passed by The final exploits of the Bngadc are commemorated by “ AU* 
'Musjid” and “Afghanistan ” In coa'*ludmg this notice of the Rifle Bngade we cannot 
summarize its character and achievcmentehctteT than in the words of King ‘WiBiamlV , 
who, when Duke of Clarence, reviewed them at Plymouth “ TThat more can I say to 
you, nflemen, than that whenever there has been fightmg you have been employed, and 
wherever you have been employed yon have distinguished yourselves ”

Thor pwde ^vas 'hort lived , the stem, avenging British Imc swept them aside and 
recovered the guns, then moved forward agaii^ the dense columns of the enemy 
“ Such a gallant line «tartled the enemy’s masse', which were mcreasrag and pressing 
forward as to an assured victorT, they wavered, hesitated, and then vomiting forth 
a storm of fire, hastily endeavoured to enlaige their front, while the fearful discharge 
of grape from all their artillery whistled throngh the BntL-h ranks ilyers was killed, 
other officers fell wounded, and the Fusilier hattabons struck by the iron tempe«t 
reeled and staggered like sinking ships Suddenly and 'ternly recovering they closed 
on their temble enemies and then was seen with what a m-ijc'ty the Bntish 'oldiers 
fight’ ^lOthingAuld «top our astonishing infanhy Xo sodden horst of nndl^- 

ciplined valour, no nervous cnthnsiasm weakened the stability of their order, their 
flashing eyes were bent on the dork eolnmns in front, ibcir measured tread diook 
the ground, their dreadful volleys swept away the head of every formation, their deafen 
mg shouts overpowered the dissoonat cnos that broke from all parts of the tumultuous 
crowd, as foot by foot, and with a homd carnage, it was driven by the mce«=ant 
vigour of the attack to the farthest edge of the hill la vain did the French re'erves 
endeavour to sustain the fight Tbcir efforts only increased the irremediahlo 
confu wn, and the mighty mass, lie a loowned cliff, went headlong down the ascent 
The ram flowed after in streams discoloured with Wood, and fifteen hundred unwounded 
men, the remnant of sis thousand nneoiiqncnthlc Bntish Boldier&, stood tnumphant on the 
fatal bill (.\flp/<T) ‘Well may the record of the Fiojal Fusiliers assert that they 
“ exceeded anrthmg that the usual word ‘gallantly’ can convey ” Thirty two officer', 
thirty four sergeant*, sis hundred and thirty^ight soldiers, express the Io *3 m lolled 
and woucdc-d the 7th sustained that day •

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They fought ngam with great credit at Aldea de Pont and at Cmdad Podngo, though 
m the latter operations they were not largely engaged At Badajoz it was Captain 
Slair of the 7th who led the storming party against tho Trinidad bastion, wlulo 
others of the regiment tinder Captain Cholwiek attaclnd the breach m the curtain Two 
hundred and thirty two were Idled and wounded dnnng the assault At Salamanca 
Captain Crowder gamed his majority for dislodging, with only two companies of the 
regiment, a force of five hundred rrenehmen from a village they occupied At \ vttotia 
their position was against tho enemy’s centre, and materially assisted m tho crushing 
defeat of Joseph’s aimy , while, as evidence of the splendid state of duciplme which they 
had attained, it maj bo mentioned that amidst the dazzling temptations which surrounded 
them, no case of that plundering on uhich the British commander commented so severely 
was reported in the ranks of the 7th They fought in the battles of tho Pyrenees, 
notably at Eoncesvallea and Villalba, on tho Bidas^oa and at Orthes At Toulouse they 
were not seriously engaged, and with this battle ended their glorious Peninsular record, 
for their services in the West Indies prevented their participating in Waterloo In tho 
expedition against New Orleans, which, barren of prohtable result as it was, reilected 
nothing but credit on the troops engaged, tho Eoyal Fusiliers agam distinguished them 
selves, at the same time incurring considerable loss From that time till the war with 
Eussia m 1854 the 7tb were not engaged id any warlike service In tho Crimea they 
were in the Light Division under Sir George Brown. Their splendid charge at the 
Alma, under Lacy Teo, will long bo remembered— -how in the teeth of a storm of bullets 
they pressed on, though tho'^c u ho bore tbe colours were shot down m tenable euccessiou, 
and how Private Lyle of the regiment helped Captam Bell to capture the Eussian guns 
At the famous sortie from Sebastopol of the 2CtIi October and at inkerman they fought, 
and throughout the prolonged siege acqmttctl tbcm'elves as might have been expected 
from their history and tradition In the “affair at the Quarries” Captain Mitchell 
Jones gained the V C for the dauntless way in which, despite his reccinng a wound 
in tho early stage of the fighting, ho led his men to the numerous attacks, and at the 
assault of tho Eedan Lieutenant Hope and Private Hughes gained the same pnccless 
decoration In tho followmg September a non combatant officer of tho regiment, 
Ass^tant Surgeon Hale, gamed another Cross for his unremitting care of tho wounded 
whom the heavy fire, which drove all but himself and Lieutenant Hope away from 
the spot, could not inauce him to leave for a moment Durmg the Indian Mutmy 
the 7th were employed m Scinde, and a few years later in the di«turb'»iicc‘< ou the 
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joined the nllicd forces m rhndors At Fontenoy they fought mth such marked 
heroism as to be saluted by the Duke of CumbcHaiiil himself mth a loud cheei in 
acknowledgment of their elm alrous dcTOtion Their colonel, Sir Robert llunro seemed 
to bear a charmed life Suiting their tactics to tho exigencies of their position the 
Highlanders, after dcliicnng a \ollcy, Oirew themselves flat on the ground while the 
return fire passed over them, but Sir Robert’s enormous bulk, which had necessitated 
his being hauled out of the trenches bj his own men, rendered this manmurre impo'^sihlc 
for himself to practise Ho had perforce to stand there “ like an mi incible Ajax, and 
guarding the colours of his regiment faced unmoved the enemy’s fire ” In 175G the 
Black 'Watch were ordered to Amenca, and at Ticondcroga elicited unstmted praise 
for their valour In that disastrous combat they lost sis hundred and fifty killed or 
wonnded Others of tho regiment* scried m 1769 at Mortmiciuo, and greatly distin 
gutshed t]icm«eitvcs by tho “ chancterisfic impetuosity ” with which they fought Thoir 
nest service was in Canada, whore they fought under General Amli entf, and two years 
later they took port m tho expedition against tho Eavannah Mony of the laurels of 
tho Black Watch havo boon gamed m America In 17CS and subsequently they fought 
ngamst tho Indiana, particularly distinguishing themselves at Bushey Run, and again in 
1770 when the War of ludopondcnce gave them severe and constant work " In ci ery 
field,” wntes a chronicler of tho regiment, “ the Black Watch maintained their hardly 
earned reputation,” and numerous ore tho mstanccs recorded of deeds of individual 
courage and readiness As an example may he quoted the following — 

“In a skirmish with the Amcncans in 1776 Major Muiraj of the 42nil, being 
separated from his men, was attackwl by three of the enemy His dirk had shpped 
hchmd his back, and, bko Colonel Munro before referred to, being very corpulent he 
could not reach it Eo defended himself os well as he could with his fusil, and, watch 
mg hts opportunity, sored the sword of one of hzs assailants and put tho three to flight 

This same Major Mmray found Ins ralstaffian dimensions again embarrassing at 
Fort Washington 

“The hill on which the fort stood was almost perpendicular, hut the Highlanders 
rushed up the steep ascent like mountain cats When halfway up the heights they 
heard a melancholy voice exclaim, ‘ Oh, soldiers, will you leave me ’ ’ On looking 
down they ■?.aw Stajor Murray, then conunandmg officer, at the foot of the precipice , his 
extreme obesity prevented him from followiiig them They were not deaf to this appeal ,

under fifty A Jacobite song of the period, quoted by Grant in his account of the siege,

lus siroid iefoie ginag the order to -Fire' > “At the battle of Eamilhes tho 
regiment, alter being mneh erposed throughout the fight, was engaged m pnrsnil 
of the beaten foe till midnight,” they fought at Ondenarde and TVynendale, and 
m the battle of ilalplaquct had four officers failed. Shortly after their lelnm home 
they adopted tho tartan trews, and, after serving in England for a few years, were 
ordered to tho defence of Gibroltar in 1727 In 1767 tho Cameronians were 

ordered to Canada and throughout the American war fought under lieut General 
Clmtoa.* They served at Alevandrm, and at Corumia, where they were m the thiclct 
of the flehtiag A period of service with the 'n'alehercn eipcditioa so enfeebled 
the regunent through siciness that they were unable to take a very aetivo part 
m the Pcamsular war But the chance for distinction came with the Chinese war of 
ISIO, and they gladly -eizcd it, thongh here again they suffered cruelly from sickness 
losing them colonel and two hiinilrcd men. At Amoy Colonel Itonnlam, Icadtng o bodv

In 1805 they emharhed for the Cape of Good Hope, and at the Bkw Berp m the 
following year suffered somewhat severely, the list of casualties including Colonels Grant 
and Camphell of the rcgmient, while Lieutenant ITArthur and thirty men distinguished 
themselves by engaging and repulsing a very snpenor force of Dutch Three years 
later, m accordance with a “fad" of the government, the Seaforth Highlanders dis 
continued the wearmg of the Highland eostume, which, however, they have subse- 
quently re adopted. After this, for agam we must pass over much, the 72nd were 
employed in the Miimtnisand m India, ahont the fame of -Waterloo being employed in 
South Afnca. Lormg their sojourn here a somewhat characteri tic incident ocenrred 


with the Boers The latter appealed to the British for aid against the Kaffirs who were 
mabng raids upon their homesteads, and accordmgly Captain Gettun of the regiment 
with some men went to the scene of a recent distnrhance Here they were snirounded 
hy a body of Kaffir s m amhnsh and cot to pieces, Captain Gethm himself receiiing no 
fewer than thirty two wounds It will surpn-c no one who has studied the history of 
the Boers to learn that the people whom Gethm came to help loohed placidly on while 
he and ha, gallant men of the 72od were hemg butchered The regiment returned 
home in IS21, and two years after received the title of the “ Doha of Albany’s High- 
landers,” after the then Commander m Chief, his Eoyal Highness the Dule of Tork and 
Albanv, at the same fame receivmg the Highland Co tome, only with trews mstead of 
fait Their nest «mce was agam at the Cape of Good Hope, and durmg the operations 
against Maenmo, the hostile Kaffir eluef. they greatly dishngmshed themselves Alter 


another mterval of rest the Duke of Albany s Higblanders were dnspatohed to the Crimea,

for ever’” literally droieull before them Throughout the struggles mBaroda the 
72nd, vriio were sub cqucntly with the Bajpootani Field Force, fought well and success 
fully, well meriting the unstinted meed of praise awarded to them The ne'^t important 
campaign in which the 72nd were engaged was m Afghanistan m 1878 Here they 
were hngadod under General Boherts, and rendered most signal «emce at the storming 
of the Peiwar Kotal Here the 72nd and the “brave little Ghoorhas” fairly divided 
the honours of fho day between them, though Lieutenant Slnnro and several rank and 
file were in the list of casualties During the march through the Sappn defile Sergeant 
Green gamed his commi««ion for the gallant defence he made of Captam Goad, and it 
IS recorded by a Scotch writer that “a sick Highlander (of the 72nd), who was being 
earned m n dhooley, fired all his ammumtion, sisty two rounds, at the enemy, and as 
he was a good marksman, he never fired without gettmg a fair shot ” 

Tlie following jear they were still more actively employed, and round and about 
Cahul, under Boherts, came in for much fierce fightmg, fiom which they gained a full 
«heaf of honours Sergeants ^facdonald, Coi, and M’lh ean distinguished themselves at 
the assault of the Takt 1 Shah Lieutenant Ferguson wa twice wounded , Sergeant Jule 
(who was killed the nest day) was the 6r<t man to gam the ridge, captiinng at the 
«ame time two standards Corporal Sellar* the first man to gam the top of the 
Asmai heights, gamed a Victona Cro<s, before that day’s sun had *et Captam Spens and 
Lieutenant Gamsford of the regiment had fallen fighting like heroes to the la^t , Lieu 
tenant Egerton was badly wounded, and several tank and file put hors ds cowhut The 
regiment fought well m the attack on Sherpur, and inBoherts’s famous march to Canda 
bar were hngaded with the Gordon Highlanders and COth Eifies In the attack on 
Candahar Sir Frederick reported that “the 72nd and the 2nd Sikhs had the chief share 
of the fightmg , ” of the Second Brigade Colonel Brownlow, Captam Frowo and Sergeant 
Cameron were among tho killed , Optain Stewart Slorray and Lieutenant ITunroe were 
badly wounded In ISSl the regiment resumed the kilt, adopirngtheilaekenzio tartan, 
and were engaged m tho Egyptian war of the foUowmg year, when they served with 
STaepher-son’s Indian Contmgent , under Colonel Stock well they brilliantly inaugurated 
thoir campaign by the capture of Chalouffe At Tel cl Eebir they were leading on the 
extreme left, “ advancing steadily and m silence until an advanced battery of the enemy 
was reached, when it was gallantly stormed by tho Highlanders ” (*S» G Woheley's 
Dispatch), and after this they pursned the flying enemy and occupied the important 
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town, of Zjgnsig Their looses were rerj- two men i-illed and three wounded, 

owing ‘ to Ibe excellent arrangementa made by General 3Iacpher«on,” and to the tact 
thnt the earlier attacks had so “haten the enemy that they could not withstand “ the 
irnpetuous onslaught of the SeafortU Highlander^ ” 

The 2nd battalion of the Seaforth Highlanders, consisting of the 7Sth regiment, 
the Uoss shire Buffs, aBo owes ita existence to the loyal family of Seaforth, being msed 
in ITtS by the then, head of the clam Their first service was under the Earl of Chat 
ham m the disastrous 'Walcheren Expedition, after which they took part in the cam- 
paign in Holland under the Duke of York The ralue of the service rendered by the 
Highlanders during the ternhlo retreat to Bremen has been before mentioned , at 
GiMermaBen, however, the 78th ran a «omewhat senous nsk, “A regiment of the 
enemy’s hus«ar3, dressed in a uniform similar to that worn by the Emigrint regiment 
of the Duke do ChoiseuI in onr service, pushed on, treacherously shouting ‘ CTjolcuI ’ 
Choiacul ” and got close to the 78lh Highlanders nndi«co%erod ” Thev were, however, 
repulsed by 'orae scathing volleys from the Bbck ‘Watch The 7Stli then «en ed for a 
time at the Capo of Good Hope, and in J797 were ordered to India,* where ther gamed 
the first of their many distinctions Under Wellesley thej as«i«ted m the capture of the 
strong town of Ahmednughur, and under the immediate command of the «ame great leader 
fought with splendid counge at Assaye , they were on the left of (ho first hue, and at the 
close of the day wae led forward by Wellesley m person to clear out the village, which they 
did at the point of the bayonet after some desperate fighting They fought at Argauzn, and 
m 1811 were with the forces under Sir Samuel Achmuty m the operations m Java On 
retummg home they expenenced the misfortune which our troops seem so often to have 
suffered, namely, that of being shipwrecked , the reports at the time speak in the most 
energetic terms of the courage and endorinco displayed by the 78th, of whom, fortonafely, 
not a man was lost But the regiment had been reaping its harvest of honour in the 
e<t as well as in the East Under Stuart they had been ^serving m Sicily, and arc 
amongst the regiments whose colours bear the name "Haida” The record of the 
regiment narrates that the aspect of the regiment caused the general some apprehension, 
tlicj looked so very young , quite six hundred of their number were under twenty one 
But there was nought of wcaknois or ycutHul instahiiity m Oiat splendid thargo they 
mndc led hy their gallant Colonel, Patnek :^eIeod Oppe^ed to them was the Freuch 
12nd regiment of Grenadier®, led bv a braic an! skilful commander But commamkr and

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troofa nlike were hiirlod bick by the iSth The retreat became a headlong flight, and 
so far did the Highlanders with fierce «slaughter pursue the flying foe that an aide de 
camp wa«; sent to bid them halt “ At the moment the order was delivered to Hacleod he 
was incapable of speech, and was stooping fiom his horse on the shoulder of a sergeant of 
his regiment , a nfle ball had passed through his breast witlun an inch of the heart, 
inflicting a painful and perilous wound,” yet he never quitted Ins saddle or the field, 
but remained at the head of his Eoss shire Buffs dunng the remamder of the battle and 
the long pursuit that followed it Agam and again they charged during that day, and 
no regiment more nobly acquitted itself In 1807 they fought m Egypt and gamed 
undying fame at the disastrous conflict at El Hamet Colonel Macleod with ono 
company of the regiment and some of the 35th were surrounded and assailed by an 
ovcrwhclmmg force Tho colonel was killed , “ there also fell I/ieutcnant Itacrae with six 
more of his mrao , Sergeant John Macrae slew seven a3^allant8 with his claymore before 
bis head was cloven from behind Of Macleod's detachment, consistmg of two hundred 
and seventy five, all were killed to thirty, of whom fifteen only were unwounded » 
Strangely enough two of the prisoners of the 78th ro*e to high eminence m the land of 
their captivity Ibnlum Aga, the famed governor of Mcdma and one of the Sultan’s 
moat ablo generals, waa Private Thomas Ecith on that dreadful day when his officers 
and comrades fell around him in El Hamet , Osman, “the learned leech of Alexandria, 
who acquired a large practice and larger fortune, was a dnimmer boy m the ( 8th, whose 
medical trammg had been limited to aosistmg tbe regimental surgeon to tie bandages 
and mix medicines 

Tbe Eo«s shire Buffs have ‘ Persia ’ and ‘ Khoosh ah ’ on their colours, words which 
recall their conduct m a campaign in which they earned a very high encomium from cir 
Henry Hav elock they “ behaved remarkably weU at the battle of Khoosh ab, and 
durmg the naval action on the Euphrates and the landing, their steadmess, zeal, and 
activity were conspicuous They . never seemed to complain of anythmg, but that 
they had no further chance of meetmg the enemy I am convinced that the regi 
ment would be second to none in the service if their high military qnaUUes were drawn 
forth , they are proud of their colours their tartan, and their former high achievements ” 
On the night pieceding the battle of Khoosh ab, the enemy attempted a surprise on our 
forces, but thanks to steadiness and disciplme. the only result was to somewhat lessen 
the number of tho morrow’s assailant. Dunng this midnight attack the 78th were 
exposed to a somewhat bewildenng ruse on the part of the Persian-., one of whose 
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buglers M lelmed the "calls used m our seinco, and repeatedly sounded “cease 
Mg ’close to tire Eoss slnres-fortimately, lorracr, lie entirely failed to mislead them 
men the Jlntiny broke out “ the high mdihry analities ’’ of the regiment were called 
forth n-ith a vengeance, and the result proved hou- admirably Geneial Haveloch had 
gauged the calibre of the corps We ahaU not attempt to follow ,enatm the services 
the 78th rendered throughout the Mutiny, these services are matter of history, and 
wdl bo recalled irheuevcr the Indian Mutiny is meutioned They were with Havelock 
in his march to relieve Cawuporc and Lucknow, marching in eight days a hundred and 
wenty si. mdes, fighting four battles, and eaptonug a score of gun, As is sadly well 
known the force arrived too late at Cawnpore, despite their heroic efforts and splendid

The 7Sth gamed too many of those crosses inscribed “ For Valour,” for us to be able 
to do more than quote some of tho circumstances Pm ate James Hollowell, 78th 
lLghlnader«, receii cd tho Victoria Cross for conduct officially described as follows — 
“A party on tho 2Gfh September, 1S57, nasshut up aud besieged m a house m the 
city of Lucknow by the rebel Sepoys Pm-ate James Hollowell, one of tho partj, 
behaved throughout the day in the most admirable manner , he directed, encouraged, 
and led the others, exposing himself fearlessly, and by his talent m persuadmg and 
cheering, prevailed on nine desperate men to make a successful defence m a burnmg 
house, with the enemy firing through four windows ” 

"A««is(ant Surgeon Valentino Hunbee M'ifastci, 78tli Highlanders, was reeom 
mended for the Victoria Cross for the intrepidity with which be exposed himself to the 
fire of tho enemy in bringing m and attendmg to the wounded on the 25fh September, 
at Lucknow He had served m the Pcisian War and m all Havelock’s operations foi 
tho succour of the Residency After amruig at tho Jittei place he accompazaed many 
sorties and was wounded Ho was with Outram’s force at the Alumbagh, and took part 
in tho Rohilcuud campaign " 

“ Snrgeon Joseph Joe was selected by his brother officers for the Victoria Cioss 
On September 25tL, 3S37, tho 78fh HighJandors had been left behind to protect the 
passage of tho Char llagh Bridge The enemy, seemg their isolated position, gathered 
roimd them from every quarter, occupying all the neighbouring bmldinga Fiom the 
tops of the«e came a perfect had of musket bullet'', while two heavy guns were enfilading 
the regiment with deadly accuracy Ordered not to move till every bullock had cros'^ed 
the bridge, the regiment for a long time remamed halted At length, becoming desperate, 
they charged the guns, dashmg up the street with a loud cheer, led by their Adjutant, 
whose horse had been shot under him They were leceived by a volley, and men 
dropped in numbers , but the survivors pcisevcrcd, reached the guns, and after a shoit, 
sharp struggle captured them Dr Jee contrived, by great personal exertions, m gettmg 
the wounded who had been hit in the charge earned off on the backs of their comrades, 
till he had succeeded lu collecting the dhooly bearers who had fled He is said to have 
exposed himself in the most devoted manner Later on, while trymg to reach the 
Residency with the wounded under his charge, he was obhgcd to tlirow Iiimself into the 
ilou iluh il, where hoiemaiueil bcMegtd the whole of the following night and moiiiing ” 
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Tho official account caj» that ho re] oatcdly eiposcd him clf to a hoary fire “in proceed 
mg to dress the wounded men who fell while serrmg a 24 pounder m a most exposed 
situation He erentually succeeded m tahng many of the wounded, through a fro=s-firc 
of ordnance and mushetiy, safely into the Besidency, by the nrer banh, although repeat 
edly warned not to make the perilous attempt *’

mentioned -was Lieutenant Herbert Taylor llacphorson, afterwards the Sir Herbert

well did they earn the sobriquet * On one occasion^ on the road between Lisle and 
Eoubais*, the fighting Brigade kept at bay an OTcrwhelming mass of the enemy, but for 
close upon half their gallant number it was the last of nil their glorious fields At 
Toiimay, ogam, the regiment, under JTajor Wiseman, was severely engaged and suffered 
considenblc loss, their conduct, howe\er, earned the special pnise and thanks of the 
Commander in Chief They returned to England in 1795 after sharing in that terrible 
retreat so often, perforce, referred to, and shortly after were ordered to the West Indies 
At St Lucia they were with the future hero of Corunua in tho splendid attack which 
captured Home Chahot, after which they rendered signal service in the Carib War in 
St Vincent, and added the capture of Tnmdad to (heir already crowded list of achieve 
raents They returned to England in 1802, and the year following a 2nd battalion 
was formed, which represented tho gallant Shropshire in the Peninsular Campaign Wo 
will, however, before dealing with them, pursue the career of the Ist battalion, which, 
in 1805, was ordered to India, and for many years bore a conspicuous part in the many 
fierce encounters fought with tho nati\o pnnees At the storming of Callmger, for

Colonel Hawby, who commanded (hem, declared that ‘ ho had not words to express 
his admiration of tho conduct of cvcj^ officer and soldier m tho 53rd,” while tho 
General Orders echoed his eulogy in their reference to “ tho exemplary exertions, zeal, 
and persevering courage of officers and men” In 1813 -and the following year, tho 
53rd were with Sir Eobert EoUo Gillespie in Nepaul, and at the capture of Kalunga— 
another fortress standing, as Sir Eobert himself described it, “ on the summit of an 
almost inaccessible mountain and covered by an. impenetrable forest ” again won 
uuiver al praise Colonel JTawby, Major Ingleby, Captain Coultman, Lieutenants 
Tbiing, Anstice, and Harrington arc some of those of the 53rd whose names were m 
men’s mouths as those ■who had done glononsly, and had in many cases won honour 
only at the cost of life or limb For many years they fought m India and returned 
home m 1823, having lost 3 dO officers and 1,167 privates, who had been lolled or had 
succumbed to vrounds or disease, and nesrlj* 5tW ot all ranis lavalided

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"We must now retrace onr Etepa eomerwiiat and glance at the domga of the 2nd 
battalion, which, as has been said, was fonned m 1S03 The first sis years of their 
existence were passed m Ireland, whence, m ISO”!, they were dispatched to the ronmsnla 
Here they were hngaded with the 7th rusdicn, under General A Campbell, and 
commenced their warliho career with the combats aboirt Oporto It was not to be long 
before they added the famons name of “Tolavera” to the roll of the regiment’s honours 
The historian of the war records that on Campbell s dirision the rrench fell with 
infimte fury, yet “ the English regiments, puttmg the French sbimushcrs aside, met the 
adtancing columns with loud shonLs, broU their front, lapped tbeir flanks with Are, and 
priag them no respite pushed them back with a tenable carnage ” They were not 
actually attacked at Basaco, bnt took part m the inrestment of Almeida and in the 
battle of Fncnles d Onot They were employed m cotenng the siege of Badajoz and 
the opcnlions at Almaraz , m the captnre of the fortified conrenls before Salamanca 
they elicited nnstinted admiration , at the battle of Salamanca itself no regiment was for 
a time more hardly pressed than “ that bnn e rcgimcbl,” as Kapier styles the 63rd. In 
■ram Boyer’s Dragoons tbnndcred down upon their flank, exposed by the retreat of the 
Portngnese rcgimenls, thongh many of the 53rd were nctnally cut down by their 
sabre, steadily and tmflmclmigly did they elcm the surgmg tide, the crisis of the 
day tbns passed faronrably to the BntU,, and before many bonrs the important 
battle was won. The regiment serred m the .icge of Burgos, Lieutenant Frazer 
awtmgncbmg bnnself m one of the as anils, they fought m the centre eolnmn at 
Vittona, took part m the blockade of Pampcluna, and showed how slulhoinly they 
could straggle till they conquered m the wild warlare that took place on the slopes of 
the towermg Pyronce.

Boondrro at the point of the bayonet, being reftned to by Sir Harry Smith as ‘ a yonng 
regiment, hut veterans m d^aing gallantry Rad regularity’ At Sobraon the 53rd 
Tvere in Sir Eobeit Dick’s Duision under Brigadier Stacy The attack made by 
the bngade m the teeth of a withcnng fiiro will loag be remembered by the eulogists— 
and they are many — of I3riti«h Infantry, and the official records of the regiment 
show how highly the General esteemed their share in the warfare At Goojeiat they 
•wore m reserve, and for the following years \rere engaged m the desultory fighting 
along the Peshawur frontier Dunug the mutiny they were, as beseemed men with

elusion of the war the 63rd remained foi a time to garrison Cairo, and m the operations 
of 1SS5 added to their list of distinctions, under circumstances of too recent date to 
need enumeration here 

Tho 2nd hattilion of the King’s (Shropshire) Light Infantry, the S5th, dates from 
1793, when it was raised, and known, from the place of recruiting, as the Bucks A ohm 
tcer- The first service of the regiment was in 1794, when the Bucks Volunteers were 
ordered to "Walcheien and had their share offightmg, they were then for a time it 
Gibraltar, and after again visiting Holland, where they very greatly distinguished them

alone could have won that tornblo breach, of a surety it would have been won that 
night They fought at the I»«c and at Barrouilliet, and then proceeded to America 
Perhaps seldom have troops fought under gieater disadvantages than those which hero 
confronted the Soth and their comrades “TIic«e troops, badly provisioned, slenderly 
supplied even with ammumtion, and, after their hardships in the Peninsula, many of 
them requiring repose and attendance in hospital, rather than expo'siire in battle, ’ 
numbered perhaps four thousand , “ except those belonging to General Eoss and the staff 
officers, there was not a single horse with our troops , ” and the three “ toy guns ” which 
constituted our artillery were drawn by seamen During the march towards Bladcns 
burg, many fell out of the ranks, faint and utterlyexhatfrfed, nice thousand Americans 
^ath twenty guns occupied a position of great •'trengtli and commanding altitude , yet in 
D few minutes this force — double ours in numerical strength, and composed of fresh, 
Unwearied men, fighting in their own country and protected by the fire of their own 
Well placed guns — fled before the impetnous charge of the British, headed by “ the gallant 
85th under Colonel Thornton ” They fought at Baltimore, the following September, with 
Similar gallantry though with heavy loss, and at Ifeir Orleans again acquitted themselves 
m such wise that the records of that unfortunate expedition mention agam and agam 
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thelraTe deeds of “Colonel Thomlon -md Ihc gallmt S5t!i”» For many years alter 
tins, only peaceful duties engaged their scmces TlicyEcrred m rngland, Ireland,

At Ghuzneo they captuicd two standard There were a few of tho IStli amongst the 
unfortunate captives fiom Cabal , Ladv Sale, the wife of their gallant Colonel, was 
wounded by a musket ball, and sent back — happily for her — as a hostage , it was 
Colonel Uennio* of the ISth who, when rumours of trouble first came from Cahul, fore- 
told with such temblj literal accuracy tho ghastly catastrophe that came to pass — 
“ You will «oc that not a sonl will e«capc from Cabul lui one vian, and he tall come io 
ieU vs that the test aie ttU dcsiro^etP'* Meanwhile, at Jellalabad, the gallant Sale and tho 
ISth were stemming the fierce torrent of murder and conquest, and when the time came 
fo’’ tho Army of 1 engeance to *tart on its righteously stem mission, the command of 
one of the divisions was given to him At JogdullucL, the 1 3th, with whom were tho 
9th, “ scaled the height*, turned the position, and bayoneted tho defenders with dread 
ful slaughter, neither «ide asking quaitcr nor hoping for it ” At Tireen, that doci«irc 
battle that occupied oiilj a feu minutes, and uhere the niight of the Bnti h power was 
indelibly written in grnn and blood icd le(tcr=, the 13th operated in extended order on 
the right, and when the central gorge was pa5.«ed, “closed m by companies, fixing their 
bayonets as they came cheenng down to tho charge ” ^Vhen the rescued captives were 
brought m under an e«cort led by Sir Koberl Sale lo poison, it difficult to read 
wuthout emohou how “ the gallant 13th Light Infantry crowded with loud cheers round 
the wife and widowed daughter” of their beloved chief On their return to India, the 
hravc regiment that had fought so splendidly were received everywhere with praise and 
applause , garrisons presented arras to them as they passed , public and private bodies 
vied in doing them honour, and they received from, their Sovereign the title of her 
Consort s regiment, tho right to wear the Eoyal facings, and tho spceul badge of the 
“Mural Crown ”

regunenta ITnjor Stirling commanding tho G4th Ind lost his hoisc, but Avas gallantly 
leading his men on foot I\o other mounted ofBccr \ni» prc'cnt Perhaps observing 
this fact, perhaps only obeying tho dictates of his own counge, Lieutenant HavclocL 
placed bini«elf in front of the regiment, and steere 1 steadily for the 24 pounder, which 
fired round shot up to SOO yards, and grope afterward^, with great precision and 
ripiditr Coolly the C4th drew nearer, losing men at cverj step, and equally coolly did 
Lieutenant HavolocL ride at a foot s pace «traiglil for the muzzle of the gun At 
length, with a rush, the latter was captured, the enemy then fled, and the day was 
won.” 

They remained trader General 'Wvndham to gammon Cawnuorc, and in the attack 
made by the rebels on the 2Stlt of ^overobcr were greatly distinguished Encouraged 
by a temporary success tbej had obtained, the rebels fought with redoubled vigour, 
hoping, doubtless, to rot el in another massacre The G4tb frustrated the fiendish hope

bat with a ringing shout ru«hcd on the cannon, spiking three them before the gunners 
h'd recovered from their surprise , but it was alike impo sible to retain or carry them 
off, for the foe were fen to one Colonel WiLon and Major Stirling were shot Captains 
Murphy and ^PCrea were cut down at the guns, while Captain JI’Kinnon and Lieutenant 
Gordon were severely wounded, taken jmsoners, and murdered in cold blood Tho

Some five companies of the 80th wero at "Ulundi, where they led the advance, and 
subsequently the regiment was represented m Colonel Clarke s column In the 
operations agamst Sokukuni, llajor Creagh did valuable sernce, and in the final attack 
upon the chief s stronghold, the 80th were in the centre column The regiment returned 
home in 1880, and have not since then been engaged in any important warfare • 

The ScFFOiK EEoniENT District No 12— is composed of the two 

battalions of the old 12th Foot In ICGI, Windsor Castle was garrisoned by several 
independent compames, from which was formed the 12th Regiment, which, however, 
did not receive the nnmcncal distinction till twenty four years later It was with the 
12th Regiment that James II mado the csperiment which was to give him such 
imwelcome proof of the unwillingoe^ss of tho army os 0 whole to assist in his contem 
plated return to subservience to Rome Advancing to their head he called upon all 
who would not support the proposed repeal of the Test clauses to lay down their arms 
With a very few exceptions the whole regiment complied with most disconcerting 
alaenty James paused for a few minutes and then bid the soldiers take them up 
again, moodily observiiig he would not do them tho honour of consulting them again. 
Tho Colonel of the 12th— Lord Lichfield— remained however, loyal to his misguided

and seventy one officers and men fell, yet when their colonel and half their number 
were hon de comlat, tho splendid English regiment fought on, rcfu-ing to belicro tiU 
tho last that tho army to which they belonged was beaten Tho 12lh subsequently 
repaired to Germany, where they took part in tho Seven Tears’ W ar, being one of tho 
tin Bnlish Infantry Itegimcnts who bear Uiadent on tlicir eoloiirs, and of who'O 
bearing at that battle it was written— “Sueh was tho un-halen Crmness of these troops 
that nothing could stop them, and tho whole body of Trench cavalry was routed”; 
They fought at Kirch Donhem, Grobenstein, Lnltcrberg, Hombtirg and Cas>el, after

which effected destruction to the value of «C2,000,000 sterling As indicative of the 
straits to which, m the earlier part of the siege, the garrison was reduced, the following 
extract from Major Drinkwatcr’s history may be of interest — 

“ Provisions of every kind were now becoming very scarce and exoroitmtly near 
mutton, 3s and 3s 6d per pound , veal, 4« , pork, 2s and 2<i 6d ; a pig s head, 19s , 
ducks, from lls to ISs a couple, and a goose a guinea Fish was equally high, and 
vegetables were with difficulty to ho got for any money , but bread, the great essential 
of life and health, was the article most wanted It was about this period that the 
Governor mado tnal what quantity of nee would suffice a single person for twenty four 
hour*, and actually lived himself eight days on four ounces of nee per day 

After Gibraltar the 12th served for some time as ilnnne*', while the flank companies 
were engaged at Martuiique and Guadeloupe, where they were almost annihilated They 
fought again m Flanders and 'hared m the disastrous retreat of Bremen, after which, m 
1706, they proceeded to the Cape, and thence to India Here they were the senior 
King’s Eegiment, and were required by General Order to be always ready to turn out, 
night or day. At Senngapatam, under Lieutenant Colonel Shaw, they were the leading 


regiment in Baird’s column, and on one occasion were

Colonel Shaw All must be done with the bayonet ” At last, when a fresh .ttaci 
was commenced on his flank, the Colonel ordered hm men to he flat do™, with o 
result that the enemy, supposmg them wrthenng lire had destroyed the colu^, 
“ventured forward to male sure with the bayonet, to be greeted with the words Up 
12lh and eharge,’ " and to bo driven bach to their positions At the final assault the 
12th formed part of tbo sto-mms party, and by them adroit rear attach on Tippoo a 
desperate band nndoubtealy saved much loss to our force In the altempted sortie made 
by the fierce tyrant, a volley from the light company of the 12lh gave him his 
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mortal wound “ Covered with hlood and dj ing now, tho fallen Sultan was raised by a 
faithful few and placed in hia palanquin, where ho laj faint and exhausted, till somo of 
the 12th, climbing over the dead and dpng, reached him A servant who survived the 
carnage related that one of the soldiers seized Tippoo’s sword bolt, which was exceed 
ingly nch, and attempted to drag it off, and that the Sultan, who still grasped his sword, 
made a last cut with it, wounding m the knee the soldier, who shot him through the 
temple and killed him on the spot ” 

The career of the regiment after the fill of Scnngapatnm may bo shortly epitomised 
by stating that they were actively employed in “\l*^ynaad, in the Carnatic, against tho 
Polygars, m Cochin and Traiancore— services commemorated by tho word ‘India'on 
their colours The mention of these places recalls tho prowess displayed by tho 12th 
at Quilon in 1808, under circumstances which read like a romance "Wlien tho hostile 


attitude of the Dajah of Travancon. thmtcncd Qmlon, the 12lh, who were stationed at 
Cannamoro in Malabar, wore ordered to the support of the garrison, and under Colonel 
Picton brother of the Peninsular hero, they embarked On tho way more than half of 
the regiment were belated, and on arriving off Quilon with the rest, Colonel Picton was 
received with tho intclUgenco that tho whole country was m arms, and that to land 
would be to court absolute atmibilation “In dcBanco of this tho 12th landed in small 


boats that would only convey three or four men at a time,” and proceeded to make good their 
position The next moming—utterly regardless that they numbered units as against 
the hundreds of the enemy-tho gallant Suffolk proceeded to storm the palace of the 
Pajah’a prune minister, after accomplishing which they returned to their camp This, 
however, they were compeUed to evacuate, as a force of some forty thousand of the 
enemy, led by European officers, were advancmg against them, and they nccordmgly took 
possession of an old fort By this tune the 12th were reduced to two hundred and fifty 

men, there were about twelve hundred Bepoys and some ten thousand followers, and to 

add to their discomfort a terrible tropical storm came on directly they got into the 
dismantled fort, rusting the fire arms, and rendering much of tho ammunition unfit for 
service Despite this it was determmed to regain the camp at the bayonet s pomt, and 
at t t critical juncture the missing six compamea were hailed approaching with some 
native troops they had picked up « route They brought with them tidings which

ir y men of the regiment under Sergeant Major Tilsby had been m a smaU 
3f and so escaped the hurricane which had delayed the others They had landed 
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near Alepe, and mistaking it for Quilon had inarched m They were beguiled with 
falsehood^, induced to pile their arms m what they were told was the English barracks, 
and invitad to drinlv and fraternise with their foes The arrack was drugged “ They 
soon became intoxicated and stupefied, and while in this state were easily secured by the 
Travanconans, one of whom, with a heavy iron bar, broke the two wrists of each soldier, 
smashing the bones hopelessly to atoms , then, tightly tying their hands behind them, 
and bmdmg their knees and necks together, they precipitated them into a loathsome 
dungeon » They were left like this four days and nights, withont food or drink, the 
savages around them derisively mimicking their groans , then they were taken out, and 
dragged to a deep pool, into which — with heavy stones tied to the neck of each they 
were flung m to drown “ amid shouts, laughter, and the clappmg of hands No wonder 
that when the day of battle camo the avenging fury of tho 12th was irresistible They 
earned a strong battery of guns, and hurled aside a force of at least ten thousand of the 
enemy who strove to retake them "The 12th were inspired by a degree of fury beyond 
desenpbon, and never ceased to shout ‘ Eemember Alepe 1 Eemember Alepe One 
thrust his bayonet with such force into his adversary’s body as to fix it m the back bone 
so firmly that he had perforce to leave it “Lieutenant Thomson of the 12th charged 
five thousand of the enemy, with only fifty men, three times, and fell to nse no more, 
covered with wounds ” 

The 12th served in the Mauritius, and the years that elapsed between the 
irarfaro signalised by “India” and 1861 irere passed m wions places, no flgbting o 
any magnitnde conung m their way In 1851 they irero ordered to Bonth A&iea to 
take part in tho Kaffir War, in rthich they greatly distinguished themselres or 
some time they were employed in Anstraha, and took part m the Haon "l^ar

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^vcrc TVIieii iTonmouth’s claims began to alarm King James, ho required the return of 
the regiments m the service of the State®, ind the Gth, then Lnoivn as Bella'is’ Kegi 
ment, arrived in England in July, 1CS5, returning, however, shortly after to the 
hetherlands '^’’hen they next camo to England it was in the tram of the Prmce of 
Orange, who a Kw weeks later assumed the style of King of England On the voyage 
hither, four compamos of tho regiment were captured by Captam Ajlmer, whose ship, 
tho Sicallow, had not yet migrated to the new regime The nest employment of the 
Cth was m Ireland, whero tho adherents of King James still held together, and m this 
service they fought at Charlcmont, the Boyne, Athlone, Ballymoro, Aghriin, and other 
battles In 1C02 the Cth — ^then known as Hesso d’Armstadt’s Kegiment, the Prince 
of that name hemg appomted to the colonelcy — were ordered to Holland, and fought m 
Holland. “The Gth nobly sustamed tbeir reputation, and fought manfully, resisting 
the superior numbers of the enemy with signal firmness their commanding officer, 
Lieutenant Colonel Eoson, fell mortally wounded Tho French legions— -dragoons, 
musketeers, pikemen, and grenadiers— crowded round this devoted corps in great 
number®, and it sustamed considerable loss” "When at last a retreat was ordered the 
Cth withdrew from the field “ a mere skeleton ” After being recruited, they served 
ati\amur, ogam with considerable loss, and after various unimportant operations, took 
part mthe expeditions agamst Cadiz and Vigo They joined Lord Peterborough’s army 
la Spam mliOj and greatly distmguisbed themselves at the siego of Baredona, tho

Shortly after the return of thciegimmt to England they icceived tho title of the 
“Prince of "W iles’s Own Eojil Begiment of Welsh Pusihers,” and enjoyed a time of 
repose till 1742, ^^hen thej jomed Lord Stair’s army m Flanders, and fought at Dettingen, 
uhere they “wore for the first tirao those pecnlur conical caps which came into vogue 
with the Prussian tactics ” At Fontenoy the losses of tho 23rd were very severe, no 
1 cb 3 than S21. being killed, wounded, or missing At Laffeldt they Ogam suffered 
sea ercly, chiefly ftom tho misconduct of tho Dutch cavalry ‘ These troopers suddenly 
gave way, went threes about, and at full gallop bore down upon five battalions of the 
rescri e, and trampled them under foot One of these regiments proved to be the 23rd, 
who xc'cnted this unforeseen cataslropho by pounog upon the Dutch two rattling 
volleys that were mtendedfor the.French” The 23rd were one of the four regiments 
AThich defended Jliuorca “ against such numbers of the enemy, by sea, and land, for such 
a length of time, as can pctliaps scarcely be paralleled in history,” and their loss 
exceeded that of any of the other regiments After taking part in tho expeditions 
ag iinst St Malo and Cherbourg, their next great warlike achiea ement was at Uinden, 
in 1769, where, under Lieutenant Colonel Sacheverel Pole, theirs were among the 
tempest of bullets that struck in mid onset the “line of French Cavaliers, gaym splendid 
ainiforms, and formidable in numbers,” and hurled them back a broken and routed 
labblc Partof the regiment was engaged atWarbourg, at Dampen the “23rd were 
engaged m a de<per3fe rausketrj fight for many hours, opposed to very superior 
numbers , ” they fought at Kirch Deakem , they assisted m the victory at Graebenstem 
Before peace was declared they were engaged in very many actions, and no regiment 
merited better the ten years rest they enjoyed consequent on the Treaty of Fontamebleau 
In 1773 the 23rd were ordered to America and fought at Concord) Lexiogton, and 
BuiAer’s Dill Terribly they suffered at this las^ though scarcely to the extent alleged 
by the enemy Femmoro Cooper, the well known novehst, asseits that the regiment, 

“ distinguished alike for its coungc and its losses, had hardly men enough left to saddle 
their goat , ” while the wife of John Adams, afterwards President of the United State®, 
declared that “but one officer of all the Welsh Fusiliers remains to tell his story” 
Spice will not permit to do more than reeord the brief fact that flic Eoyal Welsh 
Fusiliers fought at Long Island, Kew kork. White Plains, Biugeficld (where they 
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received the particular thanks of the Itngadicr General), iiraulj uuk, Mouinoutli Court 
House, and other places knoim to the students of the Listorj of the uar— fighting 
again t tcmblc odds and under great jnvations, but ever fjrcinc>«t oniotig the bfa^e 
Hetummg to England in i7a t, the AVclsh 1 a«ihcw remained at home for ten j (Jr* 
VI hen they took part in the ojHntions at Hommiqui, and a ftu jears later were repre- 
Ecnted in the expedition ogainst O lend In thej (jnbarkcil for Holland, anl 
shared vMlh the oolh Ecgitnont the chief fighting at the landing, attenrard* t iking part in 
the sharp combats of Aikmaar and Egmout o|>-yce On thtir nlum to 1 ngland, one of 
the ships m which about two hundred and sixty men of the regimcrt v ere embarked was 
wrecked, and Lieutenant Hill, who was in command, found — after him«elf <^«caJ mg death 
by a miracle — tliat out of ‘ four hundred and forty vx souls which had sided, only 
twenty fivosuniicd— himself, nineteen men of the l‘oyan\ el<h Fusilier?, and five Dutch 
sailors ’ The next important fighting in which they wire concerned was the ever* 
memorable campaigns Ljyit, when the 25rdwcrc in the re&etve under Sir John Hcoic 
The story of the landing is faniliar to most —how Ihcrescnc jumped on shore and fomitd 
line as they advanced, and how the 2^rd and 40th rushed up the heights with almost 
prctcmataral energy, never firing a shot, but charging with the baronet . 
breaking and pursuing the enemy, and taking at the same time three x iccc» 

of cannon” They fought la tho battio of Alcxaudrn, being, Vrith the re«l of the 
reserve, tho part of our force against whom the pnnvipal attacks of the enemy were 
directed, and, vnUi their comndcs, “condueltd thcm<:chcs with unexampled spirit, 
resistmg the impctuonty of tho French infantry, and repul«uig *o\eral charges of 
cavalry ” After th" capitulation of Alcxnndna they repaired to Gibraltar, and a coujlc 
of years latex returned to England About thi» time a second battalion was added, and 
the 1st battalion took part in tho bombardment of Copenhagen, sub 'tqucntly proceeding 
to Canada. The 2nd battalion yomed General Daird s army previous to tho battle of 
Corunna, at which they were m reserve, and subsequently formed the rearguard on the 
cmhaikahon of the troops lu the same year the 2nd battalion received what may be 
desenhed as its death blow in the fatal swamps of TValchercn , ” it was nev’er allerwnnli 
employed on foreign service, and, indeed, never attained to such a degree of cSicicncy 
as to be able (0 repair the casualties of the 1st battalion durmg the Peninsular IVar ” 
Before engaging on the career of glory indicated by tho«e words, the l«t battalion won 
the distinction of “ "'lartiniqtm ” for the colour- Here, under lacutenant Colonel EUi-, 
they very greatly dis^tinguislicd them dyes Tho grenadier company drove tho enemy 
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from their position, 'ind repul ed — though -with heavy loss— a very superior force The 
next day the attack on Fort lionrhon commenced, and again did the gallant 'Welsh 
Fusiliers show of what mcttlo they were The following year they joined Wellington’s 
army m the Peninsula, forming with the 7th the -splendid Fusilier Brigade under 
Pakenhatn, in the Fourth Dm«ion under Lowry Cole The first “ big battle ” in which 
they were engaged was Albuera The famous advance of the Fii«i]jer Brigade at the 
crisis of the battle has been immortalized by Naptcr, and before referred to Of that

meneement of the famous up lull charge (he regiment was nearly ilecimated by a nnr-

him a glonou® palL” They were miatched from bis hand by rriralo Fvaae, and ere 
long were flying aboxe tho great redoubt But the Tfussians advanced m overwhelming 
ina««e'’, and for a bncf moment our gallant troops wavered, the “ temporary repul e 
proving terribly fatal to tbo Wcl*h Fn'iUers who lo<t mac of their officers “• 
Amongst the gallant deeds done at the Alma was that performed hx Captain Bell of 
the 23rd, at the Great Bedoubt “Ho was cha^ng at the head of his company 
at the moment when the Eus«ians were retreating with those guns which had dealt 
such haxoc among our men. Farther on, m tho rear of the Bcdenbt, Bell saw a 
'Rnssiw dnxet urging on with whip and ^pnr three hordes which were dragging n 
brass 16 ponnder gun , in a moment he was alongside tho dnver, and held a revolver 
to his head The latter understood the significance of such an act, and slipping from

and subsequent siege of Lucknow, under Su Cohn Campbell, in the battle of Caunpore 
(whero they were in rcscri o), and in tho operations ou tho Goonitco and m Oude It 
would be unfair, in referring to the Hutiu) senicos of the regiment, to omit all 
allusion to tho gallant action which gamed for two men of the regiment the Victoria

appeared The 41st and tho other regiments— with the czccplion of theBoyiJs, who 
went hj water— proceeded m tuo divi ions by land On tho 12th (of December 182o) 
the cholera broke out amongst them, as they were frequently delayed by run, and the 
miasma of tho swamps was intolerable By the wajside, they frequently passed the 
mouldering remains of Burnicso soldiers who had been crucified on gibbets for wander 
mg from their posts “ Their nest distinctions were gamed m a lundred country 
“Kandahar” and “Ohuzneo” tell of the share tho gallant Welsh had in the fierce 
fighting which followed the disaster at Kabul, and by which General Kott vmdicated 
the ability of Britam to conquer and avenge After tfieir stay m Pnifia they retumerf 
to take part in the Crimean War Hero tho Wckh wero brigaded under Adams, 
unth tho 47th and 49fb, m the Division of Sir do Lacy Biang, and crossed that 
“perilous ford” at tho Alma under a galhng fire, and were soon engaged m a close 
and murderous strife ’ At inkerman they charged m tho mek of time to save the 65th, 
who had been gallantly resisting overwhelming numbers, from utter destraction Form 
ing Imo as they advanced the Welsh and 49th Eegimcnts charged up the hill towards 
tho redoubt and attacked the enemy with bnlliast gallantry Storming they came. 
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stoulder to shoulder, and hurled bach the Bu'^ian- They fought at the Quarries, at the 
final a’^ault on the Sedan, four hundred men of the 41st were included m the storming 
patty under Colonel Jumea Ewan of the regiment, “cnc of the best ofScers in the armv, 
a man of singular calmne&s and bravery, and beloved by ofEcers and men ” Amongst 
tho«e who followed TTyndham into the Sedan were Hartready, Kennelly, and Dan 
3Iahoney of the 41st, ‘ the last, a fine, tall grenadier, fi-ll dead in the embrasure by 
Colonel "Vryndham’s side, shot through the heart as he was shouting ‘ Como on, boys, 
come on ’ ” HTule waving his sword m the act of encouraging his men, the brave Ewan 
was shot through the lungs, and died that night, with him fell Captains Corry and 
Lochhart 

Many were the acts of ludmdoal heroism performed during the w ar by men of 
the "Welsh Eegiment 

“ Of Sergeant Major Ambrose Madden it is related that, heading a party, he cut oft 
and captured a Bus«ian officer and fourteen private'*, three of whem he tooh with his 
own hand He was rewarded with the Tictona Cross ’ 

“"When the Eegiment was driven hack hyan overwhelming force, Colonel Carpenter, 
commanding, fell from lus horse severely wounded by a bullet So great was the 
stress on hu men that for several minutes Colonel Carpenter remained m the enemy’s 
hands Durmg that time ho was repeatedly stabbed by the himtal Eu sinn soldiers 
Seemg his commanding officer thus ill treated, Pniate Thomas Beach rushed out of 
the retreating ranks, slew two of the foe, and kept the others at hay till the arrival of 
more men of tho dlst Colonel Carpenter was then earned to the rear, hut he soon 
died For this exploit Beach received tho Victona Cross ” 

“ Captain Hugh Eowlands, of the 41st, was sent with his company on picket before 
daybreak on the SthKoveniber At the first glinunet of hght they odianced from the 
night position to one more advanced, and for a time not a ^ound was heard. At length, 
howe> er, one of Eowland’s sentries on Shell Hill thought he perceived a Eus lan eolnmn 
advancing through the mist Eowlands ran forward and, seeing that he was confronted 
by two baltahon", opened fire Taken by saipn«e, the Ens«ians fell back a short 
distance, hut, being reinforced, they faced about and pressed forward Eowlands still 
dechned to give way, and for half an hour stood his ground At the end of that timo 
the Eu« lanshad placed twenty two guns in battery on Shell Hill, but eion then, though 
forced to retreat, Eowbnds continue to gall the Eussian artillerymen with his fire At 
a later penod of tho battle he, with some few men of his own regiment and the 47th, 
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rc«CttC(l Colonel Ully, commanding the litter, wlio had been wounded and surrounded 
For thC'C acts of gilhntrj Ciptam Ilowlinds rcceired the Vietorn Cro « ” 

Smc<ytho Crimea tho 41st ha; e not been engaged in anj waifuro that calls for notice, 
having been engaged m pciceful duties m Jamaica, Indn, tho Cape and Egypt • 

The 2nd bittalion of the Welch llegimcnt (tho C9th) was raised in Lincolnshire m 
17C0, and first known ns Coh illo’s Foot The first foreign service of tho newly raiced 
corps W 1 S m America, then m Gibrallir, nnd later still it St Lucicn in 1778 In 1782 
began a period of abnormal but glorious service, tho COth were ordered to serve as 
Marines m the fleets under Kodnoj and Hood, and in tho famous victory gained over 
De Gra «'0 won i laurel wreath to encircle the number “(jt)*’ on their colours A few 
years Inter they were amongst the defenders of Toulon, when amongst their foes was a 
young Corsican capt un of artillery, known to iffor years ns Napoleon tho Great Tho 
following year they wcio with the cvpcdilion agiinst Bastn, of whieh the command w is 
lesteil— jointly with Colonel Vitcllcs, of the regiment— in the “"Mighty Seaman, tender 
and true,” who^o lak to his countrymen from amidst tho battle din of Trafalgar ri&gs 
ever with clarion clcamc«« On their return homo the transports were captured by tho 
rreneli, hut Captim O’Dogli'rty, of tho COth, sank the honoured colours of the regiment» 
and iflcpwards e«eipcd with liis men In 1796 tho COth were struggling against the 
climate and the foe at St Domingo, and the following year played a part— and that a 
glorious one — in tho famous victor) off Capo St Yinccnt Some of tho COth were on tho 
r«{/i('(na.whcn Nelson performed tho magnificent feat of boarding two hostile vessels, ono 
acrosi ihe ileal of tie other Lieutenant Cliirlcs Pierson led the detachment of the COth, 
a soldier of* tho regiment smashing with tho butt end of his musket a galley window, 
found a way for his commodore to follow, and the Sm Nicolai was won But almost at 
tho moment that A cl»on was receiving the swords of its oiScers a fire was poured on the 
English from tho San Josef Then it was that the great sea captam gave utterance to the 
fimiliar “Death or AVcstniinstcr Abbey*” and, abl) seconded b) tho COth, hoarded the 
San Josef from the deck of her own consort Prom the reports made by Kelson wo 
know that Lieutenant Pierson and Privates Stevens and Aihcroft distinguished them 
selves in a stnfi, where all fought as bcTDCS — ^A*<hcroft nidmg not a little to the Mctory 
by the splendid impudence which prompted him to haul down tho enemy’s colours even 
before tho boarders had fairlj gamed a footing on the deck In the picture m Green- 
wich Hospital of tins most memorable day, the figures “ CO ” can be distinguished on

During the Cnmca they were in the Indies, and during the anxious time of the 
"Mutinv, m Burmali, and their subsequonl «cnice, though divcrsclj located, has not 
brought them again upon the ‘ tented field ” 

The Dcxe or ■W'eu.tngton s ‘IVest Di»i\a Etoinrvr* — Regimental District Iso 
33—13 compo'cd of tho 33rd and 7Cth Regiments of Toot Ihe 33rd vrero rai'ed m 
Torhshire, m 1701, hy Lord Huntingdon, and soon exchanged tho familiar surroundings 
of homo for tho battle fields of Holland end Spam At Valentia d'Alcantan they 
“ advanced with great courage and conduct, tc«lored all things, and bravely pushed with 
colours flying into tho breach”, ot.iVlmanza, Wades Regiment, as tlicy were then called, 
were witli the Gth on the left of tho Bntish lino, and checked hy their steadv Are the 
pursuing Trench ca\ airy Spcadidly as the British infantry fought, tho day went ngainst 
u«, and, like many other regiment*, the 33rd were nearly annihilated They fought at 
Dettmgen, at Foutenoy they again sufllrcd heavy lo«s, gallantly did they acquit them 
selves during the campaigns of 174C 47, c«pccially in a fierce combat on the Jaar, near 
Tongres They fonght at Ta}, agiun with lose and took part m the descents upon the 
Trench coast, with which the authontics of that day were wont to anruse themselves 
They served in the campaign in Germany under Lord Granhy, and in the Amencan 
War of Independence, during which the Bntish commander, Lord Comwalh*, filled the 
position of Colonel of the 33rd At Long Island they led the advance and, hut for tho 
Older to rctue, would doubtless have captured the redoubt , at Tort Washmgton they 
were with tho Second Division whldi landed at Idand Creek, and after some stiff 
fighting forccil tho enemy from the rocks and trees up the steep amf tugged monntam 
So steep was tho hill that tho os^oSants could only cdimb it by grasping the trees and 
hushes At the battle of Camden, or Bngeley’s AIilL, fought pn August 16th 17S0, the 
33rd were on the left of the First Division under Colonel Webster, and m conjunction

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■witli itc 23td cluefly as«istod m gaming irhat lias Lccn described as “ one of the mo«t 
deeiaive victories ever ^ on, irhere the 7w# of the Amencans in hilled, wounded, and 
prisoners exceeded the nnmber of Bntish regular troc^s engaged bp at least three 
hnndred ” Again at GnUdford Court Hoii<e, did Cornwallis’s Own, under the brave 
Colonel "Webster, behave with signal valour, and when the surrender of the army at 
Yorh Town put aviitnal end to the melancholy warfare, no regiment had deserved better 
of their Tyin g and country tTinn the 33rd. At the commencement of the French war the 
fiani. companies of the Eegunent, according to Archer, went to the West Indie^ “and 
arc «aid gradmilly to hare died out ” The remainder of the regiment jomed the army m 
Flanders and shared m the nus^nca of the Bremen retreat ” The retreat of the British, 
throngh all the horrors of an inclement wmter, from the Scbddt to the Waal, which 
they cro<sed upon the icc, and from the Waal to the month of the Elbe, wa» something 
more than creditable to the men- Tabmg info acconnt the inespenenee and want of 
scientific skill of their officers, the fraudulency of their commisianat, and the incompe- 
tency of the medical department, it is amanng, where so many were wonnded, and so 
many invalided by cold and catting £ro«t, that any of them shonld ever have returned 
alire to England Except in the nnmber of its nchms, the French retreat from Woacow 
m 1812 was not more terrible than this Oar allies had deserted us, the people of the 
country, if not openly hostile, were tmfricndly and churlish to the last degree, closmg 
their doors to the sick and wounded, refusmg food for money, and domg nothing for us , 
and the French General Pichegru wa* in porsuit with a force five times more numerous 
than our shattered army Xet whenever the French trod too closely on our rear, they 
were beaten back with lo«s ” On the SOlh of December our infantry drove back the 
French and captured some guns , on the 8th of the following month they hurled back the 
approaching enemy with fearful lo~s, on the 11th of the same month they agam taught 
the French that cveu in retreat the British lion la fatally terrible to his foes. They then 
joined the army in India in the campaign m which their chiei^ Colonel Welle«ley, as a 
“ General of Sepoys,” laid the foundation of his splendid fame At Senngapatam they 
experienced some temblc fighting in the wood on the right bank of the nver, and at 
one time a report was current that they had been overpowered and that their Colonel 
(Wcllesler) with at least a company of the regiment were missmg When, however, 
SInjor Shea, the next in command, amved in camp with the disastrons intelligence, ho 
found his colonel, with tho missing comjany, there before him In the storm 
the jofil, mnytenng 413 bayonets in all, were on the left of the {^*aulting column and 
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were second to none in the furious courage which carried the fortre«s ^hen it was 
nported to Sir Band 13aird that some men of the 33rd, who had been token prisoners, 
had hecu put to death with homble tortane, he is <aid to have declared that if the 
report proied true he would “ilelncrTippoo over to be dealt with by the grenadiers of 
the 3Srd as they might cho<o ” On the fall of Senngapatam the post of Governor 
was, much to the — not unnatural — chngnn of 8ir David Baird, conferred upon Colonel

ra<!*mg over tlic nest ftw years, we find tho regiment in Holland towards the end 
of tho campaign At Quatre Bras they were m Halkett’s Dngadc, where they suffered 
heavy loss, at \\’’atcrloo they and the COlh sprung up with the Household Troops when 
(he famous order was giion, “Up -Guards, and at them Sir Cohn Hallett waving the 
regimental colour of the splendid TVest Eidmg Kegiment m front of the line The journal 
of a brave officer of the 30th contains a narralne of what took place in this part of tho 
field “Hougomont and its wood sent up abroad fiamc through the dark masses of smoko 
that overhung the field , Icncatli this cloud tho French were indistinctly visible Hero 
n waving mass of long red feathers could ho seen , (here, gleams as from a sheet of steel 
showed that tho cuirassiers were moving, four hundred cannon were belching forth firo 
and death on every side , the roaring and shoutmg were indistmgui«hably commised — 
together they gave mo an idea of a lahounsg volcano Bodies of infantry and cavalry 
were pounug down on u<, and it was limo to leave contemplation, to I moved towards 
our column^, which were stinding up in square Tho SOth and 7Srd formed one, and 
33rd and C9th another In a few minutes after, tho enemy’s cavalry galloped up and 
crowned the crest of our position Our guns were abandoned, and they formed between 
tho two brigades, about a hundred paces in our front Their fir«t charge was magmfi 
cent As soon ns they quickened their trot into a gallop, the cuirassiers bent their 
heads, «o that tho peaks of their helmets looked hke vizors, and they seemed cased m 
armour from the plunlo to tho saddle Not a shot was fired till they were withm thirty 
yards, when tho word was given, and our men fired away at them The effect was 
magical Through tho smoke wo could see helmets falling, cavaliers springing from 
their scats with convulsive springs as they received our balls, horses plunging and 
rearing in the agomes of fright and pam, and crowds of the soldiery dismounted, part of 
tho squadron in retreat, hut the more dating remainder backing their horses to force 
them on our bayonets Oar fire soon disposed of these gentlemen The mam body 
re-formed m our front, and rapidly and gallantly repeated their attacks. In fact, from 
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this luuo {alout four o’cloclv) till near fcix we In 1 a con^hnt repetition of llicsc Iraie 
but un■^^ ailing dnigcs Ihero wasno difficnUv in nj ul«iug tliem, but our niumtimtion 
decreased alarminglj At Icnolh an artillery siaggon galloj cd up, emptied two or three 
cashs of cartridges mlo the 'ipiait, and wt were all ccinfyrtohle Xhc lc‘t cnalij 
13 contcniptihlo to a sttadi and well tuiplictl inXiiilr) regiment, cicn our men eaw 
tins, and began to pty tbe 11501033 pet^cacrancc tf Ibcir n«ailanl«, and as they 
advanced would groa 1 out ‘ Jlcrc come tlic«o fools agairf ’ * One of llicir enjicrior 
officers tried a rii^e dc gitcrfc bj adiancing and ilrojiing Ins swonl, a? though 
ho surrendered, «omo of us wire deceived Ivlnm, lut Ilalkctt ordered the men to 
fire, and bo coolly ichrcd, saluting us Ibeir devotion was lOMncible One officer 
whom we had taken pnsoncr was asl cd whit force Jiaj olcon might haic in the field, 
and replied with a simlo of mingled dension and threatening, ‘'lous verrez biontot 
sa force, inca^icup* ’ As the Duke came near us htc in the evening, Ilalkctt rode 
out to him and rcpreacutcd ouv wcai elate, beggiug lus Grace to afford us a litllo 
support ‘It’s impo«siblo, Ilalkctt,’ «iid he And our geucnl replied, ‘If so, bit, 
you may depen 1 on the Ingadc to a man I ’ ”

regiments, iferonot engaged m euy actual warfare, being cpnrtcrcd in Jimuri, Gibraltar, 
and Canada • In iho Cruuci thej were m Sir George Brown’s— the “Light ’ — Divi«ion, 
and at the Alma proied with what justice they hare been considered a corps tl th/t In 
the temporary repulse at the redoubt (refttre I to in the account of the 23td) the Puke of 
lYcUington’s^ufTcrcdvoryscicnlr, “no less than nineteen scrgcintsfLll, cliicQj indcriace 
of the colours ’ At one tuno the 33rd Kcgiment, with the rest of the brigade under the 
command of General Codnngton, had advanced too fir, and nctually got into one of the 
En <!ian hattcries, when (he enemy swarmed round their ranks m such mimhers that they 
were compelled to retire and rcfiMni At Inkennau and “The Quarries “ they were ogam 
Ajsii mruVig 

Munday, with some of the 77th, captured, without firing a shot, hut by the bajonct alone, 
two of the nfle pits which so harassed our forces Throughout the siege thev were ever 
to the fore, in skirmish, m trenches and assault The 33rd were gent to T n d' o, arriving 
there, however, after the Mutiny, and their next service of note was m Aby««uua 
Hero they were the first troops undci orders to land m that well mgh unknown region, 

Tlie adi “ Duie of W«llyigton s " w tli tbcir { nnet Celtmtl i crest and motto were g cea to tie Ecgimcnl 
en tie Date e death, in. 
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wlio'e baib'iiiC'^OTCreign chimed Imeago from Solomon tho Wise and the Queen of Sheln, 
and hidden beneath whose sullen and stnpendous rocks, tradition averred, lay gold com 
pared with which the hordes of Midas were hut a collection of specimens, and gems 
amongst v Inch the Kohinoor and the “ Mother of Emeralds ’ would hai e been noticed 
only as foils To the 33rd, too, was assigned the honour of advancing firat on llagdala, 
and the speedj fall of a citadel which might havo been inmlacrablo ttljs Iiot well they 
fulfilled tbeir task During tho advance, Colonel Locke ordcicd sis men of tho regiment, 
with three gunner', to occupy a path down which it was thought Theodore was endeavour 
ing to escape, and the little party, while moving forward, captured no fewer than 
twenty guns The actual storming proved somewhat sterner work than had been 
anticipated 

The 33rd was maiching in four*, finng ngbt and left as they wont up the steep road, 
which led to the summit of tho rock on which Magdah is situated, Iicadcd by tho 
Engineers All of a sudden it became known that the blasting powder had been 
forgotten, and that tho stormers must dtspenso with its assistance On receiving tho 
intimation, the S8rd broke off from tho road and clambered up the hill under tho firo 
oi^the enemy “On reaching Iho foot of the wall they found that it was, in fact, a 
scarped cliff, about seven or eight feet high, with a hedge of pneklj bushes about a foot 
high at tho top Private Bergin, who was a tall man, sis feet in height, contnved w ith 
his bayonet to make a gap in the hedge Drummer Jlagnor, of tho 33id, was by his 
Bide, and Dergm said, ‘ Let me h^lp you up, ‘and then you can pull mo up ’ Ulngnoi 
agreed, and getting on Dergm's shoulders caught hold of tho top of the chfT with Lis 
hands, and being shoved up by the butt of Bergin’s rifle, got to the top, and then pulled 
up Bergin, who was assisted in mounting by Ensign Connoi and Corporal Murphy 
Bergm saw a clu'iter of the enemy standing at the gate, which was about foity yards 
off Ensign Connor asked Bcrgin to give him a hand but Beigm replied that ho 
wanted to hav o a Ehot at the enemy, and that the drummer, hanng no nfle, Lad better 
h-^lp the rest of tho party up Meanwhile, tiro enemy had been firing at Bergm, who 
lost no time in replying, adv anciug a^s he fired- Some of tho enemy kept on firing, but 
others ran away By the time ho had fired ten or twelve rounds Bergm bad reached 
the gate, the enemy falling back before him, at least such of them as were not killed 
by hi3 brccch loadci, which caused several to drop It was then that some officers 
and men came up, and the whole party advanced towards tho inner circle of fortifica- 
tions All of tho enemy, *ave one, had disappeared through an open gate The ono 
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exception stood Ins ground, and tned to fire four or fire rounds at Bergin and on officer 
who accompanied It had hoen nining henMlf that oftornoon, and the Aby^smiaa’s 
gun snapped each time Tho officer, saying, ‘ I’ll make him a pn oner ’ ’ rushed 
fonrard to seize the man The latter dreir o sword, and in another instant would hire 
cut the officer down, uhen Bergin promptly shot the Ahyssmian through the head 
The officer might hire easily protectcil liira«clf, for ho was armed with swonl and 
revolve^, hut ho was so intent on capturing his gallant foe, that hut fir»Bcrgin ho 
would have been slam Notwithstanding liis narrow c«cape, this officer, with tho true 
spirit of an Engli«h gentleman, exclaimed, when he saw the man fall, ‘It was a pity 
to hill him, for he was a braie soldier’ * Bergm and his comrades then entered the 
gate, and shirmi^hmg through tho inner town soon put an end to all resistance. lor 
this exploit both ilagnor and Bergm were giTcn Iho Victoria CroM ” 

The flank movemeni of tho 'IStd practically achieved the capture of Magdala At 
the top of a flight of steps remained one obstacle, a gate, which the rifles of the SSrd 
soon blow in 'WitLm the gate lay the corpse of Theodore, habited ns a «implo chicnain, 
slam by his own hand B ith the fall of Magdala euded for tho time the worliho 
acniercmcnts of tho famous Ist Battalion of the Biihc of Wellington’s Wc*<t Hiding 
Begiment Tho SSrd Foot u«ed to be known os “ ITaie-a cake Lads,” from Sergeant 
Snap s manner of enf icing recruits by di«playiog an oatcake. «pjtted on a sword 

Tho Second Battalion of tho Boko of Wellington’s regiment, the 7Cth, was ratscil in 
17S7 at the cost of the East India Company Two other rcgimonls had homo tho «amo 
number, tho first Insh, tho second Scotch — the well known Macdonald Highlanders, 
disbanded m 17S4 The ptcacut 7C(h proceeded almo«t immediately to India to fight 
against Tippoo Sahib They fonght at Sarendroog , they were with tho army which 
captured Bangalore , at Seringapitam they fought and conquered side by side with the 
3Gth Eegiment These two regiments found themsch cs m front of a redoubt held by tho 
flower of the Indian army "Advancing with tho bayonet alone, the grenadiers of tho 
3Sth and 76th Eegiments earned the covered way , but when attempting to enter tho 
gorge, they cneonntered a dreadfal fire of grape musketry, which cut them doiiu in 
heaps and compelled all who sumTcd to recoil Thnee the brave fellows ru«bed on to 
renew the attack, and thnee they were repulsed , but as the ammunition of tho enemy 
was becoming expended a fourth attempt was attempted, aud proved succc'ssful, and with 
the fury of madmen the sumviug grenadiers rushed into the work, and three hundred 
and fifty Mysoreans perished under their bayonets ” A few years later they again 
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distinguished thctn'clvcs at Alli ghur and Delhi, and m the signal ^ ictorj- iron by Lord 
Tjabc at Lcsirarroc “ On the wde of the Bntidi,” savs an account of the battle, “ the 
bnmt iCas l>omc br the Kin"'^ 70tU Brgimcnt, which, with a battalion and fire 
companies of Sepoj-, Ind to sustain a tremendous lire of canister 'hot and a ma«siTe 
cbirgo of caMlrr ‘Tins handful of beroos,’ os Lake called them, though thinned by 
the eacmv s artillcrv stood firm ai d rcpiil«cd tbc bor«e ” It was the 7Cth who led 
the way through jungle and over nulHb, “and a««ailed the legions of Scindiah with 
the bravery that ne\cr dreams of dcfca* ” They claim to sbare uitli the Sth IIu«ars 
the honour of captunns the standards and guns that fell to the spoil of the 
victor*, and the al enro from their colours of this distinction has gi\cn ri«c to some 
comment Al Decg the 7Glh Were m the fir-t hcc ilh one furious charge they 
drove the cnemv out of the village and pre«Mng funou«ly enward, attacked the Lno 
of guns which were pounng a cocltnuous and deaOlv fire on our men As the 
76th came up “ the guns were abandoned, the gunners flving to others m the rear , 
«o that hr the time the second Ime pa«sed through the fortified village, they «aw 
the bnve 7Cth far ahead in tho t]uckc<t of a vast multitude, and almost lost, bat they 
come to the rescue with a mighty ni«h Th" command now devohed upon Colonel 
Mon«on of the regiment, and the foe were pressed right up (o the walls of Deeg 
Some of the enemvV cavalry by this time bad wheeled round and retaken their first line 
of gun«, which iluv turned again«t our troops, but Captain IltnrvJvO’-ford of the 7Cth, 
with only twenty eight men, charging with the bavonct, drove them off and recaptured 
the cannon, in which bnlliant exploit he was unfortunately killed Their splendid 
exploits in India, which arc commemorated by the badge of the Elcj bant, were tenm- 
nated by the siege of Dhurlpore, afier winch, ii> 1S07, they returned home, only two 
men, Lieutenant Vontgoraory and Quarterroa ter Hopkins — both of whom had risen 
from the rank® — remaining of lho«c who had left England twentv years before The 
76th took part in the '\Valehcnn expedition, and joined the army in Spam in 1813, 
being assigned to lord Aylmci^s bngndc Ther fought on the Bidassoa, at Aru, m 
the battles of tho Pyrenees, and nt Bavonne They then proceeded to Amenca and 
fought nt Plattsburg and other ptaec«, not returning to England till 1S27 Since then 
they have served in India, Btirmah, the West Indies, and Canada, but have not been 
engaged m nnv fiditing nquiring notice 

The 76th arc credited with the eobnqnet of “ The Pig«,” owing to their Elephant 
badge at one time — thanks to a clumay dnnghtsman — somewhat rcscmblm" a boar 
TOL.

The Duee op Edd.burgu’s 'WiLTsniBr EEOiMEVT^—Itegimental District J.o 02— 
13 compo cd of tho C2nd and OOth Ecgimcnts 

The C2ndEtgimcnt date thoir separate csislcnee from 1758, when the second battalion 
of the King’s Own was formed into a ilistmcl regiment Their first cspcnence of warfare 
was nnder General Amherst, at LouisbouTg '7 after which some of the regiment were 
with 'Sl'olfe at Quebec Their nest sphere of scmcc was in Irdand, where they greatly 
distinguished themeelvos at Camekfergus when it was hc«iegetl by the famous French 
corsair, Thurot Four companies only acre pieseiit, and these, it is recorded, were raw 
recruit-j, and “were actuaUy at mstniction drill when the boats of Thurot suddenly 
landed tho French infantry ” Colonel Jcnnmgs recalled them by sound of hngle, hut 
the French followed befoto the gates could bo clo«cd Colonel Jcnnmgs, Lord TVallmg 
ford, Captain Eland Lieutenants Hall and Ellis, with fifty soldiers and some volunteers, 
drove them hack, and for a long tinio the little gimson held the foe at bay, though they 
had but little ammunition, and were reduced to throwing stones and bricks Sut 
further defence was useless and impossible, and the four companies of the 62nd— tho«e 
“taw recruits “—marched out from this, the scene of their first battle, with all the 
honours of war J 

After a short time passed in tho "West Indies, the C'^nd were ordered to Amenca, 
where they served imder General Bui^yne At Stillwater the whole brunt of the 
fierce attack made by the Americans fell on tho 62nd, with whom were the 20th and 
Scots Fusdicrs Deserted by their native allies, almost without provisions, and opposed 
by vastly supenor forces, these gallant regiments maintained the fight for four hours, 
and remained at the last masters of the field The following month saw the surrender at 
Saratoga, previous to which, in a brilliant but unsucccs«ful attempt to force tho enemy’s 
position, the CSnd obtained their familiar aobrniuct of the “ Spnugers,” having acted 
Os bght infantry, with whom in those days the command “ Spnng up “ meant to

quarter ” Tlic following fi.w yeara the C2ud spent at home, thtir next foreign «cr\ ice 
being in Jamaica, whtre they were engaged la quillt/ig the Afaroon n ing, and lo<t 
during their sojourn there the greater part of their number from disease lu IS07 they 
were in Sicily, and a detachment of the regiment, under Caj fain Cruiksbank, was amongst 
the defenders of the Castle of Scylla, while others shared in the opcntions at Rosetta m 
Egypt In 1803 they joined the force under Sir John Stuart, and took part m his 
•succe'sful exploits at >*aple«, Ischia, Procida, and ralermo, at which last named place 
they much distinguished them«clvcs In 1813 they joiDe>.l Lord Aylmer’s Brigade in 
Sjtam, and fought at the Bidutsoa, Kivdle, yive, and Bayonne They then went to 
America, and were present at the surrender of Cdstine, returning to Europe to join the 
.krmy of Octupafion in Prance. The ngimont remained at home till 1830, when they 
went to India, where they remained for bome years. They fought at ila-ulipatam and 
Houlmam, at Ferorc-hah, nndcr General lattler, they suClred more than any other 
European regiment, having seventeen officers and two hundred and thuly rank and file 
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LiUed orvrovmdcd “'Oafoituti’\tely,in thehiitryof the moment, Sir JohuLittler, m his 
despatch after the battle, used the irords ‘ pamo struck,’ as apphe iWe to Her ilajesty’s 
C2nd Eegunent, and attributed some irresolution on the part of the natii e regiments in 
his division to the esamplo of the 62Dd The charges 'were groundless Before the 
C2nd fell back, they had 7 officers killed and 10 nouiuled, 7C rank and file killed and 
154 TTOunded The regiment -were numerically weak, Ihoir loss was greater than 
that of any other European regiment present Both the Goi emor-Gcneral and Com 
roandcr in Chief did all they could to reinoie the injurious impression, and at homo, in 
the House of Lords, the Duke of IVcUington stood manfully forward to vindicate the 
fame of the heroio hand, and apply h dm to their Tfouuded pnde ” A detachment was 
at Alnral, and they fought in Ashbumbam's Bpgade at Sobraon, where they supported 
the 10th and 03rd Tlic C2nd retired home before Tiar Iroke out agnin in India, and 
enjoyed a period of repost till the Cnroea, where, however, thej did not participate in 
the cirhcr battles Tboy 'aw, nevertheless, plcnt) of serviet in tbo Quarries, and lu 
the final assault on the Xlcdan shared with tbo BuSs and the B ehh Hegimcnt tbo 
honour of contiibutwg to tbo stormers chosen from the Second Division Smce tlio 
Crimea they have scried m kmericv and India, but hare cot been engaged m any 
important warfare 

The Second DuttaUon of tho Duke of Edtabu^Vs B’lllshiro Rtgiinent, tli^ OJth, 
dates from 1S24, when thoywere raised in Scotland, and were For some time known as the 
Lanarkshire Itegiment Tor the first twculj years, or thereabouts, the 99th were 
stitioncd in (ho Mauritius and irehod, iii 1845 being despatched to Hew Zealand, 
where they gamed their first distinction by tho part they took in tho war there, 
notably at Ohaianai and Buapekapeka They remained m Australia and Tan Diemen’s 
Lmd for some ycar<, tUcir nevt service being in tlio Chinese war of IgCO Hero 
they were m the Second Dnision and fought at Sinho, nt tho Taku Torts, at Chang- 
chai wan, and were present at the capture of Pekin Tho nest eighteen Tears were 
pa« cd in cornparatiro quietness by tho 99(h, they were stationed for a considerable 
portion of the time in Hafal, and were cou'cquentlj familiar with the country 
wlicn file Znlu troubles required Ihcir scriiec Thev were m the first column under 
Cobnd Pevrsoo, their own eoramauder being Colonel ‘Wclman, and early in January 
foil Jit at injenae, nbcrc they shared the honours of the daj with the Buffs and 
Engineers A day or so afterwards they reached Etschowe, and scarcely had they 
done so when lidmgs reached Colvnel Pearson of the disa.lcr at Isandlhnana. Despite 
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its disadvantages tho Colonel determined to hold Etschowe rather than retreat, and 
tho defences n’cre strengthened as much os possible To the 99th was assigned the 
south face of the fort, and all was in readiness when Lieutenant Itowdcn of the regiment, 
who at tho head of his mounted scouts had made an extended exploration, reported that 
a considcrablo force v as collecting Provisions soon became scarce, and raids, m which 
tho 99th tool, part, hrolo the monotony of fhcir state of siege One of thebe raids 
was a very brilliant affair, and reflected great credit on tho force which effected it, and 
which was in great part compo'cd of men of the 99th Early in the morning they made 
their way out of the Idtlo fort, down the almost precipitous glade that led to the nrer, 
along the course of which they pursued Ihcir way for some distance After a long day’s 
march they encamped m a favourablo position, though sleep was out of the question, as 
they had scieral alarm**, and it became evident from ceVtain ladieafions Lnown to the 
experienced m Zulu warfare, tliat they were being reconnoitred by the enemy, though in 
all probability not in finEcicnt force to dehicr an attach In tho grey light of the early 
morning tlicy saw “the enemy hovering in large bodies on the oppos te ndges, and 
evidently puzzled by the raoi ements of this handful of white men, the more so as one of 
Ponden’s scouts tied an handhorcbicf to an overhanging branch before leaving tho spot, 
thus gmng them the idea that a detachment occupied it, and that it was a signal they 
knew not what for ’’ Tho exploring party were thus enabled to make an extended 
reconnaissance and soon discovered enough to codmhco them that tho enemy would soon 
be reinforced and that they must ictirc without deliy if they wished to avoid capture 
“ Some of the soldiers cut long eaucs, fisfcncd them between ledges of the rock, and 
fixed some coloured clothes thereto, leading watchers to heheve that there was a garrison 
still on the kop, which was quitted silently ond swiftly,” and tho party pressed on 
towards the kraal, on which it was intended to make the raid Ero, however, they reached 
it tho enemy had opened fire on them, but the quality of their arms fortunately pre 
V ented any casualty Tho parly of the 99lli, with their comrades, preceded by some 
mounted men, now advanced at the double, and the kiaal was swept from end to cad, and 
set in flames, and two large packages of mcalics were brought off, hut the force was 
too slender to pursne tho flying cattle, and the xi-turn to Etschowc became of instant 
necessity As it was, a largo body of the foo Iiad gathered on the road, while some 
others were assembling in a position to attack the little body in flank Soon a sharp 
volley was poured in at a distance of not more than fifty yards This was answered 
with effect hy onr mounted infintry, but the foe kept up a running fire not retiring, 
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despite their heavy los«es, till the fort waa reached, and the 99fh, ^nth their bravo 
compamons, safe vrithm its walls Others of the regiment, meanwhile, were with Lord 
Chelmsford ad\anciiig to the relief of Etschowe, and on the 2nd of April, 1879, was 
fought the battle of Ghingilovo, which enabled a junction to be effected The 
compames of the 99th who were with Lord Chelmsford were on the left front of the 
lager, and had their full share of the stubborn fightmg that ensued The victory 01 er 
the Zulus accomplished the rebef of Etschowe, some of the 99th under Jlajor 
TTalker of the regiment were left to gamson Ghingilovo, and on the &th of April 
their comrades from the gamson joiucd them after ten weeks’ blockade After the 
first pha'ie of the war wa^ over the 99lh staved for «ome time in ^atal, and have 
smee been stationed in Bermuda and India 

Tub IVopcESTOLsnrEi: Eeoihe-nt* — Regimental District No 29— connsts of the 
29th and 30th Regiments of Toot 

The 29th Regiment dates from 1702, when Colonel Thomas TamDCton was com* 
missioned to raise a regiment In 1704 Farrington’s Foot were ordered to Germany, 
and fought at Noer Hespen, taking part, in 170C, in the famous battle of RamiUics 
According to ono account they were at Almanza, though this docs not appear by any 
means certain The early history of the regiment is, however wrapped in ton'iderahle 
obscurity A few years later they were at Gibraltar, and during the Seven Tears’ "War 
were amongst the troops retained in England In 1776 they went to Canada, and fought 
under Durgoyne, finding their next warlike employment ns ilarmes on the Channel 
Fleet In this capacity they weta present at nutaetous actions, and on the “glorious 
first of June ’ suffered heavy loss They then proceeded to the "West Indies, and fought 
at Grenada, three years later joining the army in Holland A few years more brings us 
to a penod in uhich the doings of the 29lh arc recorded with, no uncertain touch, being 
blazoned alike on their colours and in the histones of that war wlio«o close was to sec 
England supreme by land and sea tho saviour of Europe and the director of its dc«tmies 
At Rokia, under Colonel Lake, the 29tli, with whom were the 9th (the bngado of 
General bightingale) were ordered to ftwee a pa«s through the dense groves behind

prtls of i thicket a temfio tire was opened on them “which only the most resolute 
hra\ cry could hare withstood ’ That resolute brarery wis theirs Waving his bat md 
sword, Colonel Lake called on his men to follow him Ho fell beneath tho shower of 
hnllcts, hut his commands and csainple were followed, and by i magnificent charge the 
29th gamed the position Scarcely had they dono * 0 , and before they could form line, 
when a French battalion advanced against them Once more the bayonet did its deadly 
work, many fell, but the French were forced to retreat, and the 29th — by this time 
joined by tbcir comradca — reraamed the Mctors Tho mcident is well degenbed m a 
recent work “TJio conduct of CoJonel Lake, at the head of the brave 29th was 
admired by fnonds and foc”, and his premature lo«3 was deeply regretted m our camp 
On leading his men up to tho French 82nd he said to them, ‘ Soldiers, I shall temam 
m front of you f remember that tho bajonct is the only weapon for a Bnfish soldier 1 ’ 
That French regiment did not wait to try its effect* When Lol c had cleared a ravmo, 
and gained tho top of i lull, he stood, ns be was getting bis fearfullj thmned regiment 
into order, like a target to be shot at It is said that one French officer declared after 
wants that ho had him«clf fired seven «hot3 at him Once he seemed to stagger as if he 
were hit, but it was oulv at the seventh shot (hat ho fell Upon his body were found 
two wounds, the mortal ono being a ball which went through him from side to side 
Sergeant ifajor Bichards stood over his fallen bcl(ncd officer until he was himself rid lied 
with mu«kct ball , and bayonets As this poor fellow was dpng, ho *aid ‘ 1 should not 
so much care if our Colonel had been spared ’ Never Lad a regiment better nght to 
ornament its flag than had tho always gallant and well doing 29th to msenbe on its 
banner the namo of Eolma ” At Ymtcra they irere again engaged, and — to quote 
Archer’s enthusiastic reference — “the brunt of the fighting was home by the 29th, 
which was, and ever has been, ono of tho finest corps m the army ” * In the 
combats preceding Ihlaven the 29fh again distinguished (bemselres, utterly routing a 
French regiment which advanced against them, nud, under Stewart, holdmg their ownm 
that terrible forty minutes in which no fewer than fifteen hundred Bntish soldiers 
perished Thej fought rij,ht well in the fnnous combat of Talavera , at Albuera, Jyapier 
records how the 29th, “terribly resolute, smote friends and foes m their onuurd pro 
gross” — though the “fnends” were those from whom they might well pray to be

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pre'errod, Ihe Spaanrds whose blundering occasioned so ranch loss Under Colonel 
Inglis the 'Worcestershire performed literal “prodigies of heroism,” and the histone 
charge of the rosiher Brigade completed a vietoiy which ev«y regiment had combined 
to gam Amongst the studiou'-ly reserved reports made by the great English General, 
there is perhaps none more unstmted m its enlogy than that m which he refers to the 
deeds of the 29th on this day Erom the Peninsula they repaired to Canada, and so missed 
Waterloo After spending some years at home they were ordered to tboilanntms, where 
they remamed about twelve years, and m 1842 went to India, where they were to reap 
fresh honours m the Sntlej campaign. On the dav following the battle of Moodkee the 29th 
amved there in charge of some gun**, and two days later fought valiantly at Eerozeshah. 

“ Her llajc ty’a 20th and l«t Eoiopean Eight Infantry, with undaunted bravery, 
ru«hed forrard, crossed a dry nullah, and found themselves e3:posed to one of the hottest 
fires of mn'ketry that can possibly be imagined , and what rendered it still more galling 
was, that the SiVh» were them'elTes concealed behind high walls, over which the European 
soldiers could not climb To remain under such a fire without the power of returning it 
with any effect would have been madne««, the men would have been annihilated Thnce 
did Hex Majesty’s 29th Regiment thaigc the work®, and thnce were they obliged 
to retire, each time followed by the Sihhs who spared none, and cut to pieces the 
wounded” “Her Majesty’s 29th regiment alone, cshibited a loss in killed and 
wounded, of 13 ofheets, 8 scijeauts, and 157 tank and file ” 

They fought at Sobrnon, where fell their brave leader, Colonel Taylor, at the 
desperate battle of Chilhanwallah they were in Gilbert’s Division, which formed the 
eighth column of advance Terrible though the odds, the gallant Worcestershire more 
than held their own, foremg their way to the rear of the Sikh position and «pikmg 
sei eral guns beneath a heavy fire The ble<t of their well fought fields is Goojerat, 
where the complete victory they materially assisted m gaining hnlliantly clo'ed a 
hriUnnt record of brilliant deeds Tbo sobse<incnt years have been passed by the 29lh 
chiefly m India and thoWest Indies 

The 3Gth— the second battalion of the Worceslersl^e Eegunent— were raised in 
Ireland m 1701, and served the fir«t fewyears on board ship Inl705 they were amongst 
the stormors whom Lord Peterborongh led into the strong castle of Monjuich, near Bar* 
ccloua , and on the «urrender of the city their Colonel, Lord Charlemont, was presented 
by the General to the King of Spam as one who had done his Majesty good semce. 
After a Bojonrn of several months in Spam, dnnng which some of the soldiers were con* 
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\crtctl into dngoous, tUo 30tb, ns Allnut’s loot, fought at Almanzi, iilicio they ^vere 
almost destroyed fi\o officers hcing killcjd niid tliiitccn made prisoners, amongst whom 
was Colonel Allnut Eight jears later, lia\ing during the mtcrral been to America and 
h ick., thej M ere engaged in repressing the Jacobite rwing m Scotland, fighting with 
crcdit to thcin«cl\ca at Dunhlun nnd Shenffmmr After a period of comparative 
imction, they were ordered in 1741 to the W cst Indies nnd took pnrt m the operations 
at CarUngena, returning homo in time to again figiit for the established goTemnient 
against the adherents of the Stuarts Thej fongbt at ruUiirk and Cullodcn, and were 
douhtlo«3 rtjQicetl when the ojiporlunity offered, m 1747, of engaging once more m 
foreign warfare At al they siiffired acrj severely — «o much so, indeed as to hare to 
return home to recruit, and wo next find them taking part m the Duke of Marl 
hirough’s descents upon the rreneb coast In 17fil they took part in the operations 
agam<t Dellislc, and three years later went to Jamaica, where they remained for about 
nmo years In 1783 they went to India, mid in the lighting against Tippoo Sahib 
g-uned lasting renown They fought at Mangalore, and at Cananore wider Major Knox 
In the defence of Sattimungulum m 1790 they bore the brunt of the fightwg, on one 
occasion having no food and only a little tobacco &oin the erening of the ISth till late 
on the night of the IGth IVhcn Tippoo upbraided bis ofEcew for then want of success, 
they declared that tho ““ battalion VTcanng tho colours of the prophet could not bo van 
quishod by any troops in tho world ” • At Bangalore, under Captain Andrew White, 
they carried the Delhi Gate , they stormed Nundy Droog m 1791 , at Senngapatam they 
were in the first column under General Meadow*’ and again were led by Captain Andrew 
■WTiitc Ilad there been need of an incentive to such troops ns the Ilercfordshire (as 
they had been styled in 1782) to fight to tho uttermost, it was supphed by the tidings 
that Dr Home, tho regimental «urgcoD, who had been taken prisoner some months 
before, had been murdered by Tippoo’s order nt Nundy Droog Tlia splendid advance 
fliey maho’nas'ticcn lelerroli to m’ine account ol 'ino'"i‘llfu'(hnh’Ddftduon^Te^i Tubing 
Eegiment), and the orccstcr«hiro Ecgimcnt may well recall with pride their achieve 
ments of that day “Midnight was close at band, ‘the moon, full and cloudless in all 
her Indian splendour, shone down on the broad and rapid Cavey, on the high white walls 
of Sn Eunga, on the palaces and island gardens of Tippo ’ — shone too on the weird but 
splendid spectacle of three columns of wamois moving reoistles’ly forward to change the 
ownership of all these fair things, and to exact a tcnihlc recompense for comiades and

many year^ before the Indian trmmphs of the legiment Before leaving India they

The following year they were amongst th“ troops dispatched, under General Unit 
land, to the asaistance of the French Boyalists at Quiberon, and for the nest sea en years 
tir' d a comparatively tranquil tirai^ as, though they were ordered to Germany m ISOG, 
they did not come m for any actual fighting In June, 1807, Pie Herefordshire arrived 
at Monte Tideo under General Cnuford, and tooh part m the disastrous operations at 
Buenos Ayres, and the following year «aw them in the rema«uhi with IVellesley’s con 
quenng army In Seymour’s Brigade they fought at Boleia and Timiera, gaming from

their ground at Orthes At Toulouse it was the 36th that began the attack of the Sixth 
H-ms/csi, Tfii:lii2i^tha,theah«A,VAflciur-mat(yyeare, they suSerecl somewliat severdiy 
Practically the SOth have not been engaged in warfaro biuco They were not at "Water 
loo nor at the Crimea, and have been duefly stationed m the IV est Indies and Canada, 
some fihght skirmishing at Corfu in 1848 being the only interruption to their ''njoyment 
of the “ piping time of peace ’ *

who came to the «amo conclusion as myself, that they were all dmnk. The order was at

The word had scarcely parsed his bps when, as if by enchantment, the whole Ln«u was 
lighted up with a tcmfic volley It ‘=ccmed o» if one of the csitmct volcanoes, so common 
here, had suddenly opened its crater and begun to belch forth flame* The enemy were 
60 close when they fired that some of (heir coir-e powder was actually found stieting in 
the faces of our *oldier& For a moment our men staggered beneath this heavy fire , 
but it was only for a moment, for immediately recovering themselves they closed np m 
a hue of skirmuhers m the hnsh, and brought their nfies to bear on their dusky foe» 1 
had taken cover behind a tree clo«e to Lieutenant Butler for tho pnipO'O of reloading 
my nfle ” Even m that tcmbly anxious time, 3 IcUcsd 3 goes on to say he was struck 
with the courage of Lieutenant Butler “ He stood at the left front, a little m advance, 
chectmg on his men by his voice, and still more by hi« example I saw bun di«chargc 
hi3 revolver ngbt and left , three Haons fell beneath his fire, and were dragged into the 
ba«h by their fnends. All at onco I saw hun «iDk slowly to the ground I spring 

forward with two others to his assistance, and on raising him m roy arms ho said, ‘ Iicad 
on tho men, FTcEenna ’ Surprised at such an order, I looked round to see where the 
captam was, and there ho lay hv his side, mortally woundctl

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‘ I ru«hcd on at tho lind of tlio men, nnd we drorc the natives before us hhc sheep 
c now found oiir^ch cs m a small opening on tho eiesl of the bill The natives found 
shelter m *the hush, to our left and front, where they opened fire on our little band of 
thirty eight men Onr position was cnticnl One of our officers was mortally, the other 
sc\crelr, wounded Ten miles of swamp and bnsU lay between us and any succour, 
around us were threo hundred sis ages thirsting for our blood I ordered my men to 
extend in skirmishing order across the clcanng, and to keep up a stcadj fire, so as to 
hold the place for a time till the wounded officers could bo earned well on to tho redoubt 
before the approach of night compelled ns to retire 

“About four 0 cloclv next morning wo resumed our march through the hush, and 
pu'hing our way a\ ith difficulty through tho dcn«o misses of supplcjick and creepers, we 
crossed over lulls thickl} covered with wood, wo descended ravines that were almost 
perpeodteuhr 2\*o wokI of comphmt was heard— all struegled on. for their lives At 
length, at eight o’clock a ii , our gallant little band emerged from tho bush, and found 
thomselvoa in tho open country about seven miles from tho redoubt, which they could

even more urgently rcciuired For over three weeks did the little band defend their 
desperate position against an overwhelming army provided with artillery and careless of 
numbers , at last disease— the fatal miasma from rottmg corpses,— trifling wounds rendered 
deadly from foul ait and neglect— coiapollcd surrender The sequel of that surrender is 
hut too well known Amongst tho martyrs whoso blood cried aloud to Heaven and 
their countrymen for vengeance were the gallant centuigcnt of the 84th, of whom hut 
one man, Private ilurphy, escaped Others of tho regiment were with Havelock m the 
first relief of Lucknow, and were amongst the band of heroes that in the face of a deadly 
storm from cannon and musket surmounted every obstacle, stormed the palisade, hayonetted 
(ho gunners and took the cannon In September Colonel Greathead of the regiment 
with his column commenced Ins pursuit of tho enemy, already discovering that their 
rebellion was doomed At Secunderabad it is recorded that the troops found a vast 
quantity of plundered property, includmg ladies’ bonnets, laces, etc the sight of which 
was sufficient for tho 84tb, so they set the whole place in flame® Ifever was distinc 
tion better earned than that of "Lucknow” by the 84th, seldom can any singlo 
regiment refer to so many recorded deeds of daring as can they

Tvas at lart completed, the troop? converged jn fien’ cf the redoubt, and ‘ mithontfirc'’ 
a shot siranncd into the redoubt from three point* and bv tb* ir baronets alone swep * 
the Frenth and Corsicans dcmi iLe *'ope and vnthin five mmntes the BnU h colours 
were flying from the rdoabt, and the comsandant, with a considerahle portion cf the 
garrisOD, were di-«3nned and taken. ’ Then followed the siege and capture cf Ba'tia, 
and, after a fvw 1^ important engagement* Co~*ici was formally transftTcd to the 
Bnti_h Crown.

‘ Pyrenees and* ‘Nivelle tell their own tale , * Orthes and the ‘ Peninsula” com 
plete the record of their tnumpha with the * conquering aimv ’ At Waterloo they 
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were oa tlie left of the British line and acquitted themselTes as might be expected from 
their traditions m that ^Ta^rlDg chaos from which was to arise a new horn Peace It 
was in vain that the terrible squadrons of cnirassiers charged down again and again on 
the £nn squares The 51st had ganged tho cahbre of these da-hing horsemen on many

They were engaged at Cambray, which was Iheir last wnrhle achievement for many 
year' ]hi 1837 they went to Australia, and nine years later to India "Whilo hero they 
were engaged m the Burmese TTar of 1852, and gamed— not without hard figlitmg — the 
distinction of “Pegu” Borne of tho 51st were oa board the Scsostrii which so ahly 
a'si^ledthe operations on the Bangooii Eiver * In thcattacL on the Golden Pagoda, the 
61st were m the right column, which were the first to land, and four compames under 
Major Praser, with some sappers and mincrSj formed tho Btormmg party Heavy firing 
met them as they lorcetf t'fieir way t’firongfi rte sarronnoing woodh, amf up fde ihd'abra 
against tho stockade Captain Blundell, of the leading company, fell mortally wounded, 
nor did he fall alone, but the dash of the attack was uxesistihle, and the "White House 
of Guadama was m our hands Greatly, too, did the regiment, or rather the 
detachment present with Sir John Chcape m his operations agamst Myat Htoon, distin 
gtush them«elrc« “ Xientenant Trevor, of the Engineers with Corporal lunngstonc 
and Private Preston, of HM 51«t Foot, first entered the enemy’s breastwork (on the

51st were again engaged in the defence of Martaban, which was suljcct their 
uncspcctcd, hut not very fonoidable, attack by the Burmese The regiment ca - 
homo in 18oC, rctiinung to India two years later, and during the following nitnJ 
years were engaged m the Punjaub, and the disturbances m the Ilaian distn-t 
^titcr a short stay at home, 1872 saw them again in India, and fire vears later taking 
part in the Jowaki expedition The Afghan Mar of 1S7S SO complete^— with the 
exception, too Tcccnt for mcotiou hero, o( the records ot the BunDC*c Bxpeditionaiy 
Porco— the onTinl^ of the 51st In the quasi^olBcial account by S! adbolt, the doings 
of the 51st arc set out with a minutcne^ which the «ignally valuallc nature of tho 
semee they rendered amply warrants In ‘Noicmbor, 1578, tho Cl*t K 0 L.I > m part 
of the 4th Brigade, 1st division, Pe«hawur Valley Field Force, advanced into tho 
KUvber Pass and tho same day were engaged in the front attack on Vli Mu'jid 
Marching from Jamrud, tho regiment, under the command of Colonel Aladdin, carao 
within range of the enemy’s guns about I 30 p m , and two hours later went into action, 
Bis companies occupynng vanous advanced positions oa the surrounding heights, and 
remaining engaged until darkne«3 closed in The casualties of the regiment during the 
day were, one man killed and two wounded. Larly tho following momin", three com 
panie«, under Lieutenant Colonel Ball Acton, cro««cd tho nver to support tho projected 
aosault of the 3td Brigade on a ndge to the enemy’s right. It was, however, discovered 
that the fort had been abandoned m tho night, and Lieutenant Colonel Actoa s com 
panics ■'hortly afterwards entered it Bi the meantime two companies of the regiment, 
under Lieutenants Seppings and Bennett, took posses oa of tho enemv s camp by the 
nver, capturing some twenty prisoner^, two guns, and a quantity of ammunition. 

The regiment remai n ed at All Mn^id on tho further advance of tho mam bodv of 
the divisiou- From the 24th to the 29th of jNoTcmber there was constant firmg into the 
camp at night by the Afndis, connderable numbers of whom as embled on the adjacent 
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ght of the 2t)th l^orember a daring attempt was made by some

auuilred of the«e tribesmen to rash a small picket, consisting of one 
U fifteen rank and file, under laeutemnt Johnson, placed on a hill to the left

wounded In couseq^uenee of the unsettled state of the tribes, the 51st 
onatautly on duty, foi some time getting only one night’s rest out of four or 


a the 10th December, 187S, Ihiee companies, under Lieutenant Colonel Acton, left 
Miisjid on the fir t expedition into the Bazar Talley, and durmg the succeeding 
fortnight weiB engaged with the rest <)t General Maude’s force in destroying the villages 
and towers of the hostile Zatra Ehcl "While leading the column during its letiremcnt 
from the ■! alley on the 22nd December, the companies were engaged m some sharp 
BkiniiL.hmg with the enemy on the surrounding heights In the second expedition into 
the Bjzar Yalloy, at the latter end of January, 1879, the regiment was ogam represented, 
two hundred men under Major Burnaby niarchmg fiom All Musjid on the Soth of that 
month, and after being engaged m tho \anous operations of the expeditionary force, 
rctummg on the 4th Februaiy In the meantime shots continued to be fired at night 
into the camp at All MusjiJ, severely wounding, on the IDtli December, two sentries 
On the Sth March, 1879, tho 51st E 0 L I were transferred to the 8rd hngade, 
Ist division, and on the 17th of the same month marched towards Jalalabad, where 
they arrn cd on tho 24th Three companies under Lieutenant Colonel Acton took part, 
en toide, in an expedition sent out from Basawal to iloidanak on the mght of tho 19th 
to punish a section of the Shiawan tnbe who had attacked a survey party under Captain 
Lcieh, B E , and on the 1st April, a company under Captam Eenneth accompanied tho 
ill fated expedition into the Lughman Valley, in which the greater part of a squadron 
of the 10th Hussars was swept away in tho l^bul river and drownciL* 

After being encamped a month at Jalalabad, tho regiment adianced to Safed Sang, 
where they nmved on the 27tli April, and remained nntil after the conclusion of peace 
On the Sth May they formed part of tho guard of honour which receii cd H II

Commencing the return march towards India on the Sth June, 1S79, the 51st HI ,

discipline, and excellent m tlic soldier like spirit it lias show n throughout ” 

On the renewal of hostilities in the outumu of 1870, the 51st K 0 L I were ngain 
ordered up for actiic eemcc, and as part of Bngadicr-Gcnenl Arhuthnot’s Bngadc of 
llajor General Dnght’a UiMsion, marched lo Jclalahad, where the) nmied on the 2Srd 
October, 1879 

Tour companies of the regiment escorted the ex Amir Inkub Khiti from tliat cit) 
to Da-sawal, starting on the ItH and returning on the 8th December, 1879 

In the middle of Dccenibor the regiment adianccd to Safid Sang, and on the 17th of 
that month, xn respon«o to a rciiuest for reinforcements from Brigadier General C' 
Gough, who was then ot Jagd ilak, llirco companies imder Lieutenant Colonel Ball 
Acton marched for Pciwar Tiading, on arrival, that Colonel Norman, cornmanding at 
tint post, was also en roulc to open communication with the advanced brigade, and had 
bivouacked live miles further on tlic road, Colonel Acton detached twenty fire men to 
tho Petwar Kotal, and the following morumg continued his ndv anco Aitor marching 
four miles, ho camo upon the enemy assembled in considerable force, and turning up a 
nvdlah lo then right, drove them from the poMtvon Iho) had taken up Communications, 
were then opened with Colonel Norman’s force, and subsequontly with that of General 
Gough after which tho Pciwar party returned On the 28th one company of tlio 
regiment quitted Peiwar for Jagdalak, and was replaced hy another company Tho 
following day a mixed foico undei Colonel Acton, includmg two eompamcs of the 51st, 
also marched for Jagdalak, and when vndim Sight of its destination ogam come into 
contact with a dispersed and large body of the enemy In this encounter one man of 
the regiment was wciundcd 

In tho middle of January, 1880, the headquarters of the regiment marched from 
Safed Sang to Peiwar, where they w«w rtgomed by one of tho companies from Jagdalak, 
and shortly afterwards received n wdeome addition in tho shape of a draft of 215 
men who had recently arrived from England During this month they were placed, by a 
redistribution, in the 1st brigade, 2ud division, Eabul F P , and on that force being 
broken up in llaxeh became a amt of the Gandamak moveable column 

In the attack on Ah Musjid, m November, 1S7S, tho 51st were 


in the fourth 
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brigaclo under Sir Snratiel Browne, and were Blnrply engaged, and had fo regret the 
loss under csceptionally sad circumstances of liicutenant Thurlow Ho and Lieutenant 
Bcid, also of tho 51st, ircro tidtag sorao three miles distant from then cantonments 
wlicn they were attached hy somo forty Afghani Thurlow was hilled and Bcid s pony 
bolted, hut directly ho could master it the htler returned to attempt to bnng off his 
friend s body Unable to do this himself — ^ho was again shot at and narrowly missed — 
ho returned to camp and brought out a detachment, ‘^by which tho body of the 
deceased officer was rccot cred nnd lavcd from mutilation ” Tor Ins gallantry on this 
•occasion Kcid received tho Victoria Cioss 

A few d lys afterwards a con^ oy, commanded by Lieutenant Pollock, u hilc proceeding 
to Jagdal ih Kotal, was attached bj a largo body of marauders The party was imme 
diately reinforced hy tho company under command of Coptain Lugent, with Lieutenant 
Bold, and tho enemy were dispersed with considerable lo$», eleven camels which had boon 
driven off by them being recovered On the 9fh of April the companies at Jagdalab 
rejoined headquarters 

In the second tveeh of April tho regiment took part with the moveable column m 
tho expedition into the Ilissarah Valiev, and were engaged in several sharp shirmishes 
with the enemy On the night of tho 12th, Scigeant JfcCartliy, a gallant and popul ir 
soldier, was shot vvhilo turning out his piquet, nnd in tho course of the various opera 
tions which wero conducted, six men of tho regiment were wounded Shortly after the 
return of tho expeditionary force the regiment was moved up to Jagdalak 

On tho Slst May, ISSO, tho hist King’s Own Light Infantry marched with tho move 
able column to Safed Sang, en totife for the Lugbman Valley, and for several days took 
part in carrying out the letnbnfive nicasuics with which that district was visited On 
the 11th June, part of the rear gnard commanded by JTijor Burnaby, while recrossing 
the Kabul river, was hotly fired on, Major Bamaby receiving a contusion of the face by 
a spent bullet The hard Work and exposure to which the column was subjected were 
excessive, and during tho return march many men fell out from the ranks from 
exhaustion On tho 4th July, headquarters and four companies assembled at Peiwar, 
another company arriving next day, after a shght skirmish en roxite 

Tho last expedition during the war, m which the regiment took part, was ono led by 
Colonel Ball Acton against the Qhdzai Tillages, Arab Khel and Jokan, which were 
destroyed in the first week in July, as punishment for various raids committed by the 
tribes on convoys, Lc 
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On the? ?th Augn«t, I'-SO, the 51 >4 Kmgs Own lisht Infantry cotnmesced its 
retam march to India, and after amvii^ at Teshawnr on llie 23nl of the month, 
proceeded fo Lawrencepur, and CTcntually to Barcillv 

Tho casualties of tho regiment during the «econd campaign were, two officers and 
men failed, fourteen wounded, and lol invalided, of whom twenty tnodicd* (ShadboU) 
The lOjth— the 2ad battalion of the Yorkshire Light Infantry— date<», as at present 
con'^Ululed, from 1S3 when at was raided as the Second ilrdras European Eegiracat 
The precursors of the regiment were the Second Madras European lacht Infantry, and 
as such did good «crvice for many years in the various engasements which occupied our 
army Erom 1839 to 18G0 the lOutU served in India anl Jhirmah, and smeo then have 
served at Wen, making thcir'fir-t \n>it to England m 187-1 It i» from the lOolh that 
tho motto C«de JSttlha js denied, hut whence it comes is uncertain, no time apparently

duty for thirty year*i, repamug again to Flanders in. 1745, when they took part in the 
battle of Fontenoy, and suffered severe loss there Seldom, indeed, has an armv in 
which the British were so “trongly represented, •ii'taincd such a dtfeat ‘ Still, 
however Cumberland, with his brave British and Hanoverian troops, pcr®evcrcd in his 
attack on the left leaving the cavalry m the tear, and dragging some pieces of artfflerv

the wood, tho bittcncs and the ahattis, and of tho he<t pari of tho enemy’s army, for 
Saxo hml been allowed time and opportunity to gather strength from lus right wing 
Tho combat soon becamo close, and was tcmfic , oiir men wore killed in heaps by the 
enemy’s artillery, but stdl they wont closer, sweeping away the Trench foot md the 
sturdy Swi«s guards, an I giving back death for death From the necessity of 

tho ground they now occupied, which was hollow and narrow, the. British and 
Ilanovorian foot were huddled together m compact ma«sos Saxo, by tho advice of the 
Duke of Bichelicu, brought four pieces of hoav) artillery to play upon them m this 
condition , and while tho cannon roared and inflicted death m the front, they were 
attacked in flank bj"* fresh troops, both foot and horse The Duke of Cumberland 

was tho last in tha retreat, ho called npon the men to remember Blenheim and 
Damilhcs . If tlic Engh<h soldiers bad had fheir inll and no enemy in their 
rear, it might have been difTicuU to preaent, that cicning, a new kind of combat, for 
their fury against tho Dutch amounted almost to madness” A Highland officer 
(CuIIodcn Papers) wrote ” Tho action will, I behevo, bo found to he the bloodiest as 
to officers that has happened to tho British in tho memory of man The Hanoverians 
behaved ino«t gallantly and bravely, and had tho Dutch taken example from them, we 
had supped that night in Toumay” They fought at Tal and Boncous, m 
ns tho Duke of St Alban’s, or Beaucicre’s Foot — they formed part of the force of ten 
thousand men under General Studholm Hodgson, destined for the capture of Belle Isle, 
m Bnttany “ Tho citadel of Palais, the capital of the isle, is a strong fortification 
fronting tho sea, composed principally of a horn work, and is provided with two dry 
ditchca, tho ono next tho counterscarp, and tho other so oontnved as to secure the 
inner fortifications This citadel is divided from the largest part of the town by an 
inlet of the sea over which there is a bridge of communication From the other part 
of tho town, that which is most inhabited, it is only divided by its own fortifications 
and a glacis, which projects into a place called tho Esplanade, where the reservoir is kept 
Though there is a fine convcniency for having wet ditches, yet round tho town there is 
only a dry «jne, and some fortifications which cannot la many places be esteemed of the 
stfongest kind , indeed, the low country whidi lies to tho southward can easily be laid 
under water ” Taking advantage of tho &ct that tho steep and formidable nature of the 
approaches on one sido rendered the enemy careless at these points, the Grenadier Com 
pany of tho 19th, under Captain Paterson, clambered up them, “ and were in full 
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powession of the tochs before the French were awnre of the circamstanee ” Here they 
held their gtoiind m -i fierce contest with snpenor number'^, in which Captain Paterson 
lost an arm, and suhseqnent remforeemcnts enabled them to drive the Preilcli back, 
“In this affair a private, named Samuel Johnson, displayed remarkahle bravery On 
perceiving a subaltern of his regiment, to whom he felt grateful for *:ome act of p'lst 
kindne«‘5j overpowered by numbers, and about to be bayoneted by a French grenadier, 
bo ru^’hed to his assistance and rescued him, kiUiug no fewer than sis of his assailants ’’ 
The Pegiment spent several years at home and at Gibraltar, and m 17^4 shared m the 
skirmishes and sufferings endured by our army in Holland lu Hay, 1794, Pichegni, 
who had continued to outwit the Austrians, swooped down with ahont fifty thousand 
iticu upon the Bnti«h camp at Tournay The Duke of York’s army numbered, perhaps, 
thirty thou-and, of whom, foTtxmatel), only a small proportion was Dutch “But 
though flushed with success, the French were repulsed in every attack they made, and 
compelled to retreat from i field which they left covered with their dead The celenty 
of their moi craents and the superiority of their numbers were of no avail agamst tho 
steadiness and determination of tho Dukes troops The latter were occasionally 
brought to fight wl en they ought not to have fought at all, but whether attackmg 
or attacked, tho British troops invariably proved their pluck and stamina ” 

‘ There was stauiiehne<«, there was heroism of the highest order in this fighting on 
the part of troops who had previously espcnenced every po««ihle disaster , and after 
this tliere was a glorious fortitude in tho manner in which they withstood cold and 
hunger, and the fierce war of the elements, and in the midst of an unceasmg hurricane 
of wind, snow, and ‘>Icct Many of (ho '^ick and wounded carried in open waegons were 
frozen to death, or perished of want, Inrt not a living m m in the army spoke of a halt 
or of a surrender ” 

In 1790 thej were ordered to Ceylon, and m 1790 five companies took part in the 
important battle of Scriogapatam For many years after that their duties were in 
Ceylon, where tho fr«iucnt risings of (be Caudvam afforded them plenty of active and 
dangerous service In IS03 many of the officers and men were massacred m a rebellion 
of formidable proportions and peace was not restored without some sharp fighting, of 
which the loth boro tho brunt The ITantitius, the Ionian Isbnd®, Corfu, hiortU 
America w itb a brief soioum in England occupied the attention of the regiment till 
the Crimean War, when tho opporluni^ offered for them to add three famons names 
to their colour* They were in tho Light Divinon under Sir George Brown , and at 
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the Abu V shared, u ith the tl-h Fusibcts and Connaught Rangers, the glory of that 
magnxficent charge \ip lull, during which fiotn rock and boulder, from thicket and 
Mno-trcIh«, poured a devastating hail of Ro'isnn bnllcf*! "Tie J3fh, with tie 
Grenadiers and the rti'dicr®, (he ‘>5th, the 30th, and the 4rth Regiments, pre •’(.d 
eagerly forwanl with (he regularity and firmneas of troops ou parade Just beyond 
the battery the heads of a strong body of Russians were Msihlc, and these at last formed 
and charged down the hiU m a compact ma«3 upon the Bnti«h troops toiling up the 
steep in face of the dreadful firo that was doing «uch execution in the ranks Some 
guns that had been brought up b\ the English artillery, with much difficulty, 
now opened upon this Ru'aian column, and, so true was the aim, that at every dis 
charge a clear passage was made through the serried mass This well executed 
manecuvro decided the day, the Rus-ians tumcti, broke, and fled over the hill ” 

In this trying and painful ascent (he mdomitable valour of our men— many of them 
in action for the first time lu (heir lives— was fullj disph} cd Espo«ed to a continual 
roar of artillery, without being able for some time to return the fire, they kept on their 
cour^o undaunted 

Tho men never quailed nor paused m their toilsome and perilous march After the 
Tctroat of this formidable battabon of the enemy tho battlo was speedilj won 

They fought like heroes at lokerman, where confusion seemed to multiply tho 
terrors of tho strife As the 19th with the rest of tho Light Division pressed onward 
the scene was intensely bewildering One thing only wos terribly distuict in its 
doings the grim Rcath which was so busy that drear Roi ember day From the 
valley where seethed the battle in fullest fury rose a deafening dm — boom of cannon, 
rattle of muskets, the clang of steel, tbo hoarse word of command, tho hoarser cries of 
fightmg men, shouts of triumph, and groans of pain Men fUl fast, yet oftentimes no 
foe was visible — only tho lurid fladi glcanung from the dense thicket, and the white 
smoko dnftmg hither and thither on the blood laden breeze 

At tbo Quarries and the Redan they vied with tbo bravest One of the most 
heroic episodes at the last assault was connected with a mere youth, named Massey, a 
heutcTsant m tho 19th Regiment, who kept out in the open in the hope of inducing 
the soldiers to follow, and there, amidst the moat dreadful fire, he stood with a reckless 
courage that excited the astonishment evtm of the enemy He was dreadfully wounded, 
but won the sobnquet of ‘ Eedan^ IDlssey ’ ” On the termination of the war he 
returned to tho Hniversitj of Duhbn, exchanging “ feats of broil and battle ” for the 
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“ Btill air of doliglitfuT studies,” though even to the retirement of the academic mills lus 
fame had preceded him, his fellom students feted and belauded him, as mell they 
might, and men mho pas^d him la tho street paused to point, mith enthusiastic 
admiration, at the young hero of the Ilcdan 

Amongst other indindual instaneos of bravery of men of the 10th may he mentioned 
that of 3?riTate John Lyons, who on one occasion took up a Iiro ehell that had fallen 
amongst onr men, earned it to the edge of the parapet and hurled it over the trenehc* 
Apin, there was Pnvate Samuel Lians, who, ficcing, on the 13th of Apnl, a Sapper 
engaged singly m wpairing an embrasure under a heavy fire, went with Pniate 
Callaghan to lus assistance, and completed the work. 

The 19th amved in India at tho end of the mutiny, and for years were engaged 
m the numerous tribal disturhauees which threatened the peace of tho empirt After a 
short sojourn at Bermuda and in Canada they look part m the last phase of the war in the 
Soudan, “ being employed on tho Uao of communicatitJus during the 2*ile campaign of 
1884 5 and in the suh^equent operations on the Soudan frontier intludiog the battle of 
Oiniss ” *

Fifteenth Foot The loth date from lG8o, in which year they were raised in ^ottmgham 
shire by Colonel Tufton, who was one of the oEDccrs that remained loyal to Eing James., 
and was accordingly superseded at the Revolution. After serving for '=omo tune in 
Scotland the 15th went to IloUand, and m 1C05 fought with credit at Eenoque and 
Dmmmde They were engaged at Kiusetwerth and iMmeguen, at Yenloo and Rure- 
monde, at laege and Schellenbcrg In 1704 they fought at Blenheim, being in Bowe’a 
famous brigade, and comtoanded by Xaeutenaot Colonel Britton. It was an occasion 
to try to the uttermost the morale of the British troops. The position was enbeal, and 
rumours that a tremendous battle was xncntable had «prcad through the alhed host 
The ab'solute necessity foe the battle of Blenheim to bo fought, when and how it was, 
has been pithily put by Su Edward Creasv “Althctugh the French army of Italy had 
been unable to penetrate into Austria, and slthoogh Gie masterly strategy of ATarlborough

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had hitherto Tnrded off the destruction, with which the alhes seemed menaced at the 
hfginniDg of tho campaign , the perd was stiU most senous It was absolutely neces'^ary 
for ilarlborough to attack tho enemy beforo ViUcroy should bo roused into action 
There was nothing to prevent that General and his army from marching into Franconia, 
whence tho aUies drew their prmcipal supplies , and besides thus distressing them, he 
might by marching on and joinmg his army to those of Tallard and tho Elector, form a 
mass which would o\ cm helm tho force under STarlborough and Eugene On the other 
hand, tho chances of a battle Eoemed perilous, and the fatal consequences of a defeat 
were cerfam . . The con'cqucneos of a defrat of the confedented army must liave 
broken up tho Grand Alliance, and realised the proudest hopes of the French King 
llarlborough’d words, at tho council of war when the battle was resolved on, to the officers 
who remonstrated unth him on tho seeming temerity of attacking the enemy m their 
position, were remarkable ‘ I know tho danger, yet a battle is absolutely necessary , 
and I rely on tho bravery and draciphoc of our troops, which will make amends 
for our di«adiantagc3 ’ ” 

A. curious incident relating to tho regunent is quoted by a writer from on old book 
called “Adrfeo to Officers ” The 10th— then known as Howe’s Kegimcnt — were attack* 
ing tho Tillago of Blenheim, when tho major— who on account of too great strictness was 
unpopular- addressed his men, confi*sing “that bo had been to blame, and begged to 
fall bj tho hands of the French— not thciw ” “ Iffarch on, sir 1 ” rephed a grenadier 
“ Tho enemy is beforo us, and wo have something cl«o to do than think of you just now * ” 
TVhen tho French gave way tho officer waved his hat in his enthusiasm, exclaiming 
“Hurnhl gentlemea, the day is our own J” As ho was saying the words he fell dead, 
shot through the brain. It would appear from the manner of recounting the mcident, 
coupled With tho significant title of tho work in which it appears, that it was doubtful 
whether that fatal shot came from tho front or tho rear Tho regunent suffered heavily 
tTint jthny Au3 jjt ALimiUuu* nnd Dudenarde They foujrht at Toumav jn 1709^ 

perhaps ono of tho most desperate sieges, from the pomt of view of individual Buffering, 
of tho many undertaken dormg this long war Some estimate of the difficulties our 
troops had to contend with may bo gathered from the following — “The atadel of 
Toumay was situated on some high ground, with a gentle ascent from the town, and the 
siego proved a servico of the most difficult character, arising from the multiplicity of 
the subterranean works wbich were ni<*e numerous than those above ground The 
approaches were earned on by smkiug pits several fitboms deep, and working from 
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thcnco nnder gronnd, uatH the troops amred at tlie cv'craatos and mmes TLc soldiers 
engaged in the^o semccs frcqnentlj encountered partiw of the cuemj’, and numeroos 
comhats occurred m these gloomj laltynnths On some occasions the men at m ork under 
ground were inundated with water , at other times stiffocated with emoke, or huned bj 
the explosion of mines ” 

At the conclusi%c combat at Malplaqnel the loth were in the Toserre, losing only 
one olBcer In the various battles and slunnishcs wbith followed they were will to the 
fore, returning home m 1714 In 1719 thej fought at GlCnshiol, following General 
'IS'ightmin m his "kilfiil movcnieut into the then almo'^t inaccc<':iblc mountain.'*, and 
showing their firm courage in combating and repulsing the brave IJcKeazieo and 
SIcGregors They were attacked in rear and flank, but gallantly held their own, 
though they lost Captain Downes and two subalterns 

After tins they enjoyed a penod of inaction for some twenty jears* or more, their 
nest important semcc being at Carthagena in 1741 The same old hook before rdfenrd 
to (“Advice to Officers”) rebtos that the troops were very much nnnoyed during the mght 
by continued reports from the outpost ofBccr that a large body of Spaniards was 
opproaclmig Ifo attack or demonstration was, however, made, and at last an aide-de- 
camp was sent to the front to ascertain tho cans© of the report* There, sure enough, 
he saw what appeared to be a bodv of eoldiers m the white uniform of the Spaniards, 
which now and again appeared and di>appcared in the moat perplexing fashion. A 
nearer mrestigatioa esplaincd the mystery Some white barked trees (the manehinecl 
trees) had been cat down bj the enemy to the height of five Aet, and their tops burned, 
thus giving them black hats to their white clothes. Added to this tho «ky was full of • 
flying clouds which darkened the moon. In 174C the 16th fought at Quiberoa and 
1 Onent, and eleven years bter took part in the czgiedihons again*t the French coast 
In 17oS they were with General Amherst in the attack on Lonisbourg, and shared in 
Tsuw^fiilx indi nnfi vi^iy TUficry, *fDou^Q fne ’loss *10 *fnc Tkffn was somewnat 
severe In 1759 we find them at Quebec, in the brigade of General llonekton. 
Very familiar amongst the household words of our military ftTin-iTi; js the name 
Quebec There is probably not an Duglishman who does not regard it as one 0 / the 
bnghtest flowers m the conntty’s Ilonoiir "Wreath there is, probably, not one in a 
hundred who realizes to any degree the difficulty and importance of the action. “ The 
position was an extremely strong on^” says a competent writer, “the mam force was 
encamped on the high ground hdow Quebec, with th-'ir right resting on the St Charles

Itivcr, and the loft on Iho "Montmoircncy, n disHncc of between seven and eight miles 
Tho front was co^ cred by steep ground uliicb rose ncarlj from the edge of the nver, and 
the right vr is co\ ered by the guns of the citadel of Quebec 

“A boom of logs chained together was laid across (ho mouth of tho St Chailes, which 
was further guarded by two hulks, mounted with cannon Ahiulgo of boats, crossing 
the nver a milo higher up, connected tho city with tho camp All the gates of Quebec, 
except that of St Clnrlc'i, which ficed the bndge were closed and barncaded A 
hundred and six cannon u cro mounted on tho walls, u-hilc a floating battery of twelve 
heavy piece-?, a number of gun boats, and eight fire «hips, formed the river defences 
Tlic frigates which had con\oycd tho merchant fleet were taken higher up tho river, and 
a thousand of their seamen came down from Quebec to mau tho batteries and gun boats 
Against tins force of sixteen thon'ind, tocn, posted behind defensuo works, on a position 
almost iinprrgnillo by nature , Gencnl TTolfo was bringuig IcbS th m mao thousand 
troops The steep and lofty heights that lined tho river rendered tho connon of the 
ships useless to him, and the csigcncics of the fleet in <»uch narrow and difficult nan 
gallon prevented tho sailors being landed to assist the troops ' Tho 16th captured 
Point Lcm, nnd were amongst tho fir^t troops that gamed the memorable heights 
of Abraham, greatly distiaguisbing Ihemschcs in the famous battle that followed 
Tho regiment remained in Quebec, defending it against the subsequent attacks, and in 
1702 went to "Martinique, where and at tho Havannah they maintained their high 
reputation 

PefumiDg fo rngland in 17Cfi, a few years later (hey were ordered to America, and 
took part m most of tho battles during (ho War of Independence, inclucling Giarlestown, 
Long Island, Brooklyn, nod Brandywine In 1783, tho year that they received their 
title, they experienced some sharp fighting at St Chrmtoval, in St Lucia, and twelve years 
later took part in the still more important operabona in the same neighbourhood Under 
Sir Charles Grey fhoy fought at Jlartiruque, and led by Major Lyon and Captain 
Paumier, greatly distingiusbed themselves at the storming of Mount Mathurme At 
Guadeloupe, where tliey were again hotly engaged they had two officers and several 
privates killed After a short stay at home they were ordered to Batbadoes m 1805, 
and for somo time served os mannea In 1809 they took part in the successful 
operations under General Beckwith ra llnitmique, and the following year three hundred 
of tho regiment served under Colonel Siall, who was commanding our forces at 
Guadeloupe, again taking part five years later in the summary action rendered 
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by the adhcTence of Lmoia and Boyer to the cause of iCopoleon- ABer a 
fen- years <^ 0 ! at Bemrada and Ginada the regiment returned home in 1S21, and 
during the following years were occupied m quelling the In-h disturbance of 15^25 
and the more formidable morementa in Canada m 18S2 and at the commencement of 
Her ilaje^ty’s reigm They were next or^ed to Ccvlon, where the ever reenmng 
CandTan. difficulties gave them some 'wtnrlv to do, and. the next important operation m 
which they were concerned was the Afghan TVar of 1879 SO, where they were 
represented hy the Second Battahon- 

“The Second Battalion of the loth Pegiment, ’ says Shadbolt, “ formed part of the 
Ec^erre Division, Sonthem Afghanistan Tield Force, which during the early part of 
Haxch 18S0, was concentrated at Karachi, Smd After the receipt of the new^ of the 
disarter at Haiwand, the headquarter*, eight ccnipanie> left Karachi on the 4th Au^'t 
for SIbi, and marchmg through the Bolan Fas. in detachment'', with inadequate 
tran«port, with, insuffieieut water, and in burning heat, omved at Quetta on th* 
29th of the month 2»otwithstanding the great hard.hip» then endured, the men 
worhed with admirable «pint The trying nature of the march is attested by the 
fact that Borne erne hundred of them, chiefly young «oldiers who had been recently 
gent ont, were placed fora eoaibat by •un'trohe, heat and apoplexy before 
reaching the Afghan frontier ’’ The loth advanced with Phayre & Division through 
thp Khojak Pass, but amved too hto to participate in the battle of Kandahar, and 
returned to India the following December Since that date they have been quartered 
in Korth Amenca, Bermuda, and Gibraltar, but have not been engaged in any warlike 
'emce.

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Lngndo and suffired ‘'ovciclv, }ia\ing fi^e officers killed, se\ on ^rounded, and their 
Lieutenant Colonel taken prisoner TIio following year they were engaged m coa ering 
the sicgc'of ITay, and tlic only British officer killed during this campaign aras Captain 
Sachcacrcll of tlic 14tli In ICDo they were employed at various sieges, notably at 
that of iSaniur, where, as Tidcomhe’s Foot, they “crowned themselves with glory , ’ and 
throughout tlio later battles of that year they followed the dashing lead of the gallant 
Lord Cijfts rorthefolloiriDgtwo or threeycars they were stationed m Ireland, whence 
howca cr, they sent detachments at various times to join the British army in Spain 
When Bnncc Cliarlcs Edward made his attempt in ITlo the 14th were summoned to 
Scotland, nnd fought as Jaspar Clayton's Foot at Dunblane, and four years later at 
01cn<hiclj where Captains Sfooro and Ilcighinton were wounded In 1727 they went 
to Gibraltar, of which their Colonel, Ja«par Clayton, was Lieutenant Governor, and 
ns*>i ted m its successful defence ttgam«t the Sjannrd®, remaining there for scieral 
year# Tho 14th were not ot Dettingcn, hut amongst those who fell there was their 
gallant Colonel, who was on tho staff They fought at Falkirk in 1740 as Prices 
Foot, and wero in the first lino la the division of General Cholmondeloy Complete 
though (he defeat of Ling George « army was, the 14th hare hftlo to reproach them 
selves with, they and tho Eings Own made a determined stand and withstood tho 
fury of tho charging Highland host xnth astonishing firmness, ‘ evincing most heroic 
valour under circumstantes of peculiar danger and difficulty ’ At Cullodea they were 
again in tho fir®t lino, and fortunately did not incui mnch loss They went to America 
in 17CG and fivo ycara later to St ^ inccnt, returning to America in 17 1 3 Though 
tho regiment was not as a whole engaged at Bunker s HiB, they lost in that battle two 
of their officers who were employed on the staff A few months later tho 14th distiu 
guished themselves at an action known ns that of Great Bridge, but do not seem to have 
been very actively engaged during the remainder of the IFar of Independence, and 
returned to England jn.1777 After a short soioum m Jamaica in 1782, they took part 
m the campaign m Holland eleven years later, being one of tho first regiments to arrive 
They fought at Faraars in ITay, 1793 On this occasion it is related that the Bedford 
shire Begunent, as they had been styled m 1782, being mainly composed of young men 
who had never been m action before, though ennemg the most daring courage, got 
somewhat out of order Colonel Doyle, seemg this, galloped to the front, called a 
h Jt, reinforced th* roai®, and then, bidding the band strike up the French Eepuhhean 
air, Ca ira, led them on to the charge The lo'ss of the regiment, owing m great measure 
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to this action of their Colonel, '^ras slight, and they were cpceially tbanled in General 
Order* At Yalcncieimes a hundred Tolnnteeis were required from the 14th to join the 
forlorn hope Colond Doyle assemhled his men and, pointing out the danger of the 
enterprise, requested that thosC who were prepared to -nndertai-e it should “recorer” 
arms Instantly the whole regiment “recovered ” as one man, and their Colonel, with 
genuine pnde and emotion, directed that instead of any TOlnntcenng, which all were 
ready to do, the fir^t ten men of eadi company «honld be chosen In the operations 
about Dunlorh — to quote an instance whidh is typical of the enthusiastic devotion which 
has ever characterised the 14th — ^wheo the deep ditch threatened to prove a formidable 
obstacle, lieutenant Clapham jumped m and stood with the water up to his arm pit’, 
that the grenadiers might nsc his ’houlders as stepping etoncs to the other side I They 
fought at Landrecics and Cateau , at Tonmay they particularly distinguished thcm'clvc^ 
gaining the fir*t name on their colour* They were for a long time isolated from Iho 
rest of the army and hemmed in on all sides “by the whole weight and power of the 
enemy’s oTctwhelmmg numbers” itetreat became inevitable, thougli to retreat 
seemed almost to coart annihibtion. Tct, “surrounded by Ihc enemy, fired on bf 
artillery and infantry, and menaced by caralrr,” tbe gallant 14lh moved as though at a 
review There was no hurTv or cxcitcmeDt, in defeat as in victory they were, and knew 
that they were, one of the finest regiments of tbe finest army in the world , their retreat 
Was dignified, deliberate, defiant. On the road by which they must pass was erected a 
strong bamcadc behind which, the enemy had gathered lu force At this last disa'tcr 
even the brave General csprcs'cd his fear that they must surrender “ A o, bit,” rephed 
Captain Clapham, “the 14th can cut through them ” And the 14th did cut through 
them, and received from friends and fees alike the meed of pnii'e due to as gallant an 
action as any troops ever performed Again at GoiJdcrmalsen they enneod the *amo 
heroic courag®, and returned home in 1795, having gamed a reputation second to none 
In 1796 they fought at St, Lucin snd St Tmccnt, receivmg the thanks of Abercrombie, 
who, when it was decided that the 14lh were not to accompany him on his further 
expeditions, expressed his regret with the very distinguished compliment that “he did 
not think any service could go on well without them.” 

A second battalion winch bad beei formed fought at Corunna, where, under Colond 
hicholls of tho regiment, they greatly distmguishcd themselves m dnnng the Trench out 
of tho adjoining village They foo^t also at IValchercn With equil distinction. The 
1st battalion were engaged m 1810 at lha Jlauntius, and the following year won “Java” 
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for their colours by their splendid connge, under Colonel 'Watson, at tho stonninf’ of 
Cornells The further disturbances m JiTa occupied them for somo months, after 'which 
they c\p5nenccd some active service amongst the pirates at Lorneo Tho 14th were 
represented at 'n^atcrloo by a third battalion, irhich, under Colonel Taly, was brigaded 
with tho 23rd and 51st in the Fourth Division It is needless to recount again tho oft 
told tale of tho victory at Waterloo, suffice it here to say that the Generals Deport 
declared that “ the 3rd battalion of the 14th, m this its first trial, displayed a gallantry 
and steadiness becoming veteran troops ” They were also engaged at Cambny , after 
which, in common mth many other*!, the 3rd battalion of tho 14th were disbanded In 
the year of Waterloo the let battalion were sen ing m Ncpaul, and for the following j cars 
were engaged m tho almost constant stmgglewith the Pindarces and Mahraltas Dhurt- 
pore, in 1825, brought fresh honours to the 14lh Two lieutenant colonels of the regiment 
•—Colonels lI'CombQ and Edwards — were acting ns bugadier*!, and tho regiment itself was 
commantled by Jlnjor Everard At the terrible e-vplosion which cleared tho way for tho 
stormers, Colonel M'Corabe wis 'cverely struck by the falling debris, but tho regiment, 
"m splendid order and high spirits,” fought their way into flie breach When tho 
stronghold surrendered, the Commander m Chief entered at the head of tho 14tli— a 
graceful compliment to the signal valour they had displayed They returned home in 
1831, and five years later went to tho West Indies, where, and in Canada, their limo 
was chiefly pas«ed till the Crimean War Early in January tlioj landed at tho Crimea, o'cd 
took part in the assault of tho IStli of June The 2Dd battalion, raised in ISuS, was 
ordered to Kew Zealand, and served m the Haoit Wars of ISGO to 18C3, remaining 
abroad fill 1870 The samo battalion subscqnenfly took part in tho Afghan campaign of 
1879—60, gaining thereby the last distinction on their honoured colours The 14th 
(2Ed Battalion) wero at Lucknow when they received ordeis to join tho Deservo 
Division of tho force in northern Afghanistan They proceeded to Pc'liawar, and tlicnce, 
with General Hill's Hrigade, to Jamrnd, subscqucutl} mov ing to I.audi Kotal and Pevh 
Bolak In the following ITny tney took part in the action of Jlazina, uhore General 
Gilo succe'sfully encountered and dispersed the ^Vfghans under Ghulam Ahmad la 
tho Order published by the General, lie thus refers to tho rcginient "The Second 
Battalion of tho I4th, although composed chiefly of young soldiers, behaved with great 
steadiness, coolness and gallantry, and'wero kept well in hand by their commanding 
officer, Colonel Warren, assisted by the company officers Tho action was well calculated 
to produce wild firmg, but there was none Captain Koyes (of the regiment) behaved 
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■mth great gallantry m storming a sungah, in which ho got wounded, and the Brigadier 
General will hare much pleasure m hnnging his name to the notice of the Jlajor 
General Commanding’’ The nest month four compames of the regiment joined a 
column commanded hy their officer, Colonel ‘Warren, and were employed m dc'troTing 
some of the enemy’s defences near Eunga Eciaj, returning two months later to India *

indeed, some would claim them as belonging to the Ivavy It is tme that they are borne on 
tbe havy Estimate*, but for all that — to hazard m a brief pbrase a definition devoid of 
technicabUca — the Diannes are Eoldiels, albeit they serve at sea, and co operate with 
the 2i8vy of Great Dntam Her Majesty’s Army could ill afford to lose such splendid 
contributors to its glones as the ilarmes, there are but comparatively few of the 
“ distmctions ” borne on the proud colours of its regiment*, which the lEormes may not 
claim as tune has passed, each year has added its testimony to their unnralled disci 
plme, dauntless courage, and loyal patience Perhaps throughout their glorious 
chromcle there is no quahty that so impre* es it*elf on the mind of the reader as 
this last For many years the “ cold shade of oppo ition ' seemed their habitual atmo 
sphere , blunders m organization were accompanied by disregard in rewards and recog 
mtion Even now there are not wanting many voices of weight which urge that the 
showers of honours and rewards following any campaign is somewhat arbitrary, not to 
say empirical, in its mctecfnc flight, and too Ireqnently avoids by no mdistmct curve the

Marines are comprised m their badge and their motto When the late Duke of Clarence, 
tho General of the Hojal Marines, gave a new stand of colours to the corps in Octoher, 
1S27, bi3 observations were to the following effect — 

“ The list of actions in which tho corps had been distinguished having been laid before 
the Eing, tho list was so estenoive, and the difficulty of selection so great, amongst so 
many glorious deeds, of such i portion as conld be inserted m tho space, that his 
Majesty determined, in lieu of tho usnal mottoes and badges on tbe colours of troops of 
tbe line, to direct that the * Globe encircled with laurel’ should he the disfanguishing badge, 
IS the most appropriate emblem of a corps whoso duties earned them to all parts of the 
globe, in every quarter of which they had earned laurels by their valour and good conduct ” 
Dcanng in mind the imsed character of the Iloyal Murines, the sketch embodied in 
the following pages will be illustrative more of tho military part of their record , and even 
then, 60 full of bravo deeds, of splendid courage, of uncomplaining endurance, of brilliant 
daring and steadfast discipline is the record, the sketch must needs be but in barest 
outline, and wiU serve but to indicate the glowing colours and wealth of crowded and 
glorious detail winch fill the completed picture 

The origin of tho Marines must be sought for in the fimous “Trained Bands” of 
London , a new of their imeage which is home out by the fact that the Marines, with 
tho Guards, and the Buff«, alone, of the Regulars, enjoy llie privilege of marching through 
tbe City With bayonets fised and bands playing In this connection tho li'itomn of tho 
eoips cites the following as CTidcuces that tho Maxines are entitled to the precedence of 
the present 3rd Regiment in tho British Line 

In the memoirs of Major Donkin, published ui 1777, it is stated that “The Grd 
Regiment of Root, raised m 1063, known by the ancient title of tho Old Bufis, have the 
privilege of marching through London witti drums heating and colours flying It 
happened in the year 1746, that n detachment of Marines heating along Cheapside, one 
of tho magistrates came up to tbe officer, requiring him to cease the drum, as no soldiers 
were allowed to intemipt tho civil repose The captain commandmg immediately said 
‘ Wo are Marines * ‘ Oh, sir,' replied the alderman, ‘ I beg pardon, 1 did not know it 
Bray continue your route as you phase *” 



In 3CC1 n regiment Mhieh received the name of tlio ‘‘Admirals regiment” this 
raised for sea service, and afler some senico ond a period of ‘ suspended animation” 
reappeared in 1084 as “His Hoyal Iligline^s the Duho of York and Albany’s ilanlime 
Eegiment of Toot,” after nhicli, according to Colonel Arden, they became incorporated 
into tho Cold«tream Guards In 1702 six regiments of the present SOtb, 31sf, and 
SSnd, and threo since disbanded, ■vrero appomted as Manner, and six othirs — tho Gth, 
lOtb, 20th, 34th, and tho battalions of the SCtb— for “sea service,” at rvhicb time ihcir 
uniform, according to Cannon, consisted of high croivncd leather cap«, covered rilb 
cloth of tho same colour as the facings of Ibe regiment, and ornamented rvitb devices 
tbo same as the caps ^rorn by the Grenadiers, scarlet frock coat, buff waist licit, black 
pouch earned in front, with bayonet belt attached, buff gaiter* After bearing well 
their part m the task allotted to them, these regiments were reabsorbed into the army, and 
from 1714 to 1739 there were no ilonnes, properly speaking, thongh a company or two

“ In 1702 the 30th, 31st, and 32nd Bcgimenta of the line were formed, and served as 
Marine regiments Their establuhment was under the charge of the Secretary at ITar, 
and they -were governed by Orders of Queen Anne of the 1st July, 1-^92 On tho peace 
of Utrecht being proclaimed they were to he disbanded at the end of the year 1713 
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“ In the yeir 1739 the Marino force ttis 'igain established It Tvas provided foi m 
the Army Estimates until the year 1745, and by Royal ‘Warrant of Ihe 2Sth Eebru-iry, 
1740 — 7* (under the countersign of Chesterfield), the Lords of the Admiralty ivero 
directed to taho the immediate nnd entire eommand of all the Marino Eegimcnfs then 
1 used, or thereafter to he raised, and to prepare and publish such rules and ordinances

A few years later this firat named Royal Warrant rag acted on, and the yeai 1755 
may, ag has been said, bo assigned as the commencement of tho corps of Marinos as at 
prc«ent constituted And starting/rom Dnt date wo ^all renew, only too shortly, tho 
deeds and triumphs of the corp*! ■ But they can claim by inhentanco a share in carher 
triumphs than thoso that followed tho wamint of George 11 Tho Marines of that day 
had played no mconsideiahle part in tho capture and defence of Gibraltar m 1704, and 
gained therein “immortal glory “ “Captain Fisher of that corps, with 17 men, attempted 
to check the adiance of 500 Grenadiers of the enemy after the round toner had fallen 
into their hands This gallant officer was taken prisoner, rescued, and again taken by the 
enemy, who, though ultimately repulsed, earned their prisoner into tho Spanish Imc® “ 

In 1705 — C they took part in tho bombardment of Ostend, and were with the troops 
which, under (ho chivalrous Peterborough*, Barcelona, and taught (he Spaniards 
what English honour meant , m 1708 fliey took, tho well laden galleons of Spam at 
Minorca , in 1719, under Lord Cobham, they helped to take Vigo, and with it booty

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Stote'’, demanded the ca^isc of their notons behnnour, and -vrere told after some 
hesitation that theie iras a letter “ Givo it to me,” said tho lieutenant, “ and I will 
deliver itT.o tho captain” Dut a cry cf “Ko, no, no’” was immediately raised Lieu 
tenant Eoss then desired Hr Stokes to inform tUo captain, upon which the mutineers 
shouted, ” One and all ’ one and nil ’ ” At this moment Sir Edward, in his dressing 
gown, appeared upon the quarter deck, where upwards of two hundred and fifty seamen 
had collected He was received with cnes of “ A hoat, a boat ’ ” His voice stilled the 
clamour, and in reply to his inquiries he was informed that they wished to send a letter 
to Lord Bndport cotnplaimng of tyranny and hard usage Upon lits undertaking to 
deliver it himself or send an officer with it, they shouted, “No, no — a boat of our 
own 1 ” In vam ho endeavoured to reason with them , some of tho ringleaders cs 
claimed, with fearful oaths, they tmild have a boat “ You will, will you ’ ” said Sir 
Edward, and whispering a brief order to Captain Boys of tho Hannes, he ran to the 
cabin for his sword By the timo bo bad rctorned, the Harines were drawn up with 
fixed bayonets on tbo poop , he immediately ordered them to clear tho quarter deck, a 
guard to bo posted at aanous place*, and tho sentries to bo doubled Intimidated by 
their Commandei’s resolution, the mutineers threw thcm«eh es off the quarter deck and 
ran down the hatchways, crying to their companions to dowso all tho lights and clear 
tiway tho ladders Swift as the hoimd upon tho haro were Sir Edward and his officer®, 
and beforo the confusion could he increased by darkness, seued the ringleaders and 
threw them into irons Tho letter, an unugned one was now given up, and tho ship’s 
company returned to their duty quietly ” 

"Wo must pa«s 01 cr several years, nch with the record of Capo Bt Tinccnt and 
Cainperdown, of Tenenffo and the Nile, and take up the history of tho corps in 1700, 
when Sir Sidney Smith gave the world evidence of what a British officer can do against 
odds which to any other would prove irresistible Tho Marines were represented in that 
q^illant bod^ of men who held Acre., and theic historian gives a graphic account of their 
doings 

“ General Berthier, who commandeda division of tho enemy, affords tho best testimony 
of tho merits of tho Marines upon this occasion, anl uo therefore, without comment, 
givo an extract from a letter of that gallant officer, dated from tho French camp — 

“ ‘ On the 18th Germinal (7th of April) tho enemy at break of diy attacked our left 
and centre , each (K>lumn was headed by Bnti b Marines belonging to tho ships, and 
their colours were seen waving with those of tho Djozzar, and tho battenes were all 
B n 2 
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maimed tr Englishmcii. The enemy attempted to ‘furpn«c our advanced po«ts, hnt 
their dcaijm iras seen through we received them with a hruh fire from onr parallel* 
and all that appeared were cither hilled or wotmded. The enemy nltmatelr retired 
TVithont gaiTiTTig an inch towards destroving onr trorhs Thf> central colmnn acted with 
more obstinacy, and them object was to penetrate to the entrance of oar mine, thev 
were commanded by llajor Thomas Oldfield, who ndvanced boldiv towards, the entrance 
of the mine at th“ head of *ome of his intrepid countrymen. They attached lihe hcroe*, 
and were received by heroes — death onlv cheched their bold career, the remainder 
retreated, and toot refage in the fortress Th'^ approaches of onr parallels remained 
covered with the dead bodies of Engh h and of TnrLs The body of ifcyor Oldfield was 

earned off bv our Grenadiers, who brought him to headquarter', hut he had eJtpircd 
before their amval. His sword, to which he had done *0 mn'“h honour, was also 
honoured afior his frD it remains m the han3§ of one of onr Grenadier® He was 
buned amongst n«, andhas earned with him, th" esl^tn of the whole French annv’ 

‘ This eulogiwn from an enemv, and a ®oldier wlto®e proud renown i* associated with 
that of Napoleon, is the noblest epitaph that tbe hroYe conld a«pire to ” 

Bat the prais® of ifajav Oldfield and bis wa* not to be left onlv to a chiral 

rous enemy Sir Sidney Smith, at a mecUog of the anniversary of the i\aval Asvlum, 
held on the 2nd of June, 1802, offered a tribute to the memorv of this gallant ®oIdier 
After speaUng of the manv virtae=> of Oiptaiu Hiller, Sir S dney thus enlarges upon the 
merits of his departed friend, Ifajor Oldfield • — 

“ Tlie nest is Hajor Oldfield, of the 3Iannes I will tell the company where the 
body of this brave man was contended for, and they will judge where and how he died. 
It was ra a «oitie of the gamson of St Jean d’ \cre, when attacked by General Bonajertc;, 
that ilajor Oldfield, who commanded a colmnn, was misnng On our troops advancing, 
ho was found — ^his body was found — at the mouth of one of the enemy s mines, and at 
the foot of their works oar brave mca hooked him by the neckcloth, ns he lay dead, to 
draw him off , the enemv at the same time pierced bim with a halbert, and each party 
strangled for his body The neckcloth gave war, cad the enemy succeeded in dr 3 '’gmg 
to their works this brave man , and here I must do them the justice which such gallant 
foes arc justly entitled to thev buned him with all the honours of war ’ ” 

Another gallant deed of the same year is recorded by Captain Mcolas and mar 
well claim a notice here Lcmmerlon, m TTcst FneslaaJ, which' was held by loO 
eeameu and JIannes under Captain Boerder, of the E^tejJe, was attacked in the curly 
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morning of the 11th of October by the adv'uiced party of French and Batavian's, con- 
“1 ting of an officer iritU thirty rank and file, who attempted to storm the horfh 
battery ^ The British soon got them between two fires, and so effectually surrounded 
them that they laid dovm their arms with the loss of two killed The prisoners had 
•scarcely been secured, when the mam. body, amounting to 6T0 men, attacl ed the 
Bntisb, who, after a contest of four hours and a half, routed the enemy in every 
direction with the loss of five killed and nine wounded The Slarmeb continuing the 
pursuit, killed and wounded more than forty, ind if the allied forces had not broLen 
down a bridge in their retreat, they would haie lost then colonrs and two field pieces 
Captain Bootder, in his official letter, says, “ Lieutenants Tyburn, Howel, Higgmson, 
and Gardner, of the STannes, behaved mth honour to tbemsclres and credit to tbeir 
country, and their men distinguished them'selves in the roost gallant manner ’* 

The jUarines took part m the Battle of Copenhagen, m 1801, and the same year 
ehared in tho victories gamed m Egypt ‘When the troops arrived off Alexandria, with 
its old Pharos rismg bleak and bare from the sea, a forco of COO ktormes, under 
Colonel TTalter StDitb, were landed, and immediately entered into action Admuuhly 
did they acijuit themselves, hut on this— as, unfortunately, on many a similar — occasion 
hut few of the honours and rewards given freely enough to other regiments were 
bestowed upon the ITannes Some feeling was aroused, and rcprc'cntations made, with 
tho gratifying result that a special compliment — that of the prefix “Eoyal” to their 
title— was accorded Captam ^lcoIas thus expresses iim<eJf on the subjeef "The 
distinguished semces of the llatines, and their unshaken loyalty, had frequently 
obtained for them the public expre^ion of their countty’s gratitude , but no particular 
mark of the royal favour was extended to the corps until the 29fh of April, 1802, 
when the following gratifying commomcation was conveyed to their commandant by 
the Earl of St Vincent — 

‘Admiralty Office, 29th April, 1802 

‘ Srn — ^Tho Earl of St Vincent having agmfied to my Lords Commissioners of tho 
Admiralty that His hlajesty, in order to mark hia royal approbation of tho very men 
tonoiis conduct of tho corps of jUarmes dnnng tho late war, has been graciously pleased 
to direct that in future the corps shall he styled tho “Eoyal ITannes ”

As a consequence of the chanse m title the facings of the llannes trerc changed 
from Triite to the Mae chaT3cten«tiC of * Boral ” regiments, and the Ucc on the tunics 
from ^ilrer to gold. In ^sOTember, 1^03, Lieu'cnant "Nicolls, 11.3L, grcailr distin 
gunhed himself m an attack on a French Te< el under the guna of the hattmes cf 
ITcnte Chn«to, a ep’endid Eemco, in which he was de'perafelr wounded. As u-ual, 
the chief share of the praue and rewa’ds fell to tie lot of ancther oEcer — n/-t a 
ilanne, and it was no*’ till long after that tic claims of deoils were recogni-ed. 
Before ie died, however, tie gallant Lieutenant of ilanncs had nsea to tic laak of 
General Sir Edward NicolL, E CA5 

In 1S04 the Eoval ifanne AiUDe-y was constituted,'^ n corps whr^, though dis 
hanied m 1832, with the csoepUon of “a couple of ccmpanies to «erre as a nucleus," 
were the predece«-ors of the Boyal Sfarme Artillery of our own day 

In 1804 was perfowned ose of th*' no»t tnlliant and danng feats recorded m that 
era of brave deeds— the cap‘ure and defence of the ‘ Diamond EocL" About lialf a 
mile from the shores of Cbpe Diamond rises the Eock, which for several months rras 
borne upon the estimates and appeared in the ^favy List as ** TTis Ifaje-tys 'loop of war 
DiaTSottd F'yl ” “It was a rough looking pbee,” says a wntcr, ‘ with little that was 
innting about it — a great firm rock, the hi'^bo'* point of which might be 'omclhing over 
five hundred feet ahovc the l^vel of the sea the circnmfereace of it lea tlmn a mile, and 
in its shape no* at all unUke a hawtadL On the west «ide there were bold rugged elifr<

be besieging it to this day TJnfortnnately, however, provisions began to run shoit, and 
tho greater part of the ammunition was spoiled, so Captain Maurice agreed to eiacuate 
the rock on terms which reflect more honour on tho garrison than many a victory. 
Captain Mannce and his Marines and seamen were to embark in their own bont^, 
wearing their side arms, and were to row themselves to the French ships, till they reached 
which the British colonrs were to float nndistnrhed over the Bock Moreover, they were 
not to he considered prisoners of war, but wore to be sent under a flag of truce to 
Barbadocs Tho Marines may well cherish tho memory of their prowcas at the Diamond 
Bock as one of the most bnlhant ncUoos which ci en they can boast 

Fassiog over Trafalgar and St Dommgo, victories which belong entirely to the naval 
service, wc find the Marines in 1607 taking part in the bomhaidmeat of Copenhagen, 
an esploit which has beforo been fully described la the ‘•ame year Ciptam Brisbane, 
the Are/iusa, “put him^tlf at the head of his Marines, mounted IhcwalL of Port 
Amsterdam, in Cnm^oa, and presenting himself in person before the Dutch governor, 
demanded, sword in hand, the Burrendcr of tho island ” The same year some Marines 
were brigaded under General Lumlcy m the attack upon Monte Tideo, and the gallant 
but unfortunate expedition against Buenos Ayres In IbOS Lieutenant How, of tho 
Mannes, gamed universal prai«e for his splendid defence of Port Tnnidad, and the follow- 
ing year tho corps were represented in the victories and sufferings covered by the 
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only t^vo killed ind twenty wounded that of the Danes was prodigious One lot of 
prisoners, which “were more numerous than the small garrison,” were allowed to 
depart ^Vhen the fight was over three officers and neatly a hundred privates were 
found to have been killed , ‘ twenty three wounded were taken into our hospital , sixteen 
officers and 504 rank and file were taken, with three pieces of cannon, 4S4 muskets, and 
470 swoids and other stores ’ 

The Marmes fought at "W^ashington and Bladetishcrg , under Captain Gordon a party 
of the corps destroyed Alexandna, on the Potomac , at Baltimore they were in both the 
right and the left hiigade, and bad their full share of the sharp fighting which cuhninafed 
in so hrilhant a Tictory In 1816 the corps, both artillery and infantry, took a promi 
nent part in tho honibardment of AJgier^ during which they suffered considerable loss 
They fought at Navanno and in the first Chinese war , in the Syrnn war two companies 
of Marines nndei Captain Childa were posted at Ifahr cl Kelb, while others were with 
the troops under Napier which operated against D Jcliaih “The Marines odranced 
hnskly to the assault and reached withm thirty yards of the tower, when a 

destructive fire was optned upon them from a cienclatcd outwork, haiing a deep ditch 
in the front, which was completely masked fiom the fire of the ships Finding that his 
men were filling fast, that tho wall of tho castle was impracticable, that there was no 
gate accessible, and nothing but the muzzles of the enemy’s muskets visible through tho 
loopholes. Captain Eobinson very judiciouslj diew Ins men off”— of Cupiain 
Maritn to im Charlea l\apter) Tho Marines were re embarked, and shortly afterwards, 
under Captain Morrison and Captain Fegan, were bu^^ily engaged at Omagacuan and 
Sidon Captam 'Wylock, with a company of Mnnnes, effected a brilliant lodgment in an 
adjoining fort, an operation in which Lieutenant HosLin of the corps and many men 
were killed and wounded, while Captain Henderson at tho head of the first battahon of 
the corps “ was landed on the beach to the northward of Sidon, where the men quickly 
formed their ranks and advanced cheering to the walls " “ I put myself at tho head of 

the Bnti«h Marines,” wrote Sir Charles Nopier, “and broke into tho barracks Captain 
Henderson and another party lodged themseUcs in a house above the barracks This 
being done, I marched tho battalion along the lino wall to tho npper gate, broke jt open, 
and seized the castle ” Though our force was only a thousand men, and the gam'on 
three times that number, not a man of the latter e^aped, while our ]o«3 was only thirty 
seven, including oho Marme officer killed. The concludmg remarks of Sir Charles 
Napier were as follows “ In taking n tonii hj storm moch confusion ncces«arjlj arises, 
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accolwpamed \>> plxmdci and otUer Uulianties, but to the lioiiour of oui iTarmc^, tbo 
Anslxuns, and tbc iurks, I beliue tliere nc^cn^•as an occasion ^vlie^c Ic'S blood ■was 
spilt, or disorder easier put an end to” AfturthelaUof Acretnobnndred and ‘fifty men 
of the ilarmes, under Lieutenant Colonel ‘WTalker, remained to protect the town In 1846 
they were engaged m tbe war m Kew Zealand, and m 1850 in Kafirland In 1852 they 
scn-cd m Burmah, capturing tbe Pagoda at Balha, and being actively engaged at Pegu 
and Prome, the latter place, indeed, bting practically taken bj tbe ifarincs «inglc handed 
In the Cnmean IVar the llarme Bngade rendered most efficient sernce Some five 
thousand men were landed shortly after the battle of Alma, and througbont the protracted 
siege were active, moie ^KO, wherever hard work uas to be done iTauy were the 
instmices of individual lalonr recorded of the Royal Marines 

“ Bombardier Tbomaa Wilkinson, Royal Mannc Artillery, svas one of a detachment 
which had been oppo'>ed at Balaklava Captain Alexander and Lieutenant Gull, aad 
fifty men, among whom was Wilkinson, volunteered for the trenche*, and on the 5th of 
3 line began to do duty m tho batteries On the lery first day Wilkm'on attracted the 
attention of the officer commanding the artillery in the right attack hy hi> gallantry in 
repairing the parapet with sandbags under a heaiy fire The officer in question 
specially reported this man’s gallantry, and he in con«eqnence rccen ed the Victoria 
Cross ” 

At Inkerman two companies of the Marines were pre ent, and Corporal John 
Pr»ttyjohn won the Victoria Cross for conspicuous gallantry, “placmg himself m an 
adiauccd position and shootmg four Bus-^ians ” At Viborg, m July 18o4, Liintenant 
Dowell, R II A , earned the larac pre emmeut distinction for rescnmg, under a heavy 
fire of grape and musketry, some of the crew of a cutter who e magazmo had exploded 
Alter plaemg the men in safety he returned and brought the disabled boat out from 
under a battery 

The ilatincs were employed at the bombar^ent of Sweabotg, respecting which 
it IS recorded that “the datj and conduct of cvciy officer and man was most arduous 
and mentonons— none more so, perhaps, thou tho<e of the Royal Afa rme Artfllery ” 
At Embnrn the Royal Marmes formed mth the 6drd Regiment, tbe Second Bngade, 
and with the capture of that bravely defended fortress ended their achieiements m the 
Crimea 

The war in China afforded fresh opportunity for the Manned A -win® of the 
corps was amongst the troops under Brigadier Reeves landed to occupy Tmghai, and 
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afterwards -Jaw plenty of fialiting before Sujho In the attack upon the Tnkoo Fort« 
one detachment of the JIarmes was under Colonel Gascoigne, and “another detach 
ment of the same gallant corps,’ under Colonel Travers earned a pontoon for the 
p3««3ge of tlic wet ditches The mandarin in command of the first fort was pistolled 
hy Captain PrjTine of the llannes, and at Jlaowle, Yoa chaiwci Tientsin, anti Pekin 
the corps shaied, with the others of her Majesty’s regiments, in the credit of the 
snecessful enterprise The Marines were amongst the troops engaged in Xew Zealand 
m ISCO to 1863, where, at Mmgatawhin and the Gate Pah, they rendered signal 
‘'cmee, Lieut Gardiner and Gunner Baker, both of the R \f A , particularly distinguish- 
ing themselves 

They were in Aby«smia in 1867 , their nest service of importance being mth the 
espedition to Ashantce in 1873 In June, at the very nick of time, a detachment of 
the corps, nuinberinsr about one hundred and ten men, under Colonel Festing, E IT A , 
amved at Elmin't, and fire d-tys later repelled, with the aid of some sailor^, i deter- 
mined attack mad© by some two thousand of the enemy But the climato proved so 
fatal to the gallant 'Martacs that they had, “ with scarcely an cscoption, to bo in 
validcd and seat home,” their place, however, being supphed by another detachment 
of one hundred and fifty men * In October war began in earnest, and though but a 
fow Marines were able to be attacbed to Sir Garnet TVolscIey's force, their services wore 
throughout of the greatest value 

“The force of Sir Garnet, as given in his dc<pateb, consisted of only 2'J blue jacket*, 
with one 7 pound gun, one rocket trough, 20 Royal Marine Artillery, 129 Royal 
Marino Light Infintrj , 205 of the 2nd TVest India Regiment, 120 IToussas, 10 
armed Police, 30 ase men and 270 earners The Royal Mannes were now thrown 
out m extended order, and the forward movement began again Suddenly there 
was heard a single «hot, followed by a heavy fire of musketry, mingled with uild 
yells on one side and cheers on the otltcr ‘Steadr, Marines'’ shouted their 
commander , ‘ don’t throw away n shot, my lad , and don’t fir© at random Take 
ground to the left , get the «teel gun on its carnage, and bring it to tbo front ’ At 
this time a wild and continuous fire was flashing on all sides On our left was 
a gra«sy plateau, with a thick wood di-fant tbne hitnlrcd yards In our front the 
ground fell nnd was covered with low bush, brca«t high The din was deafening 
Captain rremantle* mth the «tcel gun, the eeamcn, and 'omi rocket®, now a««ailed 
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the ^ood on our left front, so aa to turn the enemy’s poahon Captain Crease mth 
the llanne Artillery, tooh it on the other fiank. 

“ After a ehort halt the troop" adyanced again, and afre' a two honrs’ march reached 
another yillagd named Amgnana which tras found to be abandoned and wa» instantly 
de-^jed The march lay then along the beach, «o Sir Garnet was now jomed by some 
"Bimen and Hann&s from the J^eco/, under Captain Luxmoore of the Arjut, the same 
officer who had been wounded on the Prah He brought with him a case of claret for the 
thirsty ilanne" and ‘ thcr-e who "ay the Hntuh «oldier will not dnnk claret should hare 
«een the pleasure with whichihe^e twenty men dianL their allowance Ten minutes’ halt 
and they marched on like new men.” ^ot long al!erward» 150 ATarmes under Captain 
AUnnt were detailed for an expedition into the ba.h, Colonel Testing bemg in com 
maud of a force which had some "harp Sghting at Dumjaah, in which he wa" wounded 
tfuder Alajor En««ell the Slarmes had some \ery seyere fghting at a place called 
Abracrampa, which was attacked by a force of at lea-t 3 0 000 of the enemy The church 
was held by the llannes and "eameu, and their well-directed fire fucce^fuHy kept the 
ferocioua foe m check. Bat the litter were «peedily reinforced and the little gam«on 
began to grow faint from continnoua watching, and to wonder when relief would amre 
It arnted «oon,howcTer, Sir Garnet, with a force of about CoO, including seme AlariBe*, 
marched to the rescue and soon drorc off the be<ieger". In Jus report ho refers m 
eulogistic terms to ‘ the admirable conduct of Itajor Ear^ell and the officers under his 
orders who, with only fifty llannes m additioo to uatiTe lencs. held th«* town against 
nJinbers at lea-t twentyfold, daring two inp«t Citiguing days and nights, through 
out which time none of them could rest for a moment ” Pcmforceraents amved from 
England and the inarch to Coomassie begnn and here occurs another instance of the 
want of recognition of the ITannes before referred to ‘ Some 6orene«s, we are told, 
was felt m England at so little mention being made of the Itoyal ATannes bnt they 
were only eighty in number,, and 'hared in the work of the Aayal Bni^de ’ — 

They fought at Amoafol, chsiged m alter the gallart Gifford at Bequah, and with the 
42nd were in the rear on the march to the Ordah. Of the prni*e which was bc'towed by 
eoTcrc gn and country on the brave troops that Lad fought so well m Ashantec, none was 
better earned than that accorded to the Por-l Alanne^ 

Six years after the salutary Ics'on taught to King Koffee, we find the Eoyal Marines 
engaged in the sterner warfare in Sooth Africa. Here they were nr (he ^aval Bn'^de 
of tl e First Column commanded by Colonel Pcarmo and were the fir^t troops to cross 
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the Tugeli irhen Tnr ins decided on Th^ fought at Inyezane and then under Pearson 
occupied Et'chowe Their position here, as has before been zaentiooed, soon became 
that of d blockaded force, and to the Marines was confided the charge of the rocket 
tubes, a most important weapon when dealing with harbarous foes Marines were too, 
in the dinsions under Low and Pembertrai that marched to the relief of the bcleagneted 
garrison, and fought at Ghmgilovo Egypt has been the latent field on which tho 
gallantry of the Eoyal Marmes has been displayed Alesandna, Kassas^in, Tel el Kebir, 
Suahun, El Teh, Tamai, Hasheen, Abu Elea, the Nile — each of the^e names may be 
chimed as a “distmction” included in their globe At the end of Julj, eeien 
companies, numbering a thou'sand strong, under Colonel Tuson, took part m n rccon 
naiBsance m force made by Sir Archibald Alison “The Marmes crossed from the rail 
way to an embankment of the canal which was hned by the enemy, but the Marines 
fbeed bayonets and dashed at them with a rush Nothing could hare been finer 

than the charge of the Marines, and no troops could bare stood a determmeil attack of 
this kind ” About the same time Major Philbps, with 200 of tho corps, made a raid on 
Mes, from which they speedily dislodged the enemy At Mahuta the Poyal Manao 
Artillery did admirable service with the loss of only one man, and on tho following day 
400 of them were with Graham m his advanced position at Eas«a3«m Lock a battalion 
of the infantry remaining at Mahsameh In the action of tho 2Sth of August the 
Marin© Artillery were posted on the southcra bank, where they encountered many 
attacks , which, however, were “ always hurled back by that noble corps ” In General 
Graham's dispatch he refers m high terms to tho conduct of Captain Tucker “^ear 
the right of our position a &Mpp guo> taken from Ibe enemy at Mahsameh, had been 
mounted on a railway truck, and was being worked by a gun detachment of the Poyal 
Manno Artillerj imder Captain Tucker This gna was admirably sen cd, and did great 
execution aniongst the enemy As the other guns had to cease firing for want of 
nmmumtioD, Captain Tucker’s gun became a target for the enemy’s artillery, and I 
counted salvoes of four guns opening on him at onco with shot and shrapnel, but 
although everything around and in the line was hit, not a man of the detachment was 
touched, and this gun continued to fire to th® end, expending ninety three rounds " 
Lor were the infmtry behind their brethren of the artillery that day They it was who 
led — al out the same time that Drury Lowe made his memorable cavalry charge — the 
advance against tVo enemy, who melted away before them “only one attempt being 
made at a stand, which broke at the Cr»t volley from tho Poval Marines ’’ In the 
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scenTid engagement at Ens^assin the Iloyal Mnimes may almost claim to liaMi been the 
heroes of the day They rrcrc stationed between the Emg’a Royal Rifles and the 84(b, 
and two of the three guns taken from the enemy were captured by the Roral*3Iannes 
At Tel el Kebir they were in Graham’s Brigade under Colonel ITownrd Jones 

“ While the Brigade, of which they fonned part, deployed into line, a continuous fire 
of shot and shell was poured into it As soon as the brigade formation was complete, 
Colonel Jones formed the llarmes for “ attack” by sending forward throe companies m 
fighting line, with three in support, and two in rcserre, and as the first of the^o in 
extended order approached the position they found themselves destitute of ill cover, 
while under a fire that every moment increased in fury and intensity 

” Yet the marines pressed forward up the slope of the glacis, reserving their fire, as 
ordered, until withm about one hundred and fifty yards of the first ditch, when, fixing 
bayonets, the fighting Ime being reinforced by its supports and by the reserves under 
Lifiuteoaut Colonel Graham, the whole worked their way by a succession of impetuons 
rushes, in spite of a femfio fire of cannon and mu«kctry, to the summit of the works 
and, with loud cheoia, threw themselves mto the ditch, and dashing up the slope of the 
nine foot parapet, met the foe in a cIo«e band to hand fight with bnt and bayonet This 
lasted hut a short time, as the Egyptians in that quarter broke and fled in all direc 
tiona The JIatmea ‘ fallowed them up for a distance of about four miles, until 
they came to Arabi’s head quarter camp at Tel el Eehir This they found standing, 
but evacuated, it having evidently been left in histe, as eveiything appeared m 
disorder Here they were ordered to halt and occupy some of the deserted tents’ 
The casualties among the Marines were very severe, amongst them ‘Major Strong, 
who was shot through the heart white most gallantly leading his fighting line up the 
glacis, withm twenty yards of the enemy , Captun Wardell, one of the most valuable 
and efficient officers m the battalion, was also killed, being shot through the head close in 
front of the qaraqet while ehennn^oaLhnuncn.’” 

The official records of their casualties that day put them at ” two officers and three 
non commissioned officers and men killed , one officer and fifty three non commissioned 
officers and men wounded. Captain Luke of the corps splendidly avenged the death of 
Captain ‘Wardell He noted the ^yptian who had shot him, and watching his oppor 
tunity, singled him out and “ by one stroke severed his head from his body ” 

■When war again broke ont they were again employed, and at El Teb were in the Second 
Brigade, beuig on the left of the advance AtTamai the whole shock of the fierce rush 
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fell upon the Marines and tho Goth it Abu Klea they were on the right face of the 
«qqaie , they were with the force m front of Metemneh when Stewart fell At Abu Uru 
they <harcd with the Guards the honour of holding the front face , at Mefemneh, on the 
21st of Jannary, Major Poe of the It M Light Infantry was among t the wounded At 
Ha^heen the Marines (with whom were the Berkshire Kegiment) were first dispatched 
against the enemy , they were the first to reach the eminence, and “ by a well directed 
fire on the enemy, corered the advance of their companions ” “ The Marine® ” we 
read, “ehcited load applanse frtim the Cavalry for the splendid manner in which they 
attacked the enemy, acting with independent judgment, yet under the control of the 
most perfect discipline ” In the attack on M’lseill’s Zenba, on the 23rd March, 1885, 
they were again conspicuous for their courage and calmness, and received ungrudging 
praise for their conduct in this, the last of the milifary operations which come under our 
notice As is ■well known, our force •was completely laien by surprise, before our men 
knew that an enemy was near they were yellmg and shouting in tbcir miiLt A 
correspondent’s letter gives a nvid picture of the part taken in that wild hour hy the 
Marines “I was just on the edge of the Marines’ square and was caught in the storm 
~~a hissing, yelling, roanag, and fantastic looking sea of black forms, the fiinons enemy 
in 01 erwhclming force Then came tbatfinghtful stampede of horses, camels, mules, in 
one struggling, screeching, helpless and confused mass Pegaimng my feet, I found 
myself m the Marines’ square Pome, even in those few moments, seemed to have 
disappeared, and the brave /clloirs were firing steadily and well ” Some siaty Arabs 
managed, in the first fierce rush to get 'withm the Mannes’ square, but — not one of them 
got out again Calmly, ns those who were masters even of that terrible position did 
the Mannos receive the hideous charge There wus no panic, no hurry Each man 
knew Ills duty and did it Eight marines were killed and twelve wounded in this 
untoward but brilliant encounter, which closes for the present the long list of the 
-ReT.virfia nf thfi-Rqval Marines. 


A short glance should be given to one or two of the most important of the “ Depart 
ments ” connected mth the army 

Anirr Cuaplains* may be said to date officially from 1GC2, though preiious to that

mafters ■were not Batisfactory , m 1806 the Doke of Tork “ noticed with much concern 
that Six James Cnig embarked in command of a corps of about 4,000 men with 

one chiidam , Lord Cathcart embarked with n corps of 14,000 men with one chaplain , 
and it appears that Sir Da\id Bairds corps, consisting of nearly 4, GOO men was actually 
unattended by any clerical officer of any descnption ” Later on there was an entire 
absence of (ho cleneal clement m (he armies under Generals Auchinnty and Crawford, 
and in those tinder General Fraser General Beresford, and Sir John Hoore, while Lord 
Catheart’s expedition against Zealand had but one chaplain for the 14,000 men of which 
it was composed For a time matters mended , the termination of the long war with 
Franco once more brought the soldier within the pumew of the parochial clergy, and 
m 1820 the office of Clnplam General was abolished, to be rcvixcd, howerer, scTontccn 
years later From that dato to the present the Army Chaplain Department has been 
the object of increased attention, the system adopted has worked well, and there are 
not a few instances recorded where, in the cxorci<o of their spiritual functions, army 
chaplains hare displayed heroism and courage which has received and deserved the mo^t 
honourable recognition One at least— the Bev J TV Adams — is amongst the wearers 
of the Victoria Cro's while another, the Bev P Collins, B.C Chaplain with the 
forces m Egypt, should, many think, bo also included in that “ golden book *’ of 
honour 

The exploits of Sir Adams arc (bus de«cnbcd in ‘ Tho Victoria fto^s m Afghan* 
istan” — 

'' In tho midst of the turmoil and con/usion around, Sir Frederick Eoberts remained 
cool, and momentarily gave rapid orders to stem tho Imng torrent that was rnshing 
towards him ^ Low he witnessed that which caused him afterwards to make a special 
report of the circumstance A man in black close fitting coat, ha'vmg on his head a 
helmet, yet with a white band around his throat, was near him — not a fighting soldier 
it was evident Ho was a clergyman, a chaplain attached to tho British force Ho 
was the Bev J V* Adams This Christian gentleman threw himself from his horse to 
help a wounded man of the 9th Lancen^ -whom ho 'aw staggering towards him The 
horse, alarmed at tho struggling around him, started back, broke away, and was lost 
Tho courageous clcigyman helped forward the wounded man to further assistance, then 
mado hi3 way back ou foot Ho reached a deep nullah or •wafer-course Ho perceived 
at its bottom that, which called formsfanl action, there lay two horses on their backs 
with tbcir riders underneath in tho Tratcr drowning The hor<e3 were stragglm" and 
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pcEsation for tho dreadful nsL lie had ran He men, struck mfh his heroism, raised 
cheer after cheer, and placing their hdmets on their bayonets, irared them frantically 
m their edthusiasni ” 

The Aniir IIedicai DEPiETiEENTt* has a verj ancient lineage Surgeon Major 
Gore m his interesting work says, “The earhest notice of army Burgeons occurs m the 
year 1223, the commencement of the xeign of Henry III , shortly before he led Ins army 
to France to attempt the recon^uest of Normandy It was m the form of a recom 
mendation from the Chief Jushee to fho Bishop of Chichester of ‘one Master Thomas, 
an army surgeon, who knew how to cure wounds, a Bcienco particularly useful in the 
siege of castles,’ hut it was not hll two reigns afterwards, im’pns 15 Edward II, 
AD 1322, that paid medical oEBcers to attend on the army aro mentioned m the ward 
rohe accounts of that monarch ” “ So early as tho reign of Edward II says 

another writer, ^‘we find a chirurgeon for every 1,000 men ILs pay was fourpenco per 
diem Henry V had one surgeon and twelve assistants with his army, and they rank 
thus in hi3 mihtaiy code ‘Soldiers, shoemakers, taylors, barbers, physioians, and 
washerwomen ’ ” 

From that tune to the present every Bntish army has been attended, with moro 
or less sufficiency, by trained medical men, the service receiving coosiderablo 
impetus and encouragement fiiom the lU fated Charles I It is beyond our provinco 
to foUow in any detail the development of tho service, interesting though the 
review of the history would be “Tho present Army Medical Department,” says 
Archer, “ must bo traced from the reign of Charles II , when tho nucleus of a 
standing army was established ” Very cunous aro some of the notabilia gathered 
togethei by Gore , amongst others may be instanced the following prescription — some 
what remmding us of the “treafment”adopted in one of Hawley Smart’s noiels, by 
the chceiy doctor to the hipped and moimt less young officer — sent to General do Ginklo 
by Bit Patnek Dun “ Chester ale, claret, potted chicken, and geese This 13 the 
physic I advise you to take I hope it will not bo nauseous or disagreeable to tho 
stomach A little to bo taken on a mardi.” 

Durmg the Wat of Independence Dr Jackson (Frazer^s Highlandera) greatly dis 
tingmshod himself, remaining with the wounded, in default of dressings for them he

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disrol>ed himself of his only ohirt and tore it into bandages, his nolle conduct greatly 
pleasing the American General that Trhen the Bati-^li -wounded could be exchanged he 
was seat back with them, no parole being required nor exchange demanded. During 
the Dcnmsnlar 'War Lord ■Vrelhngton rofened in terms of the warmest praise to the 
courage and dcrotioa of the irothcal Staff, and that snch praise was iairly earned may 
be gathered from the following fact recorded by Jfapier “During the ten months from 
the -siege of Burgoa to the Battle of Vittona mcluare, the total number of sick and 
wounded which passed through the hospitals was 95,348 Bj the unremitting attention 
of Sir James ifcGrcgor, and the meidical staff under his orders, the army took the field 
preparatory to the battle with a eitk list under 5,000 ” During the Cnmean TTar the 
principal medical officer was Sir John Hall, of whom Lord Ilaglan writes (after the 
Alma) “ Dr Dali was in the field the whole time and merits my approbafaon for bis 
excrtioa in discharging his onerous daUe« ” He action of Surgeon "ITilson of the 9th 
IIas«ars in organmog the rescue party wludi saved the b/o of the Duke of Cambndgo 
has been before noticed , Surgeons Ifowat, Sylvester, oad Didos gained the Tictona 
Cro«s , Soigeon 0 Calbghan of the 62Qd was amongst the foremo t and bravest at the 
Sedan. During the Dutmy five medical officers earned the Victona Cro«s — Snrgeon 
Deade, Surgeon 'D'Master, Surgeon Gee, Surgeon A- D Dome, and Surgeon Bradshaw , 
Hartley, DeCrea, Douglas, and Peynolds arc aBo amongst those who hare eanied 
the same meomparaUe distinction , but the names of all of the Aledical Staff who have 
gamed fame for themselves by acts of courage and humanity would make too long a 
list to permit of their insertion. "Wo may, however, mention Burgeons Temple and 
hlanley, who, m the Aew Zealand Tirar, so pre-eminently tli_tingm-bed themselves At 
the Pah of Bangirin, where Captain Deroct was so desperately wounded, ** As istant 
Surgeon 'Willjam Temple, Doyal Artillery, seeing his friend rolling on the ground m 
agony, was anxious to take assistance to him and the numerous wounded. It was a 
Bcmcc of the utmoct peril, entailing almost certain death. The “pHit where hlerccr and 
his wounded comrades lay was clo«e to tho Pah, and the defenders of the latter had 
concentrated a cro«s fire on the pbee m order to forbid approadn Pust one soldier, 
then another, advanced on the errand of meity , but one after another was shot down 
as he drew near Then, heedless of his own life, ^rang forward "WiUiani Temple His 
progress was watched with breafriless anxiety It seemed impossible that he could 
CoCape When he reached the spot which had proved ^ fatal to his predecc-saor®, the 
enemy s fire was redoubled, and the gallant surgeon was enveloped in smoke llany

must have thought that it was his 'winding Bhect , but no, -when the thick white cloud 
cleared away Temple was seen, apparoitly unhurt, leaning ovei- llcrcer and assiduously 
busied ai the attempt to soothe his agony Fortuno favours the brave, it is said and it 
certainly did so on this occasion InstinctiTely he had stooped when the llaoncs had 
filed, and their bullets had -wlustled hatmlesdy over Ins head When once by Hercer’a 
Bide he was perhaps too close to the Pah to be hit At all events, throughout that 
afternoon spent on tending not only Mercer, but the other wounded men who la) m 
clusters almost, as it were, under the muzzles of the enemy's muskets, he was un 
touched 

“Dr Manley was present at the assault and capture of four Pah«, but it was on the 
occasion of a serious disaster that he won the Victoria Cross The Maories had con 
structed a strong stockaded work at Tauranga, called the ‘ Gate Pah ’ It was situated 
on a narrow etrip of land connecting a peninsDla with the mainland, and on each side of 
the Pah was a swamp estending to the gca It was thought only possible to attaclv it in 
front 

“ Commander Hay was ouo of the first to fall, mortally wounded Samuel Mitchell, 
captain of the foretop of H M S Marrier, casting aside all thoughts of personal safety, 
raised Commander Hay m his arms, and, under a heavy fire, carried him out of the Puh 
There he met Dr Manley, who had ^ol«ntec^ed to accompany tho storming party, and 
who, notwithstanding the panic, confusion, and terror which prevailed on every side, 
calmly dre«sed Commander Hay’s wound, and then entered the Pnh to see if there were 
any more wounded whom ho could succour It is said that ho was one of tho la®t 
officers to Icai c the Pah Throughout that 'ad evening his efforts wero to alleiiato 
buffering where necessary, and Sir Wilham Wiseman, commanding the K^aval Brigade, 
reported that he ‘ministered to the wants of the wounded and dying amid the hullcts of 
tho enemy with as much sang frotdaaiS ho bad been performing an operation in St 
fitfijvgs'l? Hj-YVitod ’ Sp ynstifiwJ Jus to tho Viclotia flrnss 

Before leaving New Zealand he happened to bo present during the disembarkation of 
some artillery m tho Waitotara Ilivcr As ho was quitting the steamer a gunner ftll 
overboard Tho man was m imminent danger of being drowned, but Dr 3lanley 
promptly sprang info tho water and rescued him For this feat ho was awarded the 

bronze medal of tho Koyal Humane Society ” Nor must Lance-Corporal John Farmer bo 
forgotten, who, dilnng the engagement "with tho Boers at tho Majuha Mountain on tho 
25th February, 18S1, “showed a spirit of self abnegation and an csamplo of cool 
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courogc •n-Iiich minot Ic ioo luglil} recommended ^^V^lUe the Doers closed with the 
British troops nc-w the wells Corporal Fsirnicr litld a white flag over the wounded, and 
when the arm holding the flag iras •‘hot through ho called out that he liad ‘another* 
He then r-u'cd the flag with the other arm, and continued to do so until that al-o was 
pierced ivith a huUct ” 

Ecgimcntal surgeons hare recently ceased to exist, a medical staff being attached to 
every expedition Very considerable iecltng was excited at the change, into the raenfs 
or dements of iihieh wo do not propose to enter “ AUhough,” says Archer, “ no longer 
attached to regiments as formerly, when they proved a very laluahlo element in pro 
motmg harmony, and tempering when ohsolutcly necessary— a pnvilege nci or abused — 
the seventy of discipUno in cases where their peenhar position cnahlcd them to do so 
with advantage to the service — the medical ofllccis arc everywhere popular ” 

The Anar Beuvice Conrs* is the prc«eRt representative of organizations known os 
the Land Transport Corps, the llilitary Tram, the Control Department, and the Com 
missanat and Transport Department These ogam at Tonous tunes had suhdinsions, 
and it is beyond the scope of the present work to trace mmuttly tho various devolutions 
and. absorptions which from timo to tunc hare taken place, inasmuch ns to do so would 
demand considerable space, without— except to those pecnharly interested— any counter 
balancmg degree of interest The regubtion of many of Iho matters now falling witlun 
the province of the Army Scmcc Corps was originally m tho hands of civiUans 
appointed by tho Treasury, but in 1858 the “ Commissariat ’* becamo endowed with a 
military character In 1861 tho control of the 3Iihtary Stores was in a like manner 
transferred from the civil to the military management, and the Obdxaxce Stoue Defaet 
MEirr-t of to-day is the representative of the former itihtary Store Department During 
the Peninsular "War there was a ‘Waggon Corps which was subsequently disbanded, and 
m 1854 was formed the Land Tran^rt Corps, which three years later was named the 
Military Tram This body rendered sterling service during the Gnmea, the Mutiny, 
and the war in China, and was entitled to the distinctions “Lucknow,” “Taku Forts,” 
“Pekin ” 

“During tho India Mutmy,” says a Writer, “the Military Tram were employed as

their pos’ition on that day, a squadron of the 3rd Sikh Cavalry, a squadron of tho 
Military Train, and tiro horse artillery guns were sent across in pursuit They soon 
came up with tho rebels, who, driven to desperation and in superior numbcis, fought 
desperately Lieutenant Hamdtao, commanding the Sikhs, was almost immediately 
wounded, nnhorsctl, and surrounded by rebels cutting at him is he lay on tho ground 
Two hrave fellows, Michael Murphy and Samuel Moilcy, of tho Military Tram, hastened 
to his assistance Murphy cut down several of hia opponents, hut, though wounded 
himself, he stuck to Hamiltoa’s side Me was aided by Morley That man’s horse had 
]ust been killed under him, hut he hastened on foot to Miirphj ’s side, cut down a Sepoy, 
and fought over Hamilton’s body till othir men came to his aid Both obtained the 
Victorn Cross ” 

In 1870 tho ILlitary Tram was abolislitd and a “ Control Department ” was formed, 
which included a " Purveyor’s Department,” “ Commissariat Department,” “Commis 
Banat Staff Corps, ’ “Military Store Department,” and “Military Store Staff Corps,” 
which were all grouped together under the “ Supply and Transport Sub Department ” 
Pour years htor this Sub Department was re named the Army Transport Corps Sulso 
quent changes have since been made, but the title of tho “ Army Semco Corps ” is that 
given in the Army List 

There ate besides, the Ord>akce Store Corps, taking the place of the “ Department ” 
similaily named, and the Ajiin: Pat DcpABtiiEvr, the latter taking tho duties of the 
Pay Sub Department formed m 1876 There are also the Aesit Schools DErAETiTEvr* 
and MiirrAsr Psisos DEPARaairrr,* which do not cal! for any detailed notice

was threatened by free lances, or, lo^s eupboniousiy, by robbers and freebooters, an 
“ armed company” of citizens was formed to protect lires and property ErtTions to 
tills these prototvpes of tho military “nation of shopkeepers” had gircn stem proof 
that they could meld other weapons Ilian yard measures or wearer’s bat« Under 
Ethclrcd, son m law of ^Ufred the Great, they bad stormed the Danes in their castle of 
Benfieet, m tho following reign they again and ogam hurled back the same fierce 
adrcr«anes from their walls During the last reign of Edmund Iron«:do they Ihnco 
droTo back tho forces of tho coaqnenng Canute Even the great Conqueror himself, 
when the arrow at Sanguolac had seemed to place England at hw mercy, hesitated 
to entet London tiU intngne bad disarmed its sturdy populace 

As at present constituted tho HonouraUo Artillery Company date from the reign of 
Henry Till \ Tho bluff monarch aras fully conscious of tho value of the citizens of 
London as fightmg material In those days lOTasioa by a foe was by no means 
deemed unlikely, and he set lum'self to establish "such o force as should hold London 
free tiom danger An Act was therefore passed, tho preamble of which will explain 
its object

“At’thc time,’ says Major Haikcs, ‘of the passing of this Act, the oldAitillcry 
Gioimd of London upon •which the City Butts were ercctid, "itood on the site of tho 
present Dot onshiro Square, and of Duhe Street and streets adjacent theretp 2o cneou 
rage the practice of the citizens, a Charter was grintcd on the 2ofh Augn«t lo37, to 
the Mattel of the Ordnance and two others (gentlemen of the Priry Chamher) for tho 
purpose of con titutmg a rntcrnity, consisting of four masters or rulers, and such 
brethren os they should admit, for promoting the science of artillcrj , viz , for long hows, 
cro's bows, and handgun'’ A One Guild or Company, with the erdmary goi cm 
ment pertaining to such societies, was thus created, and out of this society, and suhordi 
nate to it, has ‘iprimg a military organization now known as the Ilononrahlc ^Vitillery 
Company of London These two bodies, so closely associated together, must not bo 
mistaken for each other ” 

Tho Charter referred to commences, "To. all Judge®, Justices, Mnirc®, Shcrids, 
BailiiTs, Constables, and other o' Officers, iluustrcs and Subgictfs ■\Vo latt you with 
that of o’ grace cspeciall certain science and mere mocion we Hai c graunted and liccn«ed 
And b} this Tuts Doo gtaunt and licence for us and o’ heyros to our trusty and u ell 
boloaed S sTinta A Subgictts S' CnstoAr Moires, Lmght, Master of o’ Ordennes, Anthony 
ICncicit and Peter Monte®, Gcutlcmcu of o Pwro Chamhre, Oieraccis of tholratcmittc 
or Guyldo of Saint Geoigo,” and goes on to grant certain privileges, amongst Tihich arc—

“first inarcliod n gallant troop of gentlemen in cloth of silver, branh«lung tlicir 
snords, and led by Major General llrown , then another troop of two hundred m 101101 
cont«, with footmen attending them m pnrplo livoncs, a third, led bv Mlcrmaii 
Robinson, m luff coat«, with cloth of <»ilvcr «lccvc<», and aery rich green fcarvos a 
troop of about tn oMinndred, with blue livcncs lai 1 with Silver, with siv trumpeters and 
'cvcnl footmen m sea green and silver, and «evenl hundrcl others aud la«t of dl 
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five re-nments of Horse Ijelonging to the Army, Tvith bach, breast, anil bead jdeces, 
vlncb ‘ diversified the show inth delight and tenor ’ ” 

The sentiments of the Company at this penod seem to hai c been strongly monarchical 
Chatlcs II hail scarcely ascended the throne when the Duke of 'Jork was elected 
Commander, and from an account given of 'i feast to nhich the DuLo was invited, it is 
evident that the Hon Artillcrj Company of London «cre strong adherents of the Court 
party

On Lord Mayor s Daj , 20th October, 1CS3, the mcrahers of the Company were to 
the fore, and were very gallantly and nchly habited , many of the musketeers in buff, 
with head pieces of massive oih ci , all with red feathers, and most of Iho piLcmen, os well 
03 the officer^, wore very rich embroidered belts , they also had the new colours 
lately presented by the colonels of Uio sis regiments of the Trained Bands 

At the time of tho Great Phguo tUo company were threatened with corporate as well 
ns individual danger So gnci ous n as tho cry against overci owded bunal places, that an 
attempt was made to appropriate the AitiUcrj Gardens as a cemetery ' Sir John Robin- 
son, the new president, opposed this tooth and nail, fortunately with sticce'js , and to 
this day m recogmtion of his sen ices liis name may be seen, written in letters of gold, 
in the famous Vellum Book of the Company Despite tho loyal toasts above mentioned, 
and the royal fivour that they enjoyed dimngtho reign of James II,* it does not appear 
that tho Company, as a whole, was other Ilian tavourablo to tho Revolution, 'Wilhanilll 
by Royal warrant confirmed “ all their former rights and privileges,” and a few years 
later, by another warrant, recommended to tho care of the Company, “ that all tho com 
missionedofficctaof all Trained Banda of ourCity of London may list themselves members

Artillery Company ptOTcd that they were no mete carpet kmght Well 
it was for the city and the lansdora, tlmt men <5uch as they were to the fore at a cmis of 
temhle a natnro In truth “ men’s hoarta were failing them for fear,” fir and wide 
were huildings m flames , in e\cry thoroughfare bands of maddened miscreants were 
noting and pillaging , everywhere in the streets of the good City of London women and 
cliildrea were flying for their Uve^ From the nature of their constitution the Hon 
AiUilery Company have had but few occa^ons when the arms they earned could bo 
n«ed for gnuimcr purpo«ea than pageants and rcview'i, and the circumstances attending 
the Gordon nots were of <o taemorablc a nature that it can scarcely be out of place hero 
to quote the de'Cnption of them given by Walpole 

“ I came myself yesterday and found a horrible *=€0116 Lord ITansficld’s house was 
just burnt down, and at night there wero shocking disorders London and Southwark 
were on fire in sis places, hnt the regular troops quelled 'the sedition by daybreak, and 
cvcrvthing now is quiet A camp of ten thousind men is formed in Hyde Park, and 
TcgvtncnlB of horse and foot am\c every hour 

“ I was at Gloucc ter Hou e between nine and ten- The «=ervants announced a great

“I do not know whether to call Iho horrors of the night greater or less than I

Tim Gordon Biot» hare been by no means the onl^ occasion on nhich tho Hcmournblo 
akrtillery Company have been called on to uphold authority Their historian nghtly 
ob otves that ” dunog the last and for a eonsidenblc portion of the present century, they 
constituted almost the only military force on which the civil authorities could rely for 
a<9Utancc in case of sudden emergency or disturbance ” They were on duty several 
times during the distutbaucea of 1791 , «ix years later, when tho Bi-ead ilob endangeicd 
the peace of the city, they were agiin under ann« “Although it was past eight o’clock 
on the evening of the ISlh of September wben the Lord Itayor requested the Colonel to 
caE out the Company, yet hy twelve o’clock over a hundred men were under arms ” 
Tho Colonel at this eventful period — eventful, not only for the Honourable Artillery 
Company, but for the nation at large, who were in constant anticipation of the threatened

Contrary to uhat was expected this giro nso to a great deal of di«confent 
among a certain number of members, who, instead of regarding it as a high hononr 
that ill officers should hold their commissions direct from the SovereigUj looked 
upon it as the withdrawal of ono of the Company’s greate&t privileges, nnd at the 
General Court m October, after the new Royal Warrant hid been read, tbo Rules 
were proposed to be altered so tliat no officer who held rank ‘ under other authority” 
than that of election by ballot, should be allowed to sit on the Court, and the 
proposal was unfortunately carried by a majority of four, and the krticle referring 
to military offences wis nl«o iltercd, again giving the Court exclusive power in such 
cases instead of the Alditary Committee

of the new Warrant, resulted in a petition to the Queen being subsequently adopted, 
praying Her Majesty to restore the ancient privilege of electing the officers, -which 
was duly pre«cnted to tho Homo Secretary 

The Company now became completely divided into two contending parties, the 
malcontents numbering 12G, of whom 27 subsequently recanted, and the Loyalists, or 
tho^ in favour of Ihc new warrant, numbeniig 190 Both parties now drew up an 
address to II R II Pnuce Albert, the one cxprcsnng their gratification at the honour 
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conferred by the nw ^nmnt, nnd tho other potitionuig for a reversion to the former 
system, and stating that, “Had Her Majesty been adnsed to preserve to the Company 
its ancient elective priMlege, many modifications m tho present system would have 
been willingly agreed to ’ Prince Albert, in reply to this, espre sed lus regret and 
surprise at tho tone of tho whole addrcs<i, and stated that “ It would become a matter 
for tho consideration of Ilcr llijcsiy’s Goicmmcnt how far they would permit the 
existence in tho heart of London of an armed bodj entirely free fiom the established 
rules of discipline, or power of enforcing if, and without which — as embodied m (he 
Matmy Act — the constitution of this country does not «anchon the maintenance of an 
armed force even by the Sovereign ” — ( TToolum Wilhams ) 

The election of a new Court m ISaO put an end to the vnpatse, fifteen of the opponents 
of tho Poyal ’Vf arrant being replaced by an equal number “pledged to give a loyal 
support to tho military authorities ” 

A troop of Horse Artillery was formed in 1S60, and the Light Cavalry m 1803 , 
tho former, however, was disoontlnucil in 1800 It liad, however, attained n high 
degree of oxccUcnce, as the following account of tho Easter Ecview held in 1803 
^how 

“All eyes were immediately directed with infcnso eageroc s towards tho coarse, and 
the first notes of a most lively air had scarcely died away before the horso troop of 
artillery, belonging to tho Honourablo Artillery Company, headed by Captain Jay, 
came np at a dashing pace The men were well wouated, and m an evident cue to follow 
their leader at whatever pace hcs hked to taVc them Each of their guns was drawn by 
four horse*!, which aro kept «ipccially, and used only for ‘ gun work,’ and hotter horses 
for the purpose were never cho&en or employed m the service of ‘ The Poyal Horse ’ 
From a gentle canter they gradually increased their pace till it reached a racing gallop, 
when no little anxiety was manife'fcd for the ■afety of tho aamteur corps, from the 
kaowlcdgo that ^drircts^ a£ artillery roqniro long oad coBtinaous practice before the) 
can skilfullj mamge their diCEcuIt and dmgcroua duty Confidence was, however, 
soon restored to (he oicr anxious spectators ‘ Bra' o, bravo, Honourable 

Artillery Company ’ ’ reiterated on all sides as they witnes'^ed the ‘ gallop pa‘t,’ not only 
unattended with any kind of mishap whatever, hut proving itself a triumph of volunteer 
skill m tho science of horse artillery, and an earnest testimony to the pluck of English 
gentlemen m fhc'art of drivifig and ndtng, even though that dnving be the very 
hazardous experiment to amateuib, of a heavy gun carnage, with its ponderous accom- 
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pammeat Tho efficiency of Captain Jay’s horso troop has been repeatedly tested at 
reviews, but on no occasion more successfully flian on Easter ITonday The idea of 
such a troop first originated with the lato Pnneo Consort, and m its progress and 
development Bis Eopl Highness took a deep and smccre interest The formation of it 
■was entrusted to Captain Jay , and to hia indefatigable pcraevcranco in keeping the 
members punctual to their drill, and obedient to the able tuition of Mr Eced, tbo nding 
master attached to the 2nd Eegiment of Life Guards, and a picked «!ergcant of the 
Eoyal Artillery, is their present lugh character as Toluntccr hor«e artilleiy essentially 
due The Oth Lancers followed them, but at a pace which was compantivcly slow 
when contrasted with that at which the Honourable Artillery Company had led tho 
way” ^ 

Seven! efforts have — as has before been said — from time to time been made by 
other military bodies, both tegular and atutihary, to obtain the nght of user in the 
ground belonging to tho Honourable Artillery Company, and in 1873 the most recent 
of these efforts culminated m the endeavour made by the City of London Volunteer 
Ecgimeuts, claiming as tho representatives of the London Trained Bands, to obtain tho 
joint ii&e of the parado ground known as the Honourable Artillery Ground, to tlio 
enjoyment of wluch tho Tolontoers are undoubted!) entitled 

Tho Hon ArtilUry Company declined to receive the letter of claim, despite tho 
subsetpient assurances of the Volunteers that they “did not intend to convoy anything 
offensive,” and the latter petitioned the Corporation of London for their assistance * 
The Hon Artillery Company then took the opmion of emment counsel f and submitted 
to tbenv two questions, winch, with the answers, are subjoined 

1 “ Whether, having reference to the leases granted to tho Company, the 
^ oluntecrs have any right whatever to nso the Artillery Ground ?” 

Anveer — “Wo arc of opimon that tho Volunteers have no sneh right ” 

2 ‘ Whether tho Astdleiy Compaiy oxe cnhtled to the exclusive use of the ground, 
subject only to the rights of the CommissiODers of Lieutenancy and MiUtia ’ ” 

Answer — “Wc think that tho Artillery Company are entitled to the exclusive use 
of tho ground, subject only to the rights mentioned m the queshom” 

rrom tunc to tune questions had arisen as to the precedence of tho Ilogiment , and 
at the Renew held at Bnghton m 1883 the Tcomanry claimed the nght, ns reprcsenbng

One could wish that it were possible to close tins notice of so ancient and 
distingmshcd a corps hy tho statement that m its goi ernment it is now as it has 
been for the best part of two hundred and fifty years Unfortunately, however, 
circumstances of a compantiiely recent date haic in one important particular cuised 
' a break in the continuity of one distinguishing cusiom Since lOCO till i few months 
igo the Company had been “ commanded m on unbroken line bj the Sovereign or tho 
Heir appaieat , ” now tho space in the Army List which w as formerly occupied by 
tho name of HEH tho Prince of Ti^ales as Captain General is ncant TVo do not 
pxoposo to enter into tho causes which led to so unfortunate a result , wo would con 
elude in tho aroxds of its histonan that, “A Eegimcnt that can boast of haring held tho 
foremost rank as i Military Body in the reign of Henry VIII , of having had its 
members appointed hy Queen Dhzabeth to high commands over the forces at Tilbury, 
destined to repel tho invasion of tho Spanish, had they attempted a landmg, indeed 
presents an csistcnco of the a ery greatest possible interest, and no Society can show a 
Muster Eoll of so many distinguished Noblemen, Men of Letters, and eminent Citisens, 
contemporaneous with its carher existence, than the Honourablo Artillery Company ” 

One of tho foremost and most remarkable of the many privileges which the Honour 
able Artillery Company enjoys oier and above all other military bodies m the empire is 
that of its being tho only “military” body out«xde tho control of Parhament, bemg 
entirely self supporting, and existing only under tho direct control of tho Cro-wn , and 
i3cmg tlicreCy tlic only lorcc that' coufiT lie calico* out' dy illo isbvcrciga wulioni' ilic 
consent of Parliament In this way it may he more properly considered as a “hod^ 
guaid" to the Sovereign 

Though not commg vnthin the limits assigned by tho title Her Majesty's Army, it 
may not bo out of place to refer very «bearlJy to the lact that the Honourable Artillery 
Company has a daughter A««ociahon m the Ancient and Honourahlo Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts Tn 1C3G ono Eobett Ecaync, a member of the Honourable Artillery

realm against strange cncnnc«, lias from time immcmonal been part of the statute 1 nv of 
the land Thc«c forces ivcro raided and marshalled 1 1 the deputies of the Croim— the 
lord lientcaanfs of the counties— through uhom all internal 'irraugcnicnta foi the 
dtftnco of the country were made After the rcatoraiion, the laws were rciucd, and 
Ihi. Militia established on a conatitutiunal ba«i» ' 

This epitome, gleamed from the work of a thoughtful wnlcr on mditarj niatlin,* 
giica in feu words the definition of the force we are now dealing with 

rrom the nature of their coustitution and the couditiwus of lUeit sctMcc,it is evident 
that a description of the origin, growth, and organization of the Mibtia, though eminently 
interesting, must lack, those iQCid(.nt3 which lend fa«cinatioa to the history of the regular 
aimv 

Far back in the record of the kugdoni must the origin of this national force be 
looked for, m, th'’ forces arrayed against Danes and Aorthmen, in the army which 
fought stubbornly on the peaceful Sussex coast against the v ictorious^conqucrvr, in the 
levies which in later days Fnglish I mgs sununoued to their standards to guard agaiiLt 
invasion —

not obseurclj" the existence of a prior, though doubtless ruder, organization , it assigned 
a property qualificition regulating the degree of defcnsire preparations rctiturcd , ami 
provided for a system of superriaion to see that the enactment was duly compbed with 
In the first year of Edward IH another Act was passed limiting the sernce of the 
bfibtia to their own slurcs or counties and, while disclaiming on tbe part of tbo king 
the right to compel any ono to “ bind Ihcinsolrcs by wnting to eomo to the king with 
force and arms wheno er they shonld bo sent for," is«erted “ that every man is bound 
to do to the king, as his Iiegc lord, all that pertaineth to him without any manner of 
•wnting ” Tho next important statutes were pa«sed in the reign of Edward I , and 
provided for the ippointmcnt of lord Lcutenants of eountie« and impo ed upon the 
inhabitants the duty on the occasion of “any commotion, rcbeUion, or unlawful ossenib]^ 
to give attendance upon the said lieutenant to suppress the s-imc ** This statute ims in 
force during the ragn of Elizabeth, and under its provi ions the lord bcutenanls look 
order for the defence of the realm against the Spanish Armada, the defeat of uhich, lo it 
remarked in p-ming, iras, according to Clodc, “ the first serMcc that called forth tbo 
gntitudc of the country towards its soldiers ” 

"When Charles ll was restored to hisihrone, Parliamcn*, anxious by consolidatuig 
tho military power m the hands of the Sovereign, to avert the possibihty of another 
rebellion, piss‘'d an Act under which the employment of the ^ihtta was regulated for 
nearly a hundred years This Act laid down what Clodc rightly describes as “Iho 
groat constitutional doctnno ” embodied m the following words ' Forasmuch as within 
aU His SInjcsty s realms and dominions, the sole, supreme government, command, and 
disj 0 ition of the UiunA, and of all forces by sea and land, and of all forts and pbecs of 
strength, is, and by the law of England ever was, the undoubted right of His ilajcsly ” 
By this Act the Jlilitia of each county was placed under the command of a lieutenant, 
to bo appointed bj tho Crown, and the compo lUon of tho force was recognised as includ 
ing cavalrv During tho reiim of Charles IT the "Wing patty, as they woul 1 have been

called la a later day, seem to have looked to the Itilitia as “a counterpoise to the 
standing army and a national security, ” and the Eoyal veto ivas called into exercise to 
prevent the proposed emhodiment of the force as a warning to, and safeguard agfimst, the 
then universally feared hobgoblin of ** Popish practices " 

This probably may account for the fact that the Militia were not at all tunes a 
umiersallfj popular force Dryden ivaa doubtless fickle enough in his political afibctions, 
but “glorious John.” was as unlikely to embrace acauao which. had not a fur following 
of supporters as he was himself to play the role of the —

His description of the Mihtia, though spiteful and undoubtedly inaccurate, may bd taken 
as representing that of at least a section of the community — • »

A more acenrato estimate is that given by Clode “ The value of the service* of the 
ilihtia m times of national emergency cannot fairly he questioned In tho apprehension 
of greater dangers than those which hitherto have happened, and from which it is said 
that a standing army alone can protect the conntry, it must not be ovorlpokcd that 
during the last century two hostile de«ceDts were successfully made upon tho coasts of 
Great Bntam , but attended with very different results In Scotland, w^ere no National 
Alilitia then existed, the Pretender landed with a hundred men, and spread da.olation 
into the centre of both kmgdoms In England, where tho llihtn and Volunteers had 
been organized, the French forces that attacked the coasts of Devon and Cornwall were 
the one routed and the other captured by the English local forces ” 

After tho Eevolution the llilitia were frequently csdied out, as they were during the 
alarms of “ tho ’15 and ’45,” and twelve years after tho meur^iott of Prince Charles 
Edward their organization was fixed on the basis on which, to all intents and purpose*, 
it now rests, a Bill, which had for its object tho reducing of the Royal authority over 
tho force, having in the meantime been brought in and defeated “Tho Act of 1757,” 
to take tho epitome given by Perry, '‘abolished tho liability of individuals to provide 
men m favour of a liabihty on tho part of file county or parish The men (between 
18 and oOj Mere chosen by lot under tho sr^cnutendcnco of heutenauta of countic®, 
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and bad to eerre three years or to provide a substitute ” By this Act, " the Croim,” 
^vntes Clode, “ had. given to it a more direct axtthonfy over the appointment of officers, 
as the names of the deputy hentenants ivcre to be approved, and of the officers to be 
submitted for a twenty days’ ‘ veto,* previously to their appointment In addition, the 
Crown had the appointment of the adjutant and sergeants ” The officers eseept tho 
adjutant, had to have a property quahOeation, the pay of the men when drawn out and 
embodied was to be the same as for soldiers of the line , the Crown had tho power, 
under certain conditions, of embodying the Militia “ in case of actual mvasion, or upon 
imimnent dangut thereof, or m case of rehelhoa,” in which case they were to be placed 
under general officefa of the regular army In the year 1786 the Militia Laws were 
consolidated by the Act 20 Geo III , c 107, which contamed in its preamble these 
emphatic words— again to quote Qode “ A rcspectihle militoiy force, under the com- 
mand of officers possessing landed property within Great Britain, is essoiUal to the 
constitution of tins realm, and the Militia, now by law established, has been found 
capable of fulfilling Iho purposes of its institution , and through its constant readiness 
on «hoit notiqp for cflectual service has been of (ho utmost importance to the national 
defence of this Kingdom of Great Britain ’• In 1802 non Protestants were rendered 
cligiblo, and subsequent enactments enable the ‘ whole Militia force of tlio three 
kingdoms to be concentrated upon any point m one kingdom which tho enemy may 
select for Ins attack ” The Militia establi«hmcal for Iieland dates from 1717, and that 
for Scotland froni 1797 

Troin. time to time, as pohey directed, tho Mihtia were encouraged to volunteer in 
certam fixed proportions for the rt^lar army, but (his was at first jealously regulated 
During the period of the Peninsular War, however, Mr Tilt made (ho Mihtia tho 
recruiting ground for the standing army, and subsequent enactments provided f>r a 
constant flow of militiamen into tbe ranks of the regulars At tho clo'e of tho 
long Peninsular “W^ar the Mihtia were disembodied, and from that time till 1862 may be 
said to haio existed in a state of suspended animation, only the permanent staff 
rcmainmg to preset! 0 its existence In 18i)2 tho pobheal sky, which had been clear 
since tho stupendous thunder clap of ‘Waterloo, began to bo overcast and the Govern

The Artillery llilitn dates from lSo3,* bat many of the brigades had before that 
date been in existence as infantry

It will he impossible jn the «paco at our disposal to do more than glance hncQy at 
some of the more interesting feature^ connected xnth a few of the regtmenfs of 
Regarded as a t'Jole, the history of the auvilnry forces of the Crown is one replete with 
interest to nil, but the history of indnidual regiments has of necessity, except in one or 
two instances, nothing which appeals to the general reader It must not, therefore, ho 
thought that Iho non mention of a regiment implies that it is of lo'S wortli than another, 
but merely that its records, though cloijuent, in thoTSat majority of eases, of steady worh 
and rraiscworthv zeal, are not of suflicicnt general interest to call for notice Eien m 
the case of regmvents which have “ sem service,” so far as tho expression is applicable to 
the Torce, there is necessarily hut a sameness of incident, which— were the writer to 
^iiirrate m fall would, provoke the deserved Tcminder ah uno Jtscf cinnes 
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Tlio EE^-T-VEmLu:Y iTjum, formed as aboroshted lu 179S, TTere embodied in ISOS, 
and were employed “in the cnpicity of gunners,” two companies being dct'iebed to Forts 
MonenefT and Sutherland, near IIjtlM^ while the remamder were stationed at Dungene‘’3 
The timo was one of intense excitement, “the Fngli li Ambassador had been in'^ulled in 
the Tuilcnes, and English blood — plebcna or patnciaa — boiled at tbe insult Against 
the expected invasion, the gallant East Kent wereamyed as auxihanes to the Royal 
Artillery, and ns such received commendations ” They were inspected by Sir John 
Sloorc, i\ho in the general orders I'ssucd to officers commanding forts, gave them some 
adneo, needful for amateur^, hut which certainly would not have been given had not 
the gallant general tnown that the men he was addressing were of “the stuff from which 
(he duest soldiers m the world arc made ” They were cautioned against careless firing, 
and reminded that :t‘i3 at cJo«o<];uarters their fire would haie lie greatest effect, and that 
it is only then that a bravo enemy will be deflated “The officers and men of tho East 
Kent,” goes on Sit John Moore, “ will I trust recollect this, and not tbmh of abandon 
mg their guns, or of rctmng until absolutely forced ” 

The regiment continued embodied till the termination of the war, and their next 
embodiment of importance was during the Cnmean 'War, when they served on garrison 
dutj at Malta It is added m the records of the regiment that such was their good 
conduct and high state of discipline, that the commandant at Woolwich, where they had 
been stationed previoiuly to their cmbartation, “specially requested that the East Kent 
MUitia might bo again stationed (hero on (heir return from Malta ** 

To take almost at haphazard another regiment of artillery — this time from the 
Southern Dmsioa — wo find that as early as Jum^ 1GS5, “our Soiereign Lord, with

The work above quoted gives the following sketch of the Dotal PcjitroKE Anntixar 
— “This regiment was fir^t embodied on the 2ml January, 1"0J Tliey volunteered 
for sciviee in Ireland, and embarked on Ibo Clh April, 179^ , they al»o i oluntecred in 
ISOS to he attached to tha 4Std Foot, to serve m the Peninsula under General Jloorc, 
for -which they received the thanks of the King (George III ) On (he SOth ilarcb, 
1810, they were made a Light Infantry legirocnt, and, on the 17th July, 1811, n Dido 
regiment, on the 8th September foUowuig they embarked for Ireland, where they had 
volnnteered to serve They last volnotecrcd for foreign semcc at the timo of the 
Indian llutinv, on the 19th July, 1858 ” 

Two regiments of Artillorv ^Iilitin — the EDi\TnrrGn and the Isle op IVxGin' — 
have, as honorary colonels, pnnces ©f the blood, the Duke of Edinburgh eom 
manding the former and the Duke of Connaught the latter The Cuaxvel Isla>-i>3 
Autux-eet bavo a natural claim to the credit onbodied m the distinction “ Jersev,” 
commemorative of the abortive French lOvasiOD. in 1781 Amongst the regiments 
which volunteered for foreign service on the occasion of the Crimean IVar and 
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tho Indian Mutiny may be mentioned the Isr or South TirrErirr Attilleei, 
while they, ns well ps the Hotai. Pembpokc Aeihleiit, the LA^CAsmEE ArnLLEcr the 
Lo-vdon Aetiixert, and tho Donegal ABnLLEBY, al-so volunteered for foreign service 
dtirmg the latter 

Tho Engineer Mihtia consist of Iho Royal Asclesea and the Royal MoMiorm^irirj' 
tho latter county having the precedence This corps constitutes tho Fortress Forces 
of the Royal Engineers, having their headquaitcrs at Beaumaris and Monmouth 
respectively The Rojal Anglesca includes the Carnarvon and Merioneth subdivisions, 
and tho Royal Moniaouthshiro tho Glamor^m and Brecon counties 

Another very iinj)oi tant branch of Engineering is that of the Submarino Miners, of 
avbich there aro six Militia divisions — the Poitsmonth, the PIj mouth, tho Tliames and 
Medway, tho Harwich, the Milford Haven, and South ^0108 and Sc^c^^ Tho 
Anglcsea and Monmouth corps date from 1775 and 17G0 rcspcctnclj, and wero 
tiansforracd into Engincei Miiitia in 1877, the Portsmouth Division dates from 1878 
and tho others from ISSG Tho uniform of tho Engineer Militia rcbcmbles that of tho 
regular force, with the exception of tho shoulder strops, which nro blue, edged with 
yellow, and haro metal letters M RE 

Wo now come to the great bulk of the MiUtia forco— tho Infantry In England 
and Wales there aro 101 Mihtia battahon«, m Scotland 13, and in Ireland 2t* The 
ibstmctive titles of the Mihtia regiments— many of w Inch, as has been before noticed, 
bai e a lineage reaching bacL. into the earliest periods of tho history of tho country— 
Iiav 0 , since the adoption of tlio Territorial sjatcra, been lost, and tlioj are now known 
as tho 3rd, 4th, Ic , battalions of the Territorial regiments to whicli thej arc aflihatcd 
It a\ould be an interesting, though perhaps a somewhat monotonous task, to take cacli 
Mihtia battalion zenatim and give in full all tbo details of dates, embodiment^, trainings, 
and changes of command which have ocenrred sinco its cstalilislimcnt on its present 
ba«i3 But for these details, which would bo valued by tho'o professionally interested 
wo must refer to other sources Tho scope of tho present werk will onlj permit of o 
aery short summarj being given, except m one or two cases, of tho historj of the 
regiment Wo shall take them in the order of the Territorial regiments to which they 
belong 

Tho 3rd Battalion of tho Royal Scots Lothian Regiment consi->t3 of tho Edinburgh 
or Queen’s Regiment of Light Infantry Militia, who'o order of prccedcnco under the 
ballot before referred to was 120 
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The EDi>B 0 EGn or Qoeev’s Eegiment of Light 1\ FAvntr Militu, novr tho 3rd Batta- 
lion of tho Boyal ScoU, oiigmated m the 10th oi Edinburgh North Eritwli Eeguneut of 
Militia raised in 1798, though tho regimental historian, Major Dudgeon, traces the pro- 
bable lineage to a ranch earlier date They irore dislamied in 1802 after a service -which 
had gained them the warmest praise from the authorities The next period of cmbodi 
ment was fiom 1803 to 1815, during which time they peilbrmcd with the same Mat the 
various duties — guarding o! prisoners, suppression of smuggling, and the like — which' 
fell to their lot, and contributed to the tegular army 833 men The Crimean "War 
brought another occasion for the calling out of tho Militsa, and m 1856, on the occasion 
of the ■vi'^it of Her Majesty to Holyrood, the regiment received the title of the Queen’s 
Eegiment of Light Infantry Militia 

Tho badges worn on the forage cap and glengarries, as well as tho star on the helmet 
plate of tho Tenitorwl Eegjment, arc derived from the Edinburgh Light Infantry. 

The 2nd Kotal Scbbey Militia, the 3rd Battalion of the “Queen’s,” dates fiom 
1759 Their history pre'ents an ■unbroken record of steady work, which from time to 
tune has been daly acknowledged by (hose in command In 1803, on tho occasion of tho 
review by tho Duke of York, then commander m chief, held at Ashford, the 2nd Boynl 
Suney Militia received the gratifying praise of being declared in a ‘ higher state of 
cfBciency than any other regiment inspected by lus Royal Highness on that occasion,” 
and tho badge of a star, sunilat to that worn by the Coldstieam Qaards, was granted in 
recognition thereof 

Tho East Kent Miuru, ncm the 3rd Battalion of the “Buffs,” dates Bom 1778, 
and ranked 49th in precedence Thej are one of the regiments which, at the time of the 
Crimean M ar,wero employed on Mcditerraocnn stations and bear the distinction “Jledi 
terranean ” on their colours They bote the ‘ White Horse,’ and the mottos Tnticia and 
Arc aspera terrent, the former of which has been adopted by the Territorial regiments 
Tlio 1st Royal LocAsmur Milixu, now constitntiag the Srd and 41h Battalions of 
the King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment), date from 17C0 and 45th in precedence 
In 1804 they volunteered for service in Ireland and -wera granted the badges of tho 
Harp and Crown m recognition of their patnotism The Territorial regiment owes the 
rose borne on their accoutrements to the MiUtia battalions The 1st Royal Lancashire 
Batlahoa ore also amongst the regiments enfatJed to bear “Mcditerrincan ” on their 
colours for their services during the Cnmean War 

The Lancashiro Mihtia may be considered a typical representative regiment, and the 
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pa3n3fakin" je'^earches hy Colonel Lairson Wliiliej' into its lustor^ enable us to givo 
somewhat fuller details "We find an honourable incident connected inth it so earlj as 
1G42, when Ivmg Chnilos I Bummoned to his headquarters at Yoik Colonel and Captain 
Ffarmgton, both officers of the regiment Tbo latter subsequently took an active part 
in the defence of Lathom House, and “ was iiamc<l by Cliarlos II ‘ ICnight of the Royal 
Oak ’ ” It does not appear what part the legiment took m the Revolution, but in 1C90 
*wo find them actnelj employed under Eing William III mhis Irish campaign, fighting 
at Camekfergn*?, the Boyne, and Alhlone At the time of Iho Jacobite miag of 1715 
tho Lancashire ililitia fought at Preston, losing no ft-wer than eleven officers and a 
hundred and n\ e rank and file They were ognm actively employed m “ the ’45,” when 
tho Lancaster Company, as part of the regiment of volunteers called the Liverpool Blues, 
had several engagements with tho enemy, and were present at tho capitulation of Carlisle 
In tho year 1759 they were again embodied, and tno years later, haaing formed a 
guard of honour to receive tho Princess Charlotte, Tccci\ed from tho King now colour^, 
his Hajesty ol^o dircctmg that “the regiment for tho futnre should bo termed ‘Ills 
Majestj *8 Royal Regiment of Lancashiro Slilitia,’ and that the Colonel’s Company should 
he called tho ‘King’s Company’” Tho regiment was ogam embodied from 177b to 
1783 , and in 1794, on tho occasion of a Brighton review, supplied, bj special order, 
tho bodj -guard to the King After semeo in ranoas parts of rngland, tho I«aacashiro 
llilitUjin 179S, aoluntccrcd for Ireland, and tho following year were rcmarLable fur the 
great number that volunteered into tho line, Captain Williamson, two officer’, and tho 
whole of Ills company jo inin g tho 3Gth Foot Later on, m the ■’amo year, they were 
ordered to be called tho 1st Royal Lancashiro ilihtia Thej were again cinbodicil m 
1803, and rcceii cd tho order to wear tho Red Rose of Lancaster on their colour’ In 
1811 they were employed m tho supiircssiou of the Luddito Riots at ITottingliam, and 
lalSl-tvobintcercd fat Ireland, where they remained till ilarch, 181C In 1831 tho 
title of tho regiment was altered to “Tho Duke of Lancaster’s Own,” and for many 
ycirs—notj inJcetl, till 1852— they wero not called out At tho timo of tbo Crimean 
War thej volunteered for foreign service, and were quartered at Fnno, Paxe, Santa 
Slaura, and neighbouring place’, m rccogmtion wliercof they bear tho above named 
distinction on tlicir colours They again volunteered to servo abroad in 1870 — 7, when 
tho relations with Russia assumed a threatening aspect , an ofTtr which was again made 
during tho Egyptian complications of 1882, and which obtained for the commanding

ShciiffjTJnder-StienlT, orliis Depot} suljscnbcdaeii^Ie sLillmgfor the benefit of the poor 
soldiers, 'who, nfter i very hirassing and fitigmng march,* were immediately employed 
to protect this office and the neighbouring inhabitants from danger ” — [Moimnj 
Chronicle and London Adiertiscr, 19th Jane, 1780, qnoted by Jlajor Adamson ) After 
«ojourning it Southimpton and Chatham, they were ih«embochcd m 1782, being re- 
embodicd two years later They were stationed at canons places m Fugland, and when 
at Eomsca Camp, in. Yorkshire, were noticeable is being collectively and mdmdually tbo 
biggest regiment present, numbering about 1,300 men, occupying more room when 
drawn iip m line, and the indiMdnals requinog more cloth for their uniforms “ than for 
almost any other regiment of equal number ” In 1799, 260 privates jomed the regular 
arm'v, and, three years later, the regiment was disembodied after more than nmo j cars’ 
actual service 

They wore again embo<hodm 1803, and m 1805 we hear of them passing over Black* 
friars Bridge, witli advance and rear guards, and attended by an cscellcnt band of music 
“They were in high spuits and seemed about 1,000 strong, and a finer regiment cannot 
be conceived “ On several occasions tho icgiment bad espressed their wilhngncss to 
servo in Ireland, and in 1811 the oficr was accepted, and, ns a mark of distmotion, they 
were made Light Infantry They remained two years m Ireland, and on their return 
to Kcwcastlo reccncd a veritable ovation from the townsmen In 1814, after eleven 
years’ service, they were disembodied, having diirmg tho term received more praise and 
commendation than often falls to the lot of any regiment, however distinguished, and 
having during the fifteen years between 1799 and 1814 contnbuted no fewer than 1,532 
Tolanfcer& to tho tegular army In 1855 they were again embodied, and during the 
Crimean "War contributed 400 officers and men to Sebastopol They were disembodied 
in May, 1S5C, and smeo that date, beyond keeping up tbeir well known efficiency 
during the nn event of note has occurred to tho Northumberland Mihtia^ 

uho m 1SS2 became the 3rd Dattabon of the Northumberland Fusiliers

In l8o2 when the ballot was suspended and the raising of tho Mihtia by v oluntary 
enlistment vras enacted the regiment was designated the 1st Legiment of Warwickshire 
JliUtia as a second regiment was raLed in that year and named the 2nd Kc'ument of 
■Vi arwicksluro Milma to which this corps gave upnards of 300 volunteers 

Poi Iheir scpTiee anting emboinient at the time of tho Ctmam tVat, tho reginiBit 
wus voted the thanks of I arbament 
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The HoTAL Lovdov Miirru, the 4th B'lttalion of the Eoyal Fusihers, date from 
179G, and nnhed 106th in precedence To their 4th Battalion the Eopal Fnsihers ott© 
their second or complementary title of the (hty of London Eegiment The name of the 
regiment in itself well nigh supplies a history, one of these regunents claumng descent 
from the Trained Bands of the city, the Eoyal London Militia can boast of a long 
lineage and a fair fame Local histones, and, mcidentally, the history of the Honourablo 
Artilleiy Company of London, before referred to, gire m considerable, though scattered 
detail, the narrative of this typical “ constitutional force ” 

Tho Eotal South Middlesex Militia, the 5th Battalion of the Eoyal rtisihers, date 
from 1797, and ranked 128th m precedence Like the linked battahon jnst referred to, 
their lustory embodies some of the moat interesting epochs in the chromcles of London 
The 2nd Eotal Lavcashixie Militu, now constituting the Srd and 4 th Battalions of tho 
King’s (Luerpool Eegiment), date from 1797 Their number of precedence was 113th 
In common with oil the Lancashire Militia, they have had coDsiderablo service from time 
to time in support of the Civil Power, and have received marked encomiums for tho 
manner m which they have performed the duties— often ungrateful — which have como 
m their way 

The Ist and 2nd IToofolk Miutia, now respectively the Srd and 4th Battalions of 
the Norfolk Eegiment, date from 1759, and ranked 89th and 40th m order of ptece 
dence From them the Territorial regiment denves the Castlo m their badges 

The Eotal Noeth Lincolk Mitrru, 3rd Battalion lancolnshixe Eegiment, date from 
1759, and ranked, 8th in precedence , tho Eotal South Lincolv Militia, tho 4fh bat 
talion, being raised at the same date and ranking 28th The latter regiment was first 
embodied at Boston, served in the North of England during the Seven Tears’ "War, and 
during the troublous times from 1790 to 1803 performed most useful duty— chiefly that 
of garr^on — in Ireland, Scotland, and the Eastern Counties Prom 1813 to 1816, 
Ireland was again their principal quarters, as it was subsequently during tho Cnmean 
"War The regiment ‘‘has always been on© of tho first to volunteer to be embodied in 
time of war,” and South Lincolnshire — in which it is exclusively recruited, 1^ eiery 
reason to he proud of the 4th battalion of its Temtonal Eegiment, to whoso badges, by 
the way, the Militn hattahons contribute the Star 

The 2nd and 1st Dnvov Militia constitute respectively the Srd and 4th Battahons of 
the Dcionsluro Eegiment, and date from 17o9 The former, which ranked 2oth in pro 
cedcnce, used to have as a badge a Lion Bampant, which was lost on the recent change 
1 1 
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Tlie 1st or 4tli Battalion ranled 41*4 in preceilence, and supplied ’the ** Castle of 
Bsoter ” to the badges of the Temtonal Begiment 

The TTest SrFTOLr ilmni. and tbe CAifBWDOE lIiLiTii noir fonn tbe 3rd and 4tb 
Battabons of tbe SuffoU. Begiment They date from 17D5 and 1778 respectively, and 
ranked 10th and CSth. 

The I't and 2ad SoitEnsET ITiUTii, constituting the 3rd and 4th Battabons of tbe 
Prmee Albert’s (Somersetshire Light Infantry), date from 1750, and ranked ICth and 
47th respectivelv Previous to the absorption into the Temtonal Begiment, the 1st 
Somerset Alilitia used to bear as a badge the Crest of Jlcnmouth, mth the ATotto 
Deftndwiur 

The 2nd and 4th "West Toek Hium, forming the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the 
Pnnee of IValess Own (Yorkshire Begiment), date from 1759 and 179S respectively, 
and were numbered 21st and 133rd Of the former it is recorded that during the Gordon 
Biots in 17S0 they ivere stationed at the British Arc«euin, to protect it from the rioters 
In 1707 they manned the batteries at Sheeme«s during the mutiny of the fleet, and 
a detachment of the regiment bronght Bichard Parker a prisoner from the Sandmeh 
They served in Ireland at the tune of the nets m 1708 — 9, and again in 1814, 181o, and 
1810, and volunteered for foreign service on the lOlh January, 1855, and ivere sent to 
the Jlediterranean, the name of which they bear as a dishncbcn 

The order for the formation of the 4tb West York Mihtia was received at Leeds on 
5th April, 18o3, the e«tabb hment to be as follows, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lord Beaumont, xiz , tea companies, consisting of 81 officers, sergeants, and 
dniminer’, 1,070 rank and file 

The regiment was embodied m January, 1855, under Lieutenant Colonel the Hon. 
N H. Ifassey, and did doty at Bradford and^uU untd Alay, 185C, when it was disem- 
bodied at the headquarters, Leeds

exhibition of art &.C, on which occasion the regiment took part m the proceedings and 
was highly commended for its steadiness and soldier hke appearance In 1882 the 
regiment trained m birracks at York under its new Temtonal title of the 4th Battabon 
of the Pnnee of Wales s Own (We«t Yorkshire) Begiment, and five years later His 
Boyal llighnt-s the Duke of CamVndge, at a review of the York Gamson, expressed 
him'^elf in eulogistic terms with regard to the appearance and efficiency of the 
regiment 
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The East Yorkshiee Militia — one of the eight Yorkshire Regiments — is now the 
Srd Battilion of the East Yorkshire Regiment, to which it gives the name Dated 
from 17G0 the East York ranked 12th in precedence, and hid as badge the ’U hite Rose 
The Bedixjed SlrtiiXA is the Srd Battalion of the Bcdfoidshire Eegimcot lad d ifes 
from 1763, its former rank being 18th An eshanstiio account of the regiment has 
been written by the late Sir J M Burgoyno, and will be raked by those to whom the 
detailed history of the regiment is of interest On the recent change the regiment lost 
the distmctiTo Light Infantry Bugle which it used to hare as badge 

The Hertfobd Militia, dating from 1759, is the 4th Rattahon of the Bedfordshire 
Regiment, and formerly ranked 30lh in precedence The post of Honorary Colonel 
13 now occupied by the present Prime Minister 

The Leicesterseiee Militia, the 3rd Battabon of the Leicestershire Regiment, 
date from 17C0 and rmked 26th On various occasions they rendered good service, and 
were granted the Harp and Crown in memory of their courage and discipline during the 
Irish troubles of 1793 They were among tho regiments which volunteered for foreign 
service at the time of the Indian Mntmy 

The 'W’ExroBD Miijt/a, N’oeth Tjtpeiluit Milith, and EiLErwr Miimi, supply 
respecto ely the Srd, 4th, and 5th Battalions of the Royal Irish Regiment Of these the 
last named is tho oldest, dating from 1793, while the TTcsford, and Ivorlh Tipperary, as 
at present constituted, were formed in 18o5 Tho Irish ililitia Regiments have been 
foremost in rendering such services as fall to tho lot of the Eorcc and (ho Ivilkenny 
Fusiliers took their part m the stirrmg events which, during tho latter part of the last and 
early in tho present century, crowded together in such quick succc'^sion in (he Sister Isle 
The 5th Yoek Militia and the Kobth Tobk Militia supply m their turn tho Srd 
and 4th Bittalions of tho Fnnce«3 of Wiles's Own (Yorkshire Regiment) They date 
from 1853 and 1769 respectively,, and had the numbers of preccdcnco 4 and 22 The 
latter used to be a ‘ rifle ’ regiment, and the present is tho third recorded uniform — tho 
first being red with black facings, and iho second os imilated to that of the Rifle Brigade 
The Srd battalion, it may he remarked, formerly had buff facings 

Tho 7th Eotal Labcashibe Miuha, now the 3rd Battalion of the Lancashire 
Fusihcrs, was raised in 1855 the number of precedence being 130 

Tho Royal Ate and ■WIGTOW^ Militia, now tho Srd Battalion Royal Scots Fusiliers, 
date from 1802, when they werofOTined “from the disembodied non commissioned ofScers 
and men of the then Ayr and Renfrew, or 7th Horth British ILhtia, commanded by the 
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Hirl of Gla'gow ” Tho first colonel was Arcn>t)al(l, liorfi iTontgomene, who Lad forracrly 
served m the Black "Watch, and who bold the command of tho Ayrshire Militia — as tho 
3rd Battalion Iloyal Scots rusihcrs was then called— for five years The facings of tho 
regiment were buff, and colours were presented, on the year foUon mg their enrolment, 
by Lady Houtgomcrie The llihtta being called out in 1S03, tho Ayrshire were busily 
engaged on garrison duty, at Dundee, Edinburgh — ^where they kept guard OTcr somo 
Trench prisoners of war — Colchester, Chelmsford, Portsmouth and other places In 
1807 and the following years a considctablo number ‘extended their scriicca’ to tho 
line, about eleven officers and scien hundred men joming tho regular army between that 
due and tho battle of Waterloo The regiment returned to Scothind in the summer of 
1800 and continued to bo employed in gamson and guard duties In 1813 — following 
clo*cly upon the recognition of their ' uniform zeal and good conduct ’ by tho Commander 
in Chiefand Lord Lieutenant, tho regiment received the intimation that “HtsBoyal High 
ness the Pnneo Eegent was pleased to approve the Ayrshiru MiliUa being styled HU 
Boyal Highness the Pnnee Bogent s Boyal Begimcot of Ayrshire Hihtia, and to have 
blue facings ” 

Early m 1811 the regiment were ordered to Ireland, where their familiar tost of 
gamson duty wns diversified by a litllo excitement in tho suppression of smugglmg 
and illicit stills and in keeping the jwacp They returned to Scotland u 181C, and in 
March of the «anje year were disembodied 

In 1554 the word “Bifles” was substituted for “Miiilia” in the title of the 
regiment, which was generally designated tho Eoyal Ayrshire Etflcs In 1855 they 
were agam embodied till tho termination of the Crimean War, and remained in gamson 
at Ayr In 1860 the Wigtownsbir© quota of the Galloway BiQcs were amalgamated 
with the Loyal Ayrshire Eifles, and m August of the «ame year the title of tho 
regiment was again altered to tho Royal Ayrshire Regiment of ITilifia Rifles, and the 
JustmcJuTe’Da&ge ol tne 'Tms'i’ie gtantetL 'hm yewa hiter anoftier change was made 
they became the Prince Piegent’s Royal Regiment of Ayr and Wigtown Militia, and 
the uniform was fixed at red with Uue facings In 1881 they became annexed to 
their present Temtonal regiment, of whudi at howexer, they were tho 4th 
battabon, the 3td bemg the Scottish Bordeteta’ Militia, smeo transferred to the King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers In July, 1889, new colours were presented to tho regiment 
by the Countess of Stair •

received tbe title of “ Poyal ” and tht nomencal precedence of the 2nd Tyrone Pegmicnt 
of llilitia, and in the Irish Eebelhon of 1708 gamed for themselves great distinction, 
fighting at Vinegar Eill, Jvaaa, Kildare, ArUoiv, and numerous other places, and Icing 
frequently commended for their cfRciency and steadiness m action During the 
Peninsular IVar a large number of men volunteered into the Imc, and at TVaterloo, ivhero 
the 2Sth and S2nd Pegiments fought so stubbornly and mcll, amongst Ibeir ranks might 
have been seen three hundred or more of the gallant Poyal Tyrone men, ivbo had had 
no time to exchange their ililitia nmfoTm for that of their ncir regiments 

During the Crimean "War, no fciver than four hundred volunteered into the line, and 
it vras dtttmg tie continuance of that war that the regiment seas named “TusiUcrs," 
vriueh title, os well as fho prefix “Royal,” they gave to the Tcmtonal regiment on their 
amalgamation mth the 27tb and 108th Regiments of the line 

The list of commanding officers is a strong one, commencing mth tho Klarguis of 
Abercom, -who held that position for fifteen ycors when the regiment was first raised 
The present comnsandet is Colonel Lewis llansergh Bncbanan, loto Connaught Rangers, 
{tom whom we may quote tho following interesting dota — 

“The 4th Battalion of tho Royal Inmskilling Pusilicrs is tho only regiment pos 
sessing a corps of Irish bagpipes, and is also singular among Mihtia regiments as 
having always worn the bushy in fuU-dre^ Tbc present average height of the men is 
5 feet 7xV inches In 1883 it attained the highest points in nfle practicB yet reached by 
a Jliktm regiment ” 

The Rotal Sovts Giorczsixa Slium, and the Rotai K'oeth Gloccesteb Itrom, 
constitute the 3rd and 4th Battalions of the Gloucestershire Regiment, and dale from 
17 50 and 17 61 respectively, being ranhed as the 23rd and 69th in ilihtia precedence 
The Royal South Gloucestershire were a Light Infimtry regiment and boro the character 
istio Bugle, the 4th Battalion, the Royal Hocth Gloucestershire, were entitled to 
bear as badge the Royal Crest 

From the little that can be learnt of fti© history of the latter regiment pnor to 1759 
it would ■'cem that at the tune of the rehelhoD they sided with the Parliament, while at 
the Revolution their sympathies were loyal to King James The introduction of the 
Uihtia Acts of 1759 was by no means popular m Gloucestershire, and some noting tool, 
place, but the dissatisfaction was short hved, «od m 1761 “the Korth Gloucester Regi 
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house, a gentleman of the family of Lord 'Woodhonsc, miTchcd as a yrnato militiaman, 
when tUoy liighly pleased tliirly lliouaand -pcctalors m Hydo Park IIw ■^^aJes^y 
seemed highly pleased ivitli them, and Iho Guards recciud them mith drums U-ating and 
colours flying Hvs Loyal Highness tho Pemeo of \Valc«, who vas pre«ent at this 
rcTicm, fell in at lliehmond irith dnisions of hoth hittahoa’, and ordcrwl each a hank 
note of £50 Ills Majesty condc«ccndcd to puU off Ins hat to crety officer ” 

Tho 'WoncTSiTR ilium, rrhich eopply tho 3rd and 4lh Batlahons of the TiVorce<fer> 
shiro Regiment, data from 1T78, and gi\o to the badges of tho regiment tho cognisance 
of Worcester Castle 

Tho Cth Royal L^NCisnisz Mittm form tho 2rd Pattolion of the Last Lancashire 
Regiment, and, hearing in mind tho numerous regiments of ililitia furnwhed hy tho 
county, it may not bo out of place to give a eomcnliat fuller tkctch of its hv»tory 

Tho 6th Royal Lancashire Jlihtia, noir (he 3nl Batfalien East Lancashire Regi* 
ment, date from 1853 Thcro had, hovrever, been another Tcgnncnt licaring tho 
same designation, rrhich this embodied in May, 175S Tins ilrit regiment was not a 
success It was nnmcncally weak, and this defeet was remedied bj admitting to its 
ranks a detachment of a hundrud and twenty •three men from another regiment, who had 
declined to extend their eecvico to Ireland “Tety few of them had hats, and ye whole 
had been plundered by their comrades in roi ongo for their refusal to embark for Ireland " 
Tho regiment altogether iras o soro trial to its commander, Colonel Piillcn, who com- 
mented bitterly on “tho very discreditable oppcaranco of these men,” adding, “out of 

GOO men, ISO were from yo Regiment, Aauaj rr/usej to jo ta /re?«R f, and I did not 

expect much from them " This regiment was disbanded tho following year In 1853 
the pre«CDt regiment was formed, aod was embodied during the Crimean M'ar, receiving 
on its tenainahcm very high pniiso from the commanding officer of tho diiision for 
their “excellent condnet ” and ready cheerfulness ” Tho Bngado Order, indeed, was 
yet mote emphatic Tho Bngadier “docs not think any regiment could have erincetl 
a greater zeal, a stronger desire to improve, or a more Willing obedience ” Prom 
December, 18o5, to May, 1856, the regiment was quartered in Ireland, and on its return 
home was disembodied in Juno of tho latter year Ponr ycirs later, the 5(h Poyal 
Lancashire Mihtta were granted, os distincfavo badges, tho “ Red Rose and Laurel Leaf 
on their appointments, and the Red Bose in gold on the forage cap” In 18S1 tho 
regiment received its present designation, and white and gold supplanted blue and silver 
in the facings and lace 
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The 1st and 3rd Eotal StnjiEY Miuruform Iho 3rd and 4tli Battalions respec- 
tively of the East Surrey Itcgiment Eaised m 1759 and 1798 respectively, the former 
contnhufes to the badges of the Temtonal regiment tho arms of Guildford, and the 
latter the Star 

Tho Botal CorJsWALL EA^OERS Miuni— The Boyal Connvall Bangers, the 3rd 
Battalion of the Duke of Cornwall’s Light lufmtry, date horn 17C0, and are one of the 
Mihtia regiments which gn o tho title to tho Temtonal regiment with which they are 
Im! cd Tlicro docs not seem a time when the rogunent was not “ Upyal ” , m 1799 the 
Army List referred to them as tho Boyil Cornwall Slihtia, and though tho prefix 
appears for a time to have fallen into disiiso it was resumed hy authority m 1874 
Dutmg tho anxious years intervening between ISOC — ^1811, tho Boyal Cornwall Jlilitm 
wore employed m tho north of England and other places, eaniing tho hearty commen 
dation of tho authorities They wen^ too, tho first ilthha regiment which volonteered 
to extend their service to Ireland, receiving in recognition of their soldierly zeal the title 
of tho Boyal Cornwall Light Infantry Two years they remained in Ireland, and on 
returning to England wero disembodied in 1814 Inl831, on the request of Colonel Lord 
Yallctort, King ‘WilUam constituted them a Rifle regiment, with tho title of “Tho 
Duke of Cornwall’s Bangers ” Passmg over the intervening years, during which their 
history was much tho same as that of othci llililia regiments, we come to 1876, when tho 
present Hon Colonel, H E IT the Prince of ‘Wales, was appointed, and the regiment 
officially designated “Tho Boyal Cornwall Bangew, Duko of Cornwall’s Own” The 
distmcfn 0 character of a Biflo reginjcnt was lost on tho introduction of the Territorial 
system, and the Boyal Cornwall Etingers hecamo the 3rd Battalion of the Duko of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry In 1884, while tho fimo won by the line battalions in 
Eg} pt was still fresh in tho minds of all, tho Royal Cornwall Bangers were presented 
with new colours at tho hands of Lady Elizabeth St Aubyn 

Tbc Cth West Yobe IIujiia, the 3rd Battalion of the Duke of Wellington s 
West Biding Begiment, wero nisod in 1853 In common with all tho Yorkshire MUitia 
regiments, tho Cth West York used to bear tbo cognisance of the White Eoso as a 
badge Tho present applicabiUty of tho first title of the Territorial regiment is 
evidenced by tho fact of tho Duke of WeUmgton being the Hon Colonel of its Militia 
battahons 

Tho Eotal CenrBEnLAND l^fiTT-pr* and the Rotal Westmoreland Militia furnish 
the 3rd and 4th Battalions of tho Border Kegunent, the former were raised ml760, and 
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the latter— the TVeshnoreland Light InCantiy—iaisca m 1750, vero amongst the ilihtn 
Teguaents -which provided their quota to the PtoTisional battalion uhich, under 
Wellington, sl^ed -with the regular troops the campaign of 1814 in the South of 
Franco 

The FoviL Sussex lEarru, (he 3rd Battalion of the Royal Sussex Regiment, date 
from 1778, and used to bo knoirn as the Royal Sussex Light Infantry To them docs 
the Territorial regiment oire the Garter and Cross of St George among its badges 
The HiirpsinuE "i^rTTTm ate now the 3rd Battalion of the Ifampshito Regunent 
They were rai‘:ed in 1759 

The Hampshire llditia -whon raised was formed into two independent coip=«, the 
North. Hants, with blaci faemgs, and the Sontb Hants With yellow facings, and those 
regiments maintained a separate existence for nearly a centnry The North Hants wero 
on being raised commanded by (he Duke of Belton, nnd the South Hants, which 
included the Isle of Wight, by Sir Thomas Worslcy, of Applcdurcombe, in that island. 
Both regiments were unmodiatdy omhodied, and so lemained for moro than three 7601 “, 
till tho autumn of 1762 The North Hants were again, it is behered, embodied and 
moved to London, with other TJihtia regiments, m 177D, in coasequenca of the Lord 
George Gordon riots, and were subsequently embodied during all the wars which took 
place between that time and 1815 Early m this century they were stationed both 
in Scotland and Ireland.” In 1852, on the revival of the Uilitia force, both regiments 
came out for traiiung, the North Hants under the JIarqms of Winchester at 
Winchester, the South Hants, -which sometime previously had been made Light 
Iniautry, under Sir John Pollen, at Southampton, hut m the December of that year, 
the tu 0 corps were amalgamated into one regiment and called the Hampshire Hflitia 
They had then black faemgs and weto under the command of the ilaiquis of Wincbc'der 
From the ilihtia of Hampshire, as onginally constituted, both the Hampshire Artillery 
Militia, and the We of "SS ight Artillery dmve their on ^n. 

It may be here mentioned that one of the firet officers appointed to the South Hants 
when it was first raised was the histonan Gibbon, and the following reference from his 
autobiography shows tho value he attached to the position — 

“ The discipline and evolutions of a modem battalion gave me a clearer notion of 
tho Phalanx and the Legion, and the Captain of Bampshire Grcnadiere has not been 
useless to the Historian of the Roman Empire ” 

By a somewhat strange coincidence Gibbon was succeeded m the command of the 
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regiment by another historian, "Wm Mitford, who, besides his History of Greece, wrote 
a treatise upon the nuhtary force, and particularly the Militia of England 

After the amalgamation m 1853, the Hampshire Militia was embodied and kept 
together, serving at Portsmouth, Aldershot, and 'Winchester, during which time it ga\o 
many officers and men to the regular army In 1872 Lord Winchester was appomted 
Hon Colonel, hemg succeeded in the command of the regiment by Lieutenant Colonel 
Briggs, who had served with the Zing’s Dngoon Guards in the Crimea In ISSl the 
titlo of the regiment was changed to that of the 3rd Battahon of the Hampshire 
Eegimcnt, and the ficmgs were changed from blm:L to white In 1885 Colonel 
Briggs rc'ugned, and was succeeded by the present commanding officer, Sir Zclson 
Rj croft, Bart 

The IsT Kivo’s Own Btapfobd Mami form the 3rd and 4th Battalions of tho 
South Staffordshire Regiment Raised m 1778, their career has been a useful and 
honourable one, as is evidenced by tho fact that King William TV gave them, m 
recognition of fourteen years’ “Ropl duty” performed by tho roguneat at Windsor 
Castle, the nght to wear the Cattle as a badge, and it is still so borne on tho waist 
plates of the Territorial regiment Tho Royal South Sfaffordshiro are amongst tho 
Militia regiments entitled to bear “Mediterranean” as a distinction 

The Dokset Mmxu, the 3rd Bntlahon of the Dorsetshire Regiment, “ were raised 
m 1757, and was commanded by the Hon George Pitt, afterwards Lord Rivers Tho 
regiment, being the first regiment equipped at the tunc, bear ‘Ho 1 ’ on their buttons 
In 1798 tho regiment went to Ireland and landed at Waterford The following year 
tho town of Camck on Suit presented the Colonel (tho Earl of Dorchester) with a 
valuable sword, and tho officers with somo plato for Uicir mc's, as a token of their 
appreciation of their services whilst quartered there” Their subsequent career has 
been cjomparatirdy naercst/nl De&w fho si7i^}gasasiz9a thoj’ iiscd iohsro as a badge 
tho crest and coronet of Lord Rivers, tho founder of tho regiment 

The 4Tn Rotal Lancashirc Miutu aro now known as tho 3rd Battalion of tho 
Ptmcc of Wales’s Volunteers (South Lancashire Regiment) They were raised m 1797, 
and were a Light Infantry regiment Their prcccdcnco number was 84 

The Rotal Glahoboan MiurrA, the Srd Bathihon of (he Welsh regiment, date 
from 1701, and were formerly known as the Royal Glamorgan Light Infantry 

The Rotal PErin Mniru, tho Srd Battahon of tho famous Black Watch, were 
raised m 1798, and were formerly the Perth Rifles and as such wore tho uniform and 
se2 
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cbnracxcnstic badges of Eiflo corps. Tbty are one of tlio regiments of Jlihtia Jionourctl 
by having a roj al pnneo to command them, their honorary colonel being II E II tbo 
EuVe of Edinburgh ^ 

The Eotal Bccks iliLniA and the Oxtoed iliLtnv form the Srd and 4th Battalions 
of tho Oxfordshire Light Infantry, and, as becomes regiments connected mlh m famons 
n corp«, have a Kcord of their own which places them high up on the honour fcalo of 
Mihtia regiments The Eojal Buebs Militia has, moreover, the adiantago of Imung 
in its late Commander, Colonel Caulfield Pratt, an historian to whom the records of tho 
regiment are a «!liidy of enthusiastic affection, and the C'jml tU corj>t wJuch has c%cr 
charactenzed tho Eoyal Bucks llonnshcs still as strongly ns ever From the “ Short 
Accounts of Famous ililitia Eegimcnts ” the doings of the regiment may be epitomised 
as follows — 

In 1794, tho regiment being encamped at Weymouth, where tho Kiog was nt that 
tune stnymg, formed his personal guard, for which service His Idnjesty was plca«ed to 
confer the above title on them la June, 1798, they volantecred for semee in Ireland, 
and embarked at Liverpool for Dabho, where they ornvid on the find July, ond were 
tho first English regiment to land In the spring of 1799 they returned to England, 
and in the same year sent four hundred officers and men into the 4th Fool (King’s Own). 
In 1S13, provuional hattahons of ilihtia were formed The Ist Battalion, which was 
mainly compomd of this regiment, ond was commanded by the Duke of Buckingham 
ond Chandos, embarked tho same year for Bordeaux, and served in France during the 
war , 

A fuller history, however, may be extracted &oni tho reports of tho ecremoay of tho 
presentation of new colours to the regiment in 1SG9 by the Duchess of Buckingham 
Amongst those present were “ tho Et Hoo- B Disraeli and Tiscountcss Bcaconsfield,” 
while the ceremony of consecration was performed by another now “vanished hand,” 
that of the late Bishop of Oxford 

“ Tho regiment was raised in the reign of Charles II , and obtained its title, ‘ Thci 
Eoyal Bucks Emg s Own Mihtia,’ on the occasion of being selected when caeamped 
near Weymouth, m the year 1794, to form the personal guard of His Majesty Eiag 
Gcoige ni.when ho visited that place In June, 1798, tho regiment volunteered, 
■with Its Colonel Marquis of Buckingham, to serve in Ireland, that country being then 
m even a worst state than it is at present, and in open rebelhon The reception accorded 
to the regiment uhich nns the first Militm regiment that i oluntecred to go to Ireland, 
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and the first that landed m the covmtty, by the authoritie‘«, upon their landing at Dublin 
from Liverpool, ivag exceedingly compluneutaiy and enthusiastic "When tho regiment 
returned to England nest year, four hundred of^tho men volunteered into the line, and 
•with sergeants, corporals, and privates, and with tho duo and regulated proportion of 
officers, jomed tho 4th or King s Own Kegiment of Infantry Besides this the regiment 
continued to furnish year by year its full quota of men to the line (principally to tho 14tli 
or BucXinghamshiro Eegiment of Foot} during the continuance of tho French war In 
the year ISOS, the regiment with their nohle Colonel Earl Temple, volunteered to «crvo 
in Spam dunng the period of the miasion of that country by the Ficnch army The 
iliniatry did not avail themselves of the offer, hot the Commander m Chief, the Duko of 
York, expressed his high sense of the gallantry which inspired the offer In ISIS, tho 
regiment agam 'erved m Ireland, our friends m the sister isle being agam in rebellion 
to obtain ‘justice ' In tho same year, tho first proiisional battolion of JLlitia for foreign 
semco was formed by the Eoyal Bucks King's Own Regiment, and embarked for 
Bordeaux, under tho command of the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos, and they 
served m France, under his Grace tho Duko of ‘WellingtoD, durmg tho time tho allied 
armies were m possession of that countiy On leaving, each officer of tho regiment a^as 
presented with the T/cur dc by Louis XVIII 

“On the 7th April, 1S55, the regiment was quartered at Canterbury, and was 
selected, as being the most efficient corps in tho district, to receive tho Emperor of tho 
French upon lus landing at Doicrwilh the Empress, and remained there dunng tho 
Impenal ■\usit, forming a guard of honour agam upon the departure of the Emperor and 
Empress from this country on the 14lh April On tho 24th Apnl of the same year, two 
tompames of the regiment marched from Cimterbury to ‘Woolmch, followed by the 
remaming compames and headquarters on the 3th ilay, under tho command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Pratt. During their stay at "Woolwich, the regiment performed gamson duty, 
and upon leaving for the Tower of London, a highly complimentary garrison order was 
issued by ITnj or General Whmyate«, CBKIT, m which the following expressions

“ Duruig the period of its emhodiment the regiment this called upon to give Tolun 
teers to the line, for service in the Cnmcan "VTar This was readily tahen up, and, as in 
1799, four hundred men again Tolunteeicd fear foreign service.” 

It IS a proud boast for the Colonel of a Militia regiment to bo able to as-ert, as did 
Colonel Caulfield Pratt “This regiment has left the country on three occasions Twice 
it went to Ireland, when that country was m. a state of rebellion, and again, from tho 
year 1813 it served under the great Buie of ‘W'dlington, nntil peace was proclaimed ” 
"When, in 187S, the Eeserves wan mobilised to give emphasis to tho warnings of 
Her IDijesty’s Government, tho Boyal Bucks were quartered at Aldershot, and at the 
inspection proved that they still made good their claim to bo o corps SiUle amongst 
llUitia regiments It bears no •^bgbt testimony to the valuablo services rendered to 
tho regiment by Colonel Caolfiold Pratt, that on hu> resignation of the po«t of Colonel, 
he was made Hon. Colonel 

The OsTOED Morm, formed in 1778, has aLo a long record of mentonous semee, 
and hears the distinction of “ ilediterrmean ” 

The Pi^aEi(Itisiis) Mtim v and tbelVEsr Ussss ilmni, the Srd and 4 th Battalions 
of tho Essex Eegiment, date ftom 1759 The former u»ed to beat an oak leaf on their 
accoutrements which, accordmg to Archer, was commemorahvo of the hiding of Hing 
Charles II m an oak tree m tho forest of Hainaalt. To tho «ame battalion tho Xcm 
tonal Regiment is indebted for its badge of the “Arms of Es'es ” 

The find DnniiT Hfniu, the Rotai, Sheewood Pobe5tess iliLmi, and the 1st Beebt 
Militia, form the Srd, 4th, and 5th Battaboos of the Sherwood rore'^tets (Derbyshire 
Regiment) They date respectively from 15o5, 1778, audlTiS, the dthondSthbattahons 
bemg considerably senior in point of age to tho 3rd, Tho Mihha battalions of tho 
Sherwood Foresters are favoured in the p«se^~ion of very distinguished honorary 
colonels, the Marquis of Harhngtou, the Duke of Portland, and Sir F Poberts, V C , 
commancimg fne "Srh, ifn, and bth 'battalions respeetiTely 

Tho romance that hangs about the Tcty name of Sherwood Foresters induces us to 
glance for a moment at the earhc«it history of the fightmg men of Nottinghamshire ♦ 
In 129S at Falkirk, where

camo to an cud when the noblo Percy was slam, Sir John Clifton and Sir Hugh Shirley 
and other hravo knights and gentlemen of Nottmghamshire fell fighting at the head of 
their men “At Agiuconrt, in 1415, tho Kottmghamshiro Archers agam played a 
promment part, and there, for tho first time on record, they fought as ‘Sherwood 
Porcsters,* their hanner being thus quamtly described by Drayton —

But WO mu«t reluctantly pass from “ those old times of sport ” and glanco briefly at 
tho modem history of tho regiment In 1759 tho reorganized regiment of llilitia 
became known os tho 42ad, or Kottinghimshirc and diinog tho Trench wars of tho last 
century and tlio beginning of the present, the 45Jh Regiment was formed aud from time 
to time replenished from tho Not{mgliam«hirc Mibtia “ Few regiments,” says Captain 
Pearse, “hare seen more arduous scrnco than tho 45tb, and conohave earned for them* 
selves a higher renown Should any be disposed to sneer at tho bloodless record of a 
Militia regiment, let them look at the honours upon the tattered colours of the gaUant 
45th, and remember that it was by Nottinghamshire Militiamen that those honours were 
won ” ‘N\'’ith those words, eloquent of on enthusiasm for tho regiment not, perhaps, too 
common amongst Militia officers, wo might well close our notice of the Sherwood 
Poresters Militia Their traditional skill in shootmg still clung to them, and gamed 
them the sobriquet of tlie “ Nottinghamshire Marksmen,” followed shortly afterwards by 
that of the “ Saucy Notts ” The whole regiment volunteered for service in Spam 
When they were called on to volunteer for semee in Ireland, 88C out of a total of 000 
enthusiastically welcomed tho opportunity In October, 1812, the “ memorable order ” 
was issued by wluch tho Nottinghamshire Militia were directed to take over the duties 
usually performed by the Foot Guards at the Tower of London , not only this, but for 
nearly a month did this famous Militia regiment do duty at St James’s Palace, the 
Treasury, the Dank of England, and otha places usually guarded by Household Troops, 
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vnih. the result thatj before the yeu irsa out, at tho Buggestion, it is believed, of the 
prince Kegent iumself, the regiment became the Eoyal Sherwood Foresters 

The re<nilient was embodied at the time of the Cnmca and Indian hjutmy, and in 
1858 “stood at the head of the -whole Bntish Army m shooting, having done better than 
any other regiment in Her Majesty’s ‘^emce ” Since that time tho regiment has not 
been embodied 

The 3rd Hoval Lascashhle Miutia, now suppljing the 2rd and 4th Battalions of 
the Lopl South Lancashire Regiment, date from 1797 They are ono of the Mihtia 
regunents that hear the distmction of ‘ Mediterranean ” 

The LoETnAirrTov avd Pctiand Mnrru. give tho 3rd and 4th Battalions to the 
Korthamptonshire regiment They both date from 1761, and tho former has proved its 
efficiency on sei eral occasions, bearing, lile the regiment last mentioned, the “ Medi 
terranean” distmction 

The Hoithampton. and Rutland Mihtia give the Horseshoe and St George's Cross to 
tho Regimental badges 

Tho IV’e^'T Kint MiirriA, the 3rd Battalion of the Queen s Own {Toyal "West Hent 
Regiment) date from 1759, and weTe formerly known as the "West Eent Light Infiintry 
The Hon Colonel is H R H tho Duke of Coonflught 

A very ancient lineage can bo boasted by the "Vrest Kent Militia There have been 
few struggles on Boglish ground m which the men of Kent have not homo their part 
right manfully, and sovereigns and chieftains were fam to reckon upon them as a very 
potent factor in their disputes At the tune of the Armada we find them under 

command of Sir J horns and others — worthy types of “the gallant sgnires of Kent” 

garrisoning Tilhury and guarding the threatened coast Fifty years later the Kentish 
Mihtia formed part of the expedition, under the Marquis of Hamilton, against the 
Covenanters after which they joined the army of the king at Berwick Passin'» oi er 
tha scenss nC tha naxfc ikjK 'ki, vieA ham ^ hha 'mm ifi "ExTfi Tendering 

great service at the time of the Great Fire of London and the following yearbein^ 
gathered in readiness to repel the expected Dutch raid At the time of the Jacobite 
rising of 174 j they were again embodied, and a frw years later, namely, m 1759 the 
■\\ est Kent Militia was established on a new footing They were embodied daring the 
Seven Years IVar and agam danag the revolt of tho Amencan Colomes, and it was 
during this latter period that on the occasion of the visit of George HI to the camp 
at YTmehester, the "West Kent Mihtia, as the senior regiment m camp, furnished a guard

of honour At i Icvt-'o after thoroMcw tho king knighted the captain of the guard as 
being the cominandcr of tho first Mihtia gnard of honour crer mounted on the person 
of tho King of England " 

Tho regiment gamed great credit for its condnet durmg tho mutiny at Spithead, 
irhcn it was stationed at Portsmouth, and also for its seryices in Ireland, for which li 
aoluntccred in 170S In 1S03 tho ■V\ cat Kent were again embodied, and remained so 
for over clo\ cn years, durmg which period they were stationed at canons places in 
England, in tho embodiment of tho "Waterloo year they served in Ireland* Piiring 
Iho rcnmsular "War, as well as m the Crimean "W'ar, a aery largo number, both officers 
and men, joined tho regular army In 1853 they were made a Light Infantry regiment, 
and in 1870 divided into two battalions, which, five years later, became tho 3rd and 4th 
Battalions of tho Queen’s Own Royal West Kent Eegunent, and changed the grey 
facings and silver laco for the blue and gold of a Ropl Regiment 

Tho Ist "'(Vest Tons ItTiLiru, tho 3rd Battahon of tho Kmg’s Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry, also dale from 1759, and ncro formerly a Rifle regiment They have shared 
with the other regiments of York«hiro ililitia the not infrequent services which the Porco 
has from time to time rendered m aid of the Cinl Power 

Tho Snnorsuinn ^anro. and (ho QcitEFonn kfimiv eonsihite tho'Srcl and 4th 
Battalions of tho Kang’s Shropshire Light Infantry Both regiments date from 1778, 
though there was a regiment of Shropshire Itiliha raised in 1702 

“In 1793 a Company of Artillery was added to the Regiment In 1797 they 
marched to Scotland, and were tho first regiment sent there In 1813, they were sent 
to Cork, and did duty m Ireland till 1S15, when they returned to Shrewsbury ” 

The Rotal ELTnomfc ITilitia and the Rotal East Middleses iTiimA form tho 
3rd and 4th Battalions of tho Duko of Cambridge’s Own Middlesex Regiment The 
former were raised m 1853 as tho 6th Middlesex Light Infantry, and the Latter m 1778 
The Grd battalion volunteered for foreign service on the occasions of tho Crimean "VTar 
and Indian Mutiny 

Tho ncNTTNODON MiLiCTA, tho RoTAU 2nd Middlesex Miutta, the Caelow Militia, 
and tho Kornr Corn: Mieitia, fumi«h tho 6th, 7th, 8tb, and 9tb Battalions to the famous 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps — tho " COth” of former days The 1st, the Huntingdon, date 
from 1759, the 2nd Middlesex Rifles (the Edmonton) firom 1778, the Carlow from 1793, 

• Daiuig lia fifty seven years between 1759 and ISIS tlw regunent bad been embod.ed for over Unity

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and the North Cork aI‘'o from 37&3 The 0th Uatblion voluntccri.d for foreign semeo 
at the lime of the Cnracan "Wat and Indian Hutmy. 

The Kotai, Wiltshibe IIilitia, the 3rd Battalion of Iho Duke of Edmlurgli’a 
■Wiltshire Bcgimcnt, dates from 1750, and Lears the “ Sfcditcmucau ” diitmction 

Tho Clh ItoTAL Ii.o>CAsninc iliUTTA, constituting tho 3rd and 4th Battalions of the 
klonchcstcc Regiment, dates from 1S55 

The 2nd and Srd Kr\c’a Oivv Staitosd Milttu, forming the 3rd and 4th 
Battahons of tho rrmco of 'Wales’s North Staffordshire Regiment, date from 1707 and 
1708 respectively, tho former haviDg been a Light Infiintry and the latter a Riflo 
regiment 

Tho 3rd West Toss l£n.rm, forms the 3rd Battalion of the York and Lancaster 
Regiment. ‘We find records of this Regiment m tho reign of James I , and in that of Wdham 
and Maty, and the present Yotkahire legimcnts of Militva may ho said to have been 
reorganized on a ha«is of considcrablo antiquity in 1757 Tho lustory of tho regiment 
by Lient Ceh Raikes gives a quantity of most interesting detail*, for which, however, 
we must bo contented to refer oar readers to tho work itself Tho regiment has, during 
its Tortoua periods of embodiment, seen a eonsidcrallc amount of hard work supprc<s 
mg tho riots at York and Hull, Tolnntcenng for smicc in Ireland, contnbntmg a quota 
to the provisional battalion m tho Fcmssula, and on more than oso occasion volunteer* 
mg to join the icgnlav army «i ifoe Tho Srd West York obtained the first place m 
tho ballot for precedence amongst hlihtia regiments, and may, nccordmgly, boast the 
distmction of bemg tho First Regiment of Mihtia. In 1811 o Royal Warrant was i«aucd 
granting to the regiment the "Whito Rose as a ladge, and in 1853 it was constituted 
Light Infantry 

The 1st and 2nd Dcwiam Mmtu ajo now the 3rd and 4Ui Battahons of tho 
Durham Light Infantry The former, the Durham Fusihen, date from 17C0, the 
ihttfer, i\on4 iAirdain, liom ISSS 

Tho Ut Eotal Lasauk Mmm, the 3rd and 4th Battahons of tho Highland Light 
Infantry, date from 1798 , and the Hiontisn Rifle STiutu, the Srd Battalion of tho 
Seaforth Highlanders (Ross-^hiie Buffs, The Duke of Albany’s), from 1798, when they 
were raised from tho districts of Ro«s, Caithness, Sutherland and Cromarty 

The latter regiment was raised in Aped, 179S, and then known as the Ross or 
2nd Nobth BninsH Muan A Thefirst embodiment lasted forfonr years, and the second 
end third covered the greater part of the Napoleonio "Wars In 1808 the regiment 
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volunteered bodilj for foreign semce, and though the offer rras not accepted, the 
patriotic spirit which prompted it was duly adinowledgcd The regiment, then known 
as theOCth Eoss suinn Militia, was embodied donagtho Crimean War, andm 1877 when 
war seemed a question of hours, tho gallant Ross-otire, then designated the Hioiilaad 
Rifle Miutia again volunteered e/i Iloe for foreign semcc It will not he out of place 
hero to state that, “as regards shooting, the Ross shire Militia has always been ‘a crack 
corps ’ Since the commencement of tho Army Inter-Regimental Rifle Matches, the 
h ittalion has almost inranahly hcen first m the Mihtia team match, which was won 
solely by tho hattahon m 1882, 1883, 1885, 1886, it was second m 1887, and first in 
1SSS» 

Tho regiment has experienced almost as many changes m uniform as m name, and it 
seems a pity — considering that it is probably the most Highland of all Highland 
regiments* — that tho often expressed wish of officers and men for the substitution of 
tho kilt for the trows is not adopted. Between 1662 and 1871 the kilt wa* worn, and 
it will be remembered that tho affiliated Imo battahons are omongbt the kUt-weariog 
regiments 

Tho Rutal AnEEDEsy MiimA, the 3rd Battahon of the Gordon Highlanders, date 
from 1797. TbcHon Colonel is H R H. the Prince of Wales, and tho regunent has ever 
borne a high character for efficiency. 

The HionLAsn Light Ivta.\tsy SIitmA, the 2nd Battalion of the Queen’s Own 
Cameron Highlanders, date from 1803, when they were raised from Inverness, Banff, 
Moray, and Haim. They are the only Mihtia regiment which forma tho 2iid battalion of 
a Tcmtonal regiment 

The Royal Honnr Dowv Militia, the Royal A^TEI 1 I Miliha, tho Royal South 
Dow> Militia, and tho Louth Miletia form the 3rd, 4th, 6th, and 6th Battalions of the 
Royal Irish Rifles, and all date from 1793 The 4th Battalion, the Antrim Mihtia, 
volunteered for foreign semco at tho tune of the Crimea and Mutmy 

The Arsuon Militia, the Cavak Militia, and the Monaohan MiimA form respec- 
tively tho 3rd, 4th and 5th Battalions of the Pnnccss Victoria’s (Royal Irish Fusiliers), 
and date from 1793 The 4th Battahon, tho Cavan Militn, present some features of 
interest They were first embodied under the command of Colonel, the Earl of Bellamont,

resigned in 1V97, and iras gueeeeded by Colonel John Haxwcll, afterwards Lonl. 
Famham. 

“In June, ITUS, the regiment was engaged at the battle of Arklow, end lost six 
men hilled and had nine scnoasl} wounded It was engaged a few days later at 
Tinegar Hdl, and General Needham, who commanded on both occasions, icftrrcd in Ins 
dispatch to Lord Cornwallis to its * steady, soldier like, and gallant conduct in action.’ 
TTith two short intorvahj the regiment remained embodied for twenty firo year*, namely, 
till iTatch, ISIG On tho death of Lord Farnhsm, m 183S, Colonel Alexander Sann- 
dcr^on was appointed Colonel In December, ISol, tho Lari of Beef ire, now Marqnis 
of ncadford, was appointed Licntenant Colonel, and on the 8th of January, 185 j, the 
regiment was embodied The colours were presented on ISlh December, 1855, by 
tho Countc'is of Jlcctnc, and m December of the same year tho regiment mored to 
Alderdiot Camp, then but lately formed, and there remained till ilaj, 1830, when it 
returned to Ireland Danog the Crimean IVar a large number of men and ecrcral 
ofBceis went to join the lino rcguncots, and then and later on, in 18SS, volunteered for any 
service In Julj, 1874, Lord Hcadford retired from the command, and was succeeded 
by Lieutenant Colonel Harilrcss Sjuudcr'on, who died in June, ISSl, and the present 
commander, Ijeatenant Colonel Dense, was appointed in his place On tho 21st July, 
1881, the regiment became tho 4th Battalion of the FniJCe<=s Tictona’s Boyal Irish 
Fusiliers TTnder their new title they received, on the 10th of June, 1887, from Lady 
Audrey Butler, the colours of tho Territorial regiment ” 

The Sonn axd ^omn IIato Uiutia constitute the 3rd Battahon, tho Galwat 
ilmriA the 4lh, and the Ilo«coiOiov hlruriA tho 5th, of the Connaught Bangers, oil 
the regiments having bcOT. raised in 1793 Previous to tho Tcmtonal system tho 3rd 
Battalion, which was rai«ed by the Marquis of Ebgo, used to bear las crest as a badge m 
addition to the Harp and Crown common to all Militia regiments The Gth Battalion, 
the Eo«common Militia, was amongst the regiments that volunteered at the time of tho 
Mutmy and Crimean "War 

The HiGniAXD Bobdeeebs Miutia and the Eotai. PlEsteew Miutu date from 
1803 and 179S, the former being recruited from the districts of Stirling and Dumbarton, 
Clack mannan and Kinross The Boyal Benfrew Mditia were embodied m 1803, and 
served for some time in England, being amongst the troops commanded by Sir John 
Moore m anticipation of a Trench invasum After serving m Deland the regiment was 
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disbanded m 1816, from M’bicb. date till ita nest embodiment m 1855 it “appears to 
• bare only trained once^’ From 1S59, bowsTCr, the tnining has been annual The 
regiment daims that it “has invanably been kept up to its establishment and has given 
a great many officers and men to the regular army, notably during the Pcmnsular 
and Crimean "W^ars ” 

The Kmo’s Cottot Hilitia, the Queen’s Countt iliunt, and the Rotal JIeath 
Mnrru. constitute respectively, the 3rd, 4th, and 5th Battalions of the Prmce of "Wales’s 
Leinster Regiment Royal Canadians All three regiments of Militia date from 1793, 
and the fir&t named fought at Vinegar HiU under Colonel L’Estrangc, and were subsc 
qucntly represented by a mug at the heroic defence of Xeirton Barry They have 
also served in Gnemsey and m England, and previously to their absorption mto tho 
Leinster Regiment Tvere, as was tho 2nd Baltahon, a Rifle Regiment The 5th 
Battalion, as the Royal Meath MiUlta, used to wear a “ Tara Brooch ” as a badge 

The Sotmr Coek llrunA, tho Eeu-t Muitia, and the Royal Luietick Coemt 
ifiiiTU, form respectively the Srd, 4th, and 6th Battalions of the Royal Munster 
Pusilicrs, and all date from 1793 The 3rd Battalion was amongst tho regiments of 
Mihtia that serred at Vinegar EiU 

The Eildaee MamA, tho Botax Dtoun Cnr Mii.mi, and tho BcniD. Coevrr 
lIitmA— dating the former from 1794, and the tiro latter firom 1793— form tho 3rd, 
4th, and 6th Battalions of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

The Qceen’s Ow^ Rotal Tower Hamleis Mitnu, the Rotal LoNoronn MiurrA, 
the Ktnq’s Ow> Rotal Towee HAaiLEis Militia, and tho West Meath Mujita form 
tho 5th, 0th, 7th, and 9th Batfahons of tho Rifle Bngade, Pnneo Coa'^ort’s Ojtd Tho 
5th and 7th Battahons used to have as badge "Tower of London,’ tho Cth Battalion^ 
which earned bononrable distinction in the fighting at Castlebar m August, I79S, and 
throughout all the rcbelhon, used to have tho Bnneo of Wales’s plume and motto, and 
the 9th bore tho “ Irish Cross and Shamrock Wreath ” 

Tho rtiTi WTT, IsiAMis Muitza, divided into tho Jersey Command, and the Guernsey 
and Alderney Command, call for notice, as being amongst tho few Mihtia regiments 
which have had the fortune to bo engaged m actnal war&re Tho Militia of these 
islands havo a very considerablo antiquity As Captain Perry well observes, “ almost 
every war we have had with Franco has witnesocd an attack on Jersey ” The island 
ran a considerable chance of being captured in 1779, when a powerful squadron, under 
the Duke of Nassau, threatened it On this occasion the Mihtia were ready, and would 
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doubtless liavo gl^ cn tbo madcT a TviTm xcfephcaj, bad not Iho LngUsh fleet under Sir 
James 'SValhs completely routed tbo ■would bo invader In IT 81, a inoto wnous attack, 
■was made, tv Inch for a tune threatened to ■wrest tho old Korman pos«e4)Sioa from the 
Crown of England The French commander, tho Baron do Bullccour, saccccded in 
surpnsuig tho Governor and extorting Buhmission from him and tho leading laJiahitants 
Fortuiutelj, however, Jlajor Pierson, of tho 78lh, rallied the Iflilitia and the snnll 
body of Begulars, and inflicted on tbe jubilant Frendi a complete and unexpected defeat 
The French commander was killed, but 60 , imfortunatcly, was the gallant Pierson, Tvbo 
found death and honourable fame at an ago at which many Lavo not yet begun to 
consider life seriously* In recognition of this nchicvcracnt tho Jersey Infantry 
Regiments bear the distinction “Jersey, 1781 “ 

The Jersey Command consists of tho Isf, Snd, and Srd Bcgimonts of the Royal Jersey 
Light Infantry ilditia, who bear as badges “A buglo sunnounlod by tho Royal Crest, 
a sprig of laurel on each side on Glengarry, three Lions Leopardis on o shield placed 
on a Baltire Cro's on tho collar ” 

The Guernsey and Alderney Command, which includes the sraall islands of Herm and 
Jethou, consists of tho 1st, And, and 3rd Rogimeots of tho Royal Ouemscy Light 
Infantry , they bear as badges tho Bugle on tho Glengarry, and on the foliar one 
“ Lion Leopardi “ “ On tho helmet plalo arc Ihrco Lions Leopardi#, on a elueld 
surmounted by a sprig of laurel, below tho shield is a bugle -with strings “ Tho unifonn 
is scarlet, with, hluo fremgs, and the mottoes arc Pro ant et /otts and Dicu oie 
Alderney and Sark have Artillery, but no localized Infantry 
The next branch of tho Auxihaiy Forces which wo have to consider is tho 
Teoiiasbt Though a popular and c#«entnlly national forc«^ considerable difflculty 
exists m tracing, with aay accuracy aud detail, the history of tho various xemments

The present Volunteer Force dates from 1859 For years previously to that date 
Voluntccrmg had been “ m the air, in 1847 the letter from the Buko of We lling ton^ 
the hero of "Waterloo, who through all his grand career had

was made public in which ho wrote “ Excepting immediately under the guns of Dover 
Castle there is not a spot on the coast on whidi infantry might not he thrown at any 
time of tide, with any wind, and m nny weather,” and prayed, in words to which the 
personality of the writer lent an mdcscnbablo force and pathos, that “ the Almighty 
may protect me from being a witness to the tragedy which I cannot porsnado my 
contemporanes to take measure^ to avert ” Yet even this earnest appeal was 
disregarded, thanks, as an able writer puts it, “to the timorous agitation, kept alive by 
the so called ‘ peace’ party, led on by its eloquent shepherds who chanted Arcadian lays, 
and hurled denunciations against all proposals for increased armament” Fiic years 
later, however, the county — m one sense, perhaps, tho most Arcadian of oil — Devonshire, 
formed a regiment of nfle volunteers , the following year, 1853, the Victoria Eilles, tho 
direct representatives of the “ Duke of Cumberland s Sharpshooters ” of the last century, 
sprang again into existence In 1859, when, to quote the words of tho then itr 
Disraeb, “ our pacific relations with France were not n question of days or weeks, but of 
hour",” Lord Derby’s Ministry issued the famous circular authon^mg the enrolment of 
Volunteer Corps Before many months had pa"sed a Volunteer army of a hundred and 
fifty thousand men had been created, one of tho conditions of whose existence was, that 
they shoidd “provide their own arms and equipments and defray all expenses attending 
tho eorp", except in the event of its being a"scmblcd for actual eemee,’ a contmgency 
which would arise m tho eicot of “actual or apprehended miasion” 

For a period there was unbounded enthn9ia"m, then came the phase of ridicule 
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"Mihtiryinen— ^omc of trbom have ‘mce become the trarmest ad\oca{es of the Torce — 
^ercai no jainslo coBcoal thm conlcmptj Btii>cnor j^rsocs derided it in ewoq and 
out, facetions ones found m it an inexhaustible fund for cheap \nt In Punch “the 
Toluntoer” iras a stocb je«t, Tivallmg in laughter making attributes Jfr Bngg«, the 
ladies’ crmolines or llary Tane » c«eafodcs in tbo hitcben Doubtless the moTcment, 
or rather the accidents of the njOTcmtni, bad n comical side One remembers ivhat 
"Walter Scott — lumself an enthusiastic Yoluntccr officer — ^vrrotc in “The -bntiqnary” 
of the moToment in his time 

“ I called to consult my lairyer, he mis clotbeil in a dragoon’s drcs% belted and 
casijued, and about to mount a charger, which his rmting clerk (liabitcd as a sharp- 
shooter) walked to and fro heforc his door I went to scold my agent for hanog sent 
roc to ndvi'c with a madman , bo bad stuck into his head the plume which in more 
sober days he wielded between his fingers, and figured a* an artillery officer Jfy 
mercer had his spontocn m his hand, as if he measured his cloth by that iroplement, 
instead of a legitimate yard The baid.et’s clerk, who was directed to cum my cash 
account, blimdered it three times, being duordcred by the rccoUoctioa of his nuhlary 
Mtinjs 0 ^ at the morning drill I was ill, and sent for o silicon—

I had recourse to a phy«ician, but ho also was practi'ung a more wholesome mode of 
slaughter than tlmt which his profession had been supposed at all tunes to open to

The same causes led to the somewhat «unilar criticism made by a remewer of the 
infant VolnntcCT Force now in its full Tigour 

■‘■‘There were no such special ineentiTcs in 1S59 ns on former occasions, yet the 
excitement and enthuaasm were tar more widespread and confaauous England boeame 
one great drill ground. Every full grown adult, neh or poor, roamed or single, was 
seued with the contagion, and according to ius means, coatnbuted his aid tKical 
magnates, peers and their heirs apparent, merchant pnncca, the great emplovers of 
labour, either raised corps, or ass)«ted with handsome sub-criptions. At all places where 
men cougregated—at the Inns of Court, at Lli^d s the Baltic, the great centres of 
leanuag— bodies of Toltmteera were promptly organized Other professions were not 
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behind hand, nrtists exchanged their mahl sticks for rifle-?, doctors freely ofi'ered their 
/emces as regimental surgeons, the Choreh furnished its quota of honorary chaplains 
On ever) side amatenr soldiering uras the favourite rehsation , hard n’orked men of 
business and clerks, who were tied all daylight to their office stools gladly surrendered 
their hours of leisure to be taught the goose step and the manual and platoon A tennmo 
logj , unknown hitherto beyond the barrack yard, was in everybody’s mouth ilcn m 
a hurry ‘doubled,’ they did not run , if they went round a comer they ‘ wheeled ’ to the 
right or left, or 'changed their flanks ’ PriCnd meeting friend m the streets exchanged a 
military salute All alike were anxious to assume the military air, tho most sensible 
were satisfied with holding up their heads and miintaming an upright carriage, but 
great numbers insisted upon parailing themsches m uniform about the streets ” 

The sentiment of tho gutter found exprca^ion m the scarcely veiled and terrible taunt 
“■Who killed tho dog’” Snpient quidnunc-bngs shook meant forchciils ns they 
muttered something about “playing at soldiers,’ profcs«cd well wishers could find 
nothing stronger m praise than a guarded tribute to tho good monl effect of drill 
exercise for young men. All this was but thirty years ago Isow oluntecr officers 
bear Her ITijesty’s Comnu««ion , the samo mibhry salutes ore accorded to them os to 
officers of the regular army , armed parties of Volunteers aro saluted by the Guards, 
and mihtary authorities of the highest rank seem to take every opportunity by frank 
praise and cordial recogmtion to make amends for past coldness Itot long ago the 
present Adjutant General thus referred to tho Volunteer movement ! — “ It is a great and 
real element of strength, and should the country ever be invaded it will bo a sword of 
might m the hands of those who know how to use it Its existence alters greatly tho 
conditions under which we shall henceforth engage in any European conflict, for, thanks 
to it, wo could now send every regular soldier out of England, entrusting tho homo 
defence to that Force To it tho army owes a debt of gratitude for many reforms m 
drill, brought about through the persistent advocacy of its members, who La\e specially 
devoted themselves to that particular subject ” 

This grand result— that Great Bnfam presents now to tho world at largo tho spectacle 
imaged by the poet of “ a noble and piu®«ant nation rousing hcr-elf like a strong man 
after sleep ” is duo to tho selfless zeal, to the unquenchable enthusiasm the open handed 
tspnt de corps of tho Volunteers 

But the Volunteer movement survived ndicolc, sumred too, tho yet more incredible 
coldnc's of the authorities The one feature of their orcanization which seemed indelibly 
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{0 impress itself xipoa every government ira^ its lohtifanj ehancter It -n-as thought 
essential that this should he emphasized, nod consequent!) to the most moderate requests, 
the Volunteers received for reply a firm and conscientious ‘‘ non possumus 

The constant tlrilis and ei-crcises which haio rendered them so effectne a force 
represent, bo it alvrnya remembered, BO many hours taken from the limited ‘spare 
time at their corannnd, tho cncampmenH which arc productive of so much good, 
mean a positive rspcnditure in money, and a curtadment in many ca«es of tho annual 
holiday, clBacnoy in marksmanship is fostered and encouraged by prizes from 
funds provided by the offieers The holding of n commission miolves, indeed, a 
recognised annu*!! expenditure of no trifling amount, Volunteer officers ore splendidly 
jealous of tho nppeoianeo and well being of tUcir corps, and xt requires no very vivid 
nmgmalion to suggest n thou'vmd calls upon their purse. 

A valuablo paper nitho Kmtktnth Ctnturj;, contributed by a well known aud zealous 
Volunttcr officer, t thus sums up the actual work of Volunteers “TSTien fir*t joining 
they g» 0 up nearly all their leisure tune to learn (he rudtmcnts of drill h ight after 
night you will sco tho men coming at tho appointed hour, /ram ihetr war/, to jom 

tho squad to which they hvi c been attached, striving hard to master the dry and tmin 
tcrcsting details which the sorgemt instructor is domg lus best to mstil into them , some 
arc sharp and pick them up qiuckly, others dull or careless , the«C! last make tho work 
much harder to thoec who are quick and wxUing, for as the pace of a squadron mu«t he 
measured by tho capacity of the slowe't horse m it, go is the progress of a squad retarded 
by those who iro difficult to teach The work of Toluntcers is nearly always done in the 
evening'*, as, of course, they «muot afford to 'ncnfico a day^s pay or less for the purpose 
of undergomg thcis self appointed labours Shooting must be done by davbght, and 
going to the ranges usually takes o whole day , for this, they must have the sanction of 
their employer, who perhaps u not alwavs wiUmg to grant it, and in very many cases 
thr.^ -dMsves’m-uiifc ic^,-imhkiaTB 

to try again , others go «cTcral times for the purpose of making themselves skiUed 
shot*, not ‘‘atisSed to comply merely with the requirements of tho authontife, VThen

for a drill of tivo houfs or more, or a long march through the streets, or on country 
roads "WTicn Lastcr arrnc , with its po^'^iblo four days’ holiday, some tbou'^nds of 
them 'Sacrifice this to join tho marching colnmn in couroo of formation They not 
only «5urrcndcr their holidays, and in «omo caacs saciifice their wages, but spend money 
for the privilege of domg so ” 

It muat not, however, ho «!upp( 5 acd that no pecuniary grant is made hy the State For 
crcryTolonfccr certified by the A^utant as efficient an allowance of thirty fire shillings 
13 made to the regiment (assuming that the proper quota was prc'cnt at the last official 
m pcction) , for each proficient officer and sergeant there is an additional grant of fiftj 
phiUing« while a special grant of thirty shillings is made in lespect of officers who 
produce a certificate that they hare pas«ed in tactics or •signallmg — branches of military 
luowUdge, be it ob«er\cd, to which many officers enthu<iasticaU} devote them'clycs 
On the OCCT ions of “ encampments ” an allowaneo of two shilling® wi'h travelling 
allowance of two and sixpence if more than fire miles from headquarter® is made to 
each indindual, and a similar snm is paid for the period not cscecdmg four days during 
which a Volunteer corps is joined to a “ marching column • “A moderate amount of 
camp equipment is also lent by Government,” but complaints have been known that the 
official view of permiseiblo “wear and tear” is «© stringent as m ®cme ta'cs to induce 
dispensing irt ioto with the ‘ a- istincc ’ It is, morcoi cr, the exception rather than the 
rule when the encampment or march is bmitcd to the «is or four days above mentioned, 
so that the Government contribution fills far «hort of the actual expenses 

It may perhaps give an idea of the luestimable value of the T olunteer force when wo 
consider that in numbers — taking these at 2c)7,834 — it exceeds the Eegular Army by 
/suvAOi's, irtUfAj .ty .tUTAfi ■fmvTlA'j jsjGmr luDfisns «drni:^yns the Irm^v Ee^erve and 
eighteen times as strong as the Yeomanry while its coat is not one twenty second pvt of 
the whole appropriations for effective «crvicts’ Everj Volunteer corps has a permanent 
staff, vhich consists of an adjutant and two or three sergeants from the regular branch 
The uniform is in tho great majontj of cases the same as that of the Lme battalions of 
the ‘!aine tcrntonal regiment The lace is, however, silver instead of gold, and no ea^h 
13 worn by the officers

Tho 1st Eosburgh (Dorder Mounted Hides) owe their csisfcnco to the efforts of Sir 
Gcorgo Douglas and Viscount Mclgund They have on several occasions distinguished 
themsehes as marlsmcn, winning on two occasions tho “Lloyd Lindsay” pnzo at 
Wimbledon, and gaming deserved reputation for their cfBcieacy in reconnoitring and

Tho Tyneuoutii Artillery Volunteers can claim to bo tho senior Artillery corps in

causid by the tact that in the shifting the Tynemouth had somchou* lost their precedence 
of the iirst Artillery 'Volunteers and irere relegated to the third place This, Lomcrer, 
has subsequently been remedied, and they have resumed their original position, and 
now boast a strength of nine battcne« It is an interesting coincidence that not only is 
the corps the Semor Tolnnt'^r Artillery Corp«, bat the commanding officer, Colonel 
Pilter, is the oldest volunteer officer now Eemng 

Tho 1st J\OKtHnniniLi>D AnmiixT Volcntetcs dale from 1859, when the two 
battenes of which they at fir«t consisted were amalgamated with the Tynemouth 
Towards the latter part of loCO, however, tbo strength hanng augmented to sis battenes, 
they became an independent brigade under Colonel Trotter For a time they were 
known as the Srd ^orthambcrland, tbeir colleagues of Tmemouth retaining the nomc> 
ncal distinction of l«t In 1879, however, they became a distinct regiment under tho 
B*jle of tho l«t5»orlhninbetland and Sunderland Artillery Tolontecrs As will be 'oen, 
the “Sanderland” became in its fum separate, and the regiment now under notice 
became the l<t yorthnmberland, hatiDg as its Hon. Colonel, the Duke of Xorthumber 
land. Amongst the jrires gained by tho ootjb may be mentioned, the first prize for the 
shell competition at Shoeburyne'a m 1871, which was won by Battery Sergeant ilajor 
Page’s detachment, and the City of I»Bdon Challcngo Cnp of 1S76, which fi.ll to tho 
capital shooting of the detachment under Battery Se^eant ilajor Patrick. 

The 2nd XoniimniEEiLAVDAEmixET YoLr:vxEEEs— the “Percy” — date from ITarch, 
1860, though there had been ‘ Perc^ Artillerv Yolaateers” enrolied manr years qrc.- 
vionsly, before the tbnadsrs of 'VYateiloo had scenred to the country an immunity from 
invasion. The fir^ rear of tbcir existence wns a busy one, their first appearance in uniform 
was on the anniver-ary of the Queen’s birthday, and the following August they took 
part m the Eoyal review at Edinbnrgh, and were especially noticed by Her Majesty 
The following year the Bale of 17ortbiunbcEland predated to the cotps a battery which 
he had Lad erected at a consdeTuble expense Three years later, when the strength had 
increased to six batteric«, the «3nic nobleman, who m ISG j became Hon. Colonel, 
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dcfnycd tho ^^liolo of tho co«t of clotiuog the brigade on its augmentation In ISCC 
n battery of horse artillery was added, wlucli, boweacr, in accordance with tho decisions 
of Government, ivas disbanded in 1870 In 1881 the corps again won Boyal and 
general praiso on tho occasion of the review at Edinburgh in August of that year, and 
m 1SS2 occurred tho “crowning glory” “when the Queen’s prize, tho City of London 
Gold Clip, tho Canadian Pnzo and others, were brought homo from the National Aitd 
Icry competitions at Shocburyncss by Sergeant-Majors E B Gibson and Thomas 
Watson ” Very numerous have been, on other occasions, the prizes won by tho 
Bcrcy Artillery, who may justly claim to ho m tho first rank amongst the eminent 
regiments of tho kingdom • 

Attached to tho 2nd Northumberland Artillery are the 1st Beewi(» o^ Tweed 
AimELEET, which date from Eebruary, 1860 Despite the smallness of tho corp«, which 
consists of only two batteries, tho let Berwick upon Tweed can show a record of 
tnumplis m tho shooting contests which may make many another regiment envrons 
The corps arc distinctly jealous of their indinduabty There is a traditional brotherhood 
between them and tho 2nd Northumberland They would almost vio with the latter in 
loyalty to both their Hon Colonel and commanding officer, but for all that, they have no 
wi«U to become amalgamated, or to cease to be the Ist Berwick on Tweed Artillery 
Volunteers, u ith thoir special buttonsf and shoulder strap, their own Captain Com- 
mandant, $ and their separate orders from headquarters 

Tho lat Easx BtDr\o op YonKsiimE Artillept YoLtrswEERS data from December, 
180 ^, when they were enrolled at Darlington, riamborough, and Filey Tho two first- 
named places supplied No 1 Battery under Captain Haworth, and tlie voluntters from 
Filey constituted No 2 Battery under Optaiu Cortis Before long, Vliitby, Scar 
borough, and York contributed their quota, and the corps, which numbers somo SCO 
members, now boasts eight batteries 

Tho 2nd FiAsr Ridi>q or YonssinBE AnrittCRT Yoeumtees date from ISGO, 
Colonel 3Iartin Samuelson heing tlicir first commanding officer, and the subordmato 
ranks being fully and ably supplied Tho present Lieutenant Colonel Commandant was 
gazetted a Second Lieutenant early m tho same year

the roaular service ’ wo may mention iJiat m the Egyptian Campaigns of 18S2 and 18S3, 
detachments from the legimcnt (the majonty being from tho Newcastle wing) i olunfccrcd 
— «»/ trere acetpUl—for active Ecmcc, oa the understanding that when the war 
ended they would be granted a free di'diarge The Volunteers of 1S85 u ere fort onato 
enough to take active part m the campaign under Bw Gerald Graham, and were prn 
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seated with the Egyptnu lleilal and the Khedtv© Star on tlicir return, “ in the presence 
of such a gathering of representative Volunteers os had never before assembled under one 
roof”* 

Both regiments devote themselves to their work with enthusiasm, and the military 
nutjiorities speak of their progress in the highest terms Practical evidence of their 
proficiency was given on the occasion of theKcwcastle Exhibition in 1887, when “ there 
was on view in the grounds a siege battery for guns with magazines complete , across 
tha lakes were constructed n trestle bndge 60 feet long, a bridge of casks 130 feet, and 
a trchlo stiffened sling bridge 100 feet long, all constructed by the 1st Newcastle, under 
Colonel A S Palmer, during the months of March and April, in tho evenings after the 
men Ind finished their hard day’s work in factory, shop, or office ' 

Such 13 the history of the Ist Newcastle and the Ist Durham Engineer Volunteers, 
and similar to it, mutatu tnul indis, mnjh« said to be in essentials tho history of the other 
corps of tho •Kinto arm 0 / the semcc Not, perhaps, that the same opportunities have 
occurred or haao been utiUscd in the «anie manner, but tnc same enthusiasm for work, 
tho same carelessness of personal comfort, tho same intelligent aptitude for performing 
heavy labours and for mastering scientifie details, the same marked progress towards 
valuable efficiency, may be credited m measure that hut slightly vanes to all tho corps 
of Engineer Volunteers f 

The Submarine Mining Corps of tbo Engineer Volunteers dates from 1886 Pre- 
viously to that date, however, the advisability of such nn institution had been pointed 
out by Lieutenant General Sir A Clarko, and Colonel Palmer, of the 1st Durham 
Engineer Yolunteew, immediately set himself to work to prove the feasibiUty of the 
suggestion Ho apphed (towards the end of 1883) to the V’er Office for authority to 
form “ a submarine mining company for the defence of the Tyne ” At first the

“necessary craft, ic,” tnt a coasidoratle part of the cost of the esperunents, Trhich

TVOrkiDg mith a company of Eoyal Engineers, with the result that the Durham meu 
were reported ‘ highly qualified for carrying out this important dutv ” 

It may therefore, with justice, he daimed hy the Tyne regiment that they “ m 
augorated a movement from which emanated the further extension of submarine mining 
by Toluntcers. througheut the Emled Kingdom.” 

Quich to follow the example of their brethren in the Korth, the Drtsfol Engineer 
Yolunteer Coips formed a company for the protection of the Severn , then followed 
the 1st Lanaihshire for the defence of Grcenoch, and the 1st ljanea«hire for that of the 
vast ctmmarcial inteTKta concentrated m Liverpool The Tecs and the Forth, the'^ay 
and the Humber, are now each protected by a corp» of Snbmanne iliners of the Engineer 
Yolunteer*, while tho division at Falmouth keeps watch and ward over the Comish 
harbour 

Y'e now come to the Infhntry Volunteer*, who form iho great hulk of that portion 
oi the Ausiiiary Forces Invaluable as th© ArhUciy and Engineers are, u^ful and 
popular as would undoubtedly be a Cavalrj contingent, there is no doubt lhat to the

Cnp fell to the l«t Bosburgh, and m 1885 the Chma Challongo Cup to the Dumfries , 
la 1880 Corporal Jlilroy won the ifnrtmi Challenge Cnp The St George’s Challenge 
Cup was won by En«igu Grioic of the RosbnrgU in 1S6S, and m 1874 by the redoubt 
able SloVittie of the Dumfries, the former marksman gaming the TTindmill Prize, second 
stage, in 1800 and 1807, and thelatterwinnmgin 1882 the pTJ 20 gi\en by the Secretary 
of State for "War Corporal Forest followed Ensign Griero by gaming the same Wind

Austin, tlie nest cliango was to tho 2ml Lanarkshire Iliflo 'Volunteers, which obtained 
till tho most recent alteration, by winch Iho repment became the 2nd 1 olimtcor Battalion 
of the Scottish Lifles Tho uniform is scarlet with facings of blue 

Tho 3rd LxiARUsninB al->o date from 1859, and laao always pro*ctvcd a tradition 
that they should bo placed first in order of priority Captain Orr, in his history of the 
7th Lanarkshire Eifles, quotes a letter from Major Mactonr of tho 3nl, in which thewnter 
bnngs forward some strong reasons for his contention The question was authontatnely

The 4th LojiABEsnirD, formerly inown as the Northern Rifle Company, had their 
offer of service accepted in October, 1850, the first commander being Colonel Ttnnant

The 7fh LA>AfissaiflE form tho Sfh Volunteer Bitfahon, and were formerly known 
as the 4th Admmistrativo Battalion, then as the 29th Lanarkshire, ind later igiin as the 
7th Lmarishire Rifle Volunteers The localities from which they were raised were 
Coatbridge, Summerlee, Gart'herne, Airdne, and Bailheston, and m lSC2--whpn tlie«o 
were formed into the Administrative Battalion —the command was gneuto Jlajor Jlozicr 
The uniform adopted was modeHed on that of tho Cape ifouBted Ri^es, m which dis 
tuiguished corps tho first adjutant, Captain ilamwariDg, had scried, and tho historian 
of the corps records that “on many occasions inspecting officers highly complimented 
the regiment on its escellcDt dross and equipment ” In IST9 tho uniform was changed 
for the following Black serge Norfolk jacket, dark green faemgs, Gordon tartan trowsers 
seitskin busby, and black and green plume, and m 187S the stylo of the regiment 
became tho iOth Lanarkshire Rifle Volunteers In 1879 the scarlet uniform with yellow 
Lcingo, which is the present uniform of tho regiment, was adopted, and the style of the 
corps became tho “ 7th I nnarkohire Rifle Volunteers ” From tho earliest date tho regi 
ment have been indefatigable in. acquiring a good po’ution as a shooting corps, and the 
numerous prizes given for battalion competition haie materially advanced this result 
The marksmanship, indeed, of all the Volunteer battalions of the Scottish Riflts ha= 
always been of a very high order, as may be seen by tho fact that the Alesandra, the 
Grand Aggregate, the llartim-Henry Aggregate, the Aggregate Snider Competition 
tho Belgian Challenge Cup, tho Dailg Telegraph Prize, the Irish Challenge Trophy, 
tho iTartmi Chillenge Cup, the Olympic, the Silver Medal, tho St Gtorge s ChaIIcng( 
Vase, the Secretary of State for War’s Fiize, and tho Windmill Piize, ha\e bLeu aon 
by McNabh, Gilmour, Paton, Ingram, Somerville, Liwson, Armstrong, Cowan 
Whitelaw, Taylor, SIcOme, Brown, and Paton rcspcctnciy 

The Gloacestershiro Regiment — Regimental District, No 28 — has two Volunteer 
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battalions The Ist(CiTTOPBni'^L) \oLrMEECs date from September, 1859, when thej 
were raised, the then Uajor of Bristol being the Hon Colonel, a post lus Bucccs^ors 
have held ever emce The first commanding officer was Colonel Bush, who, as well as 
hi3 second in command, 3Iajor Pavne, had borne commissions m the regular army The 
movement was supported with the greatest enthusiasm, the ranks were quickly filled, 
and wealthy re'ndents gave salisfactoiy financial support The progress made was 
marked, and m 1S67 the Queen’s Pnro fell to a marksman of the Bristol Eifles. It 
may he mentioned that the present Major (Hon Lteufenant-Coloncl) Morcom Harwood 
was one of the first to receive his Ilnsigu’s cominis«ion. The uniform is green with 
facings of red 

The 2nd GiorcEsriB represent the two corps which were raised on the same day in 
Glonccster, the 2nd company bemg known as the “ Gloucester Hock Company ” In

The 'Worcestershire Begiment — ^Eegimentol District, *Ko 29 — has two Tolontecr 
battalions — the 1st and 2Bd Wobcesteesiiihe The 1st Worcestershire, which dates 
from 18o9, vrhen a company was raised at Wolverley, rcpre'enls various corps raised 
at Tenbury, Kidderminster, Bcwdley, Halesowen, Hudlej, Stourport and Stourbndgo, 
the corps at the last named plac^ now the headquarters of the battalion, being 
commanded by Captam J Foster, late Dragoon Guards 

The 2nd WoRCESiEEsitiEE Eitle TotuvTEEBS, which now constitute the 2Bd 
Volunteer Battalion of the Worcestershire Begiment, though not actually formed tiE 
1860, date from 1859, a Bifle club, which was the nucleus of the pre'sent regiment, 
bemg then m eiasteuce The ongmator of the 2nd Volunteer Battidion of the 
Worcestershire Eegiment was the pre«ent Quartermaster, Captain P Simms whose 
letter to a local paper m November, 1859, roused the enthusiasm of the “Faithful City” 
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Im-o city comp'imes •^ero then formed, and m the following August, compinieg which 
had bpen raised at Pershore, ilahcni, Evesham, Ombersley, Rodditch, Droitwitch, 
Upton and Uromsgrove, were formed with them into the 2nd Administrative Battalion 
of TVorcestcrshiro Eiflo Yolnntecrs under the command of Colonel Scobell The 
following year, the 2nd ‘W’orcGstcrshirehad many opportunities of taking part in reviews 
and inspections, and on every occasion climfcd high praise from tJie imtlionties present, 
and before many years had passed received a specially high comphment from Colonel 
Cartivright, who, after inspecting some manoeuvres, observed that “ he had inspected 
some forty or fifty of the metropohtan corps within the past two years there wero 
certainly many excellent regiments among those corps, hut he could say with 
truthfulness that the 2nd 'Worcestershire Battalion was equal to any of (hem ” In IS74 
the facings of the uniform, which, till then, hod been crimson, were changed to those at 
present borne The regiment steadily progressed in every way, the exceptionally 
handsome prizes offered by tho county as well as by their own officers contributing not 
a Uttlo to their triumphs as marksmen, and in 187C, tho inspecting officer reaffirmed, 

‘ with advantage's,’ tho encomium pa^ed bj his predecessor fen years before, saying that 
"ho could state, with perfect truth, that tho 2od Worcesfcrslaro Biflo Volunteers were 
one of tho most efficient corps in England '* In Jannary, I8S0, tho title of tho battalion 
was changed to the 10th ■Worcestershire Rifle Volunteer corps, hut tho folloxnng 
October it assumed tho more familiar sound of the 2nd ‘W'Drccstcrshirc Rifle Volunteers , 
in 1853 the present designation was adopted • In 18SC tho regiment, determined not 
to be behindhand, adopted tho suggestions which bad been made, and at (ho annual 
camp appeared an ambulance defichment properly equipped It is needless to say that 
by such a regiment the Jubilee year was duly observed — Worcestershire, it may be 
remarked, being, wo believe, the only county which assembled aff its tcmtorial forces 
at one place and time Tho best score for the Alexandra Prize at Wimbledon has been 
twice made by Worcester men in 1870 by Lieutenant Purchas of the old 14th, and in 
1877 by Lieutenant Banks of the old 8tb

over thirt) years, in 1840 the old military spirit found visible expression in a sort

The Halifax Rifle Cobps, late the 4th West Riding of Torhshire Volnnt''ers, and 
now the 1st Yolnuteer Battalion of the Puke of Wellington’s West Riding Regiment, 
date from 1859, when two companies weie formed at Halifax, and known as the 7th 
West York Rifle Volunteers Before long six more companies were raised and the 
regiment became the 4th West York Rifle Tolnateers The onginal uniform adopted 
was that of the Rifle Brigade in 1874— when the strength of the regiment was reduced 
to six eompames—searlet with blue feemgs and bushy were Eub-^tituted, the helmet 
replacing the bushy m 18S0 and -irhite &cmg3 and the badge of the lino regiments 
replacing in 18S7 the blue facings and local emblems theretofore used On the occasion 
»t the rt Wmdsoi m 1881 the 4ll> -West ToA ™ the only TorUhiro KSimont 
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present, and have on many occasions been fortunate enough to supply guards of honour 
to members of the royal family We cannot lingor long enough to allow us to give in 
any fulness the various triumphs the regiment has won at the shooting butts , both m 
Yorkshire and at 'W’lrQbledon its proweM is well known, Pninte Sharman, Private 
ITamott, and Ensign Cockerham having obtained the Queen’s Piizc^ the Alexandra 
Prize, the Henry Peek Prize, and the Secretary for Wars Prize In every way the 
Hahfax Eiflcs mdi,e good their claims to be a corps d'eliie They have a complete 
ambulance equipment, on efBcient signalling detachment, a cychst section, two hands— 
brass and drum and fife — and are fortunate besides in possessing excellent range and 
headquarters It is also worthy of note that the two senior officers* are respectively 
the nephew and son of two of the earhest officers of the regiment 

The 6th West Eidixq and the 9th West Eikino, forming respectively the 2nd and 
3rd Volunteer Battalions of the Duke of Wellington s, date from early m the history of 
the movement, and are both popular and efficient corps The uniform of the 6th is 
scarlet with white facings, that of the 9th being scarlet with buff facings 

The Border Eegiment— Eegimental District, No 3-i— lias two Volunteer battalions, 
the 1st CmiBERLAio) and the 1st WEsinontLAED The 1st Cumberland dates from 
Pebruary, 1860, and represents the corps raised at Carhsle, ■Whitehaven, Heswiclr, 
Brampton, Penrith, Alston, and other places, all of which have since been amalgamated 
No fewer, indeed, than ten corps sprang into being within as many weeks Since the 
date of their fonnation the Ist Cumberland ha\e made steady progress, and have on 
many occasions distinguished themselves at the butts The uniform is scarlet with 
facings of white. 

The 1st Westmoreland, which now forms the 2nd Volunteer Battalion of the Border 
Ecgiment, dates from February, 1860, when a company was raised at Kendal Almost 
simultaneously; companies were raised at Langdale, Windermere, Amhleside, and Gras 
mere The uniform is scarlet with facings of white Not to mention local successes we 
may mention that at Wimbledon in 1872 Private Palmer (1st Cumberland) tied for the 
Alexandra Prize, which was won ten years later by Sergeant Black of the same regiment , 
in 1877 Lieutenant Moser (Westmoreland) won the Albert (2ad stage) m 1880 Lieu 
tenant Mitchell (Ist Cumberland) tied for the Grand Aggregate, and won the Smdef 
Aggregate , m 1881 and 18SG the 1st Westmoreland gamed the Belgian Challenge Cop,

Tonous corps raised in Susses — ^Brighton, I-ewcs, East Gnnstead, Petworfh, Horsham, 
Arundel, Chichester, Worthing, Bognor, and Eastbourne, being amongst the places most 
fnfniltftr to Qs of to-day The present commanding officer of the 1st Su««es was, we 
behexe, one of the eaihest officers gazetted, he baxing been appointed corporal early in 
ISGO The uniform 13 scarlet with taemgs of bine;. 

The 2nd Sc^sm Eitle Yolcxteeks dates from 1859, and la composed of tao 
Adimm«trative Battahons, which coalesced m 1674, and «ix years later became the 
2nil Sussex, which title they retained till the most recent regulation transformed them 
into the 2nd Tolnnteer Battalion of the Boyal Sussex Begiment The pre«ent Hon. 
Colonel, who had served for some time m the Boyal Dragoons, was appointed to the 
command of the 2nd battalion, the officer in command, Sir H Plctcher, being wc bebeve 
the fourth chief of the 1st battalion, and hanng, like the Hon Colonel, served in the 
regular aimy The original uniform of the corps was grev, which m 1874 was changed 
io scarlet with llloe facings Attached to the regiment is the Cadet corps of St lohn S, 
nutstpietpomt The headquarters of tho 1st Admimstmtivc Baltabou w^r first at 
Chichester bnj since ISCC they have been at Worthing, where are the headquarters of 
the regiment as now constituted Tho headquartcis of the 2nd Admmistratire Battalion 
were first at Petwortb, then at Horsham. Since the amalgazoabon they have of course, 
been at Worthing On several occasions the Snd Sossex have done well at Wimbledon, 
gaming the first and other high places in the competitions for the Queei^s, the Alfred, 
Wimbledon Cup, Ilenry Pcoh Pure, the Bass Pnze, and others * 

The Ist C^ovE Poets ToLtrvTixBS, which occupy the position of the Srd Tolunteer 
Battalion of the Eoyal Su«ses Begiment, though without discoutmuing the j dist mctiTc 
appellahon, date from December, 18ii9, when a nfle corps was raised at Hastin^e under 
Captam the Hon, G WnlJcgravD. Bamsgate, Bye, Hythe, Folkestone, Deal, Hargatc 
and Doxct soon followed, and in duo course of tune were amalgamated, through xanous 
stages into the regiment as it now stands The Hon Colonel is the Lord Y arden of tho 
Cmque Ports the menUon of whose office recalls xisidly the days when volunteers and 
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regulars alike kept atmous outlook from the old Sns es ^ea town®, ^rhere rumour had at 
^ the first descent of the enemy •n’ouldhe made The uniform is grey ivith facings of blue 
The 1st Hants Exfie Toluteeers, -which now iorm the 1st Volunteer Battalion of 
the Happ^hire Ecgiment, date linm lSa9, when serenl bodies of volunteers wore 
formed into an Administrative Battalion under the command of Colonel Faunce In 
1S63 the present commanding officer was appointed, and three years later the regi 
nient began to make giant strides towards efficiency Two years later, -viz in 1S6S, 
tiro new corps were added, and anthonties began to have their attention called to tie 
excellence of the 1st Hants Rifle Volunteers Though to nnotherregiment of Volunteers* 
belong the credit of first adopting as a diahuctii e element in their training the system of 
annual camps, the I'lt Hants ntdiscd it to such effect that in 1869 the Deputy Inspector 
of the Reserved Forces induced Lord Horthbrook, then the Under Secretary of State for 
"War, to come and «eo for himself the xesuU« Not long after— loc, and presumably 
proplcr Aoe— an order was promulgated allowing the now familiar Government grant 
towards the cxxicn'es of the Volunteer eacampmeof* In 1871 the 1st Hants attended 
the Aldershot raandhvres for sixteen day*, and it is claimed for them that they are ‘ tho 
only Volunteer regiment which has been embodied for so long a penod at a stretch ** In 
1877 tho gt“y uniform, which had been the original colour adopted, was discarded in 
favour of the royal scarlet, with the best results to the regiment They wore tho first 
corps to make the “transport” experiment in ita fulness, and the accounts of thefir&t 
nppearancv of tho transport contingent were most laudatory One of the leading daily 
papers commenting on the camping out of fbe regiment m 1885, remarks, “How far it 
13 possible for the Volunteers to organize a transport service for themselves was demon 
strated in tho open air training of the I’st Hants Rifle Corps a short time ogo As was 
seen from the interesting reports we published, these Volunteers managed everything for 
themselves exactly as if they had been an army corps in the field ” 

As reflecting, not only on the 1st Hanf «, but on the 2ud and Srd Volunteer battalions 
of the same temtonal regiment, we may be permitted to cull a few of the eulogistic 
phrases which appear in the reports in the Daily Pre'^s of tho Jubilee Review m 18S7 
“No brigade parsed more tnumphanfly enheal examination than the 10th, under 
Colonel Sir "NV Humphrey, Bart It consisted of the l«t, 2nd and 3rd Volunteer 
Battalions of tho Hampshire Regiment, and was generally prononnced the be«t Volunteer

Attached to the 1st Hampshire is tho Cadet corps of 'Wmchcstcr College 
The 2nd lUur'finrE date from Tcbniary, 38C0, ond the Srd ILiirrsiiiEE from tho 
same mouth, Southampton and Portsmouth being tho nucleus corps of the regiments, 
and tho fir«t commanders — Capfoin Grimes and Coptiin TiUancy rcspeclircly — haring 
both seen Borneo m the ihdms army The 4th Hoir^uins, tho BouniMnonth 
company, uus raised at Chrut Church in March of ISCO, Iho Dirl of Malmesbury being 
the first commander , the Sth ILiiip«miiE, tho I*lc of "ITight Begiment, dates from 
January, 18C0, and represent eight corps raided at Hyde, I^owport, Tcatiior, Sandown, 
Cowe«, Tre^hwatcr and clscirhere Tho whole -was imdcr the command of Colonel 
Duusmerc, fonnctly of the “Black "^atch,” and the Iscwpotl corps was comiaa'ndcd 
by Sir J Simeon, Bart As is well known, the ITon. Colonel of the regiment w Pnneo 
Deniy of Battcuberg, and the reguaent itself has the sc-mewhat rare distinction for a 
Yolanfccr corpa of being styled “The Princess Beatrice’s Own " 

As specimens — oud^ccimcus only — of the succc'scs ■won by tho men of IIamp«hito 
it maybe mentioned that in 1S71 Lieutenant Rewman iron the Alexandra first stage, in 
188S Captain Amdl won the Hop Bitters Trophy , in 1883 Sergeant Hoble won the 
Alfied Prize , and in the same year Priratc Hyde earned off the 'Wjndjmll Prize.

Tho Srd SrAironn, winch conshtnto tho 2nd Yolimteer Battalion, date from 
hoTcmber, 18j9, when two companies irere raised at IValsall, the first commanding 
officer being Captain Darweli.

Bat the corps that started on its military career clad in this 
fearful and wonderful costume is and slnuys has been one of the most distinguished of 
all the Volunteer regiments To return, however, for a momeat to the lliddlcse\ • 
1 olunteers of tho last century The names and composition of some of them will be 
noticed mdealing with their successors, suffice it to say that having ably and effects cly 
done tho duty that came in their way they wen^ with some few exceptions, dishandtd 
Tor many years before IS&D thinking men had had m ^'lcw the desirability of

The ilancCester Begirocnt— Bcgimonfal District C3— has six ’t oluntoer Battalions, 
which might almost clam a\olumc to themscUcs Tlicj tiro respectively the 4tli, CtU, 7(h, 
ICth, 20th, and 22nd Lancashire Of Ihc-o the Clh, 20lb, and IClh were better known 
as the Ist, 2ad, and Srd ^fanchestcr Tlio tlirci* original Manchester corps wero znmed 
in Becemher, 1859, and F«.bruarj, 18C0, (ho Ardwick corps in January, 3600, and 
the contingents at Ashton under Lyno and Oldham lu Februarj of the same year It

enthusiasm broke out, valuable pnzea, complimentary presentations, poured lu on 
the newly formed corps, and the colours of tho old Stocktou Volunteers waved over 
their successors of the raovement of our own day When, m 18C1, tho adoption of 
Administrative Battahons came into force, the 1st Durham, tho ICth, the ICth, and

The 4th Dceham is described by Iho histonan before quoted ns “ one of the most 
popular regiments in the county of Durham,*' and as rejoicing m the proud sobnquet 
of the “ ‘Blach ‘^Tatdi,’ a name by which they are more familiarly known m civilian 
circles tbaTi by their proper designation ** Fire corps were soon enrolled from amoDg«t 
“the hardy sons of toil to bo found m tbe district stretching from the banks of theTTear 
at Durham to those of the Tjme at Felling,” and theso corps were m due time amal 
gamated into the 1st Admimstrahve Battalion Durham Hide Volunteers In ISSO this 
IstAdminiatratirc Battalion became the 4th Durham ItifleTo!tmfecrs,witb a strength of 
tea companies The uniform was originally grey, but m 18CS was changed for that at 
present worn— nfie green with *601161 fa'^ing* TTe may odd that of tbe officers who«e 
names appear in the (18S0)’Army List, two — the lieutenant colonel and the hon. 
chaplam— were ameaffst the first gazetted on the formation of the regiment 

The 5th DenEau has had a somewhat complicated history In 1839 the Gateshead 
company was formed and known as the Sth Durham , m IS6S the South Shields con 
liagcnt were enrolled as the Cth Durham, andinlSCO the corps frornBlaydon and "Win 
terton were numbered as tbe 9tb Durbam, and known ns the Tvne and Derwent Bifles 
The'c corps were constituted into the 3rd Durham then into the Cth, and then, with 
certain changca not popular with the corps, into the Crd Durham again. In November 
of the same year thev becam* the oth Datbom, which title ther retained till the recent 
Tcmlcnal nomenclature came into play The xnuform was at first green, but was after 
wards changful into eeatUt wvth. dark.

IliG Cth liAVAnE dates from 1S60, when it was Inown as the 25fh Lanarl^shire 
adopting its present designation in 1880 Numcrons other companies are included, 
drawn chiefly from the "Clyde Artisans," who for some time gaie fhoir name to 
tho corps The present uniform is tlio third worn, the first having been grey and 
the second green Tho authority heforo quoted says that the regiment was the first to 
adopt the new regulation helmet 

Raised in 18o9, the 8th Lanauksittre had been previously known as the 4th 
Administrative Battalion and the 31st Lanarkshire (the Blythswood) 

The 9fh LA^A 1 lES^IaE forming tho 4th Volunteer Battalion of the Baghland Light 
Infantry, reprc=ent five corps raised in 18C0, namely tho 37th, the 5ofh, the C2nd the 
73rd, and the 94th, which in 18C3 were consolidated into the 3rd Administrative 
Battalion of tho Lanarkshire Rifle Volunteers In 1872, soon after tho present com 
manding ofEce* joined, a sixth company, (he 107th, was raised at Lcadlulls and m 1885 
tho regiment become the 9th LoDarksbire 

Amongst tho public functions in wluch the regiment ha^ taken part may ho instanced 
the royal reviews at rdmbutgh of 1830 and 1881, and the various ceremoaics of state 
connected with tho Glasgow Exhibition of 1888 "The sbooting of the regiment is 
very good, and though as yet nono of the members have won any of the great pruos 
at imhledon, yet all its efiicients have earned the higher grant ’* There are numerous 
inter regimental competition®, and great attention is paid to tho " thoroughness " of tho 
annual camping out, an exercise to which tho commandiDg officer attaches deserved im* 
portance Huch of the efiicicncy of the 9th Lanarkshire is due to tho singular good 
fortune wluch has attended them in the appointment of adjutants In 1885, on the 
retirement of Major Tliornton, the first adjutant, Lieutenant Colonel Andrew Stevenson, 
of the Black Watch, was appointed, who brought to his ta«k tho interesting experience 
gained m the most recent of our wars, and was succeeded by Captain Towers Clarke

Tho ScTJ^:RUl^o IIiounaNn Votevrtens, now the 2nd 1 oluntecr l«ttaUon of the 
Seafotth Ilighlanders, date from early in the lustory of the movement, and were origin 
ally known as the 1st Admmistroliio Raltahon Sutherland RiDc®, and suh«cquently as 
the 1st SuthorlaniL The rogment has alsrayi lirjui- a.djSLtiniguahr»l.ftnr,,t}iftRj 3 Jif«. efl 
IVales becoming Hon Colonel in J8C7, and the post of commanding officer being first 
held \y the Duke of Sutherland, and now by the hlarquis of Stafford In 1SC>7 the 
present uniform — that of tho Sutherland Highlanders — was adopted In 1883 Sergeant 
llackay won the Quern s Prize and the Olympic Trize, and m 1888 Captain ilomson 
won the Datlj TiUgraph Prize 

Tho Ist ri-atx, noa known as the 3rd (Morayshire) 1 oluntcer Battalion Seaforth 
Highlanders, date from 18 j9 Tho tost compaiuis raided ii ere from tho distncts of 
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J'orrc!-, Elgin, Eothe , and Carr Bridge, and the strength of the regunent rjpidly 
increased Tihe uniform is scarlet tnth facings of yellow 

The Gordon Highlanders — Eegimental Dutnct 75 have sue, Volunteer battalions 
The 1st Aherdeen'shire dates from August, 18o9, and by ITarch, 18C0 numbered nine 
conipame« 

The 2nd Ahcrdeenshirc also dates firom an early period, and like the 1st comprises 
several companies, and is reertuted from Abeideen and the neighbourhood Tie Srd 
(the Buchan) Volunteer Battahon, formerly the 3rd Aberdeenshire, was originated m 
18C0 and consisted of seven compames, the first raised of which was numbered the 19th 
The 4th Aberdeenshire dates from somewhat later “There is no record” 'ays the 
Slihtaiy Directory, “ to show when this battalion was first raised ” The present is, we 
believe, the third commanding officer 

The 5th Deeside Hioueasdees, formerly the 1st Emcardme and Aberdeen, was for 
0010 time koown as the 1st AdQUotstratiTe Battahon Eiocardise and Aberdeen Tic 
corps, Tvhich is a numenc'dly strong one, wears (he kilt, and has as Horn Colonel the 
iraK^uis of Huntly 

The 1st BiiCTFsiimE daces from 1859, when one company was raided, the last addition 
being m 18C9 The uniform of the 1st, 2od, and 3rd Volnntcer Battalions is scarlet 
with yellow facings , of tho 4th green ivith scarlet ficmgs , of the 5th green with green 
facings , and of tho Gth grey with black facings * 

The Queen’s Own Cameron ILghlaaders— Beguaentil Distnct 7D-— Live one 
Volunteer battahon, the 1st LwruNtss 'nrar IlnmLAJimEus, datmg from October, 1859 
lie present strength is ten companies, and the regiment is one of the most popular and 
best equipped in Scotland The umfonn is scarlet with buff facings 

Tho Peincess IiomsE’s — Argyll ind Sutherland Highlanders — have seven Volunteer 
battalion', the first of which, the 1st Bcnfrew'hire, dates from September, 1859 bemg 
tfie seconiT senior regiment m Scotfenif It fias taken part' in most’ orifie ,Sortfiem 
renews, and has a high chancter for efficiencv 

The 2nd BEXTEEWsuinE, also fiatmg from 1859, has a similar record of servi''e, 
haring had many opportunities of 'applying guards of hoaour on tho occasion of 
royal visits 

The Srd Bemtewshire dates from 1560, and the 4th (Siieling'Hiee) from a some 
what earher date, some of the independent compames being raised in 18o9 

The oth Battalion, formmg tho 1st Argyll was raised m 1860, and the various 
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corps of which it was composed were forincd into an Administrative Battalion, whiob 
became in 18S0 the Ist Argyll Bifle Yolontecrs. 

The 1st BraEiPTOxsHiRE IUile VoirxixEES, occupying the place of the Cth Volun- 
. teer Battalion, date from 1859. It is a strong batlahon, possessing a Lieutenant- 
Colonel Commandant, and numbering something over 1,200 in ranks The first uniform 
was grey ; this gave place to rifle green, which in due course was abandoned in faTOur 
of the present uniform. 

The 1st CLACEitixxiS Kixeoss, whldi form the 7th Tolunteer Battalion, spring 
&om the Alloa Eiflea of 1859. These became subsequently the 1st Clackmannanshire, 
and in 1873 the 1st Kinross was attached. The uniform of the 1st Battalion is grey 
with lacings of scarlet ; of the 2nd, 3rd, and 7lh, scarlet with facings of blue ; of the ■Ith 
green with green facings; of the 6th and Ist Dmnbartonslufe scarlet with yellow lacings. 

The BiSa Brigade (Prince Consort’s Own)ha3 ten Tolunteer Battalions. J The 7th. 
llmnussx, the well-known London Scottish, date &om 1859, their first number being 
the 15th. The 'present Hon. Colonel, as Lord Hcho, was the first corntnaoding ot&cer, 
and the uniform at that tune was grey with brown facings. The London Scottish ore 
undoubtedly one of the most “ crack ” corps in existence, as they are ono of the most 
popular. TTo have been able before, 'however, to notice the Tolunteer regiments 
■> composed of the kindly Scots, and beyond patting on record the fact of their hating 
achieTcd many shooting triumphs, must reluctantly resist the temptation to dwell longer 
on their history. 

Did space permit it would be more than usually* interesting to trace from the 
beginning of the nation’s history the militar y scrrices rendered by the ** men of the 
Law.*’ This task, however, has been ably and successfully undertaken in a valuable 
brochure published some three years ago,* and we must content ourselves with the 
history of the Iifss or Covet Buxe VoLr^TEEBS as it is developed in the present 
Tolunteer movement. Te cannot, however, resist referring to the fact, noted by Hr. 
Korton, that “ the first organized body formed by tho Tnus of Court appears to have 
been in 15S4, when associations Were formed by them to assist in the defence of the 
country from the Spanish Armada,” and the Deed of Association under which they were 
enrolled can still be seen in the Drill Hall of Lincoln’s Inn. At the time when the 
House of Commons first commenced the course of action which forced Charles I. to

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take iij) arms, the Inns of Court mpn offered their services to the King, and m ansiver to 
enquiries, made it clear to the turbulent Commons that “ though they had no intention 
of ifl*erfeting irith the lawfully constituted authority of Parliament, they did not mean 
to permit their Sovereign to be insulted hy the rabble ” * The gentlemen of the Tnna of 
Court formed a Yolnnteer band m the last century, and it is recorded that at a renew in 
1803, King George III conferred upon them the sobriquet they still enjoy of “The 
Deni s Own ” He was enquiring what troops they were, and Erskine, who was in 
comjnand, replied “ They arc all lawyers, sire ” “ What ’ what ’ ” exclaimed the King 
“all lawyers I all lawyers ' Call them the Devil’s Own 1 — call them the Deni’s Own* ” 
In 1859 the Inna of Court petitioned to form a '"olimtcer corps, and tho original 
members were sworn in before Lord Campbell, “ thus connecting them with the 
previous corps, of which he had been a member” First known as the 23rd, they 
ore now formally designated the 14tb, but most fanuhar to all is the old title of the 
“Ians of Court” la 1878 Private Evan? won tho Bass Prwe, m 1886 Sergeant 
Bimmonda won tie silver medal, in 1889 Sergeant Browell won the bronze medal of 
the Middlesex Bifle Association, m addition to which other prizes have been credited 
to the corps The Inns of Court are fortunate in possessing ample accommodation 
and, as might be expected from such a body, are well to the fore m all the depart 
ments of signalling, mounted infantry, ambulance, etc t The uniform is grey with 
facings of scarlet 

The 15th MiDDirsEX-i-the Customs and the Docks — dafe from 1860, and represent 
the amalgamation of many corps The original Custom House Eifles were numbered 
2Cth and commanded by Major Grey Recent events bare impaired their numbers, but 
few corps can boast a finer material The uniform is green with scarlet facings 

Tho 16th Middlesex, the well known Lovdov Inisn Rifles, which form the 4th 
Volunteer battahon of tho Rifle Bn^ade, have from their raising, early in 1860, hold a 
very foremost place amongst tho Volunteer regiments of tho country In December 
of 18o9, a meeting of “Insbmen residmg m London” resolved that a Volunteer 
Rifle Corps should bo organized , this rc'olution was adopted and supported, not only 
by the representative men of every class who were present at tho meeting, hut by

The I9th (Sr Giles’s and Sr 6 £Osoe\ LtooirsBUEr) IfincLEsns Touateers, which 
occupy tho position of the Cth Tolnnleer battalion of the Riflo Bngnde, can trace a 
practicallj direct succession from the “Bloomsbiuynndlnnsof Court”Voluntcor3of the 
last century The last mentioned corps was rased in 1707, and, in common with many 
other Toluatecr legunents then raised, •'oon boasted both coJonrs and a motto, tho latter 
being “ITolumus Miitan” "When Uie old corps was disbanded about 1814, a con 
sidcrablc Slim of money, the balance of the subscriptions, was “ deposited in the hands 
of trustees for tho benefit of any future, corps which might in later years fake tlieir 
place ” And the S7th, now tho lOlh, m 1877 made good their right to thw sum with 
its accumulations, and also obtained htcr on from the roundling Hospital, whero 
they liad been preferred, tho colours of the old corps 

The 20fh llImnLESEX, the Artists cotps, is amongst the be«t Jaiown of the Hotro 
politm Volunteer corps Its name conveys the constitution of tho regiment the Hon 
Colonel IS the Pre«ident of the Royal Academy, and lu its ranks are men who arc well 
known in ill branches of “ Art and Letters ” Uniform grey with grey facings 

Tho 24th hTinnixsEr — the Poat OfBco Volunteers— hare a record of somewhat 
unusual interest They date from a more recent period than many of tho other regi 
ments, their origin being in ISOS, when they wore gazetted as tho 49th ILdiUcsex 
The ycanprciious had been that of (he Fciuaa outbreak, and some 1,500 employi^s were 
Sworn in as a body as special constables, and «oon attained a degree of mihfary efficiency 
which called forth high praises from the officnl^ So popular ihd this pubhc gemee be 
come that the idea of disbandment was uncongenial to the men, and wifh flic a'«i3tanco 
of Colonel du Plat Taj lor, fhoi obtained Ibe requisite pcrjni««ioa to form a Volunteer 
regiment At tho review at Dover, of 1809, the 49th gave strong evidence of tlicir 
mine ns soldiers, evidence which was emphasized by tho part they took in the Egyptian 
rbmpaign of 1882, when an ^Inny Posfnl Corps was raided from tboir numter, and 
accompanied the nrmy Their «crviccs there were referred to bj Lord WoUeley in a 
di patch eulogising “ the admirable manner in which the Po'?t Office Corps di charged
